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Introduction. 


There  is  no  occupation  so  feminine,  at  the  same  time  so  truly 
lady-like,  as  needlework  in  ever}'  branch,  from  the  plain,  useful 
sewing  that  keeps  household  and  person  neat  and  orderly,  to  the 
exquisite,  dainty,  fancy  work  that  adds  beauty  to  every  room. 

Martha  Washington  received  her  lady  friends,  rising  from  her 
knitting  and  resuming  the  work  of  her  fingers  while  conversing, 
and  there  are  specimens  of  her  skill  still  treasured. 

Fancy  work  is  a  secondary  consideration,  although  this  book 
will  be  for  the  guidance  of  those  who,  having  conquered  the 
mysteries  of  plain  sewing,  turn  for  recreation  to  the  daintier  and 
prettier  arts  of  knitting  and  crochet. 

The  knitting  of  lace  is  claimed  by  John  Beekman,  in  his 
*'  History  of  Inventions,  Discoveries  and  Origins,"  to  be  a  Ger- 
man invention.  Other  writers  attribute  it  to  the  Spaniards  or 
Italians. 

The  importance  of  knitting  can  hardly  be  over-estimated,  as 
no  machine-work  has  yet  reached  the  perfection  of  hand-knit 
articles.  It  is  really  the  employment  of  the  million,  rich  and 
poor,  old  and  young,  resorting  to  it  for  amusement  or  occupation. 

A  perfect  fit  is  the  chief  charm  of  any  garment.  This  can 
only  be  attained  when  the  articles  are  made  by  hand,  so  that  the 
size  and  shape  may  be  modified  to  suit  the  individuals.  I  wish 
to  help  the  workers — those  who  weave  the  delicate  fancies  of 
their  brain  into  articles  of  usefulness  as  well  as  beauty. 

For  the  past  few  years,  this  branch  of  woman's  education  has 
been  sadly  neglected;  the  time  was,  when  our  grandmothers  would 
have  considered  a  young  lady's  education  incomplete  until  she 
was  able  at  least  to  knit  her  own  stockings.  Let  all  be  instructed, 
and  remember  that  it  is  far  from  idleness  to  spend  one's  leisure 
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hours  after  tasks  are  clone,  in  daintier  work — fashioning  laces  as 
filmy  as  those  which  come  from  the  "Old  Country,"  or  warm  wraps 
and  skirts,  and  uncler-garments  of  wool.  Of  course  I  know 
woven  articles  may  be  bought  cheaply,  but  such  work  is  not 
prized  half  so  highly  as  those  whose  stitches  are  counted.  Child- 
ren's under-garments,  in  fact,  all  kind  of  children's  garments, 
are  now  made  by  the  loving  hands  of  friends,  and  are  durable 
and  pretty.  Those  who  are  debarred,  through  illness,  from 
taking  part  in  the  more  active  work  of  life,  but  who  gladly  turn 
to  any  device  by  which  their  hands  may  be  usefully  and  pleas- 
antly employed,  welcome  this  sort  of  work.  Busy  fingers  are 
not  half  ao  apt  to  get  into  mischief  as  the  unemployed. 

Innocent  ways  to  spend  idle  hours  are  worth  much  to  some. 

Trusting  that  the  ladies  who  pick  out  these  patterns  will  be 
pleased  with  the  results  of  their  labor,

Definitions,  Etc. 


GENERAL  IHSTHUETIDMS, 


Front  and  back  are  terms  used  in  knitting.  Front,  is  that  part  nearest 
to  you ;  back,  furthest  from  you. 

Stitches  accidently  dropped  must  be  picked  up  at  once,  or  the  work  is 
spoiled.  They  can  be  detected  by  the  loop  which  forms  the  stitch  running 
down  the  work. 

When  you  wish  to  put  knitting  away,  always  knit  midway  of  the  needle, 
so  that  you  can  fold  the  work  up  nicely. 

Definitions  of  Terms  in  Knitting. 

To  Cast  on. — To  make  the  first  interlacement  of  yarn  upon  the  needle. 

To  Bind  off. — To  knit  two  stitches,  and  to  pass  the  first  over  the  second 
and  so  on  to  the  last  stitch,  which  is  fastened  by  drawing  the  yarn  through. 

To  Purl  or  Seam. — To  knit  a  stitch  with  the  yarn  before  the  needle.^ 

To  Narrow. — To  decrease  by  knitting  two  stitches  together. 

To  Widen. — To  increase  by  making  a  stitch,  bringing  the  yarn  round  the 
needle,  and  knitting  the  same  when  it  occurs. 

A  Row. — The  stitches  from  one  end  of  the  needle  to  the  other. 

A  Round. — A  row  where  the  stitches  are  on  three  or  more  needles. 

A  Plain  Row. — That  which  is  composed  of  plain  knitting. 

To  Purl  or  Seam  a  Row. — To  knit  with  the  yarn  before  the  needle 

To  Increase. — To  make  a  stitch. 

To  Decrease. — Knit  two  stitches  together  as  one. 

Twist  Stitch.— Like  plain  knitting,  only  the  needle  should  be  put  in 
the  back  of  the  stitch,  after  which  knit  as  usual 


Knitted  Laces  or  Edgings. 

The  following  patterns  may  be  made  of  Linen  Thread,  Cotton,  Saxony 
Yarn,  Knitting-Silk.     In  numbers  as  directed. 

t  over  1,  is  simply  short  for  thread  over  once. 

t  over  2,  "      "  "      "        "        "      twice. 

t  over  3,  "      "  "      "        "        "      three  times,  etc. 

Many  ladies  call  it  turn  over  once,  turn  over  twice,  etc.

3d  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain, 
•t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pull  slipped  stitch  over  narrowed  one, 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3 
plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain. 

5th  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow, 
-t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain.

21st  Row — 8  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1, 
narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch 
over,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain. 

23d  Row — Bind  off  6  stitches,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  narrow,  t  over  1,  4  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  narrow,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  4  plain,  narrow 
t  over  1,  3  plain.  Knit  back  plain  till  within  3  stitches  of  the 
end,  then  pick  up  a  stitch  and  knit  it  and  the  remaining  three 
plain.     Commence  at  first  row. 

INSERTION   TO   MATCH   FRENCH   LACE. 

Materials  for  lace  and  insertion;  they  are  very  pretty  made  of 
No.  50  linen  thread  and  No.  18  needles.  Any  other  materials; 
may  be  used.

Cast  on  39  stitches  knit  across  plain.

Second  and  all  even 
rows  plain. 

3d  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1, 
5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  throw 
slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain. 

5th  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain,  narrow,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  to  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  one,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2 
plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain. 

7th  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over,

IMITATION  SMYRNA  LACE. 

Materials:  No.  50  or  70  linen  thread,  2  No.  18  steel  needles. 
Throughout  the  pattern  where  the  thread  is  put  over  twice  no 
account  is  made  in  going  back  of  the  second  loop  which  is 
dropped  off,  in  order  to  make  the  hole  large  enough.  Cast  on 
'20  stitches. 

1st  Row — Knit  across  plain. 

2d  Row — Knit  plain  until  you  have  6  stitches  left  on  needles, 
now  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  3  plain. 

3d  Row — 10  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow, 
6  plain. 
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4th  Row — Knit  plain  until  you  have  6  stitches  left  on  needle, 
now  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  3  plain. 

5th  Row — 12  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow, 

5  plain. 

6th  Row — Knit  plain  until  you  have  6  stitches  left  on  needle,. 
now  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  3  plain. 

7th  Row — 14  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow 
4  plain. 

8th  Row — Knit  plain  until  you  have  6  stitches  left  on  needle, 
now  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  3  plain. 

9th  Row — 16  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  nar- 
row, 3  plain. 

10th  Row — Knit  across  plain ;  you  should  now  have  24  stitches 
on  needle. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

12th  Row — 5  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  nar- 
row, 13  plain. 

13th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

14th  Row — 6  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2, 
narrow,  11  plain. 

15th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

16th  Row — 7  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  nar- 
row, 9  plain. 

17th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow.  1  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

18th  Row — 8  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  nar- 
row, 7  plain. 

INSERTION   TO   IMITATION   SMYRNA   LACE. 

Cast  on  23  stitches,  knit  across  plain. 

1st  Row — 12  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  l  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,, 

6  plain. 

2d  Row — Like  1st  row. 
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3d  Row — 13  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  6,  narrow, 
5  plain. 

4th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

5th  &  6th  Rows — 14  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2, 
narrow,  4  plain. 

7th  &  8th  Rows — 15  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2, 
narrow,  3  plain. 

9th  &  10th  Rows — 16  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over 
2,  narrow,  2  plain. 

11th  &  12th  Rows — 14  plain,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1 
plain,  t  over  2,  4  plain. 

13th  &  14th  Rows — 13  plain,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  5  plain. 

15th  &  16th  Rows — 12  olain,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  6  plain. 

17th  &  18th  Rows— 11  plain,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  1  plain, 
t  over  2,  7  plain. 

Repeat  from  3rd  row. 

ROSE   LEAF  LACE. 

Materials,  No.  50  or  70  linen  thread,  2  No.  18  needles,  or  Sax- 
ony yarn  and  2  No.  16  needles  of  steel. 

1st  Row — Cast  on  31  stitches,  knit  across  plain. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  seam  1,  t  over  1, 
1  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  t  over  2,  2  plain. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  seam  4,  1  plain,  seam  3, 1  plain,  seam  3,  1  plain,  seam 
6,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain. 

4th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 
1  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain,  narrow, 
seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  7  plain. 

5th  Row — Slip  1,  8  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  4,  1  plain, 
seam  2,  1  plain,  seam  2, 1  plain,  seam  6,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain. 
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6th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 
1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  seam 
1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t 
over  2,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  t  over  2,  3  plain. 


7th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain, 
seam  1,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  5,  1  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain, 
seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  7,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 
3  plain,  t  over  1,  knit  3  stitches  together,  seam  1,  knit  3  stitches 
together,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  11 
plain. 

9th  Row — Bind  off  7,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  7,  1 
plain,  seam  9,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain. 
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10th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1T. 
5  plain,  t  over  1,  knit  3  stitches  together,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over 
1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  4  plain. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  19,  t  over  lr 
narrow,  2  plain. 

INSERTION   TO    MATCH    ROSE   LEAF   LACE. 

Cast  on  29  stitches,  knit  across  plain. 

1st  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 1 
plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  seam  1,  t  over  1T. 
1  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  2  plain. 

2d  Row — 4  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  4,  1  plain,  seam  3,  1 
plain,  seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  6,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  narrow, 
seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain.

plain,  pass  narrowed  stitch  over  plain  one,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  7  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 
narrow,  1  plain,  pass  narrowed  stitch  over  plain  one,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow. 

10th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over  plain 
stitch,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  9 
plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  9  plain,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over  plain 
stitch,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  11 
plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  11  plain,  t 
over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over  plain 
stitch,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  together,  t  over  1,  13  plain,  t  over  1, 
3  together,  t  over  1,  13  plain,  t  over  1,  3  together,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  narrow. 

13th  Row — Slip  1, 1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over  plain  one, 
1  plain  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  11  plain,  narrow,  t 
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over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  11  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow.  This  completes  the  pattern, 
and  should  be  repeated  until  of  desired  length. 

STAR  TIDY. 

Two  balls  No.  14  knitting  cotton,  4  needles.     Fifteen  stars 
will  make  a  good-sized  tidy, 
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Cast  on  8  stitches,  3  stitches  on  2,  and  2  on  1  needle. 
1st  Row— Plain  all  round.     2d— t  over  1,  1  plain,  all  round. 
3d— Plain  all  round.     4th— t  over  1, 2  plain,  repeat  all  round. 
5th— Plain  all  round.     6th— t  over  1,  3  plain,  all  round. 
7th — Plain  all  round.     8th — t  over  1,  4  plain,  all  round. 
9th — Plain  all  round.     10th — t  over  1,  5  plain,  all  round. 
11th— Plain  all  round.     12th— t  over  1,  G  plain,  all  round. 
13th— Plain  all  round.     14th— t  over  1,  7  plain,  all  round. 
15th— Plain  all  round.     16th— t  over  1,  8  plain,  all  round. 
17th — Knit  plain  all  round.     Now  you  ought  to  have  27 
stitches  on  each  of  2  needles,  and  18  stitches  on  1  needle. 

18th — t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  6  plain,  all  round. 
19th — Plain  all  round. 

20th — t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  l,  narrow,  5 
plain,  all  round.     21st— Plain  all  round. 

22d — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  4  plain,  all 
round. 

23  d — Plain  all  round. 

24th — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  4  times,  3  plain, 
all  round. 

25th — Plain  all  round. 

26th — t  over  1,1  plain,  (tover  1,  narrow,)  5  times,  2  plain, 
all  round. 

27th — Plain  all  round. 

28th — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  6  times,  1  plain, 
all  round. 

29th — Plain  all  round. 

30th— t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  7  times,  all  round. 
31st — Plain  all  round. 

You  now  have  48  stitches  on  each  of  2  needles,  and  32 
stitches  on  1  needle.  Bind  all  but  16  stitches  on  the  needle 
which  has  the  least  number  of  stitches.  Knit  across  plain 
twice,  seam  across,  plain  across;  this  makes  1  rib.  You  want  6 
of  these  ribs  on  the  right  side.  Sew  stars  together,  putting 
star  opposite  block. 
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VINE  TIDY 

Cast  on  89  stitches  and  knit  across  alternately  11  times  plain 
and  seam. 


1st  Row — 12  plain,  narrow,*  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  throw  slipped 
stitch  over,  4  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2 
plain,  repeat  from  *  twice,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1, 
12  plain;  commence  the  row  again,  and  so  continue  till  end  of 
needle.     2d — All  seamed. 

3d — 11  plain,  narrow,*  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1, 
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3  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over, 
2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain  repeat 
from*  twice,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1,  13  plain,  and 
continue  to  end  of  needle. 

4th — All  seamed. 

5th — 10  plain,  narrow,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1, 
5  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over, 
slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  repeat  from* 
twice,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1,  14  plain,  continue 
to  end  of  needle.     6th — All  seamed. 

7th — 12  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1,  2  plain, 
slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  repeat  from* 
twice,  then  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  4  times,  12  plain,  continue  to 
end  of  needle.     8th — All  seamed. 

9th — 13  plain,*  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1,  2  plain, 
slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  repeat  from* 
twice,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  4  times,  11  plain,  continue  to  end  of 
row.     10th — All  seamed. 

11th — 14  plain,*  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  3  times,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull 
slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  repeat  from*  twice, 
then  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  4  times,  10  plain. 

Repeat  till  length  desired,  then  knit  across  11  times  alter- 
nately, plain  and  seam.     Knot  in  fringe  about  4  inches  deep. 

APPLE  LEAF  TIDY. 

Cast  on  as  many  stitches  as  wished  for,  allowing  20  stitches 
for  each  figure,  6  extra  stitches  for  edge  stitch.  (Edge  means 
knit  3  plain  at  beginning  and  3  plain  at  end  of  row.)  Knit 
twice  across  plain  before  commencing  the  tidy,  and  twice  across 
plain  before  binding  off.  86  stitches  is  a  good  number  for  a 
tidy. 

1st  Row — Edge,*  seam  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
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t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  narrow.*    Repeat  from  *  to  end,  edge. 

2d — All  seamed. 

3d — Edge,*  seam  1,  narrow,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  2  plain,  narrow,  repeat  from  *  to  end,  edge.  4th — All 
seamed. 

5th — Edge,*  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over 
1,  narrow,  t  over  1?  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  repeat  from  *  to  end,  edge.  6th — All 
seamed. 

7th — Edge,*  seam  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  7  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  repeat  from  *  to  end,  edge.     8th — All  seamed. 

9th — Edge,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over 
1,  9  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  knit  3 
together,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1;  9  plain, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain.  (The  "re- 
peat" is  all  written  out  in  this  row.)     Edge. 

10th — All  seamed. 

11th — Edge,*  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  3  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  nar- 
row, t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  repeat  from  *,  then  1  plain, 
edge.     12th — All  seamed. 

13th — Edge,*  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  l,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  2  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  nar- 
row, t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  repeat  from  *,  narrow. 

14th — All  seamed. 

15th — Edge,*  3  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  nar- 
row, t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  repeat  from  *,  edge. 

16th — All  seamed. 

17th — Edge,*  4  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  repeat  from  *,  edge. 
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18th — All  seamed. 

19th — Edge,*  5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,,  knit  3  together,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  4  plain,  repeat  from  *,  edge. 

20th — Seam  back,  then  begin  with  1st  row,  and  so  continue 
till  the  tidy  is  of  the  desired  length.  Make  any  pretty  edge 
and  sew  it  on. 

KNITTED  SOFA  AFGHAN. 

Three  Ivory  Needles,  No.  7.  Two  lbs  of  Wool,  different 
shades.     Make  as  many  stripes  as  will  make  it  wide  enough. 

The  following  rule  is  for  one  stripe : 

Cast  on  30  stitches,  knit  across  plain  6  times. 

7th  Row — 1  plain,  *  slip  the  next  3  on  to  the  extra  needle, 
bring  the  needle  in  front,  3  plain,  pass  the  needle  to  the  back,  3 
plain,  now  knit  the  3  plain  off  the  extra  needle,  *  seam  3,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  3  plain*.  Repeat  from  *  to  *  till  last  2, 
which  are  knit  plain. 

8th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  2,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain. 

9th  Row — 11  plain,  seam  3,2  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  3,11 
plain. 

10th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  9, 

2  plain. 

11th  Row — 2  plain,  repeat  from  *  to  *  in  7th  row,  seam  3, 

3  plain,  t  over  l,  seam  3,  repeat  from  *  to  *  again,  2  plain. 
12th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  4,  3  plain,  seam  9, 

2  plain. 

13th  Row — 11  plain,  seam  3,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  11 
plain. 

14th  Row — -2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  5,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain. 

15th  Row — 2  plain,  repeat  from  *  to  *  in  7th  row,  seam  3, 
slip  l,  1  plain,  pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain,  seam  3. 
Repeat  from  *  to  *  again,  last  2  plain. 
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16th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  4,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain, 

17th  Row — 11  plain,  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  2  plain,  seam  3,  11  plain. 

18th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain. 

19th  Row — 2  plain,  repeat  from  *  to  *  as  in  7th  row,  seam 
3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain,  seam  3. 
Repeat  from  *  to  *,  2  plain. 

20th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  2,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain. 

21st  Row — 11  plain,  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  the  slipped 
stitch  over,  seam  3,  11  plain. 

22d  Row — 2  plain,  seam  9,  3  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  9, 
2  plain. 

Repeat  from  7th  row  till  stripe  is  long  enough.  Crotchet 
the  stripes  together  with  black:  Add  a  fringe  or  edge  made 
from  some  of  the  rules  in  the  first  part  of  the  book. 

RAISED  PLAIT  KNITTING  FOR  CARRIAGE  RUG. 

Needles  No.  5,  3  Bbs  and  3  ounces  of 
12  thread  fleecy  wool.  You  must  also 
have  an  extra  needle  by  you. 

It  is  to  be  done  in  stripes  and  then 
crotcheted  together. 

Cast  on  20  stitches  and  knit  6  plain 
rows. 

7th  Row — 4  plain,  seam  4,  turn 
round  and  knit  and  seam  these  4  alter- 
nately until  11  rows  are  done.  When 
11  rows  are  done  you  slip  these  4 
stitches  on  to  the  extra  pin,  which  you 
must  keep  on  the  right-hand  side  of 
your  knitting.  Seam  4  stitches  on  the 
right-hand  needle,  off  the  2d  needle  on 
the  left,  leaving  the  3d  needle  hanging 
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down  over  the  right  side  of  the  knitting,  then  seam  the  4 
stitches  on  the  above-mentioned  3d  needle,  seam  4,  4  plain. 

8th  Row — All  plain. 

9th  Row — 4  plain,  seam  12,  4  plain. 

10th  Row — 8  plain,  turn  round  and  seam  and  knit  these  4 
alternately  till  11  rows  are  done.  Slip  them  on  to  the  extra 
needle,  and  let  it  hang  down  over  the  right  side  of  the  knitting. 
Knit  4  stitches  plain  on  the  right-hand  needle  off  the  left  one, 
then  4  plain,  rest  plain. 

11th  Row — 4  plain,  seam  12,  4  plain. 

12th  Row — All  plain 

Repeat  from  7th  row  till  one  yard  and  a  half  is  done,  then 
knit  6  plain  rows,  and  bind  off. 

Make  5  stripes  and  join,     Put  a  fringe  or  edge  on. 

A  VERY  PRETTY  TIDY. 

Is  made  by  taking  some  wide  insertion  pattern  and  knitting  3 
strips  from  shoe-thread  or  fine  twine,  placing  ribbon  of  any 
color  between  the  strips,  and  edging  the  tidy  top  and  bottom 
with  some  narrow  edge. 

KNITTED  CARRIAGE  ROBE  OR  AFGHAN. 

Mateeials — Three  lbs  blue  and  black  6  thread  fleecy  wool. 
Two  No.  5  bone  needles  and  an  extra  needle. 

Cast  on  with  blue  1  stitch,  increase  one  every  row  till  you 
have  knitted  24  plain  rows.     You  now  have  24  stitches. 

1st  Row — 5  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2 
together,  5  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 4  plain.  To  put  thread  over  once  before  seaming,  wind 
it  round  the  needle,  otherwise  you  will  not  get  the  extra  stitch. 

2d  Row — 2  plain,  seam  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  t  over  1, 
seam  2  together,  seam  3,  narrow,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  t  over  1,  seam 
2  together,  seam  2,  2  plain. 

3d  Row — 3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2 
together,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 2  plain. 
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4th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  8,  t  over  1,  seam  3  together,  t  over  1, 
seam  7,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  2  plain. 

5th  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together;  now  *  5  plain 
with  the  extra  needle,  twist  the  wool  four  times  round  these  5, 
now  knit  them*  off  with  the  right-hand  needle,  narrow,  t  over  1, 
2  plain,  *.     Repeat  from  *  to  *. 

6th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  1,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  seam  3, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  seam  3,  nar- 
row, t  over  1,  seam  2,  2  plain. 

7th  Row — 5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  1  plain,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  1  plain,  narrow,  t 
over  1,  4  plain. 


8th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  3,  t  over  1,  seam  3  together,  t  over 
1,  seam  7,  t  over  1,  seam  3  together,  t  over  1,  se,am  4,  2  plain. 

9th  Row — 5  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2 
together,  5  plain  on  the  extra  needle,  twist  wool  4  times  round 
and  knit  them  off,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 4  plain. 

10th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  t  over 
1,  seam  2  together,  seam  3,  narrow,  t  over  1,  seam  3,  t  over  1 
seam  2  together,  seam  2,  2  plain. 
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11th  Row — 3  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam 
2  together,  1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2 
together,  2  plain. 

12th  Row— 2  plain,  seam  8,  t  over  1,  seam  3  together,  t  over 
1,  seam  7,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  2  plain. 

Repeat  from  5th  row.  Do  about  1  yard  and  14  inches  to  a 
stripe,  remembering  to  taper  off  to  1  stitch  at  end  to  match  be- 
ginning. The  next  stripe  is  black,  but  is  all  done  in  plain  knit- 
ting, commencing  with  1  stitch,  and  widening  up  to  24,  and 
finishing  at  the  end  like  1st  stripe.  On  the  blue  stripes  fasten 
blue  tassels,  on  the  black  stripes  fasten  black  tassels. 

On  the  plain  black  stripes  with  a  coarse  worsted  needle  work 
large  blue  stars  about  4  inches  apart. 


BABY'S  KNITTED  AFGHAN  OR  CARRIAGE  ROBE. 

Long  wooden  needles,  No.  10  a  third  short  needle.  One  and 
one-half  Hbs  pale  blue  wool. 

Cast  on  150  stitches,  knit  4  plain  rows. 

1st  Row  of  Pattern — *8  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t 
over  1,  narrow,  thread  over  1,  narrow,  *,  repeat  from  *  to  *  till 
last  6  stitches  which  are  plain. 

2d  Row — 2  piam,  seam  4,  *  seam  8, 
2  plain,  seam  4,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from 
*  to  *. 

3d  Row — *9  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  *  to  * 
till  last  6  stitches  which  are  plain. 

4th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  4,  *  seam 
9,  2  plain,  seam  4,  2  plain,  *  repeat 
from  *  to  *. 

5th  Row — *2  plain,  slip  2  stitches 
on  to  extra  needle,  2  plain,  knit  2  plain 
off  extra  needle,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  nar- 
row, t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
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t  over  1,  narrow,  *  repeat  from  *  to  *.  At  the  end  slip  2  on  the 
extra  needle,  2  plain,  knit  2  plain  off  the  extra  needle,  2  plain. 

6th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  4,  *  seam  9,  2  plain,  seam  4,  2 
plain,  *  repeat  from  *  to  *. 

7th  Row — *8  plain,  knit  3  stitches  together,  (t  over  1,  nar- 
row) 3  times,  *  repeat  from  *  to  *  till  last  8  stitches  which  are 
plain. 

Repeat  from  2d  row. 

When  long  enough  add  fringe  or  the  Rose-leaf  lace  given  in 
this  book  among  laces.  It  must  be  knit  of  wool  shade  of  Afghan 
and  sewed  on  carefully. 

KNITTED  HASSOCK. 

Two  steel  needles  No.  12,  2  skeins  black  4  thread  fleecy,  and  1 
skein  of  every  other  color  mentioned. 

Cast  on  69  stitches  with  black  and  knit  4  rows  of  brioche 
stitch,  which  is  *1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  as  if  about  to  seam, 
narrow,*  repeat  from  star  to  star,  etc. 

5th  and  6th  Rows — With  brown. 

7th  and  8th  Rows — With  black. 

9th  and  10th  Rows — With  light  green. 

11th  Row — Still  using  green,  work  all  but  3  stitches. 

12th  Row — Turn  back  and  work  to  the  end  with  brioche 
stitch. 

13th  Row — Leave  6  stitches  at  the  end  of  this  row  unworked 
and  turn  back,  working  brioche  to  the  end. 

15th  Row — Leave  9  stitches  at  the  end  of  this  row  and  turn 
back. 

Continue  to  leave  3  more  stitches  each  time  on  this  left  pin, 
until  you  have  only  19  stitches,  knit  these  19  plain,  then  go 
back  to  the  first  row  and  begin  again  with  black.  But  now  ar- 
range your  colors  thus:  there  are  to  be  18  broad  stripes  and  18 
narrow  straight  ones;  after  the  light  green  do  black  and  brown 
as  before,  and  make  the  next  broad  stripe  red,  the  next  bright 
blue,  then  pink,  then  yellow,  then  purple. 
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Always  put  a  narrow  black  and  a  narrow  brown  between 
every  bright  colored  broad  conical  stripe.  When  these  36 
stripes  are  finished  sew  the  ends  together. 

Now  for  the  center,  use  5  needles  No.  15.  Raise  22  stitches 
with  black  on  your  first  needle  for  the  top  or  narrowest  side. 
Do  the  same  with  other  3  pins,  making  a  round  of  88  stitches. 
Now  knit  with  5th  needle.  Knit  and  seam  a  round  alternately. 

8th  Round — Join  brown. 

13th  Round — Join  black. 

15th  Round — *Narrow,  9  plain,*  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

The  between  rows  all  plain. 

Join  light  green. 

17th  Round — *Narrow,  8  plain,*  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

Continue  narrowing  in  this  way  every  other  round,  remember- 
ing that  each  time  the  number  of  knitted  stitches  will  be  1  less. 

When  21  green  rows  are  done,  join  the  red  for  6  rows,  then 
black,  and  when  only  16  stitches  are  left  thread  the  wool  and 
draw  them  up. 

To  make  up  the  stool  take  a  round  piece  of  board  18  inches  in 
diameter,  cover  this  with  black  morocco  and  stuff  with  combed 
wool.     Sew  the  covering  neatly  to  the  mill  board. 

AN  ELEGANT  QUILT. 

Made  of  woodbine  twists  and  diamonds.  It  is  composed  of 
10  strips,  13  diamonds  long.  Knit  some  kind  of  pretty  edge  for 
border.  It  takes  28  balls  of  Dexter's  knitting  cotton  No.  10, 
and  very  coarse  knitting  needles,  called  mitten  needles. 

Knit  across  plain  4  rows  at  beginning  and  4  rows  before 
binding  off. 

1st  Row — Cast  on  63  stitches;  16  plain,  seam  11,  4  plain, 
t  over  2,  narrow,  3  plain,  seam  11,  16  plain. 

2d  Row — 4  plain,  seam  8,  15  plain,  seam  9,  15  plain,  seam

plain.

ORANGE  QUARTER  QUILT. 

Use  Dexter's  No.  10,  4-threaded  knitting  cotton,  5  mitten 
needles,  not  too  coarse. 

Orange  Leaf  Lace,  directions  for  which  were  given  under 
Wide  Laces,  is  very  pretty  to  edge  the  quilt.  It  takes  100' 
squares  for  the  quilt.  Four  of  these  squares  sewed  together 
make  a  very  pretty  tidy,  edged  with  the  Orange  Leaf  Lace. 

For  the  square  cast  on  8  stitches,  3  on  each  of  two  needles 
and  2  on  one  needle.

(44  stitches, 
on  needle.) 

23d  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  wind  thread  around  needle  once,, 
seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam  1,  24  plain,  seam  3,  9  plain.  (44 
stitches  on  needle. ) 

24th  Row — Slip  1,  8  plain,  knit  3  together,  25  plain,  seam  2,, 

2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain.     (42  stitches  on  needle.) 
25th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  wind  thread  around  needle  once,. 

seam  2  together,  2  plain,  t  over  2,  narrow,  t  over  2,  narrow,  t 
over  2,  3  together,  t  over  2,  3  together,  t  over  2,  3  together,  t 
over  2,  3  together,  t  over  2,  narrow,  17  plain.  (45  stitches  on 
needle. ) 

26th  Row — Slip  1,  17  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,, 
seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1,  2  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain,, 
seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain.  (45  stitches  on 
needle. ) 

27th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  wind  thread  around  needle  once* 
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seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam  1,  37  plain.     (45  stitches  on 
needle. ) 

28th  Row — Bind  off  18  stitches,  19  plain,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t 
over  1,  narrow,  1  plain. 

KNITTED  MALTESE  PATTERN. 

Morse  &  Kaley's  knitting  cotton,  No.  12,  Needles  No.  16. 

Each  square  is  formed  of  4  pieces  and  sew  together  at  the 
plain  part,  at  the  beginning,  where  the  increasings  were  made. 
They  ought  to  make  a  perfect  Maltese  Cross. 

Cast  on  1  stitch  and  increase  1  every  row  until  you  get  27 
stitches. 

28th  Row — Make  1,  seam  the  rest. 

29th  Row — Make  1,  rest  plain. 

30th  Row — Make  1,  seam  1,  *  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  * 
repeat  from  star  to  star. 

31st  Row — Make  1,  knit  rest  plain. 

32d  Row — Make  1,  seam  the  rest. 

33d  and  34th  Rows  like  the  31st  and  now  the  second  division 
is  done. 

35th  Row — Make  1,  *  2  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star. 

36th  Row — Make  1,  *  seam  2,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star  to  last  stitch  which  is  plain. 

37th  Row — Make  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  2,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from 
star  to  star. 

38th  Row — Make  1,  seam  1,*  2  plain,  seam  2,  *,  repeat  from 
star  to  star. 

39th  Row — Make  1,  *  seam,  2,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star. 

40th  Row — Make  1,  *  2  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star  till  last  stitch  which  is  seamed. 

41  st  Row — Make  1,  seam  the  rest. 

42d  Row — Make  1,  seam  the  rest. 

43d  Row — Now  you  begin  to  narrow,  narrow,  rest  plain, 
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44th  Row — Seam  2  together,  seam  rest. 

45th  Row — Narrow,  *  t  over  1,  narrow,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star. 

46th  Row — Seam  2  together,  seam  the  rest. 

47th  Row — Narrow,  rest  plain. 

48th  Row — Seam  2  together,  seam  rest. 

49th  Row — Like  the  48th  row. 

50th  Row — Now  do  3d  division  of  2  plain,  2  seam,  always 
narrowing  at  beginning.  In  the  last  row  of  this  division  yon 
knit  every  stitch  plain.  You  ought  to  have  27  stitches  noAV 
and  the  rest  of  the  square  is  27  stitches  done  in  plain  knitting, 
narrowing  at  the  beginning  of  each  row. 

It  is  an  improvement  after  the  quilt  is  finished  to  run  ribbon 
around  the  holes  which  surround  the  cross. 

In  all  quilts  where  edges  are  made,  a  good  selection  may  be 
made  in  first  part  of  the  book. 

KNITTED  OLIVE   LEAF  QUILT. 

Cast  on  38  stitches  with  4  extra  for  edge  stitches,  2  on  each 
side. 

1st  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  11  plain,  seam  2,  t  over 
2,  1  plain,  t  over  2,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  2 
which  are  plain. 

2d  Row — Knit  4,  *  seam  3,  2  plain,  seam  10,  seam  2  together, 
2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  2  Avhich  are  plain. 

Remember  that  whenever  the  thread  is  put  over  twice  in 
coming  back,  the  second  loop  is  dropped  throughout  the  pattern, 
its  only  use  is  to  make  a  large  hole. 

3d  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  9  plain,  seam  2,  1  plain, 
(t  over  1,  1  plain)  twice,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last 
2  plain. 

4th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  5,  2  plain,  seam  8,  seam  2  together, 
2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

5th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  7  plain,  seam  2,  2  plain, 
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i  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star,  last  2  plain. 

6th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  7,  2  plain,  seam  6,  seam  2  together, 
2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

7th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  5  plain,  seam  2,  3  plain 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  2.  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star,  last  2  plain. 

8th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  9,  2  plain,  seam  4,  seam  2  together, 
'2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  2,  which  are  plain. 

9th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  3  plain,  seam  2,  4  plain, 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star,  last  2  plain. 

10th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  11,  2  plain,  seam  2,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

11th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  narrow,  1  plain,  seam  2,  5 
plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  seam  2.  *  repeat  from 
star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

12th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  13,  2  plain,  seam  2  together,  2 
plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

13th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  t  over  2, 1  plain,  t  over  2,  seam 

2,  narrow,  11  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2 
plain. 

14th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  10,  seam  2  together,  2  main,  seam 

3,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

15th  Row— 2  plain,  seanf  2,  *  1  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  seam  2,  narrow,  9  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star,  last  2  plain. 

16th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  8,  seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam 
5,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  2  plain. 

17th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  2  plain,  narrow,  7  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star, 
last  2  plain. 

18th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  6,  seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam 
7,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

19th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  3  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over 
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1,  3  plain,  seam  2,  narrow,  5  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star,  last  2  plain. 

20th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  4,  seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam 
9,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

21st  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 

I,  4  plain,  seam  2,  narrow,  3  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star,  last  2  plain. 

22d  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  2,  seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam 

II,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

23d  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  *  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  5  plain,  seam  2,  narrow,  1  plain,  seam  2,  *  repeat  from  star 
to  star,  last  2  plain. 

24th  Row — 4  plain,  *  seam  2  together,  2  plain,  seam  13,  2 
plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  last  2  plain. 

KNITTED  STAR  QUILT. 

Morse  &  Kaley's  No.  8,  knitting  cotton,  4  No.  16  needles. 
Cast  on  6  stitches  on  each  of  2  needles,  and  knit  around 
plain  once. 

1st  Row — t  over  1,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  all  round. 

2d  and  all  even  rounds  plain. 

3d  Row — t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  all  round. 

5th  Row — t  over  1,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain,  all  round. 

7th  Row — t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  all  round. 

9th  Row — t  over  1,  6  plain,  t  over  1,  6  plain,  all  round. 

11th  Row — t  over  1,  7  plain,  t  over  1,  7  plain,  all  round. 

12th  Row — This  12th  row  being  knit  plain  gives  8  stitches 
between  each  open  row,  which  is  the  widest  part  of  each  star 
point. 

13th  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  5  plain,  * 
repeat  from  star  to  star,  all  round. 

15th  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  twice,  4 
plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  all  round. 

17th  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain  (t  over  1,  narrow)  3  times,  3 
plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  all  round. 
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19th  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  4  times, 
2  plain,  *  all  round. 

21st  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  5  times,  1 
plain,  *  repeat,  all  round. 

23d  Row — *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  6  times,  * 
all  round. 

24th  Row — All  plain. 

25th  Row — Bind  off  till  there  is  1  stitch  on  right  hand 
needle  and  14  stitches  on  left.     Now 

1st  Row — 2  plain,  and  1  on  needle  makes  3,  seam  3,  3  plain, 
seam  3,  3  plain. 

2d  Row— Seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3. 

3d  Row — 3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam.  3,  3  plain. 

These  last  3  rows  are  repeated  until  you  have  27  rows. 

Bind  off  the  27th  row. 

Join,  turning  all  the  basket  work  in  the  same  direction  for  1 
row,  either  length  or  width  of  bed,  and  in  opposite  direction 
for  alternate  rows.  This  leaves  a  3  sided  depression  to  be  filled 
thus:  Take  up  8  stitches  along  the  edge  of  the  basket  work, 
holding  the  wrong  side  of  spread  to  you. 

1st  Row — t  over  1,  1,  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  3  times, 
t  over  1,  1  plain. 

2d  Row  and  every  even  row  seam  across. 

3d  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  4  times,  t  over 
1,  1  plain. 

5th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow,)  5  times,  t  over 
1,  1  plain. 

7th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  6  times, 
t  over  1,  1  plain. 

9th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  7  times,  t  over 
1,  1  plain. 

11th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  8  times, 
t  over  1,  1  plain. 

13th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  9  times, 
t  over  1,  1  plain.

15th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  narrow)  10  times,, 
t  over  1,  1  plain. 

16th  Row — Seam  all  across. 
17th  Row — Bind  off. 

A  KNITTED  QUILT. 

This  quilt  is  composed  of  two  kinds  of  stripes.  Use  medium 
sized  knitting  cotton. 

For  the  close  wide  strip,  cast  on  60  stitcnes. 

1st  Row — All  seamed. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  1  plain,  seam  3,  10  plain,  seam  2r 
10  plain,  seam  3,  1  plain  seam  15. 

3d  Row — Knit  all  the  stitches  which  appear  knit  on  this  side 
and  seam  those  which  appear. seamed.     Every  odd  row  the  same. 

4th  Row — Slip  1,  16  plain,  seam  3,  8  plain,  seam  4,  8  plain, 
seam  4,  17  plain. 

6th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  3  plain,  seam  3,  6  plain,  seam  6, 
6  plain,  seam  3,  15  plain. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  18  plain,  seam  3,  4  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain, 
seam  3,  4  plain,  seam  3,  19  plain. 

10th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  5  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain  seam  3, 
4  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain,  seam  3,  5  plain,  seam  15. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,  20  plain,  seam  6,  6  plain,  seam  6, 21  plain. 

14th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  7  plain,  seam  4,  3  plain,  seam  2, 
3  plain,  seam  4,  7  plain,  seam  15. 

16th  Row — Slip  1,  21  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  4,  3  plain, 
seam  3,  22  plain. 

18th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  6  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  6r 

3  plain,  seam  3,  6  plain,  seam  15. 

20th  Row — Slip  1,  19  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain,, 
seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  20  plain. 

22d  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  4  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,. 

4  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  4  plain,  seam  15. 

24th  Row — Slip  1,  17  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  6  plain,, 
seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  18  plain. 
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26th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  14,  2  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3, 

8  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain,  seam  15. 

28th  Row — Slip  1,  15  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3,  10  plain, 
seam  3,  3  plain,   seam  3,  16  plain. 

30th  to  53d  Rows  like  the  26th,  odd  rows  like  2d.  Com- 
mence at  2d  row  and  do  to  53d  row  till  the  strip  is  long  enough. 

OPEN  WORK  STRIPE. 

This  is  to  go  with  the  close  stripe. 

Cast  on  50  stitches. 

1st  Row — All  seamed. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  t.  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3,  11  plain, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  11  plain,  seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow, 
seam  3. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  10,  seam  2  together,  crossed,  (to  do  this  place 
thread  on  needle,  as  in  seaming,  insert  the  needle  from  left  to 
right  in  the  back  veins  of  both  stitches  and  seam  them  off  to- 
gether) seam  3,  2  plain,  seam  3,  seam  2  together,  seam  10,  3 
plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2*  together,  seam  10,  3  plain,  seam 
2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  3  plain. 

4th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3, 

9  plain,  narrow,  knit  1  twice  (that  is  knit  the  stitch  plain,  slip 
it  back  on  left-hand  needle,  and  knit  it  plain  again. ) 

5th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  8,  seam  2  together,  crossed  as  before,  seam  5,  2 
plain,  seam  5,  seam  2  together,  seam  8,  3  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1, 
seam  2  together,  3  plain. 

6th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3, 
7  plain,  narrow,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  seam 
2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  narrow,  7  plain, 
seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3. 

7th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  6,  seam  2  together  crossed,  seam  7,  2  plain,  seam 
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7,  searn  2  together,  seam  6,  3  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 3  plain. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3, 
5  plain,  narrow,  3  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam 

2,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  narrow,  5  plain, 
seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3. 

9th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  4,  seam  2  together  crossed,  seam  9,  2  plain,  seam 
9,  seam  2  together,  seam  4,  3  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  to- 
gether, 3  plain. 

10th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3, 
3  plain,  narrow,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain, 
seam  2,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain,  narrow,  3 
plain,  seam  3,,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  2,  seam  2  together  crossed,  seam  11,  2  plain,  seam 
11,  seam  2  together,  seam  2,  3  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2 
together,  3  plain. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3, 
narrow,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  seam  2,  5 
plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  seam 

3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  seam  3. 

13th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together, 
3  plain,  seam  2  together  crossed,  seam  13,  2  plain,  seam  13, 
seam  2  together,  3  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  1,  seam  2  together,  3 
plain.     Repeat  from  2d  row  till  stripe  is  long  enough. 


No.  12  Cotton,  and  No.  11  Needles. 

Cast  on  75  stitches,  knit  across  plain. 

Thirteen  stitches,  on  each  end  are  for  edge  stitches,  which  are 
plain  or  in  threes  for  basket  work,  if  wished. 

1st  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  3, 
slip  1,  1-  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  10  plain,  narrow,  *  re-

1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  seam  3.     Edge. 

2d  Row — This  with  all  even  rows  are  knitted  as  .they  come, 
plain  if  plain,  seamed  if  seamed.

1  plain,  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  8  plain, 
narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  9  which  are  knit, 
;seam  3, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  seam  3.  Edge. 

5th  Row — Edge,  *seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 

2  plain,  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  6  plain, 
narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  11,  which  are  knit, 
seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  seam  3. 
Edge. 

7th  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  3  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1, 

3  plain,  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain, 
narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  13,  which  are  knit, 
seam  3,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  3. 
Edge. 

9th  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  4  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,

19th  Row — Edge  *  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  6  plain,  narrow,  seam  3,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 

2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  16  which  are- 
seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  6  plain  narrow, 
seam  3.     Edge. 

21st  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  4  plain,  narrow,  seam  3,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 

3  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  14  which  are 
seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  narrow,, 
seam  3.     Edge. 

23d  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  slip  1, 1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  2  plain,  narrow,  seam  3,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 

4  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  12  which  are 
seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  narrow,, 
seam  3.     Edge. . 

25th  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  narrow,  seam  3,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,. 

5  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  10  which  are 
seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  narrow,  seam  3. 
Edge. 

,  27th  Row — Edge,  *  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  seam  3,  6  plain,  make  1  plain  and  1  seam -of  next 
stitch,  6  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  8  which  are 
seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  seam  3. 
Repeat  from  1st  row.  Once  through  the  pattern  forms  a  leaf. 
52  leaves  make  1  stripe. 
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TRIANGLE  BED  QUILT. 

Dexter  knitting  cotton  No.  10,  two  medium-sized  needles. 

Cast  on  3  stitches. 

1st  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain. 

2d  Row — t  over  1,  seam  5,  1  plain. 

3d  Row — t  over  1,  seam  1,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,. 
2  plain,  seam  1. 

4th  Row — t  over  1,  1  plain,  seam  7,  2  plain. 

5th  Row — t  overl,  seam  2,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  3  plain,  seam  2. 

6th  Row — t  over  1,  2  plain,  seam  9;  3  plain. 

7th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  3,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  4  plain,  seam  3. 

8th  Row — t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  11,  4  plain. 

9th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  4,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  5  plain,  seam  4.

59th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  3,  *  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  2  plain,  seam  7,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2 
plain,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  seam  2. 

60th  Row — t  over  1,  2  plain,  *  seam  7,  7  plain,  seam  7,  *  re- 
peat to  end  of  row,  when  knit  4  plain. 

61st  Row — t  over  1,  seam  4,  *  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  3  plain,  seam  7,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  to 
end  of  row,  when  seam  3. 
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62d  Row — t  over  1,  3  plain,  *  seam  9,  7  plain,  seam  9,  7 
plain,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  5  plain. 

63d  Row — t  over  1,  seam  5,  *  4  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over 
1,  4  plain,  seam  7,  4  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain, 
seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  seam  4. 

64th  Row — t  over  1,  4  plain,  *  seam  11,  7  plain,  seam  11,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  6  plain. 

65th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  6,  *  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  5  plain,  seam  7,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5 
plain,  seam  7;  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  seam  5. 

66th  Row — t  over  1,  5  plain,  *  seam  13,  7  plain,  seam  13,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  7  plain. 

67th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  7,  *  6  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  6  plain,  seam  7,  6  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  6 
plain,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  seam  6. 

68th  Row— t  over  1,  6  plain,  *  seam  15,  7  plain,  seam  15,  7 
plain,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  8  plain. 

69th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  8,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  11  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  slip  1, 1  plain,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  11  plain,  narrow,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when 
seam  7. 

70th  Row — t  over  1,  7  plain,  *  seam  13,  7  plain,  seam  13,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  9  plain. 

71  st  Row — t  over  1,  seam  9,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  9  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,, 
when  seam  8. 

72d  Row — t  over  1,  8  plain,  *  seam  11,  7  plain,  seam  11,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  10  plain. 

73d  Row — t  over  1,  seam  10,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  7  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,, 
when  seam  9. 

74th  Row — t  over  1,  9  plain,  *  seam  9,  7  plain,  seam  9,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  11  plain. 

75th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  11,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped. 
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stitch   over,  5  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  *  repeat   to   end   of  row, 
when  seam  10. 

76th  Row — t  over  1,  10  plain,  *  seam  7,  7  plain,  seam  7,  * 
repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  12  plain. 

77th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  12,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped' 
stitch  over,  3  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row, 
when  seam  11. 

78th  Row — t  over  1,  11  plain,  *  seam  5,  7  plain,  seam  5,  7 
plain,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  13  plain. 

79th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  13,  *  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  1  plain,  narrow,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row, 
when  seam  12. 

80th  Row — t  over  1,  12  plain,  *  seam  3,  7  plain,  seam  3,  7 
plain,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  when  knit  14  plain. 

81st  Row — t  over  1,  seam  14,  *  knit  3  together,  seam  7,  3 
together,  seam  7,  *  repeat  to  end  of  row,  seam  13. 

82d  Row — t  over  1,  69  plain.     83d  Row — t  over  1,  70  plain. 

84th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  71.     85th  Row — t  over  1.  72  plain. 

86th  Row — t  over  1,  seam  73. 

This  completes  one  triangle,  4  of  wnich  make  a  square;  49 
squares  complete  the  quilt,  7  in  length  and  7  in  width. 
Crotchet  the  squares  together.  «• 
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REMARKS  ON  STOCKING  KNITTING. 


HEEL  OF  A  STOCKING  OR  SOCK. 

The  heel  always  seems  to  present  mountains  of  difficulty. 
The  following  pattern  is  one  of  the  best: 

Divide  your  stitches.  We  will  say  you  have  50  altogether  on 
3  needles;  take  12  on  each  side  of  the  seam-stitch  and  knit  these 
25  backwards  and  forwards  in  rows,  not  rounds,  (making  the 
seam  stitch  all  the  same ) ;  you  must  seam  backwards  so  as  to 
keep  the  knitting  even.  Continue  until  you  have  made  a  flap 
about  3  inches  long,  always  slipping  the  first  knitted  stitch. 
Now  knit  plain  from  the  right  hand  side,  the  12  stitches,  then 
the  seam  stitch,  which  you  do  not  make  again,  4  plain,  narrow, 
1  plain,  turn,  seam  until  you  get  to  4  beyond  the  seam  stitch, 
seam  2  together,  seam  1,  turn,  knit  plain  until  you  come  to  the 
stitch  in  the  previous  row  where  you  turned — you  may  know  it 
■easily  by  the  little  hole,  which  was  formed  by  the  turning;  you' 
now  narrow  once,  1  plain,  then  turn ;  seam  the  next  row,  of 
course  always  seaming  2  together  where  the  little  hole  has  been 
left,  and  so  on  until  you  have  gradually  worked  off  the  stitches. 
You  then  pick  up  the  side  stitches  of  this  flap  and  the  heel  is 
finished. 

TO  DECREASE  FOR  THE  TOE  OF  A  SOCK  OR  STOCKING. 

Put  half  your  stitches  on  one  neeedle,  one  quarter  on  the 
second,  and  a  quarter  on  the  third  needle. 

Thus:  suppose  you  have  60  stitches,  you  must  have  30  on  one 
side  and  15  on  the  other  two. 

The  30  must  be  the  front  or  ribbed  part,  the  2  needles  with 
15  stitches  on  them  ought  to  be  the  sole  part.     In  doubling 
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• 
your  knitting  now,  the  front  part  ought  to  lie  evenly  on  the 
sole  of  the  foot.  Begin  and  knit  the  30  stitches,  by  27  plain, 
slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain.  Now  be- 
gin next  needle,  1  plain,  narrow,  knit  plain  to  end  of  needle. 
Now  begin  3d  needle,  12  plain,  slip  1, 1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch 
over,  1  plain.  Now  go  back  again  to  the  30  stitches,  1  plain, 
narrow,  knit  plain  to  end  of  needle.  Do  2  rounds  plain,  and 
then  decrease  again  in  the  same  manner  4  stitches  in  every 
round,  leaving  always  2  stitches  between  the  decreasing,  remem- 
bering always  to  do  two  rounds  of  plain  knitting  between  each 
decreasing  round.  Repeat  for  two  inches,  bind  off.  Some 
people  only  do  one  round  between  the  decreasing;  this  plan 
makes  the  toe  rounder  and  more  puckered. 

LADIES'  SILK  STOCKING. 

Four  needles  No.  16.  Cast  on  40  stitches  on  each  of  S 
needles,  knit  2  seam,  2  plain,  for  8  rounds,  now  begin  to  knit 
plain,  making  the  first  stitch  the  seam  stitch.  You  need  not 
widen  for  the  calf.  When  12  inches  are  knitted  decrease  every 
5th  row  until  you  have  only  84  stitches  on  your  needles. 

When  the  stocking  is  20  inches  long  divide  for  the  heel,  by 
taking  21  stitches  on  each  side  of  the  seam  stitch.  Knit  the 
heel  as  directed.  Pick  up  the  side  stitches.  Make  the  foot  9 
inches  long,  making  the  toe  as  directed. 

SOCK  FOR  CHILD  TWO  YEARS  OLD. 

Take  merino  yarn,  needles  No.  17.  Cast  23  stitches  on  one 
needle,  22  on  the  second,  20  on  the  third.  Knit  a  plain  round, 
keeping  the  first  stitch  as  a  seam  stitch. 

Make  20  rounds  of  2  plain,  2  seam.  Now  knit  plain  and  nar- 
row twice  in  every  fourth  round  (on  each  side  of  the  seam 
stitch)  for  12  rounds.  Knit  10  plain  rounds.  Take  14  stitches 
on  each  side  of  the  seam-stitch  for  the  heel,  knit  backwards  and 
forwards,   for   20  rows,  turn   heel   as   given,  take  up  10  side 
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stitches,  and  reduce  until  you  have  56  for  the  foot,  knit   26 
plain  rounds  then  knit  toe  as  given. 

BABY'S  BOOT. 


Two  needles  No.  16,  ^  oz.  pink  and  ^  oz.  white  saxony. 

Cast  on  50  stitches  with  the  pink. 

1st  Row — All  plain. 

2d  Row — 3  plain,  *  seam  2,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star 
till  last  3  stitches,  which  are  done  plain. 

Now  do  the  3d  and  4th  rows  like  2d  row, 

5th  Row — All  plain. 

6th  Row — All  seam. 

7th  Row — Slip  1st  stitch,  *  narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star,  till  last  one  which  is  plain. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star.     You  ought  now  to  have  50  stitches. 

9th  Row — All  plain. 

10th  Row — Seam  every  stitch. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow;  continue  to  narrow  until  you 
come  to  the  last  stitch  which  must  be  knit  plain. 

12th  Row — Same  as  8th. 

13th  Row — All  plain. 
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14th  Row — All  seam. 

Now  join  on  the  white,  make  1  plain  row,  then  9  rows  of 
ribbing,  seam  2,  2  plain,  but  remember  to  do  3  plain  stitches  at 
beginning  and  3  at  end. 

10th  Row — All  plain. 

11th  Row — All  seam. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,  *  narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till 
last  stitch,  which  is  plain. 

13th  Row — Slip  1,  *  t  over  _..,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star.     You  should  have  now  50  stitches  on  needle,. 

14th  Row — All  plain. 

15th  Row — All  seam. 

Repeat  last  4  rows,  three  times,  so  as  to  nave  4  rows  of  holes, 
do  not  get  on  more  than  50  stitches. 

Join  the  pink  wool. 

16th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  10  plain,  narrow,  20  plain,  nar- 
row, 10  plain,  narrow,  1  plain. 

2d  Row  of  Pink — All  plain. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  knit  plain  to  last  2  which  are  knit 
together. 

4th  Row — All  plain. 

5th  Row — 14  plain,  join  the  white,  16  plain,  turn  round  and 
work  on  these  16  stitches  in  white,  leaving  the  pink  on  the 
needle  without  working  it.     Seam  a  row. 

Then  slip  1,  *  narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

The  next  row  slip  1,  then  *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from 
star  to  star.     You  ought  to  have  now  16  stitches. 

One  plain  row,  1  seam  row. 

Repeat  last  4  rows,  4  times. 

Bind  off  the  white,  and  go  on  with  the  pink  on  the  right- 
hand  side. 

Pick  up  11  stitches  from  the  side  of  the  white  flap,  make  11 
stitches,  knit  14  plain  rows. 

15th  Row — *Slip  1,  narrow.  * 

16th  Row — All  plain. 
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17th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

18th  Row — All  plain. 

19th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  narrow;  the  rest  plain  knitting 
until  you  come  to  within  3  of  the  end,  narrow,  1  plain. 

20th  Row — All  plain. 

21st  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  narrow,  continue  to  knit  plain, 
till  within  5  of  the  heel,  when  you  narrow,  narrow,  1  plain. 

22d  Row — All  plain. 

23d  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  narrow,  all  plain  till  last  2  which 
narrow. 

24th  Row — All  plain. 

25th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

26th  Row — All  plain. 

27th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  rest  plain. 

28th  Row — Plain,  bind  off. 

Pick  up  11  stitches  to  form  the  toe. 

1st  Row — All  plain.  Then  increase  at  the  toe  at  the  be- 
ginning of  every  row  until  you  have  18  stitches.  Three  rows 
plain.  Narrow  every  other  time  at  the  toe  till  you  have  11 
stitches.  Pick  up  11  white  stitches  at  side  of  flap,  still  knitting 
with  pink,  and  take  up  the  14  stitches  at  end  of  flap. 

Fourteen  plain  pink  rows. 

Go  back  to  *  at  the  15th  row,  and  end  at  the  28th  row. 
Bind  off. 

GENTLEMAN'S  SOCK. 

The  best  sized  needle  is  No.  16,  steel. 

Cast  28  stitches  on  the  first  needle,  and  24  on  each  of  the 
other  two. 

1st  Row — Seam  2,  2  plain,  repeat  all  round.  Knit  30  rounds 
of  this,  same.  31st — Seam  1,  knit  the  remainder  plain  right 
round  needles.     Knit  85  rows  like  this. 

For  the  heel  take  18  stitches  on  each  side  the  seam,  and  knit 
alternately  plain  and  seamed — plain  when  the  right  side  is  to- 
wards you,  and  the  seamed  when  the  wrong  side.     Now  knit  30 
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of  these  rows,  then  take  4  stitches  each  side  the  seam-stich  and 
place  the  stitches  on  each  side  of  these  on  to  separate  needles, 
the  centre  stitch  to  be  knit  plain  and  seamed  alternately;  and 
at  the  end  of  each  row  knit  2  stitches  together  from  the  sides 
till  there  are  17  stitches  on  the  centre  needle;  *  and  with  the 
last  stitch  of  each  row  take  1  stitch  from  the  sides  and  knit  it 
together  with  the  last  as  one;  when  all  are  knitted  off,  take  up 
18  stitches  down  each  side  of  the  heel,  knit  a  plain  row;  next 
row  narrow  by  knitting  2  stitches  together  on  each  side  of  the 
foot;  repeat  from  *  5  rows  more,  *  knit  2  plain  rows  in  the 
next,  narrow  1  stitch  on  each  side  of  the  foot,  repeat  from  last 
*  3  rows  more,  knit  64  plain  rows,  divide  the  stitches  for  the 
toe,  narrow  on  each  side  of  4  stitches  on  each  side  of  the  foot  in 
every  alternate  row  until  only  20  stitches  remain,  place  them 
on  2  needles,  half  on  each,  fold  them  together,  bind  off. 

LADIES'  KNITTED  SILK  STOCKINGS. 


Materials  required  3^  ounces  of  coarse  knitting  silk,  4  steel 
needles  No.  18. 

Cast  49  stitches  on  each  of  3  needles.  Knit  plain  21  rounds. 
22d  Round — t  over  1,  knit  3  together,  alternately  all  round. 
23d  Round — 1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  alternately  all  round. 

In  the  next  round  seam  the  centre  stitch  of  the  last  needle; 
this  forms  the  seam  and  is  seamed  in  every  round.  (A  piece  of 
yarn  or  cotton  tied  where  the  seam-stitch  comes  will  aid  the 
knitter.)  Knit  11  inches,  or  230  rounds  plain,  then  commence 
to  narrow  for  the  ankle.     This  is  done  by  knitting  2  stitches 
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together  before,  and  2  after  the  seam  in  every  7th  round  for  17 
rounds;  this  brings  the  number  of  stitches  to  113. 

Knit  3  inches  plain  for  the  ankle  without  increase  or  decrease. 

Divide  the  stitches  for  the  heel,  placing  28  on  each  side  the 
seam,  and  leaving  56  on  the  two  front  needles.  On  the  heel 
stitches  knit  48  rows,  1  row  plain,  when  the  right  side  is  toward 
you,  and  1  row  seamed  when  from  you. 

Knit  the  gusset  for  the  heel  as  follows:  29  stitches  plain, 
narrow,  turn,  seam  3,  seam  2  together,  turn,  5  plain,  narrow, 
turn;  repeat  until  all  the  side  stitches  are  taken  in.  Now  with 
another  needle  pick  up  the  stitches  on  each  side  of  the  heel. 
Knit  all  round  once  to  the  right-hand  side  of  the  heel.  To  de- 
crease to  form  the  gusset  of  the  foot,  knit  1st  stitch  plain,  slip 
the  2d,  3d  stitch  plain,  pass  the  slipped  stitch  over  the  knitted 
one,  knit  to  within  3  stitches  of  the  end  of  the  next  needle, 
then  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over;  knit  last  one  plain. 
Knit  a  plain  row  between  every  decrease. 

Continue  to  decrease  in  this  way  until  there  are  only  113 
stitches  remaining.  Knit  plain  88  rounds  for  the  foot,  or  about 
4J  inches.  Then  decrease  for  toe  as  follows:  Arrange  the 
stitches  so  that  the  number  of  stitches  on  the  front '  needle  is 
equal  to  those  of  the  two  under  needles  together;  knit  1st  stitch 
plain,  slip  the  2d,  3d  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over,  knit  plain 
across  to  within  3  stitches  of  the  end  of  the  needle,  slip  the  next 
;stitch,  1  plain,  pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  knit  last  one  plain; 
decrease  the  same  at  the  beginning  of  the  2d  and  at  the  end 
of  the  3d  needle.  Continue  thus  with  a  plain  round  between 
until  only  20  stitches  remain.  Now  bind  off.  The  top  of  the 
stocking  is  turned  down  an  inch  and  neatly  hemmed  on  wrong 
side.  The  instep  may  be  embroidered,  if  wished,  with  silks  of 
contrasting  shades. 
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GENTS'  RIBBED  SILK  HOSE. 

Materials  required,  2|  ounces  coarse  knitting  silk  in  any 
shade;  |  ounce  different  shade  for  heels  and  toes;  4  No.  19  steel 
needles. 

Cast  114  stitches  on  3  needles.  Knit  around  once  plain,  then 
knit  ribs  by  knitting  2  plain,  1  seam,  all  round  for  about  60 
rounds,  which  will  measure  about  3  inches;  then  knit  ribs,  5 
stitches  plain,  1  seam  all  round,  till  you  have  6^  inches  wide  ribs. 

Commence  heel  by  putting  in  your  -|  ounce  shade,  on  one 
needle  59  stitches,  preserving  the  ribs  5  plain,  seam  1,  across  the 
needle,  returning  seam  5,  1  plain;  always  slip  the  1st  stitch. 
Knit  60  rows  like  this.  Now  decrease  as  follows:  61st  row — (5 
plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  4  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  11  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4 
plain,  (seam  1,  5  plain,)  3  times.  Return,  knitting  seamed 
stitches  plain  and  plain  stitches  seamed;  do  this  in  every  back- 
ward row,  forward  rows  plain. 

63d  Row — (5  plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  3  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  11  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  3  plain,  (seam  1,  5  plain,)  3  times. 

65th  Row — (5  plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  2  plain,  "slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  11  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  2  plain,  (seam  1,  5  plain,)  3  times. 

67th  Row — (5  plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  1  plain,  slip  1, 1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  11  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  1  plain,  (seam  1,  5  plain,)  3  times. 

69th  Row — (5  plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull 
slipped  stitch  over,  11  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  (seam  1,  5  plain,)  3  times. 

70th  Row — After  seaming  the  11  middle  stitches,  turn,  knit 
back,  knitting  the  last  stitch  of  the  11  with  the  one  next  it  to- 
gether; proceed  in  rows,  knitting  plain  and  seaming,  but   at  the 
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end  of  each  row  knit  together  the  last  stitch  of  the  tongue,  or 
middle  part,  with  the  first  of  the  adjoining  side  stitches,  till  the 
side  stitches  have  been  used  up.  This  forms  the  French  heel. 
Now  with  the  shade  of  silk  you  started  with,  pick  up  and  knit 
toward  the  left,  1  stitch  in  each  loop  on  the  side  of  the  heel, 
except  in  every  6th  loop,  where  2  stitches  should  be  worked — 
plain  and  twist  stitch. 

The  stitches  being  all  picked  up,  knit  1  round,  placing  the 
whole  of  the  instep  stitches  on  one  needle  (seaming  and  knit- 
ting plain  these  to  preserve  7  ribs),  save  2  stitches  each  end, 
which  are  transferred  to  the  two  side  needles,  on  which  the 
other  stitches  are  equally  placed,  the  division  being  at  the  mid- 
dle of  the  bottom  of  the  foot.  From  this  point  the  knitting 
advances  regularly  round  and  round.  The  narrowing  for  the 
gusset  is  always  made  on  the  instep  end  of  each  of  the  side 
needles. 

1st  Round — Beginning  at  the  centre  of  the  heel  with  the 
first  side  needle,  knit  plain  till  within  4  stitches  of  the  end, 
then  narrow,  2  plain.  Knit  across  the  instep  needle,  seaming 
the  8  stitches  which  make  the  7  ribs,  viz. — 1  before,  1  between, 
1  after,  each  row  of  5.  This  brings  you  to  the  second  side 
needle:  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  rest 
plain.  2d  Round — Without  decreasing.  Repeat  these  two 
rounds  till  there  are  114  stitches  on  the  needles.  The  gussets 
are  then  finished. 

Put  back  on  the  instep  needle  each  end,  2  stitches  from  the 
side  needles.  Continue  knitting  till  the  required  length  of  foot 
is  obtained,  the  instep  stitches  being  ribbed  till  the  narrowing 
of  the  toe  begins,  which  is  knit  plain.  Change  color  of  silk 
for  toe  like  that  of  heel.  Commence  middle  of  instep  needle. 
Knit  all  but  3  stitches,  slip  1, 1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over;  1 
plain;  on  next  needle,  1  plain,  narrow,  knit  plain  until  3  are 
left;  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain;  at  first 
corner  of  instep  needle,  1  plain,  narrow,  knit  to  middle  of  needle. 
This  completes  the  first   round  of  decreasing    for  toe.     Knit

plain   3   rounds,  then  decrease  in  next  round  as  before.     Knit 
plain  3  rounds,  then  decrease  as  before,  and  so  on  to  end. 

KNITTED  STOCKING  FOR  GIRLS    FROM  FIVE  TO  SEVEN 
YEARS  OLD. 


Cast  on  50  stitches  on  each  of  3  needles. 
1st  to  10th  Rounds — All  knit  plain. 
11th    Round — Alternately    t   over  1, 
^^0<4f^^M  narrow,  all  round. 

12th  Round — All  knit  plain. 
13th  to  20th  Rounds — First  like  llth 
row,  then  like  12th  row,  all  round. 
ps  m  21  st  Round — Fold  down  the  first  12 

^^^^^^m  rounds  on   the   wrong  side  for  hem,  sew 

down  nicely. 

22d  Round — *1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  and  repeat  from  *. 

23d  Round — 2  plain,  *  t  over  1,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain, 
narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  and  repeat  from 
*  but  finally  instead  of  3  plain,  knit  only 
1  plain. 

24th  Round — 3  plain,  *  t  over  1,  slip 
1,  narrow,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  and  repeat 
from  *,  but  finally  instead  of  5  plain,  knit  2  plain. 
25th  Round — All  knit  plain. 

Repeat  72  times  the  22d  to  25th  rounds,  always  transposing 
the  design.  For  the  curve  at  the  knee  work  38  inserted  rounds 
between  the  18th  and  19th  pattern  figures  on  the  middle  42 
stitches,  which  are  taken  up  on  a  separate  needle.  Of  course 
the  rounds  worked  on  the  wrong  side  should  always  be  seamed 
to  correspond  with  the  design,  and  at  the  end  of  each  round  the 
next  of  the  stitches  left  standing  in  the  course  of  the  inserted 
rounds  should  always  be  knit  up,  so  that  finally  only  42  stitches 
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remain  standing.  Then  continue  to  work,  always  going  for- 
ward, and  in  the  1st  round  of  the  20th  pattern  figure  fasten  to_ 
gether  the  middle  14  of  the  42  stitches  previously  left  standing 
with  1  stitch,  and,  after  an  interval  of  14  rounds  before  and 
after  these  14  stitches,  again  fasten  together  14  stitches  in  the 
same  manner.  In  the  1st  round  of  the  33d  pattern  figure, 
above  these  three  narrowings,  widen  28  stitches,  making  54 
stitches  on  28  stitches  there.  At  the  beginning  of  the  1st 
round  of  the  57th  and  59th  pattern  figures,  in  a  straight  direc- 
tion above  the  widening,  narrow  14  stitches,  fastening  them  to- 
gether with  1  stitch.  After  finishing  the  72d  pattern  figure, 
take  up  the  first  and  last  stitches  on  a  separate  needle  for  the 
hee},  knit  the  latter,  44  rounds  high,  and  finish  in  the  usual 
manner.  Next  take  up  the  edge-stitches  on  needles,  and  knit 
the  stitches  for  the  sole  all  plain,  and  the  stitches  of  the  front, 
which  were  previously  left  standing,  in  the  openwork  design  68 
rounds  high,  in  doing  which,  narrow  on  both  sides  of  the  heel. 
The  toe  is  worked  in  60  rounds,  all  knit  plain  in  the  usual 
manner, 

Through  the  hem  at  the  top  run  blue  silk  ribbon  gathered  on 
elastic  braid,  and  tied  in  a  bow  on  the  outside  in  adjusting  the 
stocking. 

RAILROAD  STOCKINGS. 

Four  balls  coarse  knitting  silk. 

Cast  96  stitches  on  3  medium-sized  needles,  30  on  each  of 
two  needles,  36  on  third. 

Knit  round  and  round  without  increase  or  decrease  till  you 
have  a  long  slim  pipe  18  inches  long.  It  will  be  hardly  large 
enough  for  a  wristlet,  and  a  laughable  looking  thing  when 
styled  a  stocking,  but  now  knit  round  one  row,  and  drop  every 
4th  stitch  (knit  3  plain  and  drop  the  4th).  This  makes  the 
pipe  24  inches  smaller.  Now  knit  round  about  20  times,  and 
then  toe  off.  No  heel  is  necessary.  Put  your  finger  in  the 
stocking  against  the  under  part  of  a  dropped  stitch,  and  ravel 
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it  out  to  the  top.  Make  every  dropped  stitch  so  run;  you  will 
instantly  have  a  striped  openwork  stocking  elastic  enough  for 
the  largest  leg.  The  dropped  stitch  makes  a  little  ladder,  as 
pretty  as  any  openwork  design.  It  is  a  poor  foot,  indeed,  that 
won't  find  the  Railroad  Stocking  as  nice  as  the  best  "regular 
make." 

KNITTED  SILK  STOCKING  FOR  CHILD  OF    TWO    YEARS. 


Two  ounces  of  silk,  4  No.  18  needles. 

Cast  72  stitches  on  1  needle,  and  knit 

off  on  3  needles,   24  on  each  needle. 

Join  and  knit  a  plain  round.     2d  and 

3d  Rounds — Seam. 

4th  Round — *  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2 
plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  draw  the  slipped 
stitch  over  the  knitted  stitch,  2  plain,, 
t  over  1,  repeat  from  *. 

5th  Round — All  plain.  Repeat  4th 
and  5th  rounds  4  times  more.  14th 
and  15th  Rounds — All  seamed.  16th 
Round — Like  the  4th.  17th  Round — 
All  plain.  Repeat  these  2  rounds  4 
more  times.  26th  and  27th  Rounds — 
All  seamed.  28th  Round — Knit  plain. 
29th  Round — Narrow,  *  put  the 
thread  forward,  then  round  the  needle, 
making  2  stitches,  narrow,  repeat  from  *. 

30th  Round — Knit  plain  (knit  1  stitch  only  on  the  "over" 
or  made  stitches  of  the  last  round).  31st  Round — Knit  plain. 
32d  and  33d  Rounds — Seamed. 

This  round  ends  the  heading  or  ornamental  top  of  the  stock- 
ing. You  now  increase  a  stitch  by  knitting  1  between  the  two 
needles ;  this  stitch  is  to  form  the  seam-stitch  to  the  leg. 

The  Leg — Knit  2  rounds  plain.  3d  Round — Seam  1,  *  2 
plain,  seam  6,  repeat  from  *.     4th  Round — Same  as  3d  round. 
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5th  and  6th  Rounds — Plain.  7th  Round — Knit  1  plain,  *  seam 
6,  2  plain,  *  repeat  from  *.     8th  Round — Like  the  7th. 

Now  repeat  from  the  1st  round  of  the  leg.  Knit  44  rounds 
in  this  manner,  then  decrease  1  stitch  on  each  side  of  the  seam 
stitch,  knit  4  rounds  with  no  decreasings,  make  4  rounds  of  de- 
creasings,  and  4  rounds  between  each  without  any  decreasings, 
then  knit  14  rounds  according  to  the  pattern. 

Divide  for  the  heel.  Take  32  stitches,  16  on  the  first  and 
last  needle,  for  the  heel.  Knit  26  rows  of  plain  and  seam  knit- 
ting alternately  on  these  32  stitches,  then  form  the  heel  as  fol- 
lows: Take  the  7  centre  stitches,  *  knit  them,  and  as  you  knit 
the  last,  knit  it  and  the  8th  stitch  together,  turn,  seam  these  6 
and  the  7th  and  the  next  stitch  on  the  needle  together,  turn,, 
repeat  from  *  until  you  have  only  the  7  stitches  left  on  the 
needle.  At  the  end  of  the  last  7  stitches  raise  15  stitches  on 
the  side  of  the  heel  (the  26  rows),  then  knit  the  stitches  left  in 
the  front  (knit  according  to  pattern)  raise  15  stitches  on  the 
next  side  of  the  heel.  Knit  4  rounds  (the  pattern  in  front, 
plain  underneath.) 

5th  Round — Knit  the  2  first  stitches  and  2  last  stitches  of 
the  plain  under  part  together  the  rest  as  before.  The  next  4 
rounds  like  the  first  4. 

10th  Round— Like  the  5th  round.  Knit  24  rounds  more 
(plain  underneath,  the  pattern  in  front),  then  knit  5  rounds 
plain  all  round. 

You  now  commence  the  decreasings  for  the  toe.  Knit  the 
first  needle  all  but  the  last  3  stitches.  This  is  the  second  needle 
on  the  under  part  of  the  foot.  Narrow,  1  plain,  1  plain  on  the 
second  needle,  narrow,  knit  to  the  last  3  on  this  needle,  knit 
the  2  first  of  them  together,  1  plain,  1  plain  on  the  third  needle, 
narrow,  finish  the  needle,  knit  2  rounds  plain,  repeat  the  round 
of  decreasings.  Knit  in  this  manner  until  you  have  only  12 
stitches  each  on  the  front  and  back  needles.  Bind  off,  and  sew 
up  the  toe. 
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KNITTED  BOOT  FOR  BABY. 


Cast  on  for  the  sole  of  the  foot 
30  stitches,  and  knit  back. 

2d  Row — Increase   1,  at   each 
end,  rest  plain. 

3d  Row— Plain,  knit  these  2 
rows  5  times  more;  then  knit  12 
more  rows,  increasing  at  each  end 
only  in  alternate  rows;  this  end 
is  for  the  toe.  After  that  knit 
12  rows  plain.  Then  knit  from 
the  toe  to  the  heel,  32  stitches, 
turn  and  knit  back.  Knit  24 
more  little  rows  on  these  stitches 
then  cast  on  at  the  end  of  the  32 
stitches  19  more.  Knit  12  rows 
plain,  then  knit  12  rows,  decreas- 
ing every  alternate  row  for  the 
toe;  after  that  knit  12  rows,  de- 
creasing in  alternate  rows,  each 
end  of  the  row,  bind  off.  You 
next  take  up  the  19  stitches,  cast 
on,  and  on  the  24  little  rows,  take  up  22  stitches,  then  knit  the 
last  19.  Knit  5  plain  rows;  after  that  a  row  of  *  knit  2  plain, 
i  over  1,  narrow;  repeat  from  *.  There  are  3  plain  rows.  You 
now  begin  the  pattern  for  the  leg.  There  are  60  stitches  on 
the  needle. 

1st  Row — 2  plain  for  the  edge,  *  seam  2,  knit  2  plain  in  the 
next  stitch,  3  plain,  knit  2  plain  in  the  next  stitch,  repeat  from 
*,  2  plain  at  end. 

2d  Row — 2  plain  for  the  edge,  *  2  plain,  seam  7,  repeat  from 
*.     Knit  2  plain  at  the  end  of  the  row. 
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3d  Row — 2  plain  for  the  edge,  *  seam  2,  knit  2  plain  in  the 
next  stitch,  5  plain,  knit  2  plain  in  the  next  stitch,  repeat  from 
*,  knit  the  last  2  plain. 

4th  Row — 2  plain,  seam  2,  5  plain,  passing  the  silk  twice 
round  the  needle  in  each  stitch,  seam  2,  repeat  from  *,  knit  the 
last  2  plain. 

5th  Row — 2  plain,  *  seam  2, 2  plain,  knit  5  stitches  together,, 
taking  up  the  5  loose  stitches,  2  plain,  repeat  from  *. 

6th  Row — 2  plain,  *  2  plain,  seam  5,  repeat  from  *. 

Repeat  from  the  1st  row,  8  more  times,  then  4  rows  plain. 

For  the  Border — 1st  Row — 1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  narrow,  re- 
peat from  *. 

2d  Row — Knit  plain,  knit  2  more  rows  plain,  and  bind  off. 
Sew  up  the  leg  and  shoe. 

BABY'S  BOOT. 


Cast  on  54  stitches,  knit  1  row  plain,  seam  1  row,  knit  22 
rows,  increasing  on  the  3d  stitch  of  every  row.  There  should 
now  be  75  stitches  on  the  needle.     Seam  1  row,  knit  22  rows, 
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decreasing  by  knitting  2d  and  3d  stitches  together  in  every  row. 
There  should  now  be  54  stitches.  Seam  1  row,  increasing  on 
3d  stitch ;  cast  on  20  stitches  for  heel.  There  should  now  be  76 
stitches.  Knit  18  rows,  seam  1  row  and  knit  10  rows,  increas- 
ing at  the  toe  end  only.  There  will  now  be  90  stitches.  Knit 
50  stitches,  leaving  10  stitches  on  another  needle  and  knit  back- 
ward and  forward  for  front  of  foot,  as  follows : 

1st  Row — Knit  50.    2d  Row — Seam  50. 

3d  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  24  times.  4th  Row — 1  plain,  t 
over  1,  seam  to  end.  These  4  rows  form  the  pattern,  and  must 
be  repeated  8  times  more. 

Make  40  stitches  for  side  of  foot.  10  rows  plain,  seam  1  row, 
18  rows  plain,  decreasing  at  the  toe  end  only,  bind  off. 

For  Leo — Take  up  the  40  stitches  on  the  side,  knitting  also 
22  stitches  for  front,  then  knit  the  40  left  on  spare  needle,  1 
row  plain,  seam  1  row,  1  row  of  holes  by  putting  silk  twine 
round  the  needle  and  narrowing.  Seam  1  row,  then  10  pat- 
terns same  as  front  of  foot. 

42d  Row — 3  plain,  seam  3,  3  plain,  seam  3  to  end  of  row. 

43d  &  44th  Rows — Like  42d.  45th  Row — Seam  3,  3  plain, 
seam  3,  3  plain  to  end. 

46th  &  47th  Rows — Like  45th.  48th,  49th  &  50th  Rows — 
ike  42d.  51st  Row — Plain.  Repeat  like  51st  5  times  more. 
Bind  off  on  wrong  side. 

SILK    STOCKING    FOR   CHILD  FROM  4  TO  6  YEARS  OLD. 

2|    ounces    of    knitting    silk.  Needles  No.  18. 

Cast  on  84  stitches;  2  plain,  seam  2,  alternately  for  42 
rounds.  Make  1  stitch  at  back,  which  seam  in  every  round, 
and  knit  plain,  including  top  10  inches.  Decrease  6  times, 
with  7  plain  rows  between.  There  are  now  73  stitches  on  ankle. 
Knit  plain  30  rounds.  For  heel  take  off  37  stitches  (18  on  each 
side  of  seam)  knit  36  rounds,  then  decrease  in  next  10  rows  5 
times,  lay  sides  of  heel  together  and  knit.  Pick  up  19  stitches 
each  side  of  heel,  knit  1  round  plain;  decrease  2  by  narrowing 
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at  right-hand  corner,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over  (at 
left-hand  corner  next  to  instep),  decrease  again  in  the  alter- 
nate round.  There  are  now  70  stitches.  Knit  50  rounds;  de- 
crease in  10  rounds  40  stitches,  knitting  1  plain  round  between 
each.     Bind  off  with  15  stitches  on  each  of  the  two  needles. 

BABY'S   SHOES. 

Mateeials — White  Andalusian  wool.     Needles  No  10. 

Cast  on  27  stitches,  knit  1  row  plain,  seam  1  row,  knit  11 
rows,  increasing  in  the  3d  stitch  of  every  row. 

There  should  now  be  39  stitches  on  the  needle.  Seam  1  row, 
knit  11  rows,  decreasing  by  knitting  the  2d  and  3d  stitches  to- 
gether in  every  row.  There  should  now  be  27  stitches.  Seam 
1  row,  increasing  on  the  3d  stitch.  Cast  on  10  stitches  for 
heel.  There  should  now  be  38  stitches.  Knit  9  rows,  seam  1 
row,  knit  5  rows,  increasing  at  the  toe  end  only.  There  will 
now  be  45  stitches.  Knit  25  stitches,  leaving  20  stitches  on  an- 
other needle,  and  knit  backward  and  forward  for  front  of  foot 
as  follows: 

1st  Row — 3  plain,  seam  1,  continue  same  knitting  to  end  of 
row.     2d  Row — Seam  the  whole. 

3d,  5th;  7th,  9th,  11th,  13th,  15th,  17th  Rows — Like  1st. 

4th,  6th,  8th,  10th,  12th,  14th,  16th,  18th  Rows — Like  2d. 

Make  20  stitches  for  side  of  foot.  5  rows,  seam  1  row,  7 
rows  plain,  decreasing  at  the  toe  end  only.     Bind  off. 

For  the  Leg — Take  up  20  stitches  on  the  side,  knitting 
them  as  you  pick  them  up,  also  11  stitches  for  front,  then  knit 
the  stitches  left  on  spare  needle.     2d  Row — Plain. 

3d  Row — Seam  the  whole  row.  4th  Row — A  row  of  holes 
by  putting  wool  twice  round  needle  and  narrowing. 

5th  Row — Seam  all  the  row. 

6th  Row — 3  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1,  same  to  end  of 
row.     7th  Row — Seam  the  whole  row. 

8th,  10th,  12th,  14th,  16th,  18th,  20th,  22d  and  24th 
Rows — Like  6th  row. 
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9th,  11th,  13th,  15th,  17th,  19th,  21st,  23d  Rows — Like 
5th  row. 

Knit  plain  garter  stitch  for  7  rows,  and  bind  off  on  wrong  side. 

FANCY  MITTEN. 

Soft  Saxony  yarn  of  any  color  preferred.  Four  steel  needles 
No.  17. 

Cast  on  66  stitches,  rib  in  threes  for  6  rounds,  take  the  2  last 
stitches  together,  as  65  only  are  required  for  the  pattern,  which 
divide  as  follows:  13  on  the  first  needles  and  26  on  each  of  the 
other  two. 

1st  Round  of  Pattern — Draw  2d  stitch  over  the  1st  and 
knit  it  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  (yarn  forward  1  plain)  8  times,, 
seam  1.  There  will  now  be  21  stitches  on  the  needle.  Each  13 
stitches  on  the  2d  and  3d  needles  to  be  worked  the  same  as  1st 
needle  in  every  round. 

2d  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  17  plain  seam  1,  all 
round. 

3d  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over,  13  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  all  round. 

4th  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  11  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  all  round. 

5th  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over,  9  plain,  narrow,  seam  1. 

6th  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over,  7  plain,  narrow,  seam  1. 

Now  commence  1st  round  of  pattern.  When  8  patterns  are 
worked,  begin  to  increase  for  thumb  as  follows: 

9th  Pattern— 1st  needle:  Knit  2d,  knit  1st,  seam  1,  increase 
1  (by  taking  up  a  loop  from  back  of  next  stitch  and  knitting 
it),  1  plain,  *wool  forward,  1  plain  *8  times,  increase  1,  seam  1. 

Throughout  the  9th  pattern  these  two  increased  stitchss  are 
to  be  knitted.    The  2nd  and  3rd  needles  knit  as  usual,  no  increase. 
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10th  Pattern — 1st  needle:  Knit  2d, knit  1st,  seam  1, 1  plain, 
increase  1  and  seam  it,  1  plain,  *  wool  forward,  1  plain  *  8  times, 
increase  1  and  seam  it,  1  plain,  seam  1. 

Throughout  the  10th  pattern  these  two  increased  stitches  are 
to  be  seamed  and  the  others  knitted. 

11th  Pattern — 1st  needle:  Knit  2d,  knit  1st,  seam  1, increase 
1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  wool  forward,  1  plain  *  8  times, 
seam  1,  increase  1,  1  plain,  seam  1.  Throughout  the  11th  pat- 
tern these  two  increased  stitches  to  be  knitted. 

12th  Pattern — On  the  1st  needle  there  will  now  be,  with 
the  increased  stitches,  19  in  all.  Knit  2d,  knit  1st,  seam  1,  take 
a  needle  and  cotton  and  slip  off  the  next  15  stitches,  turn  the 
work  right  side  from  you  and  cast  on  17  (next  to  the  3  stitches), 
turn  back  and  seam  the  one  stitch  left  on  the  needle. 

Knit  2d  and  3d  needles  as  usual. 

12th  Pattern" — 2d  round,  1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  17 
plain,  seam  1,  continue  pattern;  when  4  more  are  worked,  in- 
crease a  stitch  to  make  66,  rib  in  threes  for  5  rounds,  and  cast 
off  rather  loosely. 

To  knit  thumb,  slip  the  15  stitches  off  the  cotton  onto  a 
needle,  knit  them  as  follows:  Knit  2d,  knit  1st,  seam  1, 1  plain,  * 
wool  forward,  1  plain  *  8  times,  seam  1.  Take  another  needle. 
Knit  2d,  knit  1st,  take  up  a  stitch,  seam  it,  take  up  9,  knitting 
them  as  you  take  them  up. 

2d  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  17  plain,  seam  1.  2d 
needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  9  plain.     3d  needle:  8  plain,  seam  1. 

3d  Round — 1st  needle:  2  plain,  seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull 
slipped  stitch  over,  13  plain,  narrow,  seam  1;  2d  needle:  2  plain 
seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  7  plain;  3d 
needle:  6  plain,  narrow,  seam  1,  continue  pattern;  when  3  more 
are  worked,  decrease  2  stitches  to  make  24,  rib  in  threes  for  5 
rounds,  and  bind  off. 
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LADY'S   FANCY   MITTEN. 

Materials,  1  skein  4-threaded  saxony  or  Andalusian  yarn,  or 
3  spools  knitting  silk.     Needles  No.  20. 

1st  Row — Cast  on  36  stitches  on  each  needle,  108  in  all,  knit 
once  round  plain.  2d  Row — t  over  1,  narrow;  repeat  all  round. 
3d  Row — Plain. 

4th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  (t  over  1, 1  plain,)  8  times,  repeat 
all  round  (seam  3,  must  begin  each  needle  after  this,  in  making 
the  cuff.) 

5th  Row — Seam  3,  17  plain,  repeat  all  round. 

6th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  12  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

7th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  10  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

8th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  8  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

9th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  6  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

10th,  11th,  12th;  13th,  14th  and  15th  Rows — Like  4th,  5th, 
6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th  rows. 

16th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1, 1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  4  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

17th  Row — Seam  3.  1  plain,  (t  over  1,  1  plain,)  6  times,  re- 
peat all  round.  .  . 

18th  Row — Seam  3,  13  plain,  repeat* all  round. 

19th,  20th  and  21st— Like  8th,  9th  and  16th  rows. 


Lady's  Fancy  Mitten.  115 

22d  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  2  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all 
round. 

23d  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch 
over,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  all  round. 

24th  Row — Seam  3,  3  plain,  repeat;  continue  this  for  6  rows. 

30th  Row — This  makes  the  holes  to  run  the  cord  through. 
Seam  3,  t  over  3,  narrow,  1  plain,  seam  2,  t  over  3,  seam  2  to- 
gether, repeat  all  round.     Knit  or  seam  as  before. 

31st  Row — Seam  3,  3  plain,  repeat,  and  continue  thus  for  6 
rows.     ( The  thread  thrown  over  is  knit  as  one  stitch. ) 

Hand  of  Mitten — 37th  Row — Begins  the  widening  for  thumb, 
and  the  shells  for  the  back  of  mitten.  Seam  3,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  3,  (t  over  1,  1  plain,)  6 
times,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3.  This  ends  the  second 
needle.  The  3d  needle,  containing  18  stitches,  is  knit  plain  the 
rest  of  the  time,  and  forms  the  palm  of  the  mitten. 

38th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1  (which  is  the  1  widened 
for  thumb),  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  3, 12  plain,  repeat 
from  *  twice,  seam  3.     Other  needle  plain. 

39th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  8,  plain  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 
Other  needle  plain. 

40th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  6  plain,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 
Other  needle  plain. 

41st  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 
Other  needle  plain. 

42d  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  t  over  1,  and  1  plain,  6  times,  repeat  from  *  twice, 
seam  3. 
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43d  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  12  plain,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 

44th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitcli  over,  8  plain,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitcli  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 

45th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  6  plain,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitcli  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 

46th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1, 1  plain, 

*  seam  3,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  slip  1„ 
1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  repeat  from  *  twice,  seam  3. 

47th  Row — Seam  3,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1;  1 
plain,  *  seam  3,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  6  times;  repeat  from  *  twice, 
seam  3.  This  makes  two  rows  of  shells  on  the  back,  and  it  will 
be  easy  to  go  on.  The  widened  stitch  for  the  thumb  is  always 
seamed,  and  you  widen  only  on  the  rows  where  you  widen  for 
the  shells.  Knit  till  you  have  finished  14  rows  of  shells  on  the 
back  and  are  ready  to  begin  another.  Then  take  off  the  thumb 
stitches,  the  27  stitches  you  have  made,  and  the  seamed  and  knit 
stitches  each  side,  31  in  all.  This  will  be  the  rule  for  that  row. 
3  plain,  (those  3  seamed  stitches  before  the  thumb  are  knit  the 
rest  of  the  time),  take  off  the  31  thumb  stitches,  make  12 
stitches  by  knitting  them  on  (holding  the  wrong  side  of  the 
work  toward  you),  *  seam  3,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  6  times;  repeat 
from  *  twice,  seam  3.     Other  needle  plain. 

Make  14  rows  of  shells  after  taking  off  the  thumb,  then  begin 
to  narrow,  knitting  plain  the  rest  of  the  time,  7  stitches  plain, 
narrow,  repeat  all  round,  7  rows  plain. 

6  stitches  plain,  narrow,  repeat  all  round.     6  rows  plain. 

5  stitches  plain,  narrow,  repeat  all  round.     5  rows  plain. 

Continue  thus  till  all  are  seamed  off. 

Thumb — The  thumb  is  knit  plain. 

Take  up  the  31  stitches,  15  on  one  needle  16  on  the  other. 
With  the  third  needle  take  up  stitches  across  the  widened  part 
of  the  hand,  one  for  each  loop,  and  one  each  side,  14  in  all. 
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Knit  round  plain  once,  then  begin  to  narrow  on  the  third  needle, 
slipping  and  binding  each  side  of  the  needle  once ;  then  a  plain 
row,  then  narrow  as  before,  plain  row,  etc.  After  knitting  a 
few  rows  slip  off  some  stitches  from  the  other  needles  to  the 
third,  and  continue  narrowing  till  there  are  only  32  stitches 
left,  11  on  two  needles,  10  on  one.  That  makes  the  gore  for 
the  thumb.  Now  knit  plain  till  the  thumb  is  long  enough  to 
come  a  little  above  the  bottom  of  the  thumb  nail  when  trying 
it  on.  Then  narrow  once  in  the  centre  of  each  needle,  knit 
round  plain  once,  then  narrow  all  off,  by  narrowing  once  in  the 
middle  of  each  needle  till  none  remain.  This  will  make  the 
left-hand  mitten.  In  starting  the  hand  part  of  the  other,  make 
the  first  needle  the  plain  one  that  forms  the  palm,  and  follow 
round  backward. 

LADIES'  FANCY  SILK  MITTENS. 

Materials  required,  1  ounce  coarse  knitting  silk,  and  5  No.  19 
knitting  needles. 

Cast  on  82  stitches,  knit  one  round  plain.  Cast  on  28  stitches 
on  one  needle,  and  27  on  each  of  other  two. 

2d  Round — 1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
seam  2;  repeat  until  10  stitches  remain  on  3d  needle,  then  8 
plain,  seam   2. 

3d  Round — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  9  plain, 
narrow,  seam  2;  repeat  until  10  stitches  remain  on  3d  needle, 
then  8  plain,  seam  2. 

4th  Round — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  7  plain, 
narrow,  seam  2;  repeat  until  10,  stitches  remain  on  3d  needle, 
then  8  plain,  seam  2. 

5th  Round — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  5  plain, 
narrow,  seam  2;  repeat  until  10  stitches  remain  on  3d  needle, 
then  8  plain,  seam  2. 

As  4  rounds  are  required  to  complete  each  shell  pattern,  the 
6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th  rounds  are  a  repetition  of  the  2d,  3d,  4th 
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and  5th  rounds  in  the  order  named.  This  shell  is  repeated  in 
the  mitten  shown  in  above  figure  17  times,  but  if  a  larger  wrist 
is  desired  more  shells  can  be  added  at  pleasure.  The  twist  pat- 
tern shown  in  the  centre  of  the  back  is  continued,  as  follows : 


10th  &  11th  Rounds — Same  as  2d  and  3d  rounds. 

In  the  12th  round  the  last  10  stitches  are  disposed  of  in  the 
following  manner:  Slip  off  the  first  4  stitches  onto  an  extra 
needle,  knit  the  next  4  plain,  then  pat  back  the  4  stitches  onto 
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the  left-hand  needle  and  with  the  right  knit  them  plain,  and 
seam  the  2  stitches  remaining.  This  operation  must  be  repeat- 
ed in  every  12th  round  to  narrowing.  One  shell  stripe  each  side 
of  twist  continued  to  narrowing. 

In  commencing  the  thumb  the  stitches  for  this  purpose  must 
be  so  chosen  as  to  bring  the  fancy  work  on  back  of  mitten  as 
near  as  possible  to  the  centre  of  the  same.  In  the  right-hand 
mitten  the  thumb  is  on  the  left-hand  side  of  fancy  work,  and  in 
the  left-hand  mitten  the  reverse.  When  you  have  27  stitches 
in  thumb,  knit  3  rounds  plain  (except  fancy  back),  and  at  the 
end  of  the  third  plain  round  cast  on  4  extra  stitches.  Now  slip 
the  27  thumb  stitches  on  a  piece  of  twine,  tie  securely,  and 
with  remaining  stitches  continue  the  hand  narrowing  in  each 
round  once  at  the  point  where  extra  stitches  were  made  until 
74  stitches  remain.  Continue  knitting  plain  (except  fancy  stripe 
on  the  back)  until  the  mitten  is  the  length  of  the  middle  finger. 

Now  commence  to  narrow;  7  plain,  narrow,  all  round;  7 
plain  rows ;  6  plain,  narrow,  all  round ;  6  plain  rows ;  5  plain, 
narrow,  all  round;  5  plain  rows;  4  plain,  narrow,  all  round; 
4  plain  rows. 

Now  narrow  once  on  each  needle  in  every  round  until  only  4 
stitches  are  left  on  a  needle,  then  narrow  twice  on  each  needle 
and  bind  off.  When  decreasing,  once  on  each  middle  needle 
only;  do  not  narrow  at  the  same  point  in  every  round,  but  at  a 
different  place  in  each  successive  round. 

To  finish  the  thumb  place  the  27  stitches  on  three  needles  and 
pick  up  4  stitches  from  the  base  of  gore  formed  between  the 
hand  and  thumb  by  casting  on  the  4  extra  stitches,  knit  once 
round  plain,  and  narrow  once  in  each  of  the  next  4  rounds  at 
the  point  where  the  gore  is,  then  knit  50  rounds  plain  and  finish 
by  narrowing  once  on  each  needle  in  every  round,  until  all  the 
stitches  are  disposed  of. 
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LADIES'  FANCY  MITTEN. 


One  ounce  of  knitting  silk 
and  4  No.  18  or  19  knitting 
needles. 

Cast  on  132  stitches  on  these 
needles,  placing  48  on  each  of 
two  needles  and  36  on  third. 

1st  Round  —  Knit  round 
plain. 

2d  Round — 1  plain,  *  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  * 
repeat  from  *  8  times,  seam  3 
stitches.  Commence  next  shell 
by  1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  1  plain* 
repeating  from  *  to  *  8  times, 
seam  3.  Continue  making 
shells  and  seaming  3,  till  once 
round,  when  there  will  be  11 
shells  started. 

3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th  Round 
—Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over,  and  narrow  last  2 
stitches  of  each  shell,  knitting 
stitches  between  plain,  always 
seaming  the  3  stitches  separat- 
ing the  shells.  There  are  now 
9  stitches  in  every  shell. 
7th  Round — Like  the  2d. 

8th,  9th,  10th  and  11th  Rounds — Like  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6th. 

Repeat  these  5  rounds  till  you  have  3  rows  of  shells  with  8 

holes  in  each;  by  narrowing  the  next  round  you  have  6  holes  in 
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a  shell.  Repeat  the  5  rounds;  the  next  time  by  narrowing  you 
have  4  holes  in  a  shell.  In  like  manner  narrow  the  shells  to 
3  stitches  in  each,  which  leaves  you  3  seams  alternating  with  3 
plain  to  start  on  wrist,  which  knit  in  ribs  from  one  to  two 
inches  long,  as  you  please. 

Thumb  and  shells  for  back  of  hand — Seam  3,  1  plain,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  seam  3. 

This  sets  the  thumb.  Now  1  plain,  then  (t  over  1,  1  plain,) 
7  times,  seam  3,  1  plain,  then  (t  over  1,  1  plain,)  7  times,  seam 
3,  1  plain,  then  (t  over  1,  1  plain,)  7  times,  seam  3. 

This  starts  3  shells  for  back  of  hand;  knit  plain  the  rest  of 
the  round  till  you  reach  the  thumb;  here  1  plain,  seam  1,  1 
plain;  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  3. 

Now  you  are  at  shells  again.  Narrow  first  and  last  stitches 
of  each  shell,  knit  rest  plain  (remember  3  seams  between  each 
shell)  till  you  reach  the  thumb  again;  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain, 
seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  3.  This  time  the  shells  are  knit 
plain.  Knit  thumb  same  again;  narrow  first  and  last  stitches 
of  shells  this  time  round;  knit  plain  till  you  get  to  thumb 
again;  knit  thumb  same  before,  shells  plain  this  time;  now  you 
have  7  stitches  in  each  shell.  You  widen  thumb  each  time  you 
make  holes  in  shells.  Commence  at  thumb,  seam  3,  t  over  1,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain  t  over  1,  1  plain,  seam  3. 

Shells — 1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 
1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  seam  3;  repeat  for  shells;  then  knit 
plain  to  thumb.  Now  seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  1, 
1  plain,  seam  3.  Then  narrow  first  and  last  stitches  of  each 
shell.  Next  round — thumb  same,  shells  to  be  knit  plain.  Next 
round — thumb  same,  shells  narrow.  Next  round — thumb 
same,  shells  plain.  And  so  on  till  you  have  7  stitches  in  each 
shell.  Repeat  these  rounds  till  you  have  25  stitches  for  the 
thumb  between  the  two  seamed  lines  of  3  stitches  each;  carry 
back  of  hand  along  with  shells  as  you  have  been  doing.  Take 
thumb  off  on  a  thread.  Cast  on  14  extra  stitches  across  thumb 
for  a  gusset,  and  carry  your  3  seam  stitches  along  on  both  sides 
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of  gusset  until  it  is  finished;  then  drop  seam  on  inside  of  hand, 
hut  carry  it  each  side  of  shells  as  far  down  the  hand  as  you  con- 
tinue the  pattern.  The  gusset  is  to  he  narrowed  by  knitting  to- 
gether the  first  2  and  last  2  of  the  14  stitches  every  other  round. 
Continue  knitting  all  plain  with  the  exception  of  the  fancy 
stripes  in  back,  until  the  hand  is  long  enough,  then  decrease  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  corner  of  needle,  7  plain,  narrow,  all 
round;  7  rounds  plain;  6  plain,  narrow,  all  round;  6  rounds 
plain;  5  plain,  narrow,  all  round;  5  rounds  plain;  4  plain,, 
narrow,  all  round;  4  rounds  plain;  And  so  on  until  the  end. 
When  you  take  up  the  thumb  take  up  also  the  14  stitches  and 
narrow  them  off  as  before  to  form  other  half  of  gusset.  Knit 
about  54  plain  rounds,  then  finish  by  narrowing  once  on  each 
needle  in  every  round  till  all  the  stitches  are  disposed  of. 

GENTLEMAN'S  SILK  MITTEN. 

Four  No.  18  needles ;  1^  ounces  of  knitting  silk. 

Cast  on  78  stitches. 

Two  plain  and  seam  2  round  the  needles  till  there  is  about  an 
inch  and  a  half  of  webbing  or  seaming.  Then  knit  plain  once 
round,  knit  to  the  middle  of  a  needle,  seam  1,  t  over  1,  1  plain,, 
t  over  1,  seam  1.  Knit  plain  ( always  seaming  the  seam-stitch), 
and  every  6th  or  7th  row  make  a  stitch  inside  the  seam-stitch 
as  directed,  until  there  are  as  many  stitches  between  the  seams 
as  there  are  on  the  other  needle,  that  is,  26.  Slip  these  stitches 
off  onto  a  thread;  tie  the  ends. 

Cast  on  8  stitches  between  the  seams  and  knit  round  plain 
till  the  mitten  reaches  the  nails  of  the  second  finger,  then  nar- 
row at  the  beginning  of  each  needle.  Knit  4  rows  without  nar- 
rowing. Narrow,  and  knit  3  plain  rows;  narrow,  and  knit  2 
rows  plain;  narrow,  and  knit  1  row;  then  narrow  every  time  till 
all  the  stitches  but  2  are  knit.  Draw  the  end  of  the  silk 
through  these  stitches  and  fasten  securely.  A  fine  darning 
needle  is  the  best  thing  to  do  it  with. 
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For  the  thumb  take  the  stitches  off  the  thread  and  take  up 
the  8  made  between  the  seams.  Knit  once  round  plain;  then 
narrow  the  made  stitch  every  time  round  till  they  are  all  taken 
up ;  then  knit  round  and  round  till  the  thumb  is  long  enough. 
Narrow  it  off  by  narrowing  at  beginning  of  each  needle  till 
finished. 

CANADIAN   CLOUD. 


Wooden  needles  No.  1 ;  10  skeins  of  white  and  2  of  scarlet 
Shetland  wool. 

Cast  on  200  stitches  and  knit  backwards  and  forwards  for  2^ 
yards.  Bind  off.  Now  with  scarlet  crotchet  a  border  at  the 
two  sides.  Double  the  cloud  lengthwise  and  then  draw  up  the 
two  ends  and  finish  off  with  a  large  tassel,  made  in  the  follow- 
ing way:  Double  a  skein  of  white  wool  twice,  then  tie  it  round 
very  tightly  with  .strong  wool  about  two  inches  from  the  end; 
cut  the  other  ends,  and  join  the  cloud  and  tassel  together  with 
a  crotchet  cord  made  of  wool. 
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LADY'S  KNITTED  BOOT. 


It  is  knitted  of  black  knitting  silk  and  sewed  onto  a  cork  sole. 

Begin  on  the  under  edge  of  the  boot.  Cast  on  340  stitches  on 
steel  needles,  join  and  knit  126  plain  rounds.  In  doing  this  al- 
ways knit  3  together  as  1  on  the  middle  of  the  front  of  the  foot 
in  every  other  round  of  the  first  68  rounds.  The  stitch  formed 
by  knitting  3  together  forms  the  middle  stitch,  and  in  narrow- 
ing this  must  always  be  knitted  with  the  2  stitches  at  each  side 
of  it.  In  the  last  58  rounds  narrow  in  this  manner  in  every 
round.  After  the  126th  round  follow  68  rounds,  alternately 
seam  2,  '2  plain;  then  bind  off.  In  the  edge  stitch  crotchet  a 
border. 

BABY'S  HOOD. 

Needles  No.  10,  and  soft  pink  Shetland  wool. 

Cast  on  300  stitches,  knit  across  plain  till  the  work  forms  a 
square;  double  the  work  to  make  a  half  handkerchief,  and  make 
the  centre  a  box  pleat,  rolling  back  a  small  fold  all  the  way 
round  the  face.  Knit  some  pretty  edge  with  pink  and  sew  it 
on  all  round.  Run  in  a  pink  ribbon.  Put  a  bow  of  ribbon  at 
the  top  on  the  box  pleat,  and  a  bow  at  the  back. 


Knitted  Knee  Protectors. 
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KNITTED   KNEE  PROTECTORS. 


This  small-sized  knee  protector  is  worked 
with  knitting  silk  crosswise  in  rounds  going 
back  and  forth.  The  upper  and  lower  part 
of  the  knee  protector  is  knit  all  plain.  The 
gore  is  knit  in  a  ribbed  design  of  always  al- 
ternately 2  plain,  seam  2. 

Make  a  foundation  of  98  stitches. 
1st  Round — Slip   1,  39  plain,  seam   2,  2 
plain,  seam  2,  2  plain,  seam  2,  2  plain,  seam 
2,  2  plain,  seam  2,  40  plain. 
2d  Round — Slip  1,   41   plain,   seam  2,  2 
plain,  seam  2,  2  plain,  seam  2,  2  plain,  seam  2,  42  plain. 

Like  these  two  rounds  work  142  rounds  more,  but  in  the  17th, 
21st,  25th,  29th,  33d,  37th,  41st,  45th,  49th,  53d  and  57th  rounds- 
widen  1  stitch  each  after  the  first  42  and  before  the  last  42' 
stitches;  to  do  this  knit  2  stitches  on  the  corresponding  stitch, 
working  1  plain,  seam  1.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  ribbed 
design  is  not  broken.  The  52d  to  91st  rounds  are  worked  with- 
out changing  the  number  of  stitches. 

In  the  92d,  ,96th,  100th,  104th,  108th,  112th,  116th,  120th, 
124th,  126th  and  128th  rounds  always  narrow  1 .  stitch  at  the 
point  where  the  17th  to  58th  rounds  were  widened.  Knit  the 
129th  to  144th  rounds  without  changing  the  number  of  stitches 
and  then  cast  off,  and  crochet  the  ends  of  the  knee  protector  to- 
gether with  one  round  of  single  crochet. 

LADIES'  HOOD. 

Matekials — Half  a  skein  each  of  white  and  colored  Shetland 
wool,  and  two  large  wooden  needles  about  two-thirds  of  an  inch 
in  circumference. 

With  the  white  cast  on  64  stitches,  and  make  45  seams  or 
purls,  (twice  across  is  a  purl)  then  divide  and  put  32  stitches  on 
a  string,  and  knit  the  other  64  seams  long  and  bind  off,  then 
take  "those  on  the  string  and  knit  the  same. 
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Then  take  the  color  and  knit  another  piece  exactly  like  the 
white,  then  baste  the  two  pieces  together.  The  white  is  for  the 
outside,  the  color  a  lining. 

Then  crochet  an  edge  of  white  and  sew  it  all  around  the  edge, 
sewing  the  colored  and  white  piece  together,  at  the  same  time. 

The  end  where  the  stitches  were  cast  on  is  now  drawn  up 
with  a  string,  and  a  ribbon  bow  the  color  of  the  lining  is  sewed 
on. 

ANOTHER  HOOD. 

Cast  on  324  stitches,  with  white  Shetland  wool. 

1st  Row — All  plain. 

2d  Row — 1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  repeat  1st  and  2d  rows, 
narrowing  at  the  beginning  of  every  row,  till  all  the  stitches  are 
worked  off. 

Line  this  with  pale  blue  or  rose  colored  silk.  The  hood  may 
be  trimmed  with  some  kind  of  an  edge,  and  ribbon  run  in  as 
before. 

OPERA  HOOD,  FOR  LADY. 

Two  ounces  white  Berlin,  and  1  ounce  blue.     Needles  No.  9. 

Cast  on  1  stitch  with  white  and  increase  at  the  beginning  of 
every  row  until  you  have  8;  and  now  you  must  always  cast  on 
3  extra  stitches  at  beginning  of  row. 

7th  Row — All  seam. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  *  t  over  1,  narrow,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star. 

9th  Row — All  seam. 

10th  Row — Plain. 

11th  Row — Plain. 

Repeat  from  8th  row  till  you  have  156  stitches,  do  2  rows 
without  increasings,  narrow  to  115  stitches,  then  bind  off  3 
stitches  at  the  beginning  of  each  row  for  6  rows.  This  finishes 
the  fore  part,  make  a  plain  exactly  in  the  middle,  opposite  the 
point,  and  with  a  wool  needle  and  white  wool  gather  the  other 
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part  (on  each  side  of  the  plait)  so  that  it  may  measure  exactly 
20  inches  to  form  the  neck.     Pick  up  for  the  neck  98  stitches. 

1st  Row — t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain,  repeat. 

2d  Row — t  over  1,  continue  plain  knitting  till  you  come  to 
the  center  stitch,  t  over'l,  now  knit  plain  center  stitch,  t  over 
1,  knit  plain. 

Do  these  rows  12  times. 

25th  Row — Like  the  1st. 

Two  more  plain  rows,  bind  off. 

Trim  the  head  with  swansdown  or  blue  quilling  of  ribbon. 
Run  ribbon  in  the  holes.     Finish  with  bows. 

LADIES'  HOOD. 

Take  wooden  needles  about  the  size  of  a  small  pen-holder; 
get  either  Pompadour  wool  or  split  Zephyr  of  white  or  a  delicate 
color. 

Cast  on  60  stitches,  knit  plain  very  loose  till  you  have  a  piece 
about  15  inches  long;  slip  30  stitches  onto  a  hairpin,  knit  the 
remaining  30  back  and  forth  until  you  have  made  a  strip  about 
20  inches  long;  bind  off.  Now  go  back  to  those  on  the  hairpin 
and  knit  as  you  did  the  other.  Crochet  a  pretty  border  round 
the  whole  thing,  gather  the  ends  and  put  a  tassel  on  each. 
Gather  the  top  loosely,  and  put  a  bow  on.  Cross  the  two  ends 
behind  and  tie  under  the  chin. 

CHILD'S  KNITTED  SHIRT. 

For  child  3  years  old. 

Cast  on  56  stitches,  2  seam,  2  plain  for  20  rows.  Now  35 
plain  rows;  1  row  of  *  t  over  1,  narrow,  *  repeat.  5  rows  of  2 
seam,  2  plain.  This  makes  half  of  shirt,  make  another  half  the 
same.  Sew  up  as  far  as  armhole.  Cast  on  46  stitches  for  sleeve, 
and  knit  12  rows,  2  seam,  2  plain,  a  row  of  holes,  4  plain  rows, 
sew  them  to  body  of  shirt  and  run  ribbon  through  the  holes. 
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INFANT'S  SHIRT. 


Cast  on  81  stitches,  with  white  wool. 

1st  Row — All  plain. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pull  slipped 
stitch  over  narrowed  one,  *  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain;  t  over  1, 
3  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  *  repeat  from 
star  to  star  till  end  of  row. 

3d  Row — All  seamed. 

Repeat  2d  and  3d  rows  till  you  have  13  rows  of  shell  work. 

Now  seam  1,  3  plain,  seam  2,  make  49  rows  like  this. 

50th  Row — All  seamed.     51st  Row — All  plain. 

52d  Row — All  seamed.     53d  Row — All  plain. 

54th  Row — Make  1,  narrow,  all  across,  this  forms  holes. 

55th  Row — All  plain.     56th  Row — All  seam,  bind  off. 

For  sleeve  cast  on  51  stitches,  knit  4  rows  of  shells  like  bot- 
tom of  shirt,  bind  off  14  stitches  each  end  of  needle,  sew  the 
rest  into  the  body. 

Run  ribbon  in  the  holes. 


Ladies'  Knitted  Skirt. 

LADIES'  KNITTED  SKIRT. 
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Mateeials — One  pair  of  bone  needles  No.  5,  14  inches  long. 
This  skirt  is  pretty  made  of  single  Berlin  wool  of  any  color  pre- 
ferred. 16  ounces  of  white,  8  ounces  of  colored.  This  skirt  is 
made  in  2  breadths  front  and  back. 

It  is  begun  at  the  bottom  and  worked  to  the  top. 

Front  Breadth — Cast  on  146  stitches  with  the  colored. 

1st  Row — All  plain.     2d  Row — All  seamed. 

3d  Row — All  plain.     4th  Row — Join  white  and  knit  plain. 

5th  Row — Seam.  6th  Row — Slip  1,  5  plain,  seam  1,  *  11 
plain,  seam  1,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  to  end  of  row.  Any 
stitches  left  over  knit  plain. 
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7th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  5,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  9, 
1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10  times, 
seam  the  remaining  5. 

8th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain, 
seam  1,*  7  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  *  re- 
peat from  star  to  star  10  times,  5  plain. 

9th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  3,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1, 
1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  5,  (1  plain,  seam  1,)  3  times,  1 
plain,*  repeat  from  star  to  star  10  times,  seam  3. 

10th  Row — Slip  1,  (1  plain,  seam  1)5  times,*  3  plain,  (seam 
1,  1  plain,  3  times,  seam  1,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10  times, 
3  plain. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  1,  1  plain,  to  end  of  needle. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  to  end  of  needle. 

13th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  1,  1  plain,  to  end  of  needle. 

14th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  to  end  of  needle. 

15th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  1,  1  plain,  to  end  of  needle. 

16th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  *  3  plain 
(seam  1,  1  plain)  4  times,  seam  1,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10 
times,  3  plain,  (seam  1,  1  plain)  3  times. 

17th  Row — Slip  1,  (seam  1,  1  plain)  twice,  *  seam  5,  (1 
plain,  seam  1)3  times,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10 
times,  seam  5,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain. 

18th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  *  7  plain,  (seam  1,  1 
plain)  twice,  seam  1,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10  times,  7  plain, 
seam  1,  1  plain,  seam  1,  1  plain. 

19th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  1,  1  plain,  *  seam  9,  1  plain,  seam  1, 
1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  10  times,  seam  9,  1  plain. 

20th  Row — Slip  1,  *  11  plain,  seam  1,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star  11  times,  seam  2. 

21st  Row — Slip  1,  all  seam. 

22d  Row — Put  on  colored,  knit  plain. 

23d  Row— Plain. 

24th  Row — Seam. 

25th  Row — Plain. 
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26th  Row — With  white  knit  plain. 

27th  Row — Slip  1,  3  plain,  seam  2,  to  end  of  needle. 

28th  Row — Slip  1,  2  plain,  seam  3,  to  end  of  needle. 

29th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  2,  3  plain,  to  end  of  needle. 

30th  Row — Slip  1,  seam  3,  2  plain  to  end  of  needle.  Repeat 
last  4  rows  until  you  have  about  18  inches  in  length,  now  work 
5  inches  of  ribbing  as  follows:  3  plain,  seam  2,  on  right  side, 
and  seam  3,  2  plain  wrong  side. 

Back  Breadth — Knit  like  the  front  till  the  last  ribbing  is 
reached,  then  divide  the  stitches  in  halves  to  form  the  placket 
hole.     Sew  front  and  back  pieces  together  at  the  sides. 

Now  take  any  one  of  the  pretty  edgings  given  in  the  front  of 
the  book  and  make  a  trimming  for  the  bottom.  Allow  for 
fullness. 

AN       ,TJER  KNITTED  SKIRT. 

Front  Breadth — 1st  Row — Cast  on  150  stitches,  knit 
across  plain. 

2d  Row — Seam  2,  *  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1;  3 
plain,  seam  3  together.  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  last  2. 
seam  these. 

3d  Row — All  seamed. 

4th  Row — Like  2d  row.  Make  these  2  rows  over  and  over 
till  your  border  is  deep  enough. 

When  the  border  is  deep  enough,  knit  8  plain,  8  seam  for  8 
rows,  then  reverse  and  8  seam,  8  plain  for  8  rows;  do  this  till 
you  have  6  rows  of  blocks,  then  seam  3,  3  plain,  till  half  a 
finger  from  the  top,  which  is  plain.  When  you  commence  the 
3  and  3  ribbing,  then  narrow  at  the  beginning  of  every  row. 

Back  Breadth. — The  same  without  narrowing,  remembering 
to  divide  the  stitches  for  the  plocket  hole,  ribbing  each  half 
separately. 
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JERSEY  FOR  GIRL  OR   BOY. 

It  may  be  made  of  any  kind  of 
strong  wool,  red  and  black,  4  No. 
13  needles. 

Cast  on  one  needle  with  black  96 
stitches,  knit  off  plain. 

2d  Row — *  2  plain,  seam  2,  *  re- 
peat from  star  to  star. 

3d  Row — Same  as  last  only,  seam 
2,  2  plain,  reverse  of  other. 

Repeat  these  2  rows  three  more 
times. 

Join  the  red  and  knit  8  rows  like 
2d  and  3d  to  form  a  second  stripe, 
repeat  these  two  stripes  until  you 
JSBBBBH1**  have  knitted  17  in  all. 
Now  knit  2  rows  of  next  black  stripe,  then  divide  for  the 
collar.  Now  take  3d  needle.  Knit  in  ribs  as  before  the  first  28 
stitches,  turn,  knit  them  back,  knit  2  more  rows  on  these 
stitches,  knit  a  5th  row  and  at  the  end  of  this  row  cast  on  40 
stitches;  leave  this  needle  and  about  half  a  yard  of  wool.  Take 
the  40  stitches  off  on  to  a  strong  piece  of  cord. 

Knit  the  last  28  stitches  in  ribs ;  begin  after  the  40th  stitch, 
and  knit  4  rows  on  them.  Knit  a  5th  row,  then  knit  plain  the 
40,  and  the  28  on  the  next  shoulder,  which  completes  the  stripe. 
Knit  17  more  stripes  to  correspond  with  the  first  17.  When 
you  have  knitted  the  last  stripe  bind  off,  1  plain,  *  put  the  left 
needle  into  this  stitch  again  and  knit  another  in  it.  Knit 
plain  the  next  stitch,  draw  the  last  one  over  this  just  knitted, 
knit  another  and  draw  the  last  knitted  over  this,  *  knit  the 
whole  row  this  way  repeating  from  star  to  star. 
You  now  finish  the  collar. 

Take  up  the  40  stitches  left  in  the  middle  of  the  work,  knit 
them  with  red.  Take  up  3  stitches  on  the  shoulder;  with  2 
more  needles  take  up  the  40  cast  on  and  3  on  the  next  shoulder. 
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With  a  3d  needle  knit  4  rounds  of  red;  6  rounds  black,  6  red 
and  bind  off  as  you  did  at  the  bottom. 

The  sleeve  may  be  ribbed  to  the  right  length  witn  3  needles, 
then  sewed  in  to  the  jersey. 

KNITTED  JACKET  FOR  INFANT. 

Materials — You  may  use  wnite  Shetland  or  white  single 
zephyr;  2  No.  9  needles. 

The  lace  on  the  bottom  of  the  jacket  is  knit  first. 

Cast  on  113  stitches. 

1st  Row — All  seamed.     2d  Row — All  seamed. 

3d  Row — 2  plain,  *  slip  1,  narrow,  draw  the  slipped  stitch 
over  the  narrowed  one,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2 
plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star,  1  plain. 

4th  Row — All  seamed.     5th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

6th  Row — All  seamed.     7th  Row — All  seamed. 

8th  Row — All  plain.     9th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

10th  Row — All  seamed.     11th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

12th  Row — All  seamed.     13th  Row — All  seamed. 

14th  Row — All  plain.     15th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

16th  Row — All  seamed.     17th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

18th  Row — All  seamed.     19th  Row — All  seamed. 

20th  Row — Plain.     21st  Row — Plain. 

22d  Row — All  seamed.  23d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  *  t  over 
1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  draw  the  slipped  stitch  over  the  knitted  one,  1 
plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till 
you  get  to  last  3  stitches,  then  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  draw 
slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain. 

24th  Row — All  seamed. 

25th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  draw 
the  slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  *  repeat  from  star  to 
star  till  last  3,  now  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  draw  slipped  stitch 
over,  1  plain. 

26th  Row — All  seamed. 
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27th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip 
1,  1  plain,  draw  slipped  stitch,  over,  1  plain,  narrow,  *  repeat 
from  star  to  star  till  last  3,  then  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  draw 
slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain. 

28th  Row — All  seamed. 

29th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  slip 
1,  narrow,  draw  slipped  stitch  over,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star, 
at  end  of  row,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  draw  slipped  stitch  over, 
1  plain. 

Now  repeat  twice  the  rows  from  the  22d  to  the  30th.  Then 
repeat  the  3d  time  from  the  22d  row,  but  this  time  knit  to  the 
end  of  the  27th  row,  instead  of  to  the  end  of  the  29th  row. 

This  brings  you  up  to  the  52d  row. 

52d  Row — All  seamed.  In  knitting  this  row  seam  30  stitch- 
es then  slip  a  twine  through  them  drawing  out  the  needle,  these 
stitches  are  to  form  one  of  the  fronts,  now  seam  53  for  the 
back,  seam  the  remaining  30  and  slip  these  on  to  a  twine  also. 

Now  for  the  back. 

53d  Row— Like  29th  row. 

Next  repeat  the  pattern  from  the  22d  row  to  the  27th  until 
you  get  to  the  70th  row,  then  make  8  rows  from  22d  to  29th 
rows,  again,  and  narrow  at  the  beginning  of  each  row,  to  form 
the  shoulders.  Now  put  these  stitches  on  a  twine  until  you 
have  finished  the  two  fronts.  For  each  front,  do  the  same  as 
you  did  the  back  only  narrowing  on  the  inside  of  each  shoulder. 
Then  put  all  these  stitches  again  on  one  needle,  back  and  fronts 
and  knit  as  before  decreasing  once  on  the  shoulders,  and  take 
care  to  keep  the  pattern.  Make  8  rows  then  knit  2  plain  rows 
for  the  neck.  Now  make  a  row  of  holes,  *  t  over  1,  narrow,  * 
repeat. 

4th  Row — Plain. 

5th  Row — Bind  off. 

Crotchet  an  edge  up  the  fronts  and  around  the  neck. 

Sleeve — Begin  at  the  bottom.     Cast  on  25  stitches. 

1st  Row — All  seamed. 
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2d  Row — All  seamed. 

3d  Row — *  2  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  draw  the  slipped  stitch 
over  the  knitted  one,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  *  repeat  from 
star  to  star,  1  plain. 

4th  Row — All  seamed. 

5th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

6th  Row — All  seamed, 

7th  Row — All  seamed. 

8th  Row — All  plain. 

9th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

10th  Row — All  seamed. 

11th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

12th  Row — All  seamed. 

13th  Row — All  seamed. 

14th  Row — Plain.     15th  Row — Plain. 

16th  Row — All  seamed. 

17th  Row — Slip  l  (t  over  1,. seam  2  together)  12  times.  In 
this  row  you  run  a  ribbon  for  the  hand. 

18th  Row — All  seamed. 

19th  Row — All  plain.     20th  Row — Plain, 

21st  Row — All  seam. 

Now  work  the  jacket  pattern  5  times  from  the  22d  to  the 
28th  rows,  increasing  one  stitch  at  each  end  of  the  row — before 
the  last  stitch  and  after  the  first  stitch.  In  the  51st  row  bind 
off  6  stitches,  then  continue  the  work. 

52d  Row — Bind  off  6,  continue  the  work.  In  the  next  row 
bind  off  2  at  the  beginning  and  do  this  every  row  until  you 
have  worked  61  rows,  bind  off  the  remainder.  Sew  up  the  sleeve 
and  sew  into  the  arm  hole,  run  a  ribbon  .in  at  vthe  throat,  and 
finish  with  a  bow  of  ribbon. 

KNITTED  JUG  PURSE. 

Materials — Pink  silk  and  black  silk  No.  300.  Cutters  is 
best,     5  needles  No.  16. 

Cast  on  12  stitches  on  one  needle  for  the  spout,  10  on  each  of 
the  three  other  needles;  4  plain  rounds.     Now  do  rounds  of  2 
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plain,  2  seam,  except  the  spout,  which  leave  plain,  narrowing  1 
stitch  at  each  side  of  the  12  in  the  first  4  rounds,  and  1  stitch 
on  every  alternate  side  in  the  next  8  rounds.  The  spout  is  now 
finished  and  you  ought  to  have  31  stitches  on  the  needles.  Now 
knit  2  seam,  2  plain  for  12  rounds,  except  under  the  spout 
when  1  stitch  is  to  be  plain. 

With  black  begin  the  bowl;  increase  by  knitting  2  stitches  in 
one;  seam  2  rounds;  4  plain  pink  rounds;  1  round  with  black, 
increasing  12  stitches  (one  in  every  six)  seam  2  rounds  with 
black;  4  plain  pink  rounds;  1  round  with  black;  there  ought 
to  be  86  now.  Seam  2  rounds  black,  6  rounds  pink.  Seam  2 
rounds  black,  4  rounds  pink. 

Knit  1  round  black,  decreasing  10  stitches  at  intervals.  Seam 
2  rounds  black,  4  rounds  pink,  1  round  black,  narrowing  6. 
Seam  2  black  rounds.  You  ought  now  to  have  72  stitches. 
Divide  these  by  6.  Knit  11  pink  rounds,  narrowing  6  stitches 
in  each  round  by  knitting  2  together  at  the  commencement  of 
each  division,  where  a  star  of  6  points  will  be  found,  and  6 
stitches  left  on  needles.  These  are  to  be  drawn  up  and  sewn  to- 
gether. Now  cast  on  6  stitches,  knit  and  seam  till  you  have 
done  3  inches.  This  is  for  the  handle;  attach  one  end  to  the 
bowl  and  the  other  to  the  top  of  the  jug. 

KNITTED  SLIPPER. 


Materials— 4  ounces  of  double  Berlin  wool,  and  4  ounces  of 
white;  three  bone  knitting  needles  and  a  pair  of  lambs  wool  soles. 

Commence  the  slipper  at  the  toe  with  blue  wool,  cast  on  10 
stitches  and  increase  one  by  pulling  the  wool  forward,  after 
the  first  stitch  and  before  the  last  stitch  of  each  alternate  row. 
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When  knitting  every  other  row,  pass  the  white  wool  between 
every  stitch,  leaving  a  loop  of  about  an  inch  on  one  side  and 
drawing  it  tight  on  the  other  side.  In  knitting  the  next  row 
the  white  wool  is  not  used,  but  is  drawn  straight  across  the 
work.  Continue  to  knit  backwards  and  forwards  until  the  slip- 
per is  wide  enough  across  the  instep.  Then  divide  the  stitches 
bind  off  10  stitches  in  the  centre,  and  with  a  third  needle  continue 
to  work  as  before  on  one  half  without  increase,  until  you  have 
made  the  length  from  the  instep  to  the  back  of  the  heel,  bind 
off  and  work  the  other  flap  the  same,  join  up  the  back  of  the 
heel  with  needle  and  wool;  sew  the  bottom  of  the  slipper  to  the 
soles,  and  trim  the  top  with  pleated  ribbon  and  a  bow. 

KNITTED  LEGGING  FOR  CHILD  FROM  i  TO  2  YEARS  OLD, 


Matekials — 1^  oz.  blue,  1  oz.  white  single 
Zephyr,  4  needles  No.  14. 

Cast  on  with  blue  65  stitches,  22  on  each 
of  2  pins,  21  on  3d,  join,  2  plain,  seam  2, 
for  2  inches.  Now  with  white  knit  12 
■  plain  rounds  seaming  the  11th  stitch  of  the 
J  last  needle  every  time  to  form  the  seam  at 
Iback  of  leg. 

13th  Round — Seam  with  blue  wool, 
widen  before  and  after  seam  stitch. 

14th  and  15th  Rows — Plain  with  blue. 

16th,  17th,  18th  Rows — Knit  plain  with 
white,  continue  to  seam  3  rows  with  blue., 
and  3  with  white  plain,  seven  times  more, 
increasing  in  the  18th  and  23d  rows,  before 
and  after  the  seam  stitch,  and  decrease  by 
narrowing  before  and  after  the  seam  stitch, 
in  the  28th,  33d,  38th,  43d,  49th,  56th  and 
63d  rows;  the  58th  to  the  63d  rows  are  knitted  with  white  wool, 
bind  off. 
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For  the  foot,  cast  on  with  blue,  48  stitches  on  one  needle,  40 
plain  rows,  bind  off  15  stitches  and  continue  to  knit  on  the  re- 
maining 33  stitches  until  you  have  knit  enough  rows  to  go 
round  the  heel.  Bind  off  and  crotchet  on  an  edge.  The  foot 
is  sewn  to  the  leg  and  the  opening  is  fastened  by  pearl  buttons. 
Sew  on  a  strap  of  leather. 


LADIES'  KNITTED  UNDER  VEST. 


Mateeials — Two  ounces  white  split  Zephyr,  5  small  bone 
knitting  needles. 

Cast  on  75  stitches  on  each  of  4  needles,  knit  4  plain  rows. 

5th  Row — *t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over, 
*  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

6th  to  11th  Rows— All  plain. 

Now  make  220  rows  of  2  plain,  seam  2,  as  in  ordinary  rib- 
bing. This  reaches  to  the  armhole.  Now  divide  the  stitches 
in  equal  numbers  on  two  needles,  and  continue  the  ribbed  knit- 
ting in  rows  backwards  and  forwards  on  each  separate  part,  for 
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110  rows,  then  bind  off  all  but  16  stitches  at  the  end  of  each 
part,  and  knit  these  rows  backward  and  forward  in  plain  knit- 
ting, for  110  rows,  then  join  it  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  vest. 

This  forms  the  shoulder-strap. 

For  the  sleeve  cast  on  22  stitches,  and  work  backward  and 
forward  in  plain  knitting  until  you  have  the  length  required  for 
the  armhole.     Make  a  gusset  and  sew  in  sleeve. 

Trim  the  neck  and  sleeve  with  some  pretty  edge. 

ANOTHER  KNITTED  SHIRT. 


This  will  fit  a  child  3  or  4  years  of  age. 

Materials — 4  needles  No.  11,  1  ounce  of  Shetland  wool. 

Cast  on  each  of  three  needles,  11  stitches  for  each  scallop,  six- 
teen scallops,  or  176  stitches.  Cast  128  stitches  on  one  needle, 
64  on  each  of  the  other  two  needles,  knit  4  rounds  in  seam 
knitting. 

5th  Round — 1  plain,  *  t  over  1,  3  plain,  narrow,  narrow,  3 
plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,*  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  end  of  row. 
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For  the  sixth  and  eighth  following  rounds  repeat  the  5th 
round,  then  seam  3  rounds;  repeat  from  5th  round  twice  more, 
then  repeat  the  5th  round  eight  times,  2  plain  rounds.  After 
that  knit  40  rounds  of  4  plain,  2  seam.  In  the  41st  round  of 
ribbing  you  divide  for  the  two  fronts.  Knit  on  the  needle  with 
128  stitches  15  more  rows  of  ribbing,  then  16  rows  plain.  On 
the  first  14  stitehes  knit  20  rows  plain,  bind  off,  then  cast  off  the 
middle  stitches,  leave  14  at  the  end,  and  knit  20  rows  plain  on 
them,  then  leave  them.  On  the  other  half  the  stitches  knit 
15  more  rows  of  ribbing,  then  16  rows  plain,  bind  off  round  on 
the  first  and  last  14  stitches  as  you  do  so,  knit  in  the  last  of  the 
little  rows  with  them. 

For  the  Sleeve — Cast  on  66  stitches;  repeat  the  first  14 
rows  of  the  pattern.  Then  knit  and  seam  alternate  rows  for  16 
rows ;  bind  off,  set  the  sleeve  into  the  armhole.  Round  the  neck 
crochet  the  same  two  rounds  given  for  the  small  vest. 


GENT'S  KNITTED  CAP. 


Materials — Two  No.  18  needles,  Cutter's  black  knitting 
silk,  coarse. 

Cast  on  for  the  side  96  stitches,  and,  going  back  and  forth  on 
these,  work  450  plain  rounds.  But,  in  order  to  shape  the  cap, 
narrow  as  follows:  before  working  off  the  first  stitch,  bring  the 
silk  before  the  needle;  knit  first  round  plain;  returning,  pay 
no  attention  to  the  last  stitch  with  thread  before  it,  but  turn 
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the  work,  leaving  2  stitches  on  the  needle;  bring  thread  before 
the  needle  before  knitting  the  first  stitch;  knit  3d  round  plain; 
returning,  turn  the  work,  leaving  4  stitches  on  the  needle. 
Proceed  in  this  manner,  each  time  leaving  the  last  stitch  with 
thread  before  it,  till  you  knit  51  stitches  (this  will  be  the  90th 
round.)  Now  knit  through  the  needle,  knitting  each  double 
stitch  as  one,  and  at  end  this  round  the  first  gore  is  complete, 
and  the  same  number  of  stitches  are  on  the  needle  as  in  the  first 
round.  Repeat  this  5  times,  and  bind  off.  Take  up  the  stitches 
on  under  edge  on  3  needles,  and  knit  in  rounds  for  the  border, 
as  follows: 

1st  Round — All  plain. 

2d  Round — 3  plain,  seam  3,  repeat. 

3d  to  18th  Round — Like  the  preceding  round,  but  in  every 
following  round  the  design  should  be  carried  1  stitch  farther, 
so  that  on  the  right  side,  to  the  9th  round,  lines  are  formed 
from  right  to  left,  which  return  from  the  10th  to  the  13th 
rounds.     Knit  a  few  plain  rounds,  bind  off. 

The  following  fancy  work  patterns  are  pretty  for  the  tops 
and  back  of  mittens,  tops  and  front  of  stockings,  and  tidies, 
afghans,  etc. 

CANE  WORK   PATTERN,  NO.  i. 


Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  four. 
1st  Row — *t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,*  repeat  from 
star  to  star. 

2d  Row — All  seamed. 
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3d  Row — 3  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch 
over,  t  over  1,  repeat. 

4th  Row — All  seamed. 

5th  Row — t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch  over, 
t  over  1,  3  plain. 

6th  Row — All  seamed. 

7th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

8th  Row — All  seamed. 

9th  Row — t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch  over, 
t  over  1,  3  plain. 

10th  Row- — Repeat  from  the  3d  row. 

VANDYKE  PATTERN,  NO.  2. 


Cast  on  9  stitches  for  each  pattern,  or  any  number  of  stitches 
divisible  by  9. 

1st  Row — 3  plain,  *  t  over  1,  narrow  at  the  back,  4  plain,* 
repeat  from  star  to  star. 

2d  Row — All  seamed. 

3d  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow 
at  the  back,  repeat. 

4th  Row — All  seamed. 

5th  Row — Narrow,  *  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  nar- 
row, pass  the  slipped  stitch  over,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

6th  Row — All  seamed,  repeat  from  first  row. 


Hebbingbone  Stbipe,  No.  3. 

HERRINGBONE  STRIPE,  NO.  3. 
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Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  3. 

1st  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  repeat  to  last  2  which 
are  knit  plain. 

2d  Row — Seam  1,  seam  2  together,  t  over  1,  repeat  till  last  2 
which  are  seamed.     Commence  at  first  row. 

TWISTED  BAR  STRIPE,  NO.  4. 


Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  6. 

1st  Row — 1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  knit  3  together,  1  plain, 
t  over  1,  repeat. 

For  the  2d  and  every  alternate  row  the  single  stitch  between 
the  two  made  stitches  is  seamed,  the  rest  of  the  row  is  knitted. 

Repeat  these  2  rows. 
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CHEMISE  TRIMMING. 


Matekials — Crochet  cotton  No.  20;     2  No.  20  needles. 

Cast  on  24  stitches. 

1st  &  2d  Rows — All  plain. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  14  plain,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain. 

4th  Row — Make  1  plain  and  seam  1,  in  the  made  stitches, 
rest  plain. 

5th  Row — All  plain. 

6th  Row — Like  3d  row. 

7th  Row — Like  4th  row. 

8th  Row — Like  5th  row. 

9th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  5  plain,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  5  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain. 

10th  Row — Make  1  plain  and  seam  1  of  the  made  stitches, 
rest  plain. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  7  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  8  plain. 

12th  Row — Slip  1,'  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  4  plain,  knit  1 
and  seam  1  in  the  made  stitch,  2  plain,  knit  1  and  seam  1  in  the 
made  stitch,  4  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  1  plain. 

13th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  knit  1  and  seam  1  in  the  made 
stitch,  2  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  narrow,  t  over  1,  nar- 
row, narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  2  plain,  knit  1  and  seam  1  in  the 
made  stitch,  2  plain. 

14th  Row — Knit  1  and  seam  1  in  the  made  stitches,  rest 
plain. 
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15th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow, 
t  over  1,  narrow,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  t 
over  1,  narrow,  1  plain. 

16th  Row — 1  plain  and  seam  1  in  the  made  stitches,  rest 
plain. 

17th  Row — Slip  1,9  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  narrow,  10  plain. 

18th  Row — 1  plain  and  seam  1  in  the  made  stitches,  rest1 
plain. 

Repeat  from  3d  row  for  length  around  neck. 

The  sleeves  are  worked  separately  just  the  length  to  go  round 
the  arm. 

Crochet  a  narrow  edge.  Run  ribbon  through  the  holes  in  the 
knitting.

Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  21. 

1st  Row — Narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1, 1  plain. 
t  over  1,  1  plain,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  J 
plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain. 

2d  Row — All  seamed. 
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3d  Row — Narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain, 
t  over  1;  1  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3 
plain;  t  over  1,  2  plain. 

4th  and  all  even  rows  seamed. 

5th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain,  t 
over  1;  5  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped 
stitcli  over,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain. 

7th  Row — 2  plain,  (t  over  1,  1  plain)  twice,  narrow,  3  plain, 
narrow,  1  plain,  (t  over  1, 1  plain)  twice,  narrow,  3  plain,  narrow. 

9th  Row — 2  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  (1  plain,  nar- 
row) twice,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  (1  plain,  narrow) 
twice. 

11th  Row — 2  plain,  t  over  1,  5  piain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  slip  1, 
narrow,  pass  slipped  stitcli  over,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over 
1,  1  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch  over. 

Repeat  from  1st  Row. 


CABLE  PATTERN,  NQ.  6. 

Always  cast  2  stitches  over  so  as 
to  knit  the  first  and  last  stitch  plain. 
Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches 
divisible  by  8. 
1st  Row — plain. 

2d  Row — Seam  1,  t  over  1,  slip  1, 
1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over,  seam 
1,  t  over  2,  4  plain.     Repeat. 

3d  Row — Seam  4,  1  plain,  seam  2, 
1  plain.     Repeat. 
4th  Row — Seam  1  t  over  1.  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch 
over,  seam  1. 

Now  take  the  next  two  stitches  on  a  3d  needle  and  keep  them 
on  the  right  side  of  vour  knitting;  2  plain,  knit  2  plain  on  3d 
needle.

Cast  on  22  stitches,  6  stitches  to  each  pattern,  make  2  plain 
stitches  at  beginning  and  end  of  row. 

1st  Row — All  plain. 

2d  Row — 2  plain,  *  take  off  6  long  stitches,  and  pass  the 
first  3  over  the  second  3,  but  do  not  let  them  slip  off,  now  knit 
these  6  plain.  *     Repeat  from  star  to  star. 

Knit  2  plain  rows.     Repeat  from  2d  row. 

You  can  make  the  other  stripe  different  if  you  wish.

7th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain, 
narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  2, 
repeat. 

9th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain, 
narrow,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  2. 
Repeat. 

11th  Row — Slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain, 
t  over  1,  5  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  seam  2.     Repeat. 

WARE    PATTERN,  NO.  14. 

Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  8. 

1st  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  6  plain,  t 
over  1.     Repeat. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  5  plain,  t 
over  1;  1  plain.     Repeat. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  t 
over  1,  2  plain.     Repeat. 

4th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain,  t 
over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

5th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t 
over  1,  4  plain.     Repeat.

4th,  6th,  8th,  10th,  &  12th  Rows — Like  2d. 

3d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain.     Repeat. 


5th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 
.  7th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  4  plain.     Repeat. 

9th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  5  plain.

Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches,  divisible  by  7. 

1st  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  5  plain,  t 
over  1.     Repeat. 

2d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  4  plain,  t 
over  1;  1  plain.     Repeat. 
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3d  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3  plain,  t 
over  1,  2  plain.     Repeat. 

4th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t 
over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

5th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain,  t 
over  1,  4  plain.     Repeat. 

6th  Row — Slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1, 
5  plain.     Repeat. 

Now  transfer  the  first  stitch  on  each  needle  to  the  next 
needle,  leaving  1  stitch  on  the  3d  needle  to  be  considered  as 
part  of  the  6th  row.

11th  Row — 5  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow.     Repeat. 

Now  transfer  the  last  stitch  on  each  needle  to  next. 

Commence  at  2d  row. 
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Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  6. 

1st  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

2d  and  every  even  round,  including  20th  knit  plain. 
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3d  Row — Narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain.     Repeat. 

5th  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

7th  Row — Narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain.     Repeat. 

After  knitting  the  8th  row,  which  is  plain,  transfer  the  first 
stitch  on  each  needle  to  the  next  needle,  leaving  1  stitch  on  3d 
needle. 

9th  Row — t  over  1,3  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over.     Repeat. 

11th  Row — t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pass  slipped  stitch  over, 
1  plain;  narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain.     Repeat. 

13th  Row — 1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass  slipped 
stitch  over,  t  over  1,  2  plain.     Repeat. 

15th  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

17th  Row — Narrow,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1. 1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain.     Repeat. 

19th  Row — 1  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain.     Repeat. 

FERN    PATTERN,  NO.  18. 

Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by.  18. 

1st  Row — Seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  3 
plain,  t  over  1,  narrow,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  narrow.     Repeat. 

2d,  4th,  6th  &  8th  Rows — Plain. 

3d  Row — Seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2 
plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over,  1  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  2  plain, 
narrow.     Repeat. 

5th  Row — Seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  1 
plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain,  slip  1,  narrow,  pass 
slipped  stitch  over;  1  plain,  t  over  1,  3  plain,  t  over  1,  1  plain, 
narrow.     Repeat. 

7th  Row — Seam  1,  slip  1,  1  plain,  pull  slipped  stitch  over,  t 
over  1,  2  plain,  narrow,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1,  narrow, 
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pass  slipped  stitch  over,  t  over  1, 1  plain,  t  over  1,  slip  1, 1  plain, 
pull  slipped  stitch  over,  2  plain,  t  over  1,  narrow.     Repeat. 

This  pattern  is  very  pretty  for  tidies  or  quilts  made  in  strips.. 
Or  it  will  make  bags. 


In  the  last  patterns.  If  4  needles  are  used  it  is  all  right  to< 
make  the  plain  row  when  given,  but  in  tidy  strips  or  bed  quilts, 
or  afghans  to  keep  the  patterns  on  the  right  side,  a  seam  row 
must  be  made  instead  of  plain,  that  is  in  any  pattern  a  plain 
row  is  given.

CROTCHET   WORK. 


This  art  lias  attained  its  highest  degree  of  perfection  in  the1 
elaborate  and  beautiful  articles  now  made.  Shawls,  table  cov- 
ers, pillows,  ottomans,  footstools,  mats,  slippers,  purses,  etc.,  are 
made  in  this  work.  Crocheting,  which  was  originally  prac- 
ticed by  the  peasants  in  Scotland  with  a  small  hooked  needle, 
called  a  shepherd's  hook,  has,  aided  by  taste  and  fashion,  reached 
great  popularity.  It  derives  its  present  name  from  the  French, 
the  needle  with  which  it  is  worked  being  by  them,  from  its 
crooked  shape,  termed  "crochet."  It  can  be  worked  with  the 
finest  thread  for  imitation  lace,  and  the  coarsest  double  wool 
for  rugs.     The  stitches  used  in  crochet   are: 

The  Chain  Stitch — This  is  the  foundation  for  all  others.  A 
single  loop  is  made  around  the  hook  or  needle,  and  the  thread 
drawn  through  this  loop,  another  loop  is  drawn,  and  so  on,  un- 
til the  required  number  is  made.     Do  chain  stitch  loosely. 

Long  Stitch — This  is  made  by  turning  the  cotton  twiceT 
round  the  needle. 

P.,  or  picot — Made  by  working  3  chain  and  one  single  crochet 
in  first  stitch  of  the  chain. 

Slip  Stitch — *A  chain  being  made  the  hook  is  inserted  in  the 
last  stitch  but  one  to  the  needle,  and  the  thread  is  then  drawn 
through  the  two  stitches,.  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  till  end 
of  row. 
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Single  Crochet — (s  c)  is  to  insert  the  needle  in  a  loop  of  the 
preceding  row,  then  draw  the  thread  through  both  the  loop 
and  stitch  at  once. 

Double  Crochet — (d  c)  is  to  draw  the  thread  through  a  loop 
in  the  lower  row,  then  draw  it  through  the  other  two  stitches. 

Treble  Crochet — (t  c)  is  to  put  the  cotton  over  the  needle 
and  insert  the  latter  into  a  loop;  draw  the  cotton  first  through 
the  loop,  then  through  two  stitches,  then  again  through  the 
last  two  stitches. 

To  raise  a  Stitch — Merely  picking  up  a  stitch  from  the  row 
beneath  and  drawing  the  wool  through  in  the  usual  way,  when 
doing  tricot. 

In  tricot  you  make  a  chain,  then  pick  up  each  stitch  in 
single  crochet,  then  pull  thread  through  one  then  through  two 
way  across. 

DEEP  CROCHET  LACE. 


Make  a  chain  of  17  stitches. 

1st  Row — 1  d  c  in  6th  stitch  from  last,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  9th 
stitch;  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same  9th  stitch,  fasten  down  to  next 
stitch  of  chain,  3  chain,  3  d  c  in  15th  stitch,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in 
17th  stitch,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same  stitch;  fasten. 

2d  Row — 3  ch,  3  d  c  in  loop  made  by  the  3  ch,  worked  be- 
tween the  last  3  d  c  in  preceding  row,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same 
loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  next  loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same  loop,  3  ch,  3  d 
c  in  next  or  3d  loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same  loop ;  fasten,  work  6 
ch,  fasten  to  loop  in  last  row  but  one. 
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3d  Row — *3  ch,  1  d  c,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  5  times,  put- 
ting all  the  d  c's  in  same  large  loop;  then  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  next 
loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same  loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  s  cond  loop,  3  ch,  3 
d  c  in  same  loop,  fasten;  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  3d  and  last  loop,  3  ch,  3 
d  c  in  same  loop. 

4th  Row — 3  ch,  3  d  c  in  first  loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same;  3  ch, 
3  d  c  in  second  loop,  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same;  3  ch,  3  d  c  in  3d  loop, 
3  ch,  3  d  c  in  same;  3  ch,  fasten  over  1st  d  c  in  large  loop;  re- 
peat over  every  d  c  in  scallop;  fasten  last  3  ch  to  little  scallop 
in  last  large  scallop. 

5th  Row — Into  every  loop  made  on  the  scallop  in  last  row 
put  1  s  c,  3  d  c,  1  sc;  fasten  the  little  scallop  down  snugly,  as 
much  of  the  beauty  of  the  work  depends  on  their  finish. 

Commence  at  1st  row. 

SHELL  CROCHET  EDGE. 


Use  medium  fine  cotton.  Make  a  chain  of  22  stitches,  and 
crochet  in  rows  as  follows: 

1st  Row — Pass  the  first  9  stitches,  1  s  c  on  the  following 
stitch,  9  chain,  pass  6  stitches,  1  s  c  on  the  following  stitch. 

2d  Row— 3  chain,  11  double  crochet  around  the  following  9 
chain,  5  chain,  1  s  c  on  the  middle  stitch  of  the  9  passed  by  in 
the  first  row. 

3d  Row — 1  s  c  around  the  next  5  chain,  1  picot,  (picot  con- 
sists of  4  ch  and  1  s  c  on  the  preceding  s  c)  (2  s  c  around  the 
same  5  ch  and  1  picot)  twice,  1  s  c  around  the  same  5  ch,  2  ch, 
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11  d  c  separated  by  1  ch  on  the  next  11  d  c,  5  ch,  1  s  c  on  the 
first  foundation  stitch. 

4th  Row — 1  s  c  around  the  next  5  ch,  (1  picot  and  lsc 
around  the  same  5  ch,)  3  times,  work  2  s  c  separated  by  1  picot 
around  each  of  the  next  11  single  chain,  then  1  s  c  on  the  s  c 
after  the  3d  picot  in  the  preceding  row. 

5th  Row — 6  ch,  1  s  c  on  the  following  1th  picot  in  the  pre- 
ceding row,  8  ch,  1  s  c  on  the  following  3d  picot. 

Continue  to  repeat  the  2d  and  5th  rows  in  turn,  but  in  every 
repetition  work  an  additional  picot  scallop,  proceeding  from  the 
middle  stitch,  in  the  2d  picot  in  the  4th  row,  for  which  crochet 
7  ch,  connect  to  the  4th  picot  in  the  4th  row  of  the  preceding 
pattern,  then  around  the  7  ch,  work  lsc,  (1  picot  and  2  s  c,)  5 
times. 

Finish  the  lace  with  2  rows  worked  lengthwise  along  the  up- 
per edge  as  follows: 

1st  Row — *1  s  c  around  the  middle  one  of  the  3  picot  in  the 
3d  row  of  the  next  pattern,  2  ch,  lsc  around  the  following 
picot,  6  ch,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

2d  Row — 1  d  c  on  the  following  2d  s  c  in  the  preceding  row 
and  1  chain. 

CROCHET  EDGING. 


1st  Roav — Chain  of  6,  join  chain  of  3. 

2d  Row — 2  long  crochet  into  ring,  chain  of  2,  2  long  crochet 
into  same  place. 

3d  Row — Chain  of  4,  2  long  crochet  into  shell,  chain  of  2,  2 
long  crochet  into  same  place,  chain  of  5,  catch  with  short  stitch 
into  first  chain  of  3. 
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4th  Row— Chain  of  1,  12  single  crochet  into  chain  of  5, 
chain  of  1,  2  long  crochet  into  shell,  chain  of  2,  2  long  crochet 
into  same  place,  catch  with  short  stitch  into  chain. 

5th  Row — Chain  of  4,  2  long  crochet  into  shell,  chain  of  2T 
2  long  crochet  into  same,  chain  of  5,  catch  into  chain  of  1. 

6th  Row — Chain  of  1,  6  single  crochet  into  chain,  chain  of 
5,  catch  back  into  middle  of  first  scallop. 

7th  Row — Chain  of  1,  12  single  crochet  into  chain  of  5,  6 
single  crochet  into  half  finished  scallop,  chain  of  1,  2  long 
crochet  into  shell,  chain  of  2,  2  long  crochet  into  same  place. 
Repeat  from  3d  row. 

CROCHETED  FRENCH   EDGE. 


This  is  worked  crosswise. 

Make  a  chain  of  13  stitches.  Work  a  shell  of  3  d  c,  1  ch  3 
d  c  in  the  10th  stitch  (counting  from  right  to  left)  then  3  ch 
and  1  d  c  in  the  end  stitch  of  chain,  turn,  7  ch,  place  another 
shell  in  the  4th  stitch  of  the  preceding  one,  3  ch,  1  d  c  in  the 
4tn  stitch  of  the  adjoining  loop,  turn,  7  ch,  1  shell  of  7  stitches, 
3  ch  and  8  d  c  with  2  chain  between  in  the  loop,  turn,  2  s  c,  5 
chain,  5  times,  inserting  the  needle  in  each  d  c  of  preceding 
round,  2  s  c,  turn,  3'  ch,  1  shell,  3  ch,  1  d  c  inserted  in  4th  stitch 
of  loop.  Continue  as  above.  In  the  second  and  each  succeeding 
scallop,  unite  the  first  s  c  of  the  round  with  the  last  s  c  of  for- 
mer scallop. 
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SIMPLE  CROCHETED  EDGE. 

1st  Vandyke — Make  a  chain  of  6  stitches,  miss  4,  and  in  5th 
chain  make  1  s  c.  This  forms  a  loop.  Turn  3  ch  and  3  d  c  in 
the  first  loop,  turn,  3  ch  and  3  d  c  in  the  2d  loop  formed  by  the 
3  ch  before  worked,  turn,  3  ch  and  12  d  c  in  the  3d  loop,  and 
join  the  last  one  of  the  12  d  c  to  the  first  loop  of  6  ch,  turn 
and  work  2  ch  and  1  s  c  between  9  of  the  12  d  c,  leaving  3  d  c. 

2d  Vandyke — 3  ch  and  3  d  c  in  the  next  loop,  turn,  3  ch  and 
3  d  c  in  in  the  next  loop,  turn  3  ch  and  12  d  c  in  the  next  loop, 
and  join  the  last  d  c  to  last  2  ch  worked  in  the  1st  Vandyke, 
turn  2  ch  and  1  s  c  between  9  of  the  12  d  c,  leaving  3  d  c.  Re- 
peat from  2d  Vandyke  until  finished 

ANOTHER  CROCHETED  EDGE. 


Chain  of  12  stitches. 

2d  Row — Shell  of  4,  long  crochet  into  6th  stitch,  chain  of  1, 
skip  3,  shell  of  4,  chain  of  1,  long  crochet  into  last  stitch. 

3d  Row — Chain  of  3,  shell  into  center  of  shell,  chain  of  1, 
shell,  shell  of  7  long  crochet  and  1  single  crochet  into  chain  of  5. 

4th  Row — Single  crochet  into  top  of  each  stitch  in  shell  ex- 
cept last,  chain  of  3. 

Repeat  from  2d  row.      - ,   . .

STRONG  CROCHETED  EDGE. 

1st  Row — Chain  of  6,  catch  together  with  a  single  crochet, 
chain  of  4. 

2d  Row — Put  3  long  crochet  in  the  ring,  chain  of  2,  3  more 
long  crochet  in  same  place,  chain  of  4. 

3d  Row — 3  long  crochet  in  middle  of  last  shell,  chain  of  2,  3 
long  crochet  in  same  place,  then  catch  with  a  single  crochet  in 
the  chain  of  4,  chain  of  4. 

4th  Row — 3  long  crochet  in  the  shell,  chain  of  2,  3  long 
crochet  in  same  place,  *  3  long  crochet  in  the  chain  of  4,  chain 
of  2,  *  repeat  from  star  to  star  4  times,  except  last  time  instead 
of  chain  of  2,  catch  with  single  crochet  into  chain  of  6  at  the 
beginning,  chain  of  1. 

5th  Row — Put  in  each  chain  of  2  these  stitches:  1  single 
crochet,  3  long  crochet,  1  single  crotchet,  except  in  last  chain 
omit  last  single  crochet.  Proceed  with  3  long  crochet  into 
shell,  etc 

CROCHETED  DIAMOND  EDGE. 

This  edge  is  crocheted  crosswise,  and  is  finished  at  the  bottom 
with  a  round  crocheted  lengthwise. 

Make  a  chain  of  29  stitches. 

1st  Row — Pass  over  the  last  9  foundation  stitches,  5  d  c  on 
the  next  stitch,  3  ch,  pass  over  3  stitches,  12  d  c  on  the  next  12 
st,  2  ch  pass  over  2  stitches,  2d  c  in  the  on  the  next  2  st. 

2d  Row — 3  ch  (which  count  as  first  d  c)  1  d  c  on  the  second 
following  d  c  in  the  preceding  round,  2  ch,  pass  over  2  st,  14 
d  c  on  the  front  veins  of  the  next  14  stitches,  5  ch,  pass  over  7 
st,  1  d  c  on  the  following  stitch. 

3d  Row — 6  ch  (the  first  3  of  which  count  as  first  d  c)  5  d  c 
on  the  middle  of  the  next  5  ch  in  the  preceding  round,  3  ch, 
pass  over  4  st,  12  d  c  on  the  front  veins  of  the  next  12  stitches, 
2  ch,  pass  over  2  st,  2  d  e  on  the  following  2  st. 

4:TH  Row — 3  ch  (which  count  as  first  d  c)  1  d  c  on  the  sec- 
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ond  following  d  c  in  the  preceding  round,  2  ch,  pass  over  2  st, 
10  d  c  on  the  front  veins  of  the  next  10  stitches,  3  ch,  pass  over 
4  st,  5  d  c  on  the  following  st,  1  ch,  pass  over  5  st,  5  d  c  on  the 
next  stitch,  3  ch  (1  d  c  on  the  third  of  the  3  ch  counting  as 
first  d  c  in  the  preceding  round. ) 

5th  Row — 6  ch  (the  first  3  of  which  count  as  first  d  c)  5d  c 
on  the  third  following  ch  in  the  preceding  round,  twice  alter- 
nately, 1  ch,  pass  over  5  st,  5  d  c  on  the  following  st,  then  3  ch 
pass  over  4  st,  8  d  c,  on  the  front  veins  of  the  next  8  st,  2  ch, 
pass  over  2  st;  2  d  c  on  the  following  2  st. 


6th  Row — 3  ch  (which  count  as  first  d  c)  1  d  c  on  the  second 
following  st,  2  ch,  pass  over  2  st,  6  d  c  on  the  front  veins  of  the 
next  6  st,  3  ch,  5  d  c  on  the  fifth  following  stitch,  3  times,  al- 
ternately, 1  c  h,  pass  over  5  st,  5  d  c,  on  the  next  stitch,  then 
3  ch  (1  d  c  on  the  third  of  the  3  ch  counting  as  first  d  c  in  the 
preceding  round.) 

7th  Row — 6  ch,  5  d  c  en  the  3d  following  ch  in  the  preced- 
ing round,  4  times  alternately  1  ch,  pass  over  5  st,  5  d  c  on  the 
next  stitch,  then  3  ch,  4  d  c  on  the  front  veins  of  the  next  4  st,, 
2  ch,  pass  over  2  st,  2  d  c  on  the  following  2  st; 

Repeat  from  2d  row. 
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CROCHETED  CLOVER  LEAF. 

Make  a  chain  the  required  length  of  edging. 

Turn,  miss  1,  3  treble  in  3  successive  stitches  of  the  founda- 
tion: 7  chain,  turn,  1  treble  in  the  third  chain;  this  forms  a 
loop.  Turn  this  over  and  work  4  chain,  1  treble  in  the  loop,  3 
chain,  1  treble  in  the  same  loop,  4  chain,  1  d  c  in  the  same  loop 
in  the  last  chain  stitch  next  the  base  or  where  it  was  joined  to 
make  the  loop.     This  makes  4  loops. 

Turn  work  over,  begin  in  the  last  loop  and  make  1  d  c,  1  half 
treble,  3  treble,  join  this  (s  c)  to  the  first  long  treble  of  founda- 
tion. Then  3  long  treble,  1  treble,  1  d  c  in  the  same  loop.  This 
completes  the  first  leaf  or  lobe. 


In  the  next  make  1  d  c  1  half  treble,  6  treble,  1  treble,  1  d  c. 
Make  in  the  third  same  as  second.  In  the  fourth  5  cl  c  on  the 
next  3  chain,  6  d  c.     This  completes  the  leaf  and  stem. 

Then  work  6  trebles  on  the  foundation  chain. 

Now  commence  again  with  7  chain,  etc. 

The  second  leaf  is  made  same  as  first  and  is  joined  as  follows: 
The  middle  of  first  leaf  or  lobe  (s  c)  to  third  treble  last  made 
on  foundation  chain,  as  given  in  the  preceding.  The  centre  of 
second  lobe  is  joined  between  the  third  and  fourth  of  the  pre- 
ceding leaf. 

The  "half11  treble  is   made  by  putting  thread  around  hook, 
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drawing  it  through  the  stitch;  catching  it  again  and  pulling  it 
through  all  the  three  loops  on  the  needle  at  once,  instead  of  at 
twice  as  in  a  full  treble. 

FOUR  NARROW  EDGES  CROCHETED. 

No.  1 — Make  a  chain  as  long  as  desired. 

1st  Row — *  1  chain,  miss  1,  1  d  c;  *  repeat  from  star  to  star. 

2d  Row — 1  t  c  in  the  next  d  c  of  the  preceding  row;  *  1  t  c, 
in  the  4th  d  c  3  chain,  2  t  c  separated  by  5  chain,  in  the  same 
loop  in  which  the  last  treble  has  been  worked,  3  chain,  1  t  c  in 
the  same  loop  into  which  the  3  last  trebles  have  been  worked.  * 
Repeat  from  star  to  star. 

3d  Row — 3  s  c  round  the  3  chain  of  the  preceding  row, 
*3  chain,  in  the  middle  of  the  next  5  chain,  2  cl  c,  separated  by 
5  chain,  3  chain,  3  s  c  round  the  next  3  chain,  3  s  c  round  the 
next  3  chain,  draw  together  the  last  of  the  3  s  c  first  worked 
,  and  the  first  of  the  3  s  c  last  worked.*  Repeat  from  star 
to  star. 

No.  2 — Make  a  chain  of  15  stitches,  join,  work  round  the  7 
first  chain,  1  s  c,  3  h  d  c  (half  double  crochet  which  is  like 
double  crochet,  only  pass  the  cotton  through  the  three  loops  on 
the  needle,  instead  of  passing  it  through  two  loops  twice )  6  d  c 
1  h  d  c,  4  s  c,  then  1  t  in  the  11th  chain  of  the  loth  chain  st,* 
turn  the  work,  2  ch  st,  1  s  c  round  the  upper  loops  of  the  last 
s  c  worked,  11  chain,  join  to  the  first  of  the  4  s  c  which  have 
been  worked  after  the  1  h  d  c,  turn  the  work,  1  s  c,  1  h  d  c,  6 
d  c,  1  h  d  c,  4  s  c  round  the  next  7  of  the  11  chain,  1  treble, 
round  the  2  ch  st  coming  after  the  treble.*     Repeat  from  star. 

No.  3 — Make  a  chain  of  9  stitches. 

1st  Row — 1  d  c  in  the  5th  of  the  9  ch  st  of  the  foundation,  5 
ch  st,  1  s  c  in  the  1st  stitch  of  the  foundation. 

2d  Row — Turn  the  work,  Use  around  the  5  ch  st  of  the 
last  row,  2  ch  st,  1  d  c  around  the  ch,  coming  after  the  next  d  c'. 

3d  Row — Turn  the  work,  4  ch  st,  1  d  c  round  the  ch  st,  com- 
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ing  after  the  next  d  c  of  the  last  row,  5  ch  st,  1  s  c  in  the  4th 
s  c.     Repeat  from  2  row. 

No.  4 — 11  chain,  join  them  with  1  cl  ch  st,  5  ch  st,  12  d  c 
around  the  11  chst,*  turn  the  work, 2  chst,  5 sc around  the  last 
5  of  the  12  d  c,  7  ch  st,  work  3  times,  1  d  c  separated  by  2  ch  st 
through  every  other  d  c,  2  ch  st  then  1  d  c  around  the  next  ch 
st,  turn  the  work,  5  ch  st,  1  s  c  around  the  2  following  ch  st  of 
the  last  row,  work  in  each  of  the  following  chains:  1  picot  (con  - 
sisting  of  5  ch  st  and  1  s  c  fastened  in  the  1st  of  the  5  ch  st,) 
then  3  ch  st,  12  d  c  around  the  following  7  ch  st: 

Repeat  from  star. 

Now  crochet  on  a  top  as  follows :  *1  s  c  around  the  last  of  the 
5  s  c  of  the  last  row,  3  ch  st,  1  treble  around  the  7  ch  st  around 
which  12  d  c  have  already  been  worked,  3  ch  st.  Repeat  from 
star. 

CROCHETED  FEATHER  EDGE  BRAID. 


Join  and  work  1  s  c  in  each  of  the  six  next  loops,  10  ch,  1 
long  on  the  4th  of  the  10th  ch,  miss  4  loops  on  the  braid,  3 
long  in  the  next  loop,  *  miss  5  loops,  3  long  in  the  following 
loop;  repeat  from  star  3  times  more,  then  1  s  c  on  the  first  long 
made.  7  chain,  Is  c  on  the  4th  of  the  10th  ch,  3  ch,  miss  4 
loops,  1  s  c  on  each   of  the   next  4  loops,  draw  through   the 
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second  single  worked  on  the  braid,  1  s  c  in  the  next  loop,  draw 
the  stitch  through  the  first  single  worked  on  the  braid,  1  s  c  on 
the  next  loop;  then  1  ch,  and  1  s  c  in  the  next  loop  3  times,  2 
ch,  1  s  c  in  the  next  loop,  3  ch,  1  s  c  in  the  next  loop,  5  ch,  1  d 
c  in  the  second  of  the  5  ch,  1  ch,  miss  1  loop,  1  s  c  on  the  next, 
*  5  ch,  1  d  c  on  the  2d  of  the  5th  ch,  1  ch,  miss  1  loop;  1  s  c  on 
the  next,  repeat  from  star  3  times  more,  3  ch,  1  s  c  on  the  next 
loop,  1  ch,  1  s  c  on  the  next,  1  ch,  1  s  c  on  the  next,  1  s  c  on 
each  of  the  next  6  loops.  Repeat  from  the  first  10  chain,  join- 
ing each  scallop  together  as  you  continue  the  work.  Fasten  off 
securely,  and  join  the  cotton  to  the  loop  on  the  un worked  side 
of  the  braid  just  over  the  center  of  the  first  star  worked  for  the 
inside  row  of  crochet.  For  the  first  inside  row  work  as  follows : 
1  d  c  in  the  middle  loop  or  picot  of  the  braid,  1  ch,  1  d  c  on  the 
next  loop,  1  ch,  1  d  c  on  the  next  loop,  *  13  chain,  miss  3  loops, 
1  s  c  in  the  next,  1  s  c  in  the  following  loop,  then  1  ch,  1  s  c  in 
the  next  loop  twice,  2  ch,  1  s  c  in  the  next,  7  chain,  miss  2 
loops,  1  s  c  on  the  3d  10  chain,  1  long  on  the  5th,  miss  4  loops, 
3  long  in  the  next  loop,  *  miss  5  loops,  3  treble  in  the  following 
loop,  repeat  from  star  3  times  more,  1  s  c  in  the  10th  of  the  10 
chain,  7  ch,  1  s  c  in  the  5th  of  the  10  chain,  4  chain,  miss  4 
loops ;  1  s  c  in  the  next,  4  ch,  1  s  c  in  the  3d  of  the  first  7  chain, 
worked,  2  ch,  miss  2  loops,  1  s  c  in  the  next  2  ch,  1  s  c  in  the 
following  loop,  draw  through  the  next  chain  on  the  braid  at  the 
beginning  of  the  scallop,  2  ch,  miss  a  loop,  1  s  c  on  the  next,  1 
ch,  1  s  c  in  the  following  5  ch,  1  s  c  in  the  8th  of  the  13  ch, 
worked  after  first  joining  the  cotton  to  the  braid,  7  ch,  miss  3 
loops,  1  d  c  on  the  following;  then  1  ch,  1  d  c  on  the  next  4 
times,  and  repeat  from  1st  star  in  this  row. 

Second  or  foundation  row:  1  treble  on  the  first  d  c  worked 
last  row,  1  ch,  miss  1  stitch,  1  treble  over  the  next.  Repeat 
this  way  until  you  come  to  the  7th  of  the  13  ch,  work  a  treble 
on  this,  pass  the  8th  chain  of  the  13  ch,  and  continue  as  before. 


Muscovite  Tricot.  169 

DESCRIPTION  OF  TRICOT. 

Make  a  foundation  chain  the  length  required,  allowing  one 
chain  over  for  the  forward  row.  In  tricot  a  row  consists  of 
working  up  and  off  the  loops. 

Insert  the  hook  into  the  second  stitch  of  chain,  draw  up  a 
loop,  keep  it  on  the  hook,  and  continue  to  draw  up  a  loop 
through  each  of  the  following  chain  stitches.  In  working  off 
put  the  thread  over  the  hook,  draw  through  the  last  loop,.  *  put 
the  thread  again  over  the  hook,  and  draw  through  2  loops  on 
the  hook  together.     Repeat  from  *. 

In  the  2d  and  following  rows  work  up  the  loops  through  the 
front  perpendicular  loop  of  each  stitch  of  previous  row,  com- 
mencing with  the  second  perpendicular  loop. 

BASKET  PATTERN   TRICOT. 

Make  a  chain  the  length  required. 

1st  Row — Work  up  a  loop  through  the  first  stitch,  work  1 
chain  through  the  loop.  Repeat  until  all  the  loops  are  worked 
up.  In  working  off,  work  through  a  loop,  slip  each  alternate 
loop  off  the  hook,  work  3  chain  between  the'  loops  worked 
through. 

2d  Row — *Pass  the  slipped  off  loop  at  the  back  of  the  chain, 
draw  up  a  loop  through  it,  then  work  one  chain  through  the 
loop,  draw  up  a  loop  through  the  next  loop,  and  under  the  chain, 
work  one  chain  through  the  loop,  repeat  from  star. 

Commence  at  2d  row. 

MUSCOVITE   TRICOT. 

1st  Row — Work  up  the  loops  as  for  ordinary  tricot,  work 
off  the  first  loop,  *3  chain,  work  off  the  two  next  loops.  Repeat 
from  star. 

2d  Row — Work  up  the  loops  like  lasj  row,  *  3  chain,  work 
off  two  loops.     Repeat  from  star. 

Commence  at  1st  row. 
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CROCHETED  SHAWL. 


This  shawl  can  be  made  of  ice  silk  or  wool.  Commence  in 
che  centre  at  bottom  with  4  chain  join  round. 

1st  Row — 3  chain,  1  d  c  into  the  stitch  that  joins  the  four 
chain,  3  chain,  *  1  double  into  the  next  stitch,  3  chain,  1  d  c 
into  the  same  stitch,  3  chain,  repeat  from  star  twice  more,  one 
double  under  3  chain. 

2d  Row — 3  chain,  1  d  c  under  3  chain  last  worked  under,  *  3 
chain,  1  d  c  into  center  of  next  3  chain,  repeat  *  all  round,  in- 


creasing at  each  corner  by  working  twice  into  the  same  stitchr 
continue  to  work  thus  for  3  rows  more,  then  commence  the 
raised  patterns,  which  are  only  worked  on  the  half  of  the  square 
that  turns  over. 

6th  Row — Work  as  before  directed  till  you  have  turned  the  3d 
corner,  then  8  chain,  one  double  into  center  of  next  3  chain,  3 
chain,  1  double  into  the  centre  of  next  3  chain,  8  chain,  1  double 
into  the  centre  of  corner  chain,  3  chain,  1  double  into  the  same 
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stitch,  8  chain,  1  double  into  centre  of  3  chain,  3  chain,  one 
double  into  centre  of  next  3  chain,  8  chain,  1  double  into  centre 
of  next  chain.  The  pattern  is  continued  as  described,  except 
that  in  the  next  4  rows  the  doubles  after  the  chain  stitches  for 
the  raised  patterns  are  worked  into  the  doubles  between  the  chain, 
the  increase  is  made  as  usual  at  the  corner,  but  it  does  not  inter- 
fere with  the  pattern. 

11th  Row — After  having  turned  the  third  corner,  work  *  1  d 
c  into  the  double  before  the  first  8  chain;  3  chain,  1  double  into 
the  next  double.     Repeat  from  star  9  times  more. 

12th  Row — *  After  having  turned  the  third  corner,  work  1  d 
c  into  center  of  3  chain,  3  chain.  Repeat  from  star  to  end  of 
row. 

13th  Row — Like  12th  row. 

In  the  14th  row,  the  raised  patterns  are  commenced  again 
after  having  turned  the  3d  corner. 

Continue  to  repeat  from  6th  to  13th  rows,  until  the  shawl  is 
large  enough. 

For  the  Border — 

1st  Row — 1  d  c  into  a  stitch,  *  8  chain,  pass  over  3  stitches, 
1  d  c  into  the  next  3  chain,  pass  over  3  stitches,  1  d  c  into  the 
next.     Repeat  from  star. 

2d  Row — 1  d  c  into  first  double  of  last  row,  *  8  chain,  1 
double  into  next  double,  3  chain,  one  double  into  next  double. 
Repeat  from  star. 

Repeat  this  last  row,  11  times  more. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  STAR  OR  FAN  STITCH. 

Make  a  chain  the  required  length. 

1st  Row — Raise  4  stitches  in  the  usual  tricot  or  Afghan 
stitch.  This  gives  5  loops  on  the  hooks;  pull  thread  through 
all  5  and  make  1  chain.  *Put  the  hook  through  the  small  hole 
formed  by  this  chain  stitch,  and  raise  1  stitch  tricot  fashion; 
raise  a  second  loop  by  inserting  the  hook  in  the  back  part  of 
the  last  5  stitches  through  which  the  thread  was  drawn. 
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Raise  the  next  two  loops  on  the  foundation.  There  are  now 
5  loops  on  the  hook.  Draw  the  thread  through  all  5,  and  work 
1  chain  to  complete  it,  this  ends  the  2d  star.  Repeat  from  star 
to  end  of  row,  break  off  end. 

2d  Row — Join  the  silk  with  2  rather  small  chain  stitches. 
Raise  the  first  chain  stitch,  then  *  insert  the  hook  through  the 
next  which  is  the  small  hole  in  the  centre  of  the  first  star;  and 
raise  another,  and  finally  raise  one  on  the  back  part  of  the  next 
horizontal  stitch.  There  are  now  4  loops  on  the  hook.  Draw 
the  yarn  through  all  4  and  finish  with  the  chain  stitch.  This 
ends  the  first  star.  Insert  the  hook  through  the  hole  formed  by 
the  last  chain  stitch  and  raise  a  tricot  stitch,  raise  the  back  part 
of  the  next  stitch,  which  is  the  last  stitch  of  the  star  just  made, 
raise  the  next  which  ought  to  be  the  centre  of  the  star  in  the 
preceding  row,  raise  the  following  horizontal  stitch  always  from 
the  back  part.  There  are  now  5  loops  on  the  hook.  Draw  the 
thread  through  all  5,  make  1  chain.  This  completes  another 
star.     Repeat  from  star  to  end  of  row. 

Repeat  from  2d  row. 

INFANT'S  CROCHETED  STAR  STITCH  SACQUE. 

Make  a  chain  of  83  stitches,  of  split  Zephyr.   • 

1st  Row — Make  40  stars. 

2d  Row — (Make  3,  increase  in  4th;)  twice,  make  1,  increase 
in  2d;  make  8,  increase  in  9th;  make  1,  increase  in  2d;  make  8, 
increase  in  9th;  make  1,  increase  in  2d;  make  8. 

3d  Row — Make  8,  increase  in  9th ;  make  25,  increase  in  26th 
make  3,  increase  in  4th;  make  8. 

4th  Row — Make  6,  increase  in  7th;  make  1,  increase  in  2d 
make  4,  increase  in  5th;  make  7,  increase  in  8th;  make  3,  in- 
crease in  4th;  make  9,  increase  in  10th;  make  5,  increase  in  6th 
make  1,  increase  in  2d;  make  6. 

5th  Row — Make  9,  increase  in  10th;  make  6,  increase  in  7th 
make  23,  increase  in  24th;  make  7,  increase  in  8th;  make  9. 
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6th  Row — Make  5,  increase  in  6th;  make  3,  increase  in  4th; 
make  8,  increase  in  9th;  make  5,  increase  in  6th;  make  10,  in- 
crease in  11th;  make  6,  increase  in  7th;  make  9,  increase  in  10th; 
make  9. 

7th  Row — Make  10,  increase  in  11th;  make  10,  increase  in 
11th;  make  25,  increase  in  26th;  make  11,  increase  in  12th; 
make  4,  increase  in  5th;  make  4. 

8th  Row— Make  2,  increase  in  3d;  make  7,  increase  in  8th; 
make  12,  increase  in  13th;  make  20,  increase  in  21st;  make  4, 
increase  in  5th;  make  21,  increase  in  22d;  make  2. 


9th  Row — Make  11,  increase  in  12th;  make  14,  increase  in 
15th;  make  3,  increase  in  4th;  make  22,  increase  in  23d;  make 
14,  increase  in  15th;  make  11. 

10th  Row — Make  5,  increase  in  6th;  make  5,  increase  in  6th; 
make  16,  increase  in  17th;  make  1,  increase  in  2d;  make  22,  in- 
crease in  23d;  make  2,  increase  in  3d;  make  16,  increase  in 
17th,  make  5,  increase  in  6th;  make  16,  increase  in  17th; 
make  1,  increase  in  2d;  make  22,  increase   in  23d;  make  2,  in- 
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crease  in  3d;  make  16,  increase  in  17th;  make  5,  increase  in  6th; 
make  5. 

11th  Row — Make  12,  increase  in  13th;  make  18,  increase  in 
19th;  make  29,  increase  in  30th;  make  18,  increase  in  19th; 
make  12. 

12th  Row — Make  9,  increase  in  10th;  make  2,  increase  in 
3d;  make  20,  increase  in  21st;  make  13,  increase  in  14th;  make 

1,  increase  in  2d;  make  13,  increase  in  14th;  make  20,  increase 
in  21st;  make  2,  increase  in  3d;  make  9. 

13th  Row — Make  12,  increase  in  13th;  make  1,  draw  2  and 
3  together;  make  ,4,  draw  5  and  6  together;  make  1,  draw  2  and 
3  together;  make  6,  draw  7  and  8  together;  make  3,  increase  in 
4th;  make  30,  increase  in  31st;  draw  1  and  2  together;  make  4, 
-draw  5  and  6  together;  make  11,  draw  12  and  13  together;  make 

2,  increase  in  3d;  make  13.     (Tie  sleeves  together.) 

14th  Row — Make  33,  increase  in  34th;  make  23,  increase  in 
24th;  make  1. 

15th  Row — Make  1,  increase  in  2d;  ma^e  23,  increase  in 
24th;  make  35. 

16th  Row — Make  4,  increase  in  5th;  make  19,  increase  in 
20th;  make  12,  increase  in  13th;  make  20,  increase  in  21st; 
make  4. 

17th  Row— Make  67. 

18th  Row — Make  7,  increase  in  8th;  make  15,  increase  in 
16th;  make  18,  increase  in  19th;  make  16,  increase  in  17th; 
make  7. 

19th  Row— Make  71. 

20th  Row — Make  11,  increase  in  12th;  make  17,  increase  in 
18th;  make  17,  increase  in  18th;  make  12,  increase  in  13th; 
make  10. 

For  Sleeve — 

Do  3  rows  24  stitches  each. 

4th  Row — Make  8,  draw  9  and  10  together;  make  7,  draw  8 
and  9  together;  make  5. 

5th  Row — Make  2,  draw  3  and  4  together;  make  18.

6th  Row — Make  18,  draw  19  and  20  together;  make  1. 
7th  Row — Make  10,  draw  11  and  12  together;  make  8. 

BORDER  FOR  SACQUE  OF  KNITTING  SILK. 

1st  Row — Begin  at  bottom  of  sacque;  make  four  triple 
stitches  in  every  other  star  (across  bottom  for  2  rows.) 

2d  Row — Make  in  1st  stitch  of  4  triple,  a  chain  of  5  stitches; 
insert  the  needle  in  the  space  between  the  triple  stitches,  and 
make  4  triple  stitches. 

3d  Row — Commence  at  neck;  work  down  the  side  4  triple  in 
every  other  star;  then  at  bottom  4  triple  in  space  between  the  < 
4  triple  on  preceding  row,  (at  the  corners  make  8  triple  in  the 
space  to  prevent  the  border  having  a  curled  appearance. ) 

4th  Row — (which  is  1st  row  around  neck)  Begin  at  corner 
of  neck;  crochet  4  triple  across  neck  and  around  sacque;  4 
triple  in  space  between  4  triple  on  preceding  row. 

5th  Row — Same  as  4th. 

Now  take  silk,  crochet  scallop  all  round  sacque,  finish  with 
cord  and  tassel. 

ANOTHER  CROCHETED  SACQUE. 

Mateeials — Knitting  silk  and  split  zephyr.  One  ounce  of 
zephyr,  half  an  ounce  of  silk,  three  yards  of  No.  2  satin  ribbon. 

Make  a  chain  of  105  stitches. 

1st  Row — Crochet  3  treble  in  every  other  stitch. 

2d  Row — Tie  on  the  silk  — *with  silk  and  wool  together, 
fasten  in  edge  of  1st  stitch,  now  skip  2  treble  and  fasten  in 
edge  of  3d  treble,  3  chain,  skip  2,  treble  in  edge  of  3d  treble,  re- 
peat to  end  of  row. 

3d  Row — Make  3  chains  with  silk  and  wool  together,  place 
the  needle  in  loops  of  preceding  row,  fasten  with  -|  stitch,  re- 
peat to  end  of  row. 

4th  Row — Do  not  break  off  the  silk,  but  with  wool  chain  3, 
draw  through  preceding  loop  of  silk  and  wool,  chain  3,  repeat 
io  end  of  row. 
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5th  Row — Chain  3  in  wool,  now  make  a  treble  stitch  in  edge 
of  first  stitch,  2  treble  stitches  in  the  loop  of  preceding  row,  1 
treble  in  where  the  loop  of  the  preceding  row  was  fastened,  2 
treble  stitches  in  next  loop,  1  in  where  it  was  fastened,  repeat 
till  you  have  29  treble  stitches,  29th  fastened  in  fastening  of 
9th  loop  in  preceding  row,  in  10th  loop,  5  treble  stitches  (these 
5  are  for  increase  to  commence  sleeve)  fastening  the  6th  treble 
in  fastening  of  10th  loop  of  preceding  row,  then  2  treble  stitches 


in  next  loop,  fastening  the  3  trebles  as  usual,  repeat  till  you 
have  from  fastenings  of  the  increase  15  treble  stitches  includ- 
ing fastening  of  15th,  make  5  trebles  in  6th  loop  from  last  in- 
crease, the  16th  treble  fastened  as  before,  *  then  make  2  trebles 
in  loop,  3d  fastened  as  before,  repeat  from  star  till  you  have  28 
treble  stitches,  29th  fastened  in  10th  loop  from  last  increase,, 
make  5  treble  stitches  in  next  loop  for  centre  of  back,  fasten 
the  6th  treble  in  fastening  of  loop  in  which  increase  has  just 
been  made,  then  *  2  trebles  in  next  loop,  3d  in  fastening  o£ 
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loop,  repeat  from  star  till  you  have  29  treble  stitches,  including 
fastening  of  29th,  5  treble  stitches  in  next  loop,  6th  in  fasten- 
ing of  loop  *  2  treble,  3d  fastened  as  before,  repeat  from  star 
till  15  treble  stitches,  including  fastening  of  15th,  *  2  treble  in 
loop,  3d  in  fastening  as  before,  repeat  from  star  till  you  have 
28  treble  stitches,  29th  is  edge  of  sacque. 

6th  and  7th  Rows — With  silk  and  wool  together,  same  as 
2d  and  3d  rows. 

8th  Row — Like  4th. 

9th  Row — With  wool  only,  same  as  5th  row,  making  increase 
of  5  stitches  in  center  of  back. 

10th  and  11th  Rows — Same  as  6th  and  7th. 

12th  Row— Like  8th. 

13th  Row — Like  5th. 

14th  and  1  5th  Rows — Like  6th  and  7th. 

16th  Row— Like  8th. 

17th  Row — Like  5th.  Now  tie  29th  treble  and  last  treble  of 
2d  increase  for  first  sleeve  together,  the  second  sleeve  has  to  be 
tied  in  same  way. 

18th  and  19th  Rows — Same  as  6th  and  7th. 

20th  Row— Same  as  8th. 

21st  Row — 3  chain,  fasten  in  commencement  of  last  row, 
make  5  treble  stitches  in  the  loop,  fastening  the  6th  as  usual,  * 
2  treble  in  loop,  fastening  3d  as  before,  repeat  from  star  till  you 
have  59  treble  stitches,  60th  fastened  as  before,  make  5  treble 
stitches  in  loop,  6th  fastened  as  before,  make  59  trebles,  fasten- 
ing 60th  as  usual;  5  in  loop,  6th  in  edge  of  sacque. 

22d  and  23d  Rows — Same  as  6th  and  7th. 

24th  Row — Same  as  8th. 

25th  Row — 3  chain;  make  I  treble  in  commencement  of  last 
row,  2  treble  stitches  in  loop,  fasten  as  before,  *  2  treble,  fasten 
as  before,  repeat  from  star  till  you  have  65  treble  stitches,  66th 
fastened  as  usual;  make  5  treble  stitches  in  loop,  fasten  6th  as 
usual;  make  68  trebles,  69th  in  edge  of  sacque. 

26th  &  27th  Rows— Like  6th  and  7th. 
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Now  make  edge  to  run  ribbon  through  as  follows:  3  treble 
stitches  loosely  in  first  row  of  wool,  beginning  at  1st  row  of 
wool  at  corner  of  neck,  1  in  2d  row  of  silk  and  wool,  1  in  3d 
row  of  loops,  1  in  2d  row  of  wool;  repeat  to  end  of  edge  of 
sacque,  making  one  or  two  more  at  corner,  to  prevent  drawing 
the  corner  of  sacque;  for  the  bottom  miss  3  treble  stitches. 

The  lace  around  sacque  is  made  by  chaining  3,  catch  them  in 
one  of  the  squares,  (for  ribbon  to  be  run  through)  chain  5 
catch  in  same  square,  3  chain,  catch  in  same  square  (all  fas- 
tened by  \  stitches)  3  chain,  catch  in  next  square;  repeat  these 
rows  until  you  have  5  rows  (the  1st  row  begin  at  the  bottom, 
breaking  off  the  wool  at  the  end). 

2d  row  all  around,  3d  row  the  same,  4th  the  same,  5th  the 
same;  it  is  prettier  if  the  5th  row  is  done  in  silk.  Two  rows  of 
lace  on  the  sleeve. 

CHILD'S  CROCHETED  SACQUE,  NO.  3. 


Matekials — Three  balls  of  coarse  colored  mohair  wool,  half 
pound  of  single  Berlin,  a  crochet  hook  No.  10  or  11. 

Commence  jacket  at  the  bottom  of  the  first  side  of  front,  and 
for  this  make  a  chain  of  36  stitches  with  white  wool.  Take  up 
ail  the  stitches  as  in  tricot  and  work  back. 
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2d  Row — Take  up  the  3d  stitch,  and  draw  the  2d  stitch 
through  the  3d  of  last  row,  and  take  it  up ;  take  up  the  5th,  then 
the  4th,  take  up  the  7th,  then  the  6th,  and  so  on  to  the  end  of 
the  row;  end  the  row  with  1  plain.     To  work  back: 

Draw  the  wool  through  1,  *  then  through  the  two  stitches 
together,  make  1  chain,  repeat  from  star  till  last  1  which  is 
plain. 

3d  Row — Take  up  the  3d  loop,  then  the  2d,  take  the  5th, 
draw  the  4th  underneath  and  take  it  up,  and  so  on  to  the  end; 
work  back  in  the  same  way  as  last  row. 

4th  Row — Work  with  the  mohair  wool,  but  always  work 
back  with  white. 

5th  and  6th  Rows — With  white  wool  repeat  these  rows,  un- 
til you  have  worked  22  rows. 

In  the  next  4  rows  decrease  1  stitch  on  the  left  hand  side; 
this  is  done  by  taking  up  the  two  last  stitches  plain,  and  taking 
them  up  as  one.  Then  12  even  rows.  You  now  form  the  neck. 
Work  the  first  10  stitches  in  double  crochet,  finish  the  row  in 
the  cross-stitch,  and  work  6  more  rows.  Leave  this  side,  make 
another  chain  of  36  stitches,  work  22  rows. 

In  the  next  4  rows  decrease  in  commencing  by  working  a 
double  crochet,  the  first  stitch  in  each  row;  12  rows  with  no 
•decreasings,  form  the  neck  by  taking  up  the  stitches,  excepting 
the  last  10,  work  10  d  c  on  those;  break  off  the  wool.  Join  to 
the  first  d  c,  and  work  back  as  before.  Work  6  rows  for  this 
shoulder.  In  the  7th  row,  take  up  all  the  stitches  as  before. 
At  the  end  make  a  chain  of  14,  take  the  needle  out. 

Take  up  these  14  chain,  as  loops,  and  after  that  continue  the 
next  shoulder.  On  these  stitches  work  14  rows.  In  the  15th 
and  16th  rows  increase  1  stitch  on  each  side.  After  that  work 
22  rows.  This  completes  the  jacket  part.  Join  up  the  sides  to 
the  top  of  the  22d  row. 

The  Sleeve — Make  a  chain  of  40  stitches.  Work  to  the  end 
of  the  27th,  work  back  all  but  13.  Take  up  these  again,  and 
5  more,  work  back  all  and  5  more.     Take  up  all  and  4  more, 
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work  back  all  and  4  more,  take  up  all,  work  back  all,  work  11 
rows  of  cross  stitch.  In  the  12th  row  have  the  two  last  stitches 
unraised.  In  the  13th  row  work  all  and  work  10  more,  decreas- 
ing one  stitch  at  beginning  and  end  of  every  4th  row.  Fasten 
off  and  sew  up  the  sides. 

The  Neck — 1st  Row — 1  treble,  *  1  chain,  miss  1,  1  treble  in 
the  next,  repeat  from  star. 

2d  Row — With  colored  wool  work  in  d  c. 

3d  Row — d  c  with  white  wool. 

4th  Row — With  colored  wool  4  treble  on  the  1st  d  c,  *  miss 
3  d  c,  4  treble  on  the  next,  repeat  from  star  and  fasten  off. 

The  Border — This  is  worked  round  the  bottom,  up  one  side  of 
the  front,  and  on  the  sleeves. 

1st  Row — With  white  wool,  1  d  c  in  the  first  stitch  of  the 
edge,  7  treble  in  the  4th  stitch,  *  miss  3  stitches,  1  d  c  in  the 
next,  miss  3,  7  treble  in  the  following,  repeat  from  star. 

2d  Row — With  colored  wool.  Take  up  the  first  d  c,  the  two 
next  treble  each  twice,  draw  out  the  length  of  a  treble  stitch, 
and  then  draw  the  wool  through  all,  *  5  chain,  take  up  the  2 
last  treble,  the  d  c  and  the  2  following  treble  in  the  same  wayr 
the  wool  on  the  needle,  and  draw  all  together.     Repeat  from  star. 

3d  Row— With  colored  wool.  Work  7  treble  in  the  middle  of 
the  first  cluster  of  7  stitches,  1  d  c  on  the  centre  white  treble 
stitch,  taking  care  to  keep  the  5  chain  in  the  front  of  the  needle, 
repeat  throughout  row. 

4th  Row — With  white  wool.  Work  one  single  at  the  back 
of  each  stitch  in  the  last  row.     Run  a  ribbon  at  the  neck. 

CROCHETED  CHILD'S  SILK  HOOD. 

Knitting  silk  No.  300. 

Make  a  chain  of  10  stitches,  join  the  ends.  Over  the  chain, 
single  crochet  25  times. 

2d  Row — s  c  in  every  stitch  of  1st  row. 

3d  Row — Increase  in  every  second  stitch;  continue  in  this 
way  until  you  have  8  rows,  then  2  plain  rows  without  increasing. 
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To  Form  the  Shells — 1st  Row — d  c  6  times  in  every  5th 
stitch. 

2d  Row — Work  10  d  c  in  the  centre  of  every  shell,  and  one 
short  stitch  over  the  5  skipped  stitches;  this  forms  a  plain  scal- 
lop. Crochet  a  row  of  chain  stitches  over  the  scallops  by  mak- 
ing 4  chain  stitches  and  1  short  stitch  in  the  centre  of  each 
scallop.     Crochet  1  plain  row;  this  finishes  the  crown  of  the 


hood.  On  this  row  crochet  2  more  plain  rows,  leaving  25 
stitches  open  to  form  the  neck  of  the  hood.  On  these  3  plain 
rows  crochet  two  rows  of  shells  as  before,  then  3  plain  rows  and 
two  more  rows  of  shells. 

Again  crochet  one  row  of  chain  stitches  and  one  plain  row 
of  s  c  all  round  the  hood,  which  finishes  it  to  the  lace  and  gives 
it  an  excellent  shape.  The  lace  is  crocheted  all  round  the  hood. 
Any  pretty  crocheted  lace. 
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LADIES'  CROCHETED  CLOUD. 

Materials — Shetland  floss  any  shade,  needle  No.  8,  twelve 
ounces  of  floss. 

The  work  is  done  in  shell  pattern. 

Make  a  chain  of  361  stitches.  This  allows  for  60  shells. 
Each  shell  is  formed  of  6  trebles,  the  wool  being  so  fine  that 
5  trebles  fail  to  make  the  shell  full  enough. 

2d  Row — d  c  exactly  in  the  middle  of  the  first  shell  of  the 
first  row.  It  is  ended  by  fastening  the  last  shell  of  the  second 
row  in  the  middle  of  the  last  shell  of  the  first  row,  and  finish- 
ing with  3  chain. 

3d  Row — Make  3  chain,  precisely  in  the  same  hole  in  which 
the  2d  row  started,  and  work  in  this  same  spot  a  shell  of  six 
trebles,  finishing  it  with  a  d  c  on  the  middle  of  the  first  shell  o£ 
the  2d  row. 

At  the  end  of  the  row,  after  making  a  d  c  on  the  top  of  the 
last  shell  of  the  2d  row,  another  shell  is  worked  in  the  opening 
at  the  base  of  the  3  chain,  and  is  finished  with  a  d  c  on  the  top 
of  the  3  chain. 

Commence  at  2d  row. 

TIDY  IN  CROCHET. 

Materials — Medium  size  steel  hook,  No.  24  crochet  cotton. 

Make  a  chain  the  length  required. 

1st  Row — 6  t  c,  *  6  chain,  pass  over  4,  6  t  c.  Repeat  from 
star. 

Fasten  off  at  the  end  of  each  row. 

2d  Row— 6  chain,  pass  over  the  6  t  c,  1  double  t  c  into  each 
of  the  3  first  of  the  6  chain,  *  6  chain,  1  double  t  c  into  each  of 
the  remaining  3  of  6  chain,  pass  over  the  next  6  t  c,  1  double  t 
c  into  each  of  the  first  3  of  next  6  chain.     Repeat  from  star. 

3d  Row — 9  chain,  *  1  t  c  into  each  stitch  of  the  first  6» 
chain,  6  chain.     Repeat  from  star. 

Repeat  the  2d  and  3d  rows,  until  the  work  is  large  enough. 
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Border — 1st  Row — Work  all  round  1  t  c  into  every  stitch, 
working  5  t  c  into  1  stitch  at  the  corner. 

2d  Row — 8  chain,  pass  over  7,  6  t  c  in  successive  stitches. 
Repeat  until  you  get  to  the  corners,  then,  after  making  the  6  t 
c,  4  chain,  pass  over  4,  3  t  c  into  one  stitch,  4  chain,  pass  over 
4,  6  t  c  as  before. 

3d  Row — 4  chain,  pass  over  4,  *  10  t  c  in  successive  stitches, 


4  chain,  pass  over  4.  Repeat  from  star  until  you  get  to  the 
corners,  then  after  10  trebles,  work  2  chain,  pass  over  2,  7  t  c 
working  the  4th  treble  into  the  same  stitch  as  3d,  2  chain,  pass 
over  2,  10  t  c. 

4th  Row — 4  chain,  pass  over  4,  5  t  c  over  the  first  5  of  10  t  c, 
3  chain,  pass  over  3,  1  t  c  into  each  of  the  two  following  t  c. 
Repeat  from  beginning  until  you  get  to  the  corners;  after  the 
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2  t  c,  work  3  chain,  5  t  c,  2  chain,  2  t  c  on  the  top  of  the  7 
treble,  3  chain,  5  t  c  as  before. 

5th  Row — 8  chain,  pass  over  8,  6  t  c  in  successive  stitches, 
working  the  first  of  these  t  c  into  the  third  of  the  last  5  t  c. 
Repeat  all  round.  At  the  corners,  8  chain,  pass  over  6,  6  t  c, 
8  chain  as  before. 

6th  Row — 1  t  c  into  every  stitch  at  the  corners,  work  2  t  c 
into  the  3d  and  4th  of  the  6  treble. 

7th  Row — *  9  t  c,  6  chain,  pass  over  3.  Repeat  from  star. 
At  the  corners,  work  the  9  t  c,  6  chain,  9  t  c  without  passing 
over  3. 

8th  Row — *7  t  c,  4  chain,  pass  over  4,  1  t  c  into  the  centre 
of  6  chain,  4  chain,  pass  over  4.     Repeat  from  star. 

9th  Row — *  5  t  c  on  the  top  of  7  t  c,  5  chain,  pass  over  5,  1 
t  c  on  the  top  of  last  1  t  c  in  the  previous  row,  5  chain.  Re- 
peat from  star. 

10th  Row — *  3  t  c  on  the  top  of  last  5  treble,  7  chain,  1  t  c 
on  the  top  of  the  t  c  of  last  row,  7  chain.     Repeat  from  star. 

11th  Row — *  1  d  c  into  the  centre  of  3  t  c,  7  treble,  5  chain, 
pass  over  3,  7  t  c.     Repeat  from  star. 

12th  Row — *  1  d  c  into  the  6th  of  the  last  7  t  c,  1  chain,  1 
d  c  into  the  2d  of  the  7  t  c  below,  4  chain,  pass  over  2,  1  d  c  in 
the  next,  5  chain,  pass  over  2,  1  d  c  in  the  next,  5  chain,  pass 
over  1,  1  d  c  in  the  next,  5  chain,  pass  over  2,  1  d  c  in  the  next, 
4  chain,  pass  over  2,  repeat  from  star. 

CROCHET  CIRCLE. 

This  circle  will  form  a  pretty  cover  for  a  toilet  pincushion. 
It  may  also  be  used  as  a  centre  for  a  tidy  with  smaller  circles 
round  it. 

Begin  in  the  centre.  Make  a  chain  of  10  stitches,  and  join 
it  into  a  circle. 

1st  Round — 20  d  c  within  the  circle. 

2d  Round — 1  d  c,  17  chain,  1  slip  stitch  in  the  l  d  c  to  form 
a  loop;  work  round  the  loop  in  d  c;  increase  once  on  each  side 
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and  once  at  the  top.  Work  once  more  in  double  crochet  round 
the  loop,  increasing  as  before,  and  working  1  slip  stitch  at  the 
bottom  of  the  loop. 


As  will  be  seen  by  illustration,  six  purl  are  worked  in  this  2d 
round  over  the  loop,  three  on  either  side.  Each  purl  is  com- 
posed of  4  chain.     At  the  eud  of  this  round  fasten  off  and  cut 
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the  cotton.     There  should  be  four  leaves  similar  to  the  first, 
each  divided  by  4  double. 

3d  Bound — Fasten  the  cotton  at  the  point  of  one  of  the  four 
leaves,  and  work  ldc,  *5  chain,  1  purl,  5  chain.  Now  for  the 
small  pattern,  joining  two  leaves  together,  make  3  chain,  1  purl 
placed  downwards,  1  chain,  1  purl  placed  upwards,  2  chain,  1 
d  c  between  the  2  first  purl  of  1  leaf,  2  chain,  1  purl,  2  chain;  ldc 
between  the  2  first  purl  of  next  leaf,  2  chain,  1  purl  placed  up- 
wards, 1  chain,  1  purl  downwards,  3  chain,  1  slip-stitch  in  the  1st 
of  the  3  chain  at  the  beginning  of  the  pattern  to  complete  the 
pattern,  then  5  chain,  1  purl,  5  chain,  1  d  c  in  the  point  of  the 
next  leaf,  and  repeat  always  from  star. 

4th  Round— Between  each  leaf  and  each  pattern  which 
divides  them  you  have  10  chain,  with  a  purl  in  the  centre;  work 
1  double  in  each  of  these  chains,  and  one  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  purl;  also  work  1  d  c  in  the  point  of  each  leaf,  and  of  each 
triangular  pattern,  so  as  to  form  an  entire  circle  of  double 
stitches. 

5th  Round — All  double  crochet,  increasing  here  and  there. 

6th  Round — *5  double,  1  chain,  1  purl,  1  chain,  1  purl,  3 
chain,  1  purl,  1  chain,  1  purl,  1  chain,  fasten  the  loop  of  chain 
and  purl  by  1  slip-stitch,  and  repeat  from  star.  There  must  be 
16  loops  in  the  round,  and  5  double  between  each  loop.  At  the 
end  of  the  round  fasten  off  and  cut  the  cotton. 

7th  Round — Fasten  the  cotton  to  the  point  of  one  of  the 
loops,  and  work  1  slip-stitch,  *  7  chain,  1  slip-stitch  in  the 
point  of  the  following  loop.     Repeat  from  star. 

8th  Round — Same  as  5th. 

9th  Round — Double  crochet  with  1  purl  over  every  10th 
stitch. 

Before  beginning  the  10th  row,  prepare  the  small  circles 
of  the  outer  border,  which  are  made  separately  as  follows:  Be- 
gin in  the  centre.  Make  4  chain  for  a  first  long  double  crochet, 
7  chain,  1  long  double  crochet  in  the  first  of  the  4  chain  form- 
ing the  first  long  double  crochet.     Work  2  more  long  d  c,  al- 
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ways  divided  by  7  chain;  then  again  7  chain,  and  fasten  the 
last  to  the  top  of  the  first  long  double.  Now  work  in  close 
crochet  all  round  the  star,  adding  one  purl  over  every  4th  stitch. 
When  you  have  completed  16  similar  small  circles,  continue  to 
work  round  the  large  one. 

10th  Round — Begin  upon  the  3d  stitch  after  1  purl,  and 
work  1  slip-stitch,  7  chain;  1  slip-stitch  in  one  stitch  of  a  circle, 
between  2  purl;  turn,  and  over  the  7  chain  work  1  slip-stitch, 
1  d  c,  1  long  d  c,  1  short  t  c,  1  t  c,  1  long  t  c,  miss  3  stitches 
under  the  leaf  thus  formed,  and  work  1  d  c  in  the  fourth;  now 
begin  a  loop,  formed  of  1  chain,  1  purl,  1  chain,  1  purl,  3  chain, 
1  purl,  1  chain,  1  purl,  1  chain;  under  this  loop  miss  2  stitches, 
1  purl  and  2  more  stitches  of  preceding  round,  and  then  begin 
another  leaf  similar  to  the  1st.  Work  alternately  one  of  the 
pointed  leaves,  and  one  loop  with  purls.  There  should  be  16 
leaves  in  the  round,  and  one  of  the  smaller  circles  is  fastened  to 
the  point  of  each  leaf.  Make  a  chain  of  6  or  7  stitches,  and 
fasten  it  by  a  slip-stitch  in  the  point  of  the  nearest  leaf.  Make 
a  second  chain  of  the  same  length  and  join  it  on  in  the  nearest 
space  of  the  next  circle.  Repeat  the  same  process  for  each  circle. 

Watch  illustration. 

CROCHETED  WHEEL  FOR  TIDY. 

Any  kind  of  crochet  cotton.  Steel  needle.  Make  a  chain 
of  12,  unite  in  a  ring. 

1st  Round — Work  24  d  c  into  the  ring. 

2d  Round — 1  d  c  on  the  first  d  c,  *  7  chain,  miss  2  d  c,  l  d  c 
on  the  next  d  c,  repeat  from  star  seven  times.  At  the  end  of 
the  round  work  in  single  crochet  to  the  third  of  the  first  7  chain. 

3d  Round— 1  d  c  over  the  7  chain,  *  13  chain,  1  d  c  over 
the  same  7  chain,  repeat  from  star  twice  more,  making  in  all  & 
long  loops  and  4  d  c  in  the  middle  of  the  7  chain,  then  4  chain, 
1  d  c  over  the  next  7  chain,  repeat  from  star  again.  This  gives 
a  group  of  3  long  chains  under  each  7  chain,  with  4  chain  con- 
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nect  each  group.     At  the  end  work  in  single  crochet  to  the  7th 
of  the  first  13  chain. 

4th  Round— 1  d  c  on  the  7th  of  the  first  13  chain,  *  5  chain, 

1  d  c  on  the  7th  of  the  next  13  chain,  repeat  from  star  all  round. 
5th  Round — *  5  long  (long  treble)  over  the  next  5  chain, 

2  chain,  5  long  over  the  next  5  chain,  2  «chain,  5  long  over  the 
next  5  chain,  5  chain,  (this  5  chain  makes  the  corners)  repeat 


from  star.  At  the  end  work  1  s  c  on  each  of  the  5  long  and  1 
•chain. 

6th  Round — 4  chain,  (this  is  for  the  1st  long)  4  long  over 
the  2  chain,  5  long  over  the  next  2  chain,  *  5  long  over  the  next 
5  chain,  5  chain,  5  long  over  the  same  5  chain,  5  long  over  each 
of  the  next  2  chain,  repeat  from  star. 

Fasten  off. 
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ANOTHER  WHEEL  PATTERN. 


Make  a  chain  of  8  stitches,  join  round. 

1st  Round — Work  up  4  chain  to  take  the  place  of  1  double 
treble,  work  2  double  trebles  under  the  chain,  keep  the  top  loop 
of  each  on  the  hook,  draw  through  all  together,  4  chain,  repeat 
from  the  beginning  of  the  round  7  times  more,  working  a  double 
treble  in  place  of  the  4  chain  which  was  worked  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  row,  join  to  the  top  of  first  4  chain. 

2d  Round — Work  up  4  chain  in  place  of  1  double  treble,  2 
double  trebles  worked  as  before  under  4  chain,  4  chain,  3  double 
trebles  under  4  chain,  4  chain,  3  double  trebles  under  same  4 
chain,  2  chain,  repeat  from  beginning  of  the  round  7  times 
more,  join  to  the  top  of  first  4  chain  with  1  s  c. 

3d  Round — One  double  under  4  chain  *  4  chain,  1  double 
into  the  second,  repeat  from  star,  twice  more,  4  double  trebles 
worked  as  before  under  same  4  chain,  4  chain,  1  double  into  the 
second,  4  double  trebles  as  before  under  next  4  chain,*  4  chain, 
1  double  into  the  second,  repeat  from  star  twice  more,  1  double 
under  same  4  chain  the  double  trebles  were  worked  under,  & 
chain,  repeat  from  beginning  of  3d  round  7  times  more. 
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CROCHETED  STAR  FOR  ANY  PURPOSE. 

Each  circle  is  made  separately  and 
joined  to  the  others. 

Begin  in  the  center.  Make  8  chain, 
insert  the  needle  in  the  first  stitch  of 
the  chain  and  make  *  a  long  treble 
stitch;  3  chain.  Repeat  from  star,  4 
times,  always  inserting  the  needle  in 
the  1st  chain  stitch;  join  the  last  chain 
to  the  5th  of  the  1st  chain  to  close  the  round. 

2d  Round — Work  1  d  c,  *  9  chain,  turn,  work  on  s  c  stitch 
in  each  of  the  9  chain,  work  round  the  stem  thus  made  in  d  c, 
working  3  stitches  in  one  to  turn  at  the  point,  miss  1  stitch  of 
preceding  row,  work  2  d  c;  this  makes  a  petal.  Repeat  from 
star  5  times  more,  making  6  petals  in  all.     Look  at  cut. 

3d  Round — Work  at  the  back  of  the  last  row  behind  the 
petals;  make  1  petal  between  each  petal  in  the  last  row,  1  d  c 
at  the  back  of  each  (which  fastens  the  petal  into  its  looped 
shape)  and  cut  the  cotton  at  end  of  round. 

4th  Round — Work  2  d  c  at  the  point  of  each  of  the  12 
petals;  5  chain  between  each  petal. 

5th  Round — Work  2  treble  at  the  point  of  each  petal  and 
between  each  petal,  connecting  each  group  of  2  treble  by  a  5 
chain. 

6th  and  Last  Round — Work  1  d  c  in  the  centre  of  the  1st 
5  chain,  *  5  chain,  1  treble  in  the  center  of  the  next  5  chain,  5 
chain,  1  s  c  in  the  top  of  the  treble  stitch,  6  chain,  1  s  c  in  the 
same  place,  5  chain,  a  third  s  c  in  the  same  place,  5  chain.  Re- 
peat from  star  to  end  of  round. 
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Begin  with  a  chain  of  4,  unite  in 
a  ring. 

Work  20  trebles  in  this  loop. 
2d  Round — Work  1  chain  and  1 
treble  over  each  treble  of  last  round. 
3d  Round — *On  the  treble  and 
next  chain  make  a  leaf  thus:  The 
cotton  twice  round  the  needle,  take 
up  the  stitch,  work  through  2,  cot- 
ton on  the  needle,  draw  through  2;  cotton  on  the  needle,  take 
up  the  stitch  again,  work  through  2,  cotton  on  the  needle,  work 
through  2,  cotton  on  the  needle,  take  up  the  next  stitch,  and 
work  all  off  the  needle,  2  loops  at  a  time,  then  4  chain,  Repeat 
from  star. 

4th  Round — 1  d  c  on  the  middle  of  the  4  chain,  *  5  chain,  1 
d  c  on  the  middle  of  the  next  4  chain.     Repeat  from  star. 


CHEMISE  BAND  MADE  OF  CROCHETED  ROSETTES. 


Each  rosette  is  crocheted  separately. 

Make  a  chain  of  7  stitches,  close  into  a  circle. 

1st  Round — 3  chain,  to  form  1  treble,  19  treble  in  the  circle. 

2d  Round — 4  chain,  the  first  3  to  form  1  treble,  19  times  al- 
ternately, 1  treble  in  both  parts  of  treble,  1  chain. 

3d  Round — 4  chain  to  form  1  long  treble,  2  long  trebles 
drawn  up  together  in  the  chain,  then  19  times  alternately  5 
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chain,  3  long  trebles  drawn  up  together  in  next  chain,  then 
5  chain. 

4th  Round — 3  slip-stitch  20  times  alternately,  5  chain,  1 
double  in  5  chain.  This  completes  a  rosette.  The  other  ro- 
settes are  made  and  joined  together;  10  rosettes  each  for  front 
and  back,  6  for  each  shoulder. 

Crochet  some  pretty  edge  on  top  and  leave  places  to  run  in 
ribbon,  also  crochet  piece  on  bottom  of  band  to  sew  in  by. 

CROCHET  DESIGN  FOR  PURSE. 


Cast  on  any  number  of  stitches  divisible  by  12. 

1st  Round — 1  s  c  on  each  stitch. 

2d  Round — Always  alternately  11  s  c  on  the  next  11  stitches 
in  the  preceding  round,  for  3  loops  work  2  s  c  separated  by  8 
chain,  on  the  following  stitch,  8  chain. 

3d  Round — Always  alternately  11  s  c  on  the  next  11  stitchesT 
1  chain,  pass  over  the  next  3  loops  in  the  preceding  round. 

4th  Round — 1  s  c  on  each  stitch  in  the  preceding  round. 

5th  Round — Like  the  preceding  round,  but  with  3d  and  9th 
s  c  of  each  pattern  figure,  catch  the  last  of  the  next  3  loops  and 
the  first  of  the  following  3  loops. 

6th  Round — Always  alternately  9  s  c  on  the  middle  9  of  the 
next  11  s  c  in  the  preceding  round,  3  chain,  pass  over  3  stitches. 

7th  Round — Always  alternately  9  s  c  on  the  next  9  s  c  in. 
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the  preceding  round,  with  7  d  c  fasten  together  the  middle  of 
the  next  3  loops  in  the  2d  round  and  the  3  chain  of  the  preced- 
ing round. 

8th  Round — Always  alternately  9  s  c  on  the  next  9  stitches 
of  the  preceding  round,  3  chain,  and  pass  over  the  next  7  d  c. 

Repeat  always  2d  to  8th  rounds,  transposing  the  design. 

RICE  STITCH. 

Make  a  chain  any  length  you  wish.  Wind  your  thread  5 
times  around  the  needle — put  the  needle  through  the  2d  loop  of 
the  foundation  chain— pass  the  needle  under  the  thread,  draw 
the  thread  through  the  loop,  and  then  draw  the  thread  through 


all  the  loops  upon  the  needle.  This  makes  a  group  of  threads 
like  grains  of  rice.  Make  a  chain  stitch  before  proceeding  to 
make  the  next  group.  In  the  next  row  the  groups  are  to  be 
placed  in  the  chain  stitch  of  the  preceding  row,  as  shown  in 
the  cut. 
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NEW  CROCHET  STITCH. 


This  pattern  is  most  suitable  for  a  large  hook  and  fleecy  wool 
or  10  or  12  thread.  Make  a  chain  the  required  length,  loop  the 
wool  twice  around  the  hook  backwards  (in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion to  the  way  in  which  it  is  generally  looped) ;  pass  the  hook 
downwards  through  the  next  stitch  lying  at  the  back  of  the 
row  (see  the  arrow).  Now  bring  the  wool  in  front  of  the  stitch 
just  taken  on  the  hook  and  draw  the  wool  through  the  3  loops 
on  the  hook.  Every  stitch  is  the  same.  Always  begin  at  the 
same  end. 

SHOULDER  SHAWL  IN  TRICOT. 

Materiafs — 12  ounces  4  thread  white  wool,  3  ounces  any  col- 
or, 1  skein  white  filoselle,  tricot  hook  No.  8.  The  whole  shawl 
with  the  exception  of  border,  is  tricoted. 

Begin  at  the  bottom  with  a  chain  of  343  stitches  with  white 
wool,  work  2  rows  without  decrease  or  increase. 

3d  Row — In  this  row  the  little  stripe  pattern  begins,  and  for 
it  divide  the  wool  into  16  balls;  each  of  these  must  remain  in 
its  place  to  be  ready  to  work  up,  and  off  with.  In  this  and  all 
the  following  rows  a  regular  decrease  is  made  by  working  at  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  rows  the  2d  and  3d  stitches  together; 
also  the  2  stitches  on  each  side  of  the  172  (which  is  the  middle 
stitch)    must  be  worked  together.     The  colored  stripes  are 
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worked  18  stitches  apart;  they  consist  of  8  stitches  in  height 
and  1  in  width,  and  are  kept  quite  even.  Between  these  pat- 
terns 5  plain  rows  are  worked  in  white  wool.  Continue  work- 
ing as  already  described  until  the  52d  row  is  finished.  At  the 
53d  row  begin  the  6th  row  of  stripes.     Beside  the  decrease  de- 


scribed from  the  beginning,  decrease  by  working  together  the 
9th  and  10th  of  the  18  stitches  lying  between  the  stripes.  The 
same  decrease  is  repeated  to  the  ends  to  form  the  shoulder  3 
times,  viz:  in  the  55th,  57th,  59th  rows.  In  the  following  7 
rows  3  side  stitches  of  the  previous  rows  are  left  untouched. 
Finish  in  the  67th  row. 
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In  the  front  sides  of  the  shawl  work  4  rows  of  double  white 
wool,  and  repeat  the  stripe  pattern  as  in  the  foundation  in  col- 
ored wool,  leaving  a  space  of  12  stitches  between  each.  These 
stripes  are  to  be  embroidered  over  as  in  the  foundation  with  4 
stitches  of  white  filoselle.  A  row  of  double  stitches  in  white 
wool  is  worked  round  the  lower  side  of  the  shawl,  to  which  the 
little  chain  scallops  are  attached,  also  a  fringe  of  6  loops  of 
wool  4  inches  long. 

For  the  Border — 1st  Row — *1  double,  3  chain,  passing 
over  2  double.     Repeat  from  star. 

2d  Row — 1  double  stitch  on  the  1st  double  stitch  of  the  pre- 
vious row,  *  3  chain,  1  double  stitch  in  the  middle  of  the  next, 
3  chain.     Repeat  from  star. 

Round  the  throat  work  a  row  of  double  stitches ;  on  each  side 
of  this  row  work  into  1  stitch,  1  double,  3  treble,  1  double,  pass 
over  2  double,  and  repeat  throughout  the  row. 

Tie  in  a  fringe. 

GENTLEMAN'S  TRIMMED  VEST. 

Matebials — Ten  ounces  black  or  grey  double  Berlin  wool. 
Bone  tricot  needle  No.  6. 

Make  a  chain  of  58  stitches  and  work  the  length  of  front  in 
plain  tricot.  Abont  24  inches  long  is  right.  Work  a  second 
front  same  way.     Any  tailor  will  make  it  up. 

CROCHETED  BABY'S  GLOVE. 

Make  a  chain  of  36  stitches  and  unite.  Use  half  an  ounce  of 
white  wool,  fine  bone  crochet  hook. 

Work  3  rounds  of  single  crochet,  and  then  a  round  of  treble 
crotchet. 

5th  Round — Do  16  t  c  and  take  the  17th  and  18th  together. 

6th  Round — Treble  crochet  without  increase. 

7th  Round — Like  5th. 

8th  Round — Like  6th. 
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9th  Round — Like  5th. 

10th  Round — *1  treble,  1  chain,  miss  1  loop.     Repeat. 

You  now  ought  to  have  32  stitches. 

11th  Round — Single  crochet,  but  into  the  16th  or  centre 
stitch  increase  by  working  3  instead  of  1. 

12th  Round — Treble  crochet.  Increase  at  centre  stitch  by 
working  3  into  1.  The  next  2  rounds  increase  6  stitches,  by 
working  3  into  1  on  each  side  of  the  centre  stitches. 

Now  join  these  12  stitches  where  you  have  been  increasing, 
iO  as  to  form  the  thumb,  and  work  on  these  12  stitches  sepa- 
rately from  the  rest  of  the  hand.  Do  4  rounds  in  single  cro- 
chet. Do  3  more  rounds,  decreasing  every  time.  Do  2  more, 
decreasing  twice.  Sew  up  the  top,  and  go  on  with  the  hand. 
You  ought  to  have  30  stitches  for  the  hand.  Do  2  rounds  of 
treble  crochet.  Now  do  a  round  of  treble,  decreasing  above  the 
thumb,  and  also  on  the  other  side  in  the  13th  stitch.  Do 
another  row  in  this  way,  and  then  do  2  more  rounds,  decreasing 
4  stitches  in  each  round.  Now  sew  neatly  up  on  the  wrong 
side.     Run  ribbon  in  the  holes,  and  turn  back  cuff. 

CROCHETED  BABY'S  BOOT. 

Bone  hook  No.  11,  ^  ounce  white  Shetland  wool.  Make  a 
chain  of  8  stitches,  turn  and  work  into  the  1st  from  the  hook. 
Double  crochet  into  every  loop,  and  in  the  middle  stitch  you 
must  always  increase  by  working  3  into  1.  You  must  crochet 
into  the  back  part  of  the  loop  in  the  second  row,  so  as  to  make 
the  work  run  in  even  ridges.  Every  row  is  the  same,  always 
increasing  in  the  middle  stitch  by  working  3  into  1. 

When  10  ridges  are  done  you  must  make  the  side,  by  work- 
ing the  first  11  stitches  backwards  and  forwards  for  28  rows  on 
14  ridges.     Now  fasten  this  on  to  the  front  part. 

Sole — Make  a  chain  of  22  stitches  and  work  in  tricot. 
Increase  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  every  row  for  6  rows ;  3 
rows  without  increase,  then  decrease  6  rows.     Sew  the  sole  to 
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the  boot.  Take  up  40  stitches  in  white  for  the  leg,  first  doubling 
back  the  three  cornered  flap  and  tacking  it  down. 

Do  3  rounds  in  double  crochet. 

4th  Round — *d  c,  2  chain,  miss  1  loop,  work  into  the  next 
loop.     Repeat  from  star  9  more  rounds  in  double  crochet. 

Work  a  scallop  for  the  edge  thus :  1  single,  1  treble,  1  chain, 

1  treble  into  next  loop,  not  missing  any  loop.  Repeat.  Now 
run  in  ribbon,  fasten  a  bow  on  lappet. 

CROCHETED  BABY'S  SKIRT. 

One  and  one-half   ounce  white    Berlin  wool,  medium-sized 
crochet  hook.     Make  a  chain  of  156  stitches,  unite  with  t  c. 
1st  Round — 4  treble,  then  *  3,  all  into  1  loop,  5  treble,  miss 

2  loops,  5  treble.     Repeat  from  star. 

There  ought  to  be  12  of  these  scallops,  each  divided  by  the 
hole  which  the  missing  of  2  loops  forms. 
Repeat  the  above  for  12  rounds. 

13th  Round — Miss  3  loops,  and  do  4  t  c  instead  of  5.  Repeat. 
14th  Round — Miss  2  loops  and  do  4  t  c.     Repeat. 
15th  Round — Like  14th. 
16th  Round — Miss  4  loops,  3  t  c.     Repeat. 
17th  Round — Miss  2  loops,  3  t  c.     Repeat. 
Work  2  more  rounds  in  this  manner. 
20th  Round — t  c  into  every  loop. 
Put  on  a  band,  or  knitted  waist. 

LADY'S  CROCHETED  PETTICOAT. 

Make  a  ch.aiiL.of  312  stitches,  and  unite  with  l  t  c. 

1st  Round — 4  treble,  *  3  t  c  all  into  1  loop,  5  t  c,  miss  2 
loops,  5  t  c.     Repeat  from  star. 

Do  this  for  18  inches. 

Now  miss  3  loops  and  do  4  treble  instead  of  5  t  c.  Repeat 
for  4  rounds. 
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Then  miss  2  loops  and  do  4  treble.  Continue  for  4  rounds. 
Miss  4  loops  and  do  3  treble,  for  3  rounds.  Miss  2  loops,  3 
treble,  repeat  for  four  rounds. 

Last  Roustd — Treble  crochet  into  every  loop. 

LADIES*  SLEEVELESS  JACKET. 

Crochet  hook  No.  3  or  4,  half  a  pound  double  wool. 

Make  a  chain  of  90  stitches.     Tricot  for  4  rows. 

5th  Row — Work  25,  increase  by  working  through  a  middle 
stitch,  work  40,  increase,  work  25. 

6th  Row — Work  25,  increase,  work  1,  increase,  work  40,  in- 
crease, work  1,  increase,  work  25. 

7th  Row — Work  26,  increase,  work  1,  increase,  work  40,  in- 
crease, work  1,  increase,  work  26. 

Continue  to  increase  thus  4  times  in  every  row,  on  each  side 
of  what  was  the  25th  stitch,  as  you  were  doing  in  the  5th  row. 
This  increasing  forms  the  line  under  the  arms. 

Do  13  rows  like  this. 

20th  Row — Work  to  the  38th,  which  ought  to  be  your  in- 
creasing stitch,  and  turn  back. 

21st  Row — Work  37,  turn  back. 

22d  Row— Work  36  only. 

23d  Row— Work  35. 

Now  do  24  rows  on  these  35. 

25th  Row — Increase  at  34th  stitch,  or  last  but  one.  Re- 
peat this  row  twice  more. 

28th  Row — Do  1  d  c,  the  remainder  tricot,  and  back. 

29th  Row — Always  begin  with  a  double  crochet,  so  as  to  de- 
crease for  the  neck.     Increase  at  the  other  end  of  this  row. 

30th  Row — 1  double,  the  rest  tricot. 

31st  Row — All  tricot  except  the  1st  stitch,  which  must,  as 
usual  be  d  c. 

32d  Row — Increase  the  end  on  shoulder  part. 

34th  Row — Leave  the  last  3  unworked. 
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35th  Row — 1  d  c,  tricot  all  but  the  last  one,  which  pull 
through,  like  d  c,  so  as  to  decrease.     Repeat  8  times. 

44th  Row — 1  double,  decrease  at  the  end  by  leaving  3  un- 
worked. 

45th  Row — 1  double,  then  work  only  6. 

46th  Row — 3  d  c.  This  ends  your  first  side.  Do  the  second 
side  in  the  same  way,  and  then  work  on  the  back  for  36  rows, 
this  brings  the  back  up  to  the  shoulders;  now  join  the  back  and 
shoulders  together  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  every  row,  and 
decrease  every  row  at  the  back.  If  preferred  you  can  finish  the 
back  separately  and  then  sew  the  shoulders  together  instead  of 
crocheting  them,  but  remember  to  decrease  so  as  to  fit  the  neck. 

Crochet  round  the  neck,  sleeves,  and  a  broader  piece  at  the 
waist  for  a  border. 

Add  ribbon  strings  for  fastenings. 

CROCHETED  SQUARE  FOR  QUILT. 

Make  a  chain  of  4  stitches,  unite  in  a  ring,  work  12  chain;  do 
11  d  c  on  these;  work  1  double  into  the  ring.  Repeat  thrice, 
forming  a  maltese  cross.  Work,  (always  d  c)  round  each,  in- 
crease 4  stitches  at  the  tops  by  working  twice  into  the  stitch  at 
every  point. 

2d  Round — Increase  6  times,  but  miss  2  stitches  at  the  part 
near  the  middle,  otherwise  the  same  as  before.  As  the  cross  gets 
larger  you  must  sometimes  miss  3  loops,  so  as  to  keep  the  work 
flat.     Work  along  each  arm  of  the  cross  always  in  double  crochet. 

11th  Round — Work  9  stitches,  put  the  cotton  twice  round 
the  needle,  work  into  the  7th  stitch  of  8th  row,  pull  cotton 
through  2  stitches,  then  through  2  more,  then  through  the  last  2. 
This  forms  a  long  treble.  Do  6  more,  work  5  more  a?  usual, 
then  7  more  long  treble  into  the  7th  stitch  from  the  end  of  the 
8th  row.  Sometimes  the  number  of  stitches  is  a  little  different, 
therefore  note  that  these  lumps  are  put  on  evenly.  Work  these 
2  in  every  section.  Do  1  more  round  of  double  crochet,  then 
work  1  lump  exactly  in  the  centre  of  the  other  two.     Do  3 
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more  rounds  at  the  top  of  each  section  which  ought  to  lie  quite 
straight.  There  ought  to  be  36  stitches.  To  fill  up  each  cor- 
ner work  a  small  medallion  of  4  points,  joining  2  points,  1  to 
each  side  of  the  cross. 

When  4  medallions  are  put  in  (they  are  to  be  worked  thus: 
3  chain,  3  more  chain,  work  back  into  the  3d  stitch,  make  a 
picot,  do  3  chain,  and  again  work  in  the  second  loop,  3  chain  and 
work  into  your  1st  stitch,  do  this  3  more  times)  work  treble  all 
round,  at  each  corner  do  6  chain,  work  into  a  point  of  the 
medallion,  12  chain,  work  into  4th  point,  6th  chain,  and  con- 
tinue d  c.     Work  each  corner  in  the  same  way. 

The  next  round  is  t  c  all  round,  increasing  into  the  centre  of 
the  12  chain  stitches  to  make  the  square  even. 

Then  3  chain,  2  long  treble. 

Next  treble  into  every  stitch,  increasing  at  corners. 

This  finishes  the  square.  They  must  be  sewn  together,  and 
pink  or  blue  ribbon  run  round  the  open  parts.  Fill  up  the 
spaces  when  the  quilt  is  finished  by  half  squares. 
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SOME  CROCHETED  STITCHES. 


JULIA  PATTERN. 


Make  a  chain  any  length. 

1st  and  2nd  Rows — Tricot. 

3d  Row — Raise  the  first,  *  raise  the  next,  then  raise  the  one 
underneath,  pull  the  wool  through  this  lower  one,  then  through 
the  next  2  loops,  then  1  chain.  Raise  the  next  stitch  as  usual. 
Repeat  from  star. 

Two  rows  of  tricot.     Go  back  to  3d  row. 

PEAK  PATTERN. 

Make  a  chain. 

1st  Row— Raise  all  the  stitches,  work  2  chains,  then  *  pull 
the  wool  through  2  loops  3  successive  times,  insert  the  hook  in 
the  last  loop  but  1,  pull  the  wool  through,  and  work  2  chain. 
Repeat  from  star. 

2d  Row — Wool  over  the  hook,  raise  the  2d  of  the  2  chain. 
Count  at  the  end  of  this  row  to  see  that  the  number  of  your 
stitches  be  correct.     Work  back  as  in  tricot. 

4th  Row — Tricot,  raising  the  sloping  stitches  as  well  as  the 
others. 

Repeat  these  rows. 

CROSS  AND  BALL  PATTERN. 

Coarse  bone  hook  No.  2.  Double  Berlin  wool.  The  pattern 
is  worked  lengthways  and  must  be  done  loosely. 

1st  Row — Work  a  treble  into  the  3d  chain;  now  cross  back 
in  front  of  this  and  work  a  short  treble  into  the  2d  chain.     A 
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short  treble  has  the  wool  pulled  through  all  3  loops  at  once 
instead  of  first  through  2  and  then  through  2  again,  *then  miss 
1  loop,  cross  back  again  and  work  a  short  treble  into  the  same 
loop  as  the  last  treble  but  one  was  worked  into.  Repeat 
from  star. 

2d  Row — Join  the  white  with  a  double.  You  must  always 
work  over  2  threads  of  the  underneath  row,  not  merely  through 
1  thread.  *  Do  a  d  c  into  the  next,  then  5  chain,  and  another 
double  into  the  same  hole.  This  forms  the  first  ball,  which 
ought  to  be  exactly  over  the  crossed  trebles.  Work  a  double 
into  the  next  (always  over  2  threads,  not  over  the  whole  3.) 
Repeat  from  star. 


m 
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3d  Row — Join  the  darkest  shade  of  red  with  1  double,  then  3 
chain;  *  1  treble  exactly  in  the  middle  of  the  next  2  balls,  that 
is  over  the  2d  of  the  3  d  c  stitches,  a  short  treble  into  the  place 
where  you  joined,  crossing  over  as  before  explained.  Repeat 
from  star.  Always  work  the  short  treble  into  the  same  hole 
as  the  last  treble  but  one.     These  rows  are  repeated  alternately. 

BABY'S  FIRST  HOOD. 


Materials — 1  ounce  Shetland  wool,  fine  bone  hook. 

Make  a  chain  of  5,  unite,  work  3  chain,  1  t  c  4  times  into  this 
hole;  work  in  rounds  in  this  stitch,  increasing  at  the  4  corners 
to  make  a  square  kerchief.     A  colored  border  can  be  put  and 
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make  a  scallop  at  the  edge.  Then  fold  back  one  corner  nearly 
to  the  half;  run  ribbon  at  the  part  which  goes  round  the  face; 
tie  in  a  bow  at  the  top,  leaving  ends  to  fasten  under  the  chin. 
The  opposite  corner  forms  the  curtain. 

CROCHETED  SOFA  BLANKET. 


Begin  with  3  chain,  work  2  double  into  each,  missing  the  first. 

2d  Row — 5  chain,  1  t  c  into  the  1st  loop;  1  chain,  1  t  c  into 
the  next  stitch.     Repeat. 

3d  Row — 1  chain,  d  c  into  everp  loop,  working  into  the  back 
part  of  the  stitch. 

4th  Row — Like  3d.  The  chain  at  the  beginning  increases 
the  width.     There  ought  to  be  10  now. 

5th  Row — 4  chain,  1  t  c  into  the  1st  loop  of  previous  row,  1 
chain,  miss  1,  1  t  c.     Repeat  4  times. 

6th  Roav — 1  chain  and  d  c  f  or  2  rows.  Then  the  open  row, 
always  increasing  until  your  stripe  is  sufficiently  wide.  When 
it  is  so,  continue  to  increase  at  the  side,  which  is  about  4  inches 
long,  and  decrease  from  the  point  at  the  opposite  angle. 

For  the  second  stripe  make  a  chain  of  14  stitches.  Do  2 
rows  of  d  c. 
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3d  Row — 1  d  c,  work  a  long  treble  into  the  4th  loop  of  1st 
row,  work  a  double  crochet  into  the  same  loop  as  last,  3  d  c  and 
a  long  treble  crochet  the  other  way  into  the  same  stitch  to  form 
raised  diamonds  as  in  cut. 

Continue  in  this  long  treble  to  form  the  squares,  but  in  com- 
ing back  (to  keep  the  right  number  of  stitches)  work  through 
2  double  at  once,  when  you  come  to  the  points. 

Add  fringe.  When  stripes  are  all  sewed  together,  crochet 
down  the  sides  of  blanket. 

GENTLEMAN'S  CROCHETED  SMOKING  CAP. 


This  cap  is  very  pretty  made  of  knitting  silk  No.  300.  Use  a 
fine  crochet  hook. 

Make  a  chain  of  3  stitches,  join. 

Work  in  double  crochet,  always  taking  up  the  back  of  the 
loop  and  increasing  gradually  to  keep  the  work  flat  until  you 
have  worked  12  rounds.  To  increase,  make  2  stitches  out  of  1. 
This  must  be  done  whenever  you  see  the  work  beginning  to 
draw  up  round  the  edges — it  must  lie  perfectly  flat. 

13th  Row — 3  chain  stitches,  miss  2  d  c,  1  treble  in  the  next 
(that  is,  miss  2  stitches  or  loops  in  the  preceding  row,  and  take 
a  treble  stitch  in  the  third  loop).  Repeat  this  27  times;  in  the 
9th,  18th;  and  27th  repetitions  leave  one  stitch  only  between 
the  treble  stitches,  instead  of  2  stitches,  as  in  the  first. 
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14th  Round — *3  chain,  1  treble  over  the  next  3  chain,  3 
chain,  2  treble  over  the  next  3  chain,  repeat  from  star. 

15th  Round — 3  chain,  1  treble  over  the  next  3  chain,  in  this 
round  work  2  treble  as  often  as  necessary  to  keep  the  work  quite 
flat.     Repeat  this  round  3  times  more. 

19th  Round — *3  d  c  over  the  3  chain,  1  d  c  on  the  treble, 
repeat  from  star  11  more  rounds  of  d  c,  increasing  in  each  to 
keep  the  work  flat. 

31  st  Round — *3  chain,  miss  2  d  c,  l  treble,  3  chain,  miss  3 
d  c,  1  treble,  repeat  from  star. 

32d  Round — *3  chain;  1  treble  over  the  next  3  chain,  repeat 
3  times  more,  then  3  chain,  1  treble,  3  chain,  1  treble  over  the 
next  chain,  repeat  from  star. 

33d,  34th,  &  35th  Rounds — *3  chain,  1  treble  over  the  next 
3  chain,  repeat  from  star. 

36th  Round — 1  d  c  on  each  treble,  4  d  c  over  each  3  chain. 

37th,  and  next  3  rounds — d  c. 

41st  Round — *2  d  c  in  the  next,  4  d  c,  repeat  from  star.  14 
more  rounds  plain  d  c. 

56th  Round — 3  chain,  1  treble,  *  miss  3  d  c,  1  treble,  3 
chain,  repeat  from  star.  Repeat  the  56th  round  5  times  more, 
working  the  treble  over  the  3  chain. 

62d  Round — 3  d  c  over  the  3  chain,  1  d  c  on  the  treble,  20 
rounds  more  of  d  c  and  fasten  off.  Line  the  work  with  silk, 
and  sew  in  a  piece  of  leather,  one  and  three-quarter  inches  wide, 
for  the  head.     Add  a  lace  to  the  leather  to  draw  it  up. 

CROCHETED  JOCKEY  CAP.

^^U^^^HBIB^        Work  5  treble  into  the  side  part 
of  the  last  one,  and  this  brings  you  to  the  first  chain  of  f ounda- 
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tion.  Work  3  into  this,  1  into  each  of  the  next  2  stitches,  4 
into  the  next,  1  into  the  next,  4  into  the  next. 

Continue  in  this  way  to  increase  wherever  necessary  to  make 
the  shape  a  rounded  one.  In  later  rows  the  increasing  must  he 
less  frequent.  The  number  of  stitches  in  the  rounds  are  as  fol- 
lows, and  you  count  from  the  front: 

2d  Round — 37.  3d  Round — 54.  4th  Round — 80. 

5th  Round— 96.  6th  Round— 109.  7th  Round — 122. 

8th  Round — 137. 

Now  you  can  see  what  the  shape  ought  to  be.  There  are  17 
rounds  altogether,  and  the  last  3  rounds  have  no  increasings. 
Cut  a  piece  of  card-board  for  the  front  and  back  flaps,  work  to 
the  shape.  Bind  with  black  galloon,  and  line  carefully  with 
thin  leather  and  satin.     Cover  a  small  button  for  the  top. 

CROCHETED  WRAP. 

Hook  No.  8,  10  ounces  of  white  wool.  This  wrap  is  very 
soft  and  light,  and  when  finished  must  be  doubled  exactly  in 
half,  and  a  fringe  can  be  added  to  the  doubled  edge,  or  it  looks 
very  well  left  plain.     Work  very  loosely. 

Begin  with  3  chain,  unite  in  a  ring.  Work  3  double  into 
this.  Work  into  rounds  of  double  crochet,  increasing  by  work- 
ing 2  stitches  into  1,  to  keep  it  a  round  shape.  Do  this  until 
you  have  12  stitches,  and  now  the  pattern  begins. 

1st  Round — Work  2  trebles  into  each  stitch. 

2d  Round — Work  8  trebles  into  the  first  hole,  *  miss  4,  work 
8  treble  into  the  next  hole.  By  a  hole  we  mean,  to  work  over 
into  the  preceding  row.     Repeat  from  star. 

There  must  be  6  sets  of  8  trebles.  End  of  the  round  with  a 
single  stitch, 

3d  Round — Work  8  treble  into  the  centre.  Between  the  2d 
and  3d  treble  of  preceding  row  work  4  treble,  miss  2,  work  4 
more,  miss  2,  work  4  more.  This  makes  3  sets  of  4  trebles,  or 
12  altogether.     Work  this  into  each  set. 
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4th  Round — *Work  4  treble  into  the  first  set  of  4  preceding 
ones,  4  into  the  second,  and  4  into  the  3d.  Miss  the  hole  and 
repeat  from  star. 

5th  Round — 4  treble  into  the  first  set,  *  3  into  the  corner 
set,  4  into  the  next  2  sets.     Repeat  from  star. 

6th  Round — Work  4  trebles  into  the  centre  of  every  set. 

7th  Round — Like  6th. 

8th  Round — 4  treble  into  the  centre  of  each  set,  except  the 
six  corners,  where  you  work  8. 

Repeat  from  6th  round. 

MOSAIC  CROCHET  PATTERN. 


sJPlililPlfe 
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Bone  hook  No.  2,  single  wool.     Make  a  foundation  chain. 

1st  Row — Work  a  treble  into  the  4th  stitch,  then  7  more 
treble  into  the  same  hole,  *  miss  2  loops  of  the  foundation  chain 
and  work  1  double  in  the  next;  miss  2  loops,  work  8  treble  into 
the  next.     Repeat  from  star  to  end  of  row,  fasten  off. 

2d  Row — Join  to  the  first  stitch  of  preceding  row  by  a  double, 
then  put  the  wool  round  the  hook  and  insert  the  hook  from  the 
back  through  the  space  left  between  the  1st  and  2d  treble  of 
preceding  row  (not  through  the  exact  centre  but  so  as  to  have 
only  2  threads  above),  then  put  the  hook  back  in  the  same  way 
underneath  the  next  treble  (which  looks  like  a  large  chain); 
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draw  the  wool  through,  then  draw  it  through  the  next  2  so  as 
to  make  a  treble  stitch.  You  ought  now  to  have  2  loops  on 
your  hook,  as  in  tricot.  Do  this  twice  more,  and  when  you 
have  4  loops  on  your  hoop  draw  tha  wool  through  all  these 
stitches  and  make  1  chain  to  draw  it  securely  together. 

Work  1  chain  to  complete  the  stitch.  *Work  3  chain,  1 
double  into  the  hole  of  preceding  row  between  the  4th  and  5th 
treble  stitches. 

Work  treble  stitches  as  described  above,  remembering  to  keep 
the  last  loop  of  all  on  the  hook  each  time,  miss  the  double  stitch 
in  the  former  row,  and  when  you  have  8  tricot  treble  on  your 
hook  draw  the  wool  through  all  the  stitches,  then  make  1  chain 
to  end  it  securely.  Repeat  from  star.  There  ought  always  to 
be  8  loops  on  the  hook  when  you  get  to  the  middle  of  a  peak. 
At  the  end  of  the  row  there  will  only  be  a  half  square  like  the 
beginning. 

3d  Row — Begin  this,  row  at  the  first  chain  of  the  foundation 
row,  joining  with  a  double  stitch.  Work  12  treble  into  the 
small  hole  formed  by  the  1  chain  at  the  peak,  *  1  double  into 
the  same  place  as  in  the  former  row,  working  completely  over 
the  underneath  stitch  so  as  to  cover  it.  Work  8  double  into 
the  small  hole  at  the  next  peak  formed  by  the  single  chain- 
stitch.  Repeat  from  star.  You  perceive  that  this  row  is  all 
treble,  there  is  no  tricot.  At  the  end  of  the  row  work  12  treble 
and  finish  off  by  a  single  stitch  into  the  last  stitch  of  foundation 
row  of  chain. 

4th  Row — Join  the  wool  at  the  8th  treble,  which  is  the  peak; 
by  a  single  stitch,  and  then  proceed  as  in  the  second  row;  end 
with  3  chain  into  the  last  stitch. 

5th  Row — Like  3d,  but  begin  at  the  same  stitch  as  in  preced- 
ing row.  Repeat  these  rows  alternately.  The  cut  gives  the 
ends  of  wool  left  exactly  as  in  working. 

6th  Row — Begin  at  the  same  place  and  work  12  this  time  to 
make  the  first  square  complete. 
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COVER  FOR  SOFA  CUSHION. 


Steel  hook,  any  number  of  cotton. 

1st  Row — 7  chain  unite.  Under  this  circle  work  3  d  c,  (1 
chain  3  d  c)  3  times,  1  chain  double  crochet  on  1st  of  the  3  d  c. 

2d  Row — 5  chain  d  c  in  next  1  chain;  5  chain  d  c  in  next  1 
chain,  5  chain  d  c  in  same  loop.  Repeat  again.  Then  5  chain 
d  c  on  last  of  the  d  c  stitches ;  5  chain  d  c  in  same  loop. 

3d  Row — *5  d  c  under  next  5;  5  chain  d  c  under  5  chain  at 
corner;  5  chain  d  c  under  same.  Repeat  from  star  all  round. 
End  with  5  chain  d  c  under  5  chain  at  corner;  5  chain  d  c 
under  same. 


4th  Row — 5  chain,  d  c  under  each  5  chain,  making  5  chain  d 
c  under  same  5  chain  at  each  corner,  that  is,  the  same  as  the 
last  row.     End  with  5  chain  d  c  under  same  5  chain  at  corner. 

5th  Row — *3  chain,  7  long  stitches  under  first  5  chain;  d 
c  under  next,  7  long  stitches  under  next;  3  chain  1 
long  crochet  under  5  chain  at  corner,  3  chain  1  long  crochet 
under  same.  Repeat  from  star.  End  after  finishing  the  last 
corner. 


Cover  fob  Sofa  Cushion. 
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6th  Row — 4  chain  15  long  crochet,  that  is,  1  long  crochet 
on  each  long  stitch  and  d  c  stitch  4  chain,  1  long  under  3  chain 
at  corner,  4  chain,  1  long  under  same.  Repeat.  End  after  last 
corner. 

7th  Row — 5  chain  15  long  on  long,  5  chain  1  long  chain  at 
corner,  5  chain  1  long  under  same.  Repeat.  After  finishing 
the  last  corner  make  1  chain. 

8th  Row — *6  d  c  under  5  chain,  15  d  c  on  long,  6  d  c  under 
5  chain,  4  d  c  1  chain,  4  more  d  c  under  5  chain  at  corner.  Re- 
peat from  star.  At  the  end  fasten  off.  Make  as  many  of  these 
squares  as  required  and  sew  them  together.  Four  squares  will 
make  a  pretty  size  to  cover  sofa  cushion. 

Crochet  any  pretty  border. 


The  following  patterns  are  very  simple  and  may  be  worked 
by  consulting  the  engraving  without  difficulty.  Crochet  Lace 
is  very  pretty  and  is  being  revived  in  all  its  beauty.  It  is  very 
handy  to  catch  up  when  one  runs  out  a  little  while  in  the 
afternoon.

PART  THIRD. 


The  beauties  and  attractions  of  home  can  be  none  too  pleas- 
ant or  tasteful.  Give  your  apartments  expression — character. 
Rooms  which  mean  nothing  are  cheerless  indeed.  Study  light 
and  shade,  and  the  combination  and  arrangement  of  drapery, 
furniture  and  pictures.  Allow  nothing  to  look  isolated,  but  let 
everything  present  an  air  of  sociability.  Place  two  or  three 
chairs  in  a  conversational  attitude  in  some  cheery  corner,  an 
ottoman  within  easy  distance  of  a  sofa,  and  in  fact,  make  every- 
thing cheerful  looking. 

There  is  nothing  which  adds  so  much  to  the  furnishings  of  a 
room  as  curtains.  With  a  good  carpet,  nice  walls  and  tasty 
curtains,  though  you  may  have  little  furniture  in  your  room,  it 
will  look  quite  elegant.  Pretty  draperies  for  windows  may  be 
made  of  Canton  flannel,  Swiss  scrim,  plush,  or  very  heavy  gray 
linen  embroidered.  The  above  engraving  represents  curtains 
made  of  the  last  named  material,  embroidered  with  bands  of 
Grerman  cross-stitch  and  fringe.  Canvas  is  basted  on,  then 
when  the  design  is  worked,  pull  out  the  threads,  leaving  the 
cross-stitch  on  the  material. 

HOW  TO  SKELETONIZE  LEAVES. 

The  first  operations  are  begun  in  June  when  some  of  the 
leaves  have  become  fully  grown,  yet  before  the  ravages  of  in- 
sects have  made  marks  upon  the  green  tissues. 

A  large  jar  is  first  provided,  and  in  it  place  some  leaves  of  the 
swamp  magnolias,  next  are  added  Norway  maples,  silver  poplars, 
and  ivy  leaves,  and  a  little  later,  other  maples,  with  a  few  wil- 
lows and  English  ash,  until  the  jar  is  quite  filled.    A  weight  is 
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needed  to  keep  them  under  the  water,  and  the  jar  must  be  car- 
ried as  far  from  the  house  as  possible,  as  before  many  days  it 
will  become  very  offensive.  In  about  a  fortnight's  time  they, 
should  be  examined,  and  if  found  pulpy  and  decaying,  will  be 
ready  for  skeletonizing,  for  which  process  some  cards  and  a 
camel's  hair  brush,  as  well  as  one  rather  stiff,  will  be  required. 
When  all  is  prepared  gently  float  a  leaf  on  a  card,  and  with 
the  soft  brush  carefully  remove  the  skin.  Have  ready  a  basin 
of  clear  water,  and  when  the  skin  of  one  side  is  completely  re- 


moved, reverse  the  card  in  the  water,  and  slip  it  under  the  leaf, 
so  that  the  other  side  is  uppermost. 

Brush  this  to  remove  the  skin,  when  the  fleshy  part  will  most 
likely  come  with  it;  but  if  not  it  will  readily  wash  out  in  the 
basin  of  water. 

Great  care  will  be  necessary  to  avoid  breaking  the  skeleton, 
and  the  hard  brush  should  only  be  used  in  a  sort  of  gentle  tap- 
ping. Never  attempt  to  touch  the  leaves  with  the  fingers,  as 
when  they  are  soft  they  break  very  easily. 

When  all  skin  is  removed  they  must  be  bleached.  Prepare  a 
solution  of  chloride  of  lime,  which  must  be  allowed  to  settle, 
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and  the  clear  liquid  ,poured  into  a  basin  in  which  the  skeleton 
may  be  put  by  floating  them  off  the  card.  Do  not  leave  them 
in  longer  than  two  to  four  hours,  then  they  must  be  gently 
washed  in  several  waters  and  finally  left  in  clean  water  half  an 
hour. 

After  the  leaf  has  been  sufficiently  washed  it  should  be  float- 
ed on  to  a  card  and  dried  as  quickly  as  possible,  care  being 
taken  to  arrange  the  skeleton  perfectly  flat.  When  dry  the 
skeletons  should  be  perfectly  white,  and  should  be  mounted  on 
dark  backgrounds. 

They  are  very  beautiful  arranged  in  bouquets  with  ferns  and 
grasses. 

ANOTHER  RULE  FOR  BLEACHING  LEAVES  AND  SKELE- 
TONIZING LEAVES  AND  FERNS. 

Commence  about  the  20th  of  June  to  gather  leaves.  Put  the 
leaves  in  a  broad  bowl  filled  with  water,  and  set  it  where  it  will 
be  exposed  to  the  hot  sun.  After  four  weeks  take  out  the 
leaves,  float  them  in  clear  water  on  a  board  and  take  off  the 
skin  with  a  soft  tooth  brush. 

The  bleaching  liquid  is  made  by  pouring  a  pint  of  boiling 
water  on  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  chloride  of  lime;  when  cool, 
strain  and  bottle  it  up  for  future  use.  Put  one  or  two  table- 
spoons to  a  pint  of  water  and  the  leaves  will  bleach  in  a  few 
hours.     Ferns  take  a  fortnight. 

When  they  are  bleached  spread  on  a  piece  of  window  glass 
and  dry  in  the  sun. 

These  leaves  are  pretty  used  in  combination  with  Autumn 
Leaves,  which  are  prepared  in  the  following  manner. 

PRESSED  AUTUMN  LEAVES. 

Many  think  the  frosts  must  come  and  touch  the  leaves  before 
they  are  ready  for  .collection;  that  the  tints  are  not  perfected 
at  that  time;  but  this  is  a  mistake.  As  soon  as  a  leaf  is  turned 
it  may  be  gathered,  but  must  be  perfectly  dry — that  is,  no  at- 
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mospheric  damp  upon  it,  or  the  leaf  will  shrivel  and  wrinkle, 
losing  its  bright  color.  Do  not  press  the  leaves  at  all,  but  use 
them  fresh  from  the  tree  and  iron  them  with  spermaceti,  not 
wax,  as  the  latter  makes  them  dull-looking,  and  does  not  bring 
out  the  colors.  If  properly  done,  they  will  look  as  bright  as  if 
just  gathered;  and  it  is  surprising  how  long  they  will  retain 
their  beauty  in  spite  of  dust,  light  and  heat.  Procure  from  the 
druggist  smooth  pieces  or  cakes  of  spermaceti  (don't  take  a 
candle  as  some  do, )  as  they  go  so  much  farther.  Put  a  board  on 
the  ironing-table,  as  the  grease  spoils  everything,  and  have  as 
many  thicknesses  as  for  ordinary  ironing.  Use  old  muslin,  and 
have  plenty  on  hand.  The  iron  must  be  just  hot  enough  to 
"hiss"  when  touched  with  a  wet  finger;  if  too  hot  it  scorches 
the  leaves  and  ruins  them.  If  the  leaves  are  damp,  wipe  them 
first  with  a  soft  cloth:  then  pass  the  iron  quickly  over  the  sper- 
maceti, then  over  the  right  side  of  the  leaf;  turn  it  over  and 
there  will  be  sufficient  sperm  on  the  cloth  to  thoroughly  satu- 
rate it ;  keep  on  ironing  it,  moving  it  over  to  a  new  spot,  until 
it  is  as  dry  as  paper,  stem  and  all.  Do  not  press  the  iron  on  it 
too  long,  but  until  it  is  nearly  cold.  After  doing  as  many 
leaves  as  you  wish  in  this  way,  take  a  fresh  iron,  at  the  same 
temperature,  run  it  quickly  over  the  spermaceti,  and  then  as 
rapidly  and  evenly  as  possible  over  the  right  side  of  your  leaves. 
This  gives  them  the  final  polish,  and  if  they  are  successfully 
done  they  will  look  beautiful  and  bright.  Have  a  large  news- 
paper spread  conveniently  to  receive  them  when  finished,  and 
let  them  remain  for  an  hour  or  two.  Then  place  them  care- 
fully in  boxes  away  from  the  light  until  ready  for  use.  If  they 
should  curl,  as  they  sometimes  do,  place  them  (in  twenty-four 
hours  after  they  are  done)  in  books,  under  pressure,  but  not 
very  heavy. 

Practice  on  some  inferior  leaves  first,  and  be  sure  to  have 
them  ironed  thoroughly  dry,  or  they  will  wrinkle  after  the 
polishing.  In  doing  the  latter,  try  to  touch  every  part  of  the 
leaf  evenly,  but  if  you  find  some  spots  you  did  not  touch,  go 
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over  them  again,  very  carefully,  with  a  little  spermaceti  on  the 
point  of  your  iron. 

Another  way  is  to  melt  the  wax  or  spermaceti — spermaceti 
is  rather  the  best — in  a  glazed  earthen  cup  or  bowl,  just  hot 
enough  to  be  liquid;  dip  in  the  leaf  or  fern  and  lay  it  on  a 
smooth,  flat  surface  to  dry.  All  bits  of  waste  wax  can  be  used 
for  the  purpose — it  matters  not  the  color  of  the  wax. 

The  dark  green  trailing  vines  of  the  blue  myrtle  and  smilax 
make  additions  and  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  various  colored 
leaves,  and  look  as  fresh  and  glossy  as  if  newly  plucked.  Tiny 
ferns  and  pressed  pansies  make  charming  trailing  vines  com- 
bined with  the  autumn  leaves,  to  put  above  the  doors;  pictures, 
or  pier  glasses.  Monograms,  initials  and  glass  mottoes  can  be 
made  with  little  difficulty  by  taking  tiny  pins  and  fastening  the 
leaves  in  their  various  designs  upon  the  paper.  These  can  be 
drawn  lightly  with  a  pencil  on  the  wall  and  the  outlines  fol- 
lowed. With  some  artistic  taste  and  an  idea  as  to  the  blending 
and  harmonizing  of  colors,  one  can  almost  have  oil  paintings  of 
their  own  of  autumn  scenes,  to  gladden  and  make  bright  their 
homes  when  winter  rages  without.  Walls  with  patches  of 
leaves  here  and  there,  or  a  clump  of  fifteen  or  twenty  lapped 
over  each  other,  are  not  artistic.  They  should  be  put  up  separ- 
ately, with  the  stems  arranged  in  curves,  as  if  it  was  a  branch 
of  leaves. 

The  leaves  of  the  beech  tree  after  they  have  turned  brown 
can  be  arranged  on  frames,  brackets,  crosses,  or  wreaths,  and 
will  look  exceedingly  pretty.  The  leaves  of  the  sumach,  maple, 
Virginia  creeper,  woodbine,  Jack  in  the  pulpit,  and  all  ferns, 
can  be  pressed  without  losing  color  or  beauty  of  form. 

Autumn  leaves  look  very  pretty  with  diamond  dust  sprinkled 
on  them  after  they  have  been  waxed.  Put  the  diamond  dust  on 
them  while  they  are  warm. 

Both  ferns  and  leaves  can  be  arranged  as  vines  on  the  wall 
or  curtains,  or  as  a  cornice,  by  taking  very  fine  wire  and  wind- 
ing the  stems  and  then  arranging  them  as  a  long  vine.     An- 
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other  good  way  is  to  fasten  them  on  with  thin  mucilage  to  a 
strip  of  lace  of  suitable  width,  and  then  use  it  as  a  cornice  for 
curtains,  or  border  for  lambrequins  or  brackets.  A  cluster  of 
leaves  put  between  two  thicknesses  of  gauze,  the  edge  finished 
with  ribbon,  makes  a  pretty  window  transparency,  if  one  likes 
these  trifles  in  the  window.  Most  any  way  is  preferable  to  giv- 
ing them  a  stiff,  imprisoned  look. 

GRASSES. 


Alice  tells  a  "woodland  nymph"  to  commence  to  gather 
grasses  in  July  and  keep  on  all  summer  and  fall,  as  they  head 
and  ripen.  It  is  best  to  gather  them — and  also  ferns  and 
leaves — on  a  dry,  clear  day.  Strip  off  all  leaves  and  cut  the 
stems  of  your  grass  a  convenient  length;  then  put  in  vases,  or 
anything  that  will  hold  them,  and  set  away  in  a  closet,  to  keep 
free  from  dust  and  preserve  their  color  until  wanted  for  a  win- 
ter adornment.  All  sorts  of  burrs  and  balls  from  trees  are 
pretty;  also  the  green  and  ripe  wheat,  rye  and  oats.    The  latter 
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are  especially  graceful  and  handsome,  and  should,  with  other 
grains,  be  put  immediately  away  and  loosely  in  a  vase  so  the 
heads  will  droop.  They  are  very  ugly  if  standing  up  stiff.  The 
South  furnishes  a  great  variety  of  lovely  grasses,  sea  oats,  etc., 
all  of  which  will  keep  for  years.  Wild  rice  is  also  very  pretty. 
The  pampas  grass  is  magnificent  with  its  long  feathering 
plumes,  and  it  can  be  cultivated  in  gardens  here  at  the  North- 
To  see  its  creamy  plumes  waving  in  the  wind  is  a  beauty  one 
can  never  forget.  A  variety  of  it  grows  in  some  portions  of 
the  West  to  an  immense  height,  and  has  great  gray  heads,  long 
and  beautiful.  They  are  very  handsome  arranged  in  large 
bunches  over  pictures  and  windows.  The  balls  of  the  gum  tree 
are  odd,  and  ornamental  to  mix  in  with  grass  in  vases  and 
baskets,  and  also  to  put  on  rustic  frames  for  small  pictures. 
These  grasses  gathered  at  different  seasons  give  different  tints, 
which  add  much  to  the  beauty  of  the  bouquet. 

WINDOW  TRANSPARENCIES. 

These  are  very  pretty  made  of  thin  muslin  and  hand  painted. 

Transparent  paintings  produce  an  excellent  effect  on  lamp 
shades,  on  lamp  screens,  and  window-sill  screens,  especially  un- 
der artificial  and  transmitted  light.  The  appliances,  tools,  and 
materials  required  are  oil  or  moist  water-colors  in  tubes,  a  set 
of  flat  and  pointed  brushes,  gold  drawing  pens  (No.  2),  and 
pencils  of  various  degrees  of  hardness,  piece  of  strong  and  even- 
ly woven  muslin,  and  a  stretching  frame  of  wood  like  illustra- 
tion. The  further  requirements  are  a  supply  of  the  best  white 
gelatine,  of  powdered  gum  arabic  and  pumice  stone. 

First  the  muslin  has  to  be  prepared  for  painting  by  fixing  a 
piece  of  the  required  dimensions  in  the  stretching  frame,  and 
sizing  the  surface  with  a  solution  of  gelatine  in  hot  water,  with 
the  aid  of  a  flat  and  moderately  stiff  brush.  The  first  coat  of 
gelatine  is  then  allowed  to  dry,  and  the  muslin  restretched  to 
receive  the  second  coating,  which  is  generally  sufficient,  al- 
though in  some  cases  three  or  more  coatings  may  be  useful. 
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After  the  coated  muslin  is  perfectly  dry,  the  surface  may  be 
rubbed  gently  with  a  piece  of  pumice  stone  to  make  the  pencil 
marks,  pen  drawings,  and  the  colors  adhere  better. 

The  outlines  of  the  painting  can  then  be  drawn  with  a  pencil 
direct  on  the  muslin,  and  afterwards  traced  out  with  pen  and 
ink.  This,  however,  has  to  be  done  very  carefully,  as  mistakes 
can  only  with  difficulty  be  erased  or  corrected.     The  safer  plan 


is,  therefore,  to  sketch  the  outline  in  ink  first  on  a  piece  of 
paper,  place  the  latter  underneath  the  muslin,  and  from  it  trace 
with  pen  and  ink  the  sketch  or  pattern  to  the  woven  surface. 

The  frame  is  then  placed  on  an  easel  in  a  slightly  slanting 
position,  and  turned  against  a  window  or  against  a  source  of 
artificial  light,  such  as  a  gas  or  an  oil  lamp.  For  judging  the 
effect  of  the  colors  on  a  lamp-shade,  artificial  light  for  making 
is  preferable. 
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Before  using  the  oil  colors  they  must  be  diluted  with  a 
medium,  which  can  be  bought  ready  prepared,  or  made  of  sicca- 
tif  and  turpentine  in  equal  parts.  This  makes  the  colors  more 
transparent  and  prevents  their  running. 

Moist  water-colors  can  likewise  be  employed  after  having 
mixed  them  with  gum  water,  but  they  are  less  easy  to  handle 
for  transparent  painting  on  muslin  than  oil-colors. 

The  general  rules  for  transparent  painting  are,  of  course,  the 
same  as  for  any  other  kind  of  painting;  but  the  following 
special  hints  may  be  found  useful: 

Leave  untouched  those  parts  of  the  sketch  which  are  to  ap- 
pear white,  or  in  a  strong  light. 

For  laying  grounds,  skies,  and  all  large  flat  tints,  use  a 
brush  called  "deppar,"  or  better  even  a  fine  sponge.  Separate 
brushes  and  sponges  must  be  kept  for  each  color,  and  cleaned  in 
warm  water  and  soap. 

Of  course  to  paint,  one  must  be  able  to  draw — at  least  enough 
to  sketch  the  object  to  be  painted.  Many  can  copy  from  a  pic- 
ture when  they  are  unable  to  draw  from  nature,  and  the  same 
is  true  of  coloring.  Colored  cards  of  flowers  are  often  quite 
true  to  nature,  and  when  copied  in  oil  colors  look  much  better 
than  the  card.  Even  if  they  are  not  copied  it  is  often  a  help  to 
study  them  and  so  get  a  clearer  idea  of  lights  and  shadows. 

The  colors  named  here  will  be  a  few  most  useful  in  flower 
painting.  First  of  all  comes  flake  white.  Greens  can  be 
bought  ready  mixed,  but  it  gives  a  more  pleasing  variety  to  mix 
them.  Prussian  blue,  or  permanent  blue  mixed  with  chrome 
yellow,  yellow  ochre,  or  light  maple  yellow  give  good  greens, 
which,  with  red,  brown  or  black,  are  much  subdued  and  not  so 
glaring.  Ivory  black  and  yellow  gives  a  very  dark  green. 
Burnt  umber  and  burnt  sienna  give  very  pleasant  effects  when 
used  to  shade  or  subdue  the  green  made  of  blue  and  yellow. 
Care  should  be  taken  not  to  mix  the  colors  too  much  or  they 
may  become  muddy.  The  shading  of  brown  or  black  can  fre- 
quently be  best  put  on  after  the  leaf  has  been  painted  in  green 
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and  is  still  moist,  instead  of  mixing  with  the  green  before 
applying.  A  little  white  or  maple  yellow  will  give  the  lights 
when  added  to  the  main  green.. 

For  reds,  rose  madder,  carmine  and  scarlet  vermillion  are  good. 
When  white  is  mixed  with  rose  madder  a  purplish  pink  is 
given,  by  adding  a  little  scarlet  vermillion  it  becomes  more 
rosy.  Rose  madder  and  carmine  are  transparent,  and  so  show 
what  color  they  are  put  upon  to  some  extent,  consequently 
when  painting  upon  a  dark  background,  if  you  wish  to  use 
them  in  their  full  strength,  as  for  a  red  rose,  the  rose  should 
first  be  painted  over  thinly  with  white.  In  painting  such  a 
rose  the  carmine  should  be  used  in  the  darker  places,  with  per- 
haps a  very  little  black  in  the  heaviest  shadows,  and  rose  mad- 
der for  the  higher  lighter  parts,  either  put  on  very  thin  for  the 
lightest  parts,  or  use  a  little  white. 

For  purple  combine  any  of  the  blues  and  reds  named.  The 
darker  the  colors  combined  the  deeper  the  purple. 

With  the  twelve  colors  mentioned  here  quite  a  variety  of 
tints  can  be  made.  For  white  flowers  a  shade  of  yellow  in  the 
white,  making  it  more  creamy,  is  often  desirable.  Shadows  in 
white  flowers  can  be  put  in  with  a  little  white  and  black,  or 
sometimes  bluish  or  greenish  tints.  White  with  maple  yellow 
gives  lemon  color;  with  chrome  yellow,  primrose. 

Besides  colors,  the  brushes  are  the  only  really  indispensable 
thing  if  one  merely  wishes  to  do  a  little  decorative  work, 
though  many  other  things  would  be  very  serviceable  and  nec- 
essary if  much  was  undertaken.  Probably  numbers  1  and  4  of 
"Bright's  Sable  Brushes,"  (flat)  would  answer,  though  numbers 
3  and  6  round  red  sable  artists'  brushes  would  be  found  very 
useful  also.  A  tube  of  Megilp  for  mixing  with  some  of  the 
drier  paints  may  be  serviceable.  White  is  apt  to  be  quite  firm, 
and  often  needs  something  of  the  kind.  Paint  has  a  more 
glossy  appearance  when  mixed  with  a  little  Megilp.  An  old 
plate  will  answer  for  mixing  the  colors  upon,  and,  if  after 
painting  you  wish  to  preserve  the  colors,  put  the  plate  in  water 
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and  leave  until  you  wish  to  use  again.     They  will  keep  fresh 
for  several  days  when  so    treated. 

The  articles  for  painting  upon  are  very  varied. 

Wooden  placques  of  light  and  dark  wood,  ranging  in  price 
from  15  to  30  cents,  make  very  pretty  backgrounds  and  are 
pleasant  to  paint  upon.  By  sending  to  Thayer  &  Chandler, 
No.  46  Madison  St.,  Chicago,  or  to  P.  J.  Ulrich,  corner  20th 
St.  and  4th  Ave.,  New  York,  catalogues  of  artists1  materials 
and  articles  for  decoration,  can  be  obtained.  If  silk  or  satin  is 
to  be  painted  upon  it  is  a  good  plan  to  put  a  piece  of  blotting 
paper  underneath  to  absorb  the  oil,  as  it  sometimes  runs  into 
the  goods  and  so  spoils  the  work.  Mixing  the  colors  with 
turpentine  is  also  an  advantage,  but  the  paint  will  dry  quickly, 
so  it  is  not  best  to  put  turpentine  in  much  at  a  time. 
Wash  the  brushes  thoroughly  as  soon  as  through  using  them 
as  it  injures  them  very  much  to  dry  soiled.  The  brushes  men- 
tioned will  cost  from  60  cents  to  $1.00;  the  Megilp  10  cents; 
the  paints  about  $2.00.  These  materials  will  last  a  long  time 
and  will  do  a  great  deal  of  decorative  work;  of  course,  if 
landscapes  were  undertaken,  more  colors  and  material  would  be 
required. 

If  there  are  any  who  do  not  wish  to  spend  as  much  as  the 
above  things  come  to,  Prussian  Blue,  Chrome  Yellow  and  Na- 
ples Yellow  might  be  left  out;  that  would  reduce  the  expense 
40  cents.  Then  instead  of  "Bright's  Red  Sable"  brushes  No.  2 
round  and  No.  6  flat  of  "Artists'  Red  Sable"  brushes  would  do, 
and  they  would  cost  but  30  cents.  Of  course  they  are  not  as 
good  brushes  as  the  others. 

As  landscape  painting  is  one  of  the  most  favorite  oranches 
ot  the  art,  so  it  is  one  of  the  easiest:  for,  while  keeping  the 
general  outline  of  a  view,  we  can  allow  ourselves  much  latitude 
in  details;  we  may  make  our  trees  more  full  in  leaf,  our  rocks 
more  moss-grown,  our  rivers  more  clear,  and  either  bathe  our 
scene  in  the  golden  light  of  sunset,  or  make  it. solemn  with 
"dark  driving  clouds,"  without  in  any  way  affecting  the  truth- 
fulness of  the  scene. 
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The  hints  which  we  will  give  shall  apply  to  any  style  o£ 
landscape. 

The  sky  is  always  put  in  first,  beginning  with  the  blue  of  the 
3ky,  and  working  downward  with  the  various  tints,  be  they 
golden  or  gray,  according  to  the  aspect  you  have  chosen.  In  a 
clear  unclouded  sky,  the  blue  is  deepest  above  our  heads,  and 
melts  off  to  the  horizon,  till  it  becomes  a  tender  gray.  Ultra- 
marl  and  white  is  the  purest  sky  tint,  and  a  little  black  and 
Vermillion  combined  with  it,  gives  the  most  beautiful  grays. 
Clouds  are  painted  over  the  clear  sky  with  deeper  shades  of  gray, 
or  with  a  little  umber  mixed  with  it;  their  bright  edges  are  put 
on  after  the  work  is  dry,  and  may  be  pure  white  or  some  flesh- 
colored  tint,  according  to  the  reflection  of  the  sun.  Lay  the 
color  on  sparingly  with  one  of  the  larger  brushes,  in  touches  or 
pats,  from  left  to  right,  beginning  from  the  left-hand  corner  of 
the  picture.  The  distances  are  put  in  with  the  gray  sky  tints, 
but  a  little  darker  in  tone.  The  sky  and  distance  should  be 
softened  with  a  large  brush,  and  allowed  to  dry  before  proceed- 
ing to  the  other  parts. 

Trees,  if  thin  of  leaf,  and  showing  much  light  through  them, 
should  be  painted  over  the  sky,  otherwise  they  may  be  laid  in  at 
once,  in  masses  of  light  and  shade,  and  the  leaves  made  over 
them  when  dry,  with  little  touches  of  the  brush,  and  rather 
thicker  color.  There  are  many  different  "touches"  for  foliage, 
and  it  requires  a  little  practice  to  get  the  habit  of  doing  it  well; 
some,  with  a  fine  brush  with  plenty  of  color  in  it,  make  a  kind 
of  little  loop,  as  if  they  were  going  to  write  the  letters  0  or  C, 
this  leaves  an  oval,  full  touch.  Sometimes  a  brush  is  crushed 
flat  upon  the  color,  and  stabbed  on  the  painting,  this  leaves  a 
star-like  touch.  Or  an  old  hog  or  flat  sable  brush,  with  the 
hairs  worn,  and  of  different  lengths,  is  Used  for  a  jagged  foliage. 
These  various  touches  may  be  pointed  up  and  corrected  by  a 
fine  brush.  The  receding  parts  of  the  foliage  and  the  leaves 
that  come  against  the  sky,  are  painted  with  thin,  transparent 
color,  with  a  small  tool;  the  light  touches  with  opaque  tints^ 
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Foliage  should  not  be  made  of  too  glaring  a  green.  A  good  set 
of  tints  is  made  of  blue,  rata  sienna,  and  white,  blue,  and  burnt 
sienna-,  and  for  light  touches,  raiv  sienna  and  white,  or  Naples 
yellow  alone;  for  the  dark  shadows  no  blue  is  needed;  shades  of 
black  and  raw  and  burnt  sienna  give  a  warm  olive  tone.  The 
lights  may  be  glazed  with  sienna  and  a  little  blue  to  enrich 
them.  You  may  produce  the  rough  bark  of  near  trees  by  paint- 
ing the  trunks  rather  dark,  and  putting  over  rugged,  uneven 
touches  of  lightish  gray,  with  a  very  full  brush,  and  glazing  it 
when  dry  with  black  and  burnt  sienna.  For  trees  which  are  at 
some  distance,  and  whose  foliage  appears  of  a  grayish  yellow 
cast,  use  black,  Naples  yellow,  and  white,',  for  very  distant  trees, 
add  the  French  blue  and  a  little  light  red,  to  give  the  atmos- 
pheric tint. 

The  foreground  must  be  painted  with  stronger  colors,  larger 
brushes,  and  bolder  touches.  For  stalks  of  grass  and  weeds,  a 
fine-pointed  brush  is  used,  and  jerked  upward,  which  gives  a 
spirited  touch.  For  flat  rocks  or  stones  the  lights  are  some- 
times put  oh  with  the  palette  knife,  the  color  being  taken  on 
the  knife,  and  laid  upon  the  picture,  in  the  manner  (to  use  a 
homely  simile)  of  spreading  bread  and  butter;  but  as  a  nervous 
hand  would  most  likely  fail  in  this,  the  brush  is  the  safest  for  a 
beginner.  The  foreground  shadows  should  be  glazed  with  rich 
tones  of  browns  and  olives.  When  the  painting  is  finished  to 
your  mind,  by  touching  upon  it  here  and  there  (though  you 
must  be  careful  not  to  do  too  much,  and  spoil  the  spirit  of  it), 
you  may  scumble  the  distances;  and  the  sky,  if  too  blue,  with 
white  alone,  or  a  gray  tint;  this  gives  a  misty  softness  to  the 
whole,  and  brings  it  to  a  conclusion. 

We  have  thus  given  a  few  general  rules  for  landscape  paint- 
ing, which  is  all  we  can  do,  nature's  tints  being  innumerable. 
Try  on  your  palette  different  combinations  of  color,  and  you 
may  find  out  some  beautiful  tints  yourself;  and  if  you  see  any 
peculiar  light  or  shade  in  your  walks,  try  and  discover  the  col- 
ors it  is  composed  of — indeed,  a  painter  should  be  always  look- 
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ing  out  for  effects,  always  trying  to  learn  something  fresh  from 
Nature  herself,  and  every  day  the  study  will  become  more  in- 
teresting. 

We  must  not  forget  to  give  some  directions  for  cleaning  up, 
on  which  all  your  comfort  in  painting  depends,  if  not  much  of 
the  beauty  of  the  picture.  Never  leave  your  tools  uncleaned 
till  next  day;  the  paint  will  dry  on  the  palette,  and  the  oil  in 
the  brushes,  and  soon  quite  spoil  them.  Take  up,  on  the 
knife,  all  the  bits  of  pure  color  you  have  to  spare,  and  lay  them 
on  a  plate,  pour  over  them  as  much  cold  water  as  will  cover 
them,  and  they  will  keep  several  clays  soft  and  workable.  Scrape 
off  the  palette  all  the  waste  color  and  oil;  wipe  it  with  a  rag; 
pour  on  it  some  linseed  oil,  in  which  clean  all  the  color  out  of 
the  brushes,  wiping  them,  now  and  then,  with  a  rag;  dip  them 
in  clean  oil,  which  is  to  remain  in  them.  Wipe  the  dirty  oil  off 
the  palette,  put  a  little  fresh  on  it,  and  rub  it  clean  and  dry. 
Be  careful  to  keep  it,  and  also  the  brushes,  from  dust.  If  some 
days  are  likely  to  elapse  between  your  paintings,  clean  the 
brushes  with  spirits  of  turpentine,  and  dip  them  into  olive  oil, 
t]^ey  may  then  be  left  for  a  fortnight  without  getting  stiff,  or 
"tacky" — the  turpentine  must  be  all  wiped  from  them,  or  it 
will  eat  away  the  hair.  Wash  the  hog  tools  in  soap  and  water 
— warm  is  best — dry  them  by  rubbing  lightly  and  quickly  over 
a  cloth.  After  using  oils  or  varnish,  wipe  the  mouth  of  the 
bottles,  to  prevent  the  corks  sticking  fast;  wipe  the  tubes^  too, 
after  using,  that  they  may  screw  properly.  All  this  may  be 
speedily  done  with  plenty  of  rags  (old  stockings  make  the  best) 
and  a  newspaper  underneath,  with  very  slight  soiling  of  the 
fingers. 

Having  now  carried  you  through  the  practical  part,  we  will 
speak  of  the  subjects  most  suitable  for  the  pencil.  The  various 
branches  of  art  are  divided  as  follows: 

The  historical,  or  grand  style,  which  includes  historical, 
classical,  and  Scriptural  subjects;  this  is  the  highest  branch, 
and  few  can  hope  to  arrive  at  excellence  in  it,  as  it  not  only  re- 
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quires  a  thorough  knowledge  of  anatomy,  but  a  fertile  and  well- 
stored  mind. 

Portrait  painting  is  a  delightful  field  for  the  pencil,  and  af- 
fords more  pleasure  than  almost  any  other  branch.  Moreover, 
it  is  not  much  more  difficult  to  copy  a  head  from  nature  than 
from  another  painting.  Persuade  some  friend  who  is  good- 
natured  enough  to  submit  to  be  caricatured,  or  made  hideous 
for  the  first  few  trials,  to  sit  to  you,  and  you  will  soon  find  it 
become  easy.  An  old  person's  face,  with  strongly-marked  fea- 
tures is  the  best  study — children  and  young  people  are  more 
troublesome  as  to  expression. 

Landscape,  which  includes  Marine  subjects,  is  a  most  popu- 
lar style,  and  on  a  small  scale,  one  of  the  most  suitable  for 
ladies. 

WHITE  CORAL  FRUIT  OR  FLOWER  BASKET. 

For  the  foundation  take  a  piece  of  white  cap  wire,  which  is 
covered  with  silk  and  rather  thick,  and  some  strong  white 
thread.  Form  the  wire  into  a  round  of  about  the  size  of  half 
a  dollar,  and  tie  the  joints  firmly  together,  leaving  the  first  end 
hanging  clown,  for  a  purpose  afterward  to  be  mentioned.  Sur- 
round this  circle  with  four  loops  by  continuing  the  wire  and 
tying  with  the  thread.  This  part  is  intended  for  the  centre  of 
the  bottom  of  the  basket,  from  which  the  work  is  to  be  con- 
tinued in  the  same  way,  making  loop  upon  loop  in  successive 
rounds.  The  length  of  wire  left  in  these  loops  varies  from  3  to 
4  inches,  but  being  irregular,  it  cannot  be  exactly  specified,  for 
as  the  circle  enlarges,  the  number  of  loops  must  be  increased 
by  occasionally  placing  two  upon  one.  This  Basket  may  be 
made  of  various  shapes,  either  high  or  shallow,  round  or  oval, 
according  to  taste;  but  as  the  Gipsy  basket  is  the  prettiest 
we  will  make  that. 

Go  on  enlarging  the  round  until  it  measures  nearly  half  a 
yard  across.  Then,  still  leaving  the  wire  attached,  bend  it  up- 
ward and  shape  and  mould  it  into  the  required  form,  slanting  it 
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from  a  rather  small  bottom  into  a  wide,  open  shape,  with  a. 
turned  over  rim,  which  hangs  downward  On  the  outside  in  a, 
pretty  style. 

Now  arrange  the  handle,  after  twining  the  wire  in  a  suitable 
form  fasten  the  handle  to  the  other  end  by  tying  it  in. 

Now  cut  a  number  cf  lengths  of  white  cotton  cord,  varying- 
from  3  to  4  inches,  and  tie  them  on  to  the  wire  loops  of  the 
Basket,  leaving  the  ends  to  hang  down,  which  ends  are  then  to> 


be  partially  untwisted  and  opened  out  so  as  to  represent  the 
knobs  and  branches  of  the  coral.  The  same  cord  is  also  tied 
across  the  openings  of  the  handle. 

Then  take  of  the  best  plaster  of  Paris,  and  of  white  wax  m 
the  proportion  of  ten  ounces  of  the  first  to  one  pound  of  the 
second.  Melt  the  wax  and  mix  the  plaster  of  Paris  well  into 
it.  Take  an  iron  spoon  and  pour  portions  of  this  mixture  over 
every  part,  holding  the  Basket  in  every  direction,  so  that  it  may 
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be  well  covered,  and  twisting  and  turning  it  so  that  the  fluid 
may  equalize  itself.  Before  the  wax  is  quite  hxed  bend  the  ends 
of  cotton  cord  into  those  various  positions  to  represent  branch- 
ing of  coral,  and  in  applying  the  wax  do  not  attempt  to  obliter- 
ate the  knobs. 

When  dry  this  basket  filled  with  ferns  and  Autumn  leaves,, 
makes  an  addition  to  the  centre  table. 

Red  Coral  Baskets  are  made  in  the  same  manner  as  above,, 
only  the  preparation  is  made  as  follows :  Half  a  pound  of  bees- 
wax, melt  it,  stir  in  enough  Japanese  vermillion  to  get  the  col- 
or you  wish,  then  roll  the  basket  in  it  till  covered  completely. 

ENGLISH  IVY. 


The  use  of  English  ivies  for  the  purpose  of  decorating  living- 
rooms  is  more  extensive  every  year,  and  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended.  Being  very  strong,  they  will  live  through  any 
treatment ;  but  study  their  peculiarities  and  manifest  willing- ' 
ness  to  gratify  them,  and  they  will  grow  without  stint.  Most 
houses  are  too  hot  for  them,  as  indeed  they  are  for  their  owners. 
Neither  plants  nor  people  should  have  the  temperature  over 
sixty-five  degrees  Farenheit.     Take  care  not  to  enfeeble  your 
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ivies  by  excessive  watering  or  undue  heat,  and  you  will  see  they 
will  not  seem  to  mind  whether  the  sun  shines  on  them  or  not, 
or  in  what  positon  or  direction  you  train  them.  Indeed  so  much 
will  they  do  themselves  to  make  a  room  charming,  that  we 
would  rather  have  an  unlimited  number  to  draw  upon  than  any- 
thing else  in  nature  or  art. 

Do  you  wish  the  ugly,  plain  doors  that  shut  off  your  tiny 
entry  to  your  parlor  to  be  arched  or  curved  like  those  in  the 
drawing-rooms  of  your  richer  neighbors  ?  Buy  a  couple  of 
brackets,  such  as  lamps  for  the  burning  of  kerosene  are  some- 
time placed  on,  and  screw  them  in  the  sides  of  the  door.  Put 
in  each  a  plant  of  English  ivy,  the  longer  the  better;  then 
train  the  plants  over  the  top  against  the  sides,  indeed,  any  way 
your  fancy  dictates.  You  need  not  buy  the  beautiful  but  cost- 
ly pots  the  flower  dealer  will  advise;  the  common  glazed  ones 
will  answer  every  purpose,  for;  by  placing  in  each  two  or  three 
sprays  of  Coliseum  ivy,  in  a  month's  time  no  vestige  of  the  pot 
itself  can  be  discerned  through  their  thick  screen. 

The  English  ivy,  growing  over  the  walls  of  a  building,  instead 
of  promoting  dampness,  as  most  persons  would  suppose,  is  said 
to  be  a  remedy  for  it;  and  it  is  mentioned  as  a  fact  that  in  a 
room  where  dampness  had  prevailed  for  a  length  of  time,  the 
affected  parts  inside  had  become  dry  when  ivy  had  grown  up  to 
cover  the  opposite  exterior  side.  The  close,  over-hanging  pen- 
dant leaves  prevent  the  rain  or  moisture  from  penetrating  the 
wall.  Beauty  and  utility  in  this  case  go  hand  in  hand. — House- 
keeper. 

The  Germans  cultivate  ivy  in  their  rooms  with  great  success. 
Placing  a  root  in  a  large  pot  by  one  side  of  a  window,  they  will 
train  it  as  it  grows  until  it  forms  a  pretty  frame  for  the  entire 
window.  At  Forclham,  there  is  a  drug  store  in  which  ivy  has 
been  trained  completely  across  the  ceiling,  passing  both  win- 
dows. The  root  from  which  it  originated  was  brought  from 
Westminister  Abbey  to  this  country  several  years  ago. 
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Under  the  above  name  an  extremely  pretty  and  novel  varia- 
tion from  ordinary  flower-pots  has  been  introduced,  which  may 
well  be  made  to  take  its  place  in  the  drawing-room  or  boudoir, 
for  the  decoration  of  the  dinner-table,  or  to  place  in  the  sick 
room.  It  consists  of  flowers,  leaves,  etc.,  immersed  in  water 
beneath  a  glass  basin  turned  bottom  upwards,  and  owes  its 
peculiar  beauty  to  the  sparkling  and  frost-like  appearance 
which  vegetable  forms  assume  under  such  circumstances,  and  to 
the  illusive  and  fairy-like  effect  caused  by  the  refraction  of 
light  and  the  magnifying  power  of  the  combined  glass  and 
water. 
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Grlass  shades  of  any  size  or  shape,  which  may  suit  the  taste  of 
the  maker  are  among  the  best  receptacles  in  which  to  make  the 
water-bouquet,  the  thin  quality  of  the  glass  in  such  articles,  and 
the  roundness  of  their  forms  being  good  to  show  the  flowers  or 
leaves  within  to  advantage;  but  for  making  one  on  a  large 
scale,  a  common  garden  hand-glass  may  be  made  to  serve,  and 
finger-glasses,  when  plain,  answer  the  purpose  admirably  for 
small  ones.  In  addition,  a  plate  or  dish  has  to  be  provided  suf- 
ficiently large  to  admit  of  the  edge  of  the  glass  shade  or  basin 
resting  smoothly  on  its  flat  inner  surface. 

In  the  centre  of  the  plate  or  dish  the  flowers,  leaves,  etc.,  are 
arranged,  and  the  better  plan  is  to  tie  them  with  German  wool 
to  a  stone.  This,  or  some  similarly  heavy  substance,  is  neces- 
sary to  prevent  the  bouquet  from  floating  in  the  water,  and 
rising  to  the  top  of  the  glass,  as  it  would  otherwise  do;  and 
care  must  be  taken  that  no  loose  leaf  or  other  fragment  is  left, 
as  this,  by  floating,  would  spoil  the  general  effect.  Some  care 
and  taste  will  of  course  be  necessary  in  fixing  the  materials 
which  compose  the  bouquet  in  their  places;  the  stone  must  be 
wholly  concealed,  as  must  also  be  the  ends  of  the  stems,  by 
leaves,  etc.,  so  that  everything  may  appear  as  growing  naturally 
beneath  the  water. 

When  the  general  arrangement  is  completed,  a  tub  or  otner 
vessel  full  of  water  must  be  prepared,  sufficiently  large  to  admit 
of  both  plate  and  glass  being  submerged  in  it.  In  the  bottom 
of  this  vessel  the  plate  with  the  bouquet  must  be  placed,  and 
some  little  further  arrangement  of  the  latter  will  now,  in  most 
cases,  be  necessary  to  restore  any  leaves  or  petals  which  may 
have  been  displaced  by  the  action  of  the  water,  and  to  make 
such  slight  alterations  as  will  be  suggested  by  their  effect  when 
seen  through  the  new  element,  and  care  must  be  taken  that 
nothing  projects  so  far  towards  the  edges  of  the  plate  as  to 
touch  those  parts  on  which  the  edge  of  the  glass  will  have  to 
rest. 

When  everything  is  satisfactorily  arranged,  take  the  glass 
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shade  and  put  it  into  the  water  sideways,  so  as  to  leave  no  air 
within  it,  and  then  put  it  in  its  position  on  the  plate.  The 
whole  may  then  be  lifted  from  the  tub,  and  the  shade  will  re- 
main full  of  water,  which,  as  there  will  be  no  atmospheric 
pressure  from  within,  will  not  flow  out,  though  it  will  be  well 
to  leave  a  little  water  in  the  plate  to  make  it  air-tight. 

Any  person  who  makes  a  water-bouquet  for  the  first  time, 
will  be  surprised  to  find  how  small  a  number  of  flowers  or  other 
objects  are  necessary,   apparently  to  fill  the  glass. 

About  four  days  is  the  length  of  time  these  bouquets  pre- 
serve their  beauty. 

SPATTER  PICTURES. 

Ferns  are  best  adapted  to  this  work,  but  any  kind  of  a  leaf 
may  be  used. 

Materials  necessary  are  a  tooth-brush,  an  old  one  will  do,  the 
bristles  of  which  should  be  cut  down  to  about  half  their  origin- 
al length;  a  comb  or  lead  pencil;  a  piece  of  white  paper,  smooth 
drawing  paper  or  bristol  board ;  and  a  shallow*  saucer  of  com- 
mon black  writing  ink.  A  few  needles  will  complete  the  list  of 
requisites  as  far  as  the  tools  are  concerned. 

The  paper  should  be  fastened  on  some  smooth  board,  or  laid 
flatly  on  a  table,  although  an  incline  is  preferable.  The  ferns, 
vines,  leaves,  or  whatever  else  may  be  in  readiness,  should  now 
be  arranged  on  the  paper  in  some  tasteful  grouping,  and  thus 
held  in  their  places,  close  to  the  paper,  by  the  needles.  After 
every  leaf  is  secured  you  may  commence  to  spatter. 

Hold  the  comb  tightly  in  the  right  hand  and  dip  the  brush 
lightly  in  the  ink  and  rub  back  and  forth  over  the  leaves. 
After  this  has  been  done  a  few  times,  take  out  the  needles 
;ancl  you  have  a  pretty  picture. 
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HOW  TO  MAKE  LEAF  PHOTOGRAPHS. 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  prepare  the  solution  for  sensitizing; 
the  paper;  that  is,  to  prepare  the  paper  in  such  a  way  that  when 
exposed  to  the  light  it  will  turn  black. 

The  simplest  way  is  the  following: 

Dissolve  one  ounce  of  nitrate  of  silver  in  twelve  ounces  of 
pure  water,  add  two  drops  of  liquid  ammonia  and  two  grains  of 
alum.  Filter  through  a  paper.  Keep  this  solution  in  a  glass 
bottle  stopped  up  tight,  until  required  for  use. 

Procure  of  the  photographer  in  your  neighborhood  a  few 
sheets  of  albumenized  paper.  Now  use  the  preparation  in  the 
bottle. 

It  should  be  done  in  a  dark  room  by  the  light  of  a  lamp,  or 
in  a  room  in  which  the  windows  are  covered  with  yellow  paper. 
Pour  the  silver  solution  in  a  flat  pie-dish,  then  having  cut  the 
paper  into  sheets  a  little  smaller  than  the  dish,  take  one  of  them 
and  very  gently  lay  the  same  down  upon  the  surface  of  the  sil- 
ver solution,  albumen  side  downward,  and  be  careful  not  to  let 
any  of  the  solution  get  on  to  the  back  of  the  paper.  Should  it 
carl  up,  breathe  on  it  and  it  will  lie  flat.  Let  it  float  from  one 
and  one-half  to  two  minutes,  then  gently  lift  it  off  by  one 
edge,  and  pin  it  up  against  a  board  to  dry.  It  must  now  be 
fumed.  Pin  it  to  the  top  of  a  box,  in  the  bottom  of  which  has 
been  put  a  saucer  of  ammonia.  Let  it  remain  in  this  position 
about  ten  minutes.  Our  paper  is  now  ready  for  the  "printing." 
It  must  be  carefully  kept  in  a  dark  place  until  wanted  for  use, 
as  it  would  turn  black  in  the  light. 

Now  for  the  printing.  Procure  a  number  of  pieces  of  clear 
glass — say  four  inches  wide  by  five  inches  long,  and  others  two 
and  one-half  inches  wide  by  four  inches  long — some  pieces  of 
cloth  the  same  size  as  the  larger  pieces  of  glass,  also  a  few 
spring  clothes-pins.  Then  having  selected  a  leaf — which  we 
will  suppose  to  be  a  rose-leaf — lay  it  face  down  upon  the  middle 
of  one  of  the  larger  pieces  of  glass,  then  upon  the  leaf  a  piece 
of  the  prepared  paper,  prepared  side  next  to  the  leaf ,  upon  that 
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a  piece  of  cloth,  two  of  the  smaller  pieces  of  glass,  and  clamp' 
the  whole  together  at  the  edges  by  four  of  the  clothes-pins;; 
then  place  the  whole  in  strong  sunshine,  leaf  side  upward.  The 
paper  around  the  leaf  will  be  seen  to  rapidly  darken,  and  after 
four  or  five  minutes  it  should  be  taken  in  from  the  light  and 
examined  by  removing  one  of  the  narrow  pieces  of  glass  at  the 
back,  turning  down  the  paper  to  see  if  the  impression  is  suffi- 
ciently deep.  When  such  is  the  case,  not  only  will  the  outlines 
of  the  leaf  be  accurately  shown,  but  every  vein,  fibre,  and  deli- 
cate marking  of  the  internal  construction — a  result  beautiful  in 
the  extreme.  If  it  is  not  printed  deep  enough  to  show  all  these 
markings  plainly,  restore  the  parts  to  their  places,  and  expose 
again  to  the  light. 

Washing,  Toning  and  Fixing. — After  a  sufficient  number 
of  copies  are  made  of  this  or  other  leaves,  the  photographs 
must  be  washed,  toned,  and  made  permanent,  for,  as  they  come 
out  of  the  printing  frame,  they  would  soon  spoil. 

The  prints  are  first  washed  by  soaking  in  several  changes  of 
clear  water  in  an  earthen  dish,  after  which  they  are  immersed 
■n  the  "toning  bath,1'  made  as  follows: 

Procure  of  the  dealer  or  some  photographer  a  few  grains  of 
chloride  of  gold,  and  dissolve  in  water  at  the  rate  of  one  grain 
to  the  ounce.  Keep  this  for  a  stock  solution.  When  ready  to 
tone,  pour  into  an  earthen  dish  enough  water  to  cover  the 
prints,  add,  say  half  an  ounce  of  the  gold  solution  and  a  pinch 
of  bicarbonate  of  soda.  Immerse  the  prints  in  this.  They  will 
at  first  turn  slightly  reddish,  but  in  a  few  minutes  will  change 
to  a  beautiful  rich  black.  They  should  now  be  removed,  im- 
mersed in  water,  and  placed  in  the  "fixing  bath,"  composed  of 
hyposulphate  of  soda,  one  ounce,  water,  six  ounces. 

Allow  them  to  remain  about  ten  minutes,  when  they  should 
be  taken  out  and  washed  in  several  changes  of  water  for  a  num- 
ber of  hours,  dried,  and  pasted  on  to  cards,  E.  M.  N. 
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EBONIZING. 

Beautiful  panels,  furniture,  etc.,  may  be  made  to  look  like 
real  ebony  by  making  use  of  the  following: 

Boil  logwood  chips  in  water  and  stain  the  wood  with  it.  The 
fluid  may  be  put  on  with  a  brush  so  as  not  to  stain  the  hands. 
When  the  wood  is  perfectly  dry,  wash  it  with  vinegar  in  which 
tenpenny  nails,  say  a  handful  to  a  pint  of  vinegar,  have  been 
soaking  for  twenty-four  hours.  The  wood  will  be  a  dull  black 
after  this  application,  but  will  become  brilliant  by  rubbing  with 
linseed  oil  and  pulverized  charcoal.  Put  a  small  quantity  of 
each  in  a  saucer,  make  a  wad  of  soft  muslin  and  dip  it  lightly 
in  the  oil,  then  into  the  charcoal,  and  rub  the  wood  thoroughly 
until  it  becomes  a  beautiful  black.  Let  it  dry  a  day.  Then 
take  a  clean  muslin  pad  and  finish  by  rubbing  with  common 
dark  shellac. 

Take  an  old  wash-stand,  ebonize  it,  and  you  have  a  pretty 
parlor  cabinet,  trim  with  brass  strips,  cover  with  beautifully 
embroidered  scarf. 

CRYSTALLIZED  GRASSES. 

The  grasses  must  be  thoroughly  dry,  formed  in  the  desired 
shape  and  tied.  The  long  feathery  grasses  are  the  best  for  this 
purpose. 

Dissolve  one  pound  of  best  alum,  pounded  quite  fine,  in  a 
quart  of  clear  water,  over  a  slow  fire,  but  do  not  let  it  boil. 
Lay  a  stick  across  the  top  of  the  jar  and  tie  the  bouquet  to 
it.  When  the  solution  is  milk  warm  pour  it  over  the  grasses, 
cover  it  up  and  set  it  away  for  twenty-four  hours.  Then  take 
them  out  carefully  and  let  them  hang  several  hours  in  the  sun 
till  all  the  water  is  drained  away.  Then  set  them  away  and 
do  not  disturb  them  for  three  days,  when  they  will  be  entirely 
dry.  The  solution  may  be  heated  and  used  again  for  other 
grasses  if  wished. 

For  blue   crystals  use   a   saturated  solution   of  sulphate  of 
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copper.  For  yellow,  use  the  yellow  prussiate  of  potash;  for 
ruby,  use  the  red  prussiate  of  potash.  These  crystallized  bou- 
quets should  be  put  under  glass. 

RICE  BRACKETS. 

Take  heavy  pasteboard  boxes.  Cut  out  your  bracket  the 
shape  you  wish  it,  then  cut  out  the  shelf  and  brace  for  the 
shelf  to  rest  on.     Sew  these  on  the  back  tightly. 

Put  a  narrow  strip  of  pasteboard  around  the  shelf,  which  can 
be  cut  in  scallops  or  points.  Now  cover  the  bracket  with  glue, 
and  while  it  is  wet  scatter  rice  all  over  it.  Then  take  one  pound 
of  beeswax,  and  melt,  add  a  piece  of  rosin  the  size  of  a  hen's 
egg,  and  color  the  whole  with  five  or  ten  cents1  worth  of  French 
vermillion,  which  will  impart  to  the  wax  a  bright  coral  color, 
then  with  a  small  brush  go  all  over  the  bracket  with  the  wax. 

EMERY  CUSHION. 

Cut  two  pieces  of  card  in  the  shape  of  hearts,  cover  with 
crimson  velvet,  embroidered  at  the  edge  with  a  narrow  border 
in  gold-colored  silk;  sew  a  strip  of  narrow  gold-colored  sarsanet 
ribbon  to  each  edge  to  form  sides;  leave  a  piece  of  ribbon  before 
cutting  off;  fill  with  emery  powder,  gather  up  the  piece  of 
ribbon  that  was  left  to  form  a  frill;  sew  a  piece  of  gold  cord  at 
each  side  for  a  loop. 

HOW  TO  ARRANGE  PREPARED  AUTUMN  LEAVES. 

Take  a  piece  of  bristol  board,  about  7x9  inches,  and  arrange  a 
group  of  leaves  and  ferns  upon  it.  Sew  them  on,  neatly  cover- 
ing all  the  stitches  with  the  leaves ;  frame  in  a  passe-partout, 
and  you  will  find  it  as  handsome  as  a  painting. 

Or  get  a  carpenter  to  make  a  cross  out  of  black  walnut,  with 
carved  base  about  fourteen  inches  high,  twined  with  a  wreath 
of  autumn  leaves,  berries  and  green  moss,  which  you  can  pro- 
cure at  the  florist's;  now  arrange  your  moss  and  leaves  on  fine 
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wire  and  when  finished  twine  it  around  the  cross  and  finish  with 
black  pins. 

HOME  MADE  KALSOMINE. 

One-quarter  pound  of  light  colored  glue,  five  or  six  pounds  of 
Paris  white.  Spanish  brown  added  will  tint  red  or  pink  accord- 
ing to  the  quantity  used. 

Soak  the  glue  the  night  before  it  is  used  in  a  vessel  contain- 
ing a  quart  of  hot  water.  Next  day  add  a  pint  of  boiling 
water,  and  set  the  vessel  into  a  kettle  of  boiling  water,  and  let- 
it  stay  there  till  quite  thin.  Put  the  Paris  white  into  a  large 
water  pail,  pour  on  hot  water  and  stir  till  it  appears  like  thick 
milk.  Add  the  glue,  stir  thoroughly;  and  apply  with  a  white- 
wash brush. 

SOFA  COVERING. 


Whisk-Broom  Holder. 
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This  covering  is  made  of  plush,  and  the  stripes  are  worked  on 
eanvas,  edged  with  lace  or  fringe,  then  sewed  on  to  the  plush. 
When  finished  line  with  satin  of  contrasting  shade  and  trim 
the  covering  all  round  with  lace  or  fringe  to  match  that 
edging  the  stripes. 

WHISK-BROCM  HOLDER. 


No  dining  room  or  bed-room  should 
be  without  a  good  whisk  and  holder, 
placed  in  some  convenient  position.  A 
pretty  and  cheap  mode  for  making  the 
latter,  is  as  follows:  Procure  a  large 
piece  of  card-board  or  stiff  paste-board; 
one-quarter  yard  canton  flannel,  any 
desired  shade ;  one  yard  satin  ribbon  to 
match,  (2  inches  wide);  one  yard 
quilled  ribbon,  to  match,  and  some 
cretonne  or  pretty  print  to  line  back. 
For  back,  cut  card-board  eight  inches 
long,  seven  inches  broad  at  top,  five 
inches  broad  at  bottom.  For  front 
piece  cut  card-board  five  inches  long; 
eight  inches  broad  across  top,  five  inch- 
es across  bottom;  (round  top  of  both 
pieces).  Cut  canton  flannel  half  an 
inch  larger  all  around;  cretonne  lining 
same  size.  Make  a  stiff  flour  paste, 
completely  damp  one  side  of  card- 
board and  put  on  lining;  do  same  with 
the  other  side  and  put  on  canton  flan- 
nel, neatly  turning  over  edge  allowed 
for  hem;  after  pasting  it  well,  when  dry,  overstitch  the  two 
edges  together,  (I  mean  the  sides  of  front  and  back)  commenc- 
ing at  bottom  and  continue  up  till  top  of  front  piece.     Sew  on 
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your,  quilled  ribbon  around  all  edges,  make  a  big  flat  bow  of 
satin  ribbon  and  attach  a  little  to  the  upper  left-hand  corner  of 
front  piece,  make  pretty  loop  to  hang  up  by,  tie  a  bow  to 
handle  of  whisk,  and  it  is  finished. 

ELEGANT  TABLE  COVER. 


Materials — Red  plush,  with  embroidered  border  of  white 
linen  gauze.  Above  and  below  the  border  the  plush  is  cut  into 
scallops,  and  is  sewn  on  to  the  border  with  brown  silk  in  over- 
cast and  button-hole  stitch,  chain  stitching  is  used.  When  the 
pattern  has  been  traced,  the  flowers  are  worked  in  slanting  but- 
ton-hole stitch,  with  two  shades  of  pale  pink  and  pale  blue 
crewels,  edged  with  overcast  stitches  of  yellow  bronze.     The 
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stamina  are  worked  in  overcast  stitcli  with  yellow  and  yellow 
bronze  silks.  The  narrow  leaves  with  reseda  in  slanting  but- 
ton-hole stitch.  The  stems  with  three  rows  of  chain  stitch  of 
three  shades  of  fawn  wool.  The  pale  brown  braid,  half  an  inch 
wide,  is  sewed  on  in  point  russe  and  herring-boned  with  two 
shades  of  brown  filoselle.  The  star-shaped  pattern  on  the 
scallop  is  worked  with  lines  of  blue  and  olive  crewels. 
A  pretty  fringe  is  sewed  all   round. 

COVER  FOR  SMALL  TABLE. 

Covers  for  small  tables  are  made  of  various  dark  rich  shades 
of  double  faced  cotton  flannel.  Get  a  yard  square  of  olive 
green,  button-hole  it  round  the  edge  with  gold-colored  silk,  the 
stitches  being  taken  some  little  distance  from  each  other.  A 
band  of  garnet  flannel  three  inches  wide  is  placed  at  a  distance 
of  four  inches  from  edge  of  the  cover.  Before  the  band  is  put 
on  it  is  embroidered  with  any  pretty  design,  then  the  band  is 
feather-stitched  on  to  the  cotton  flannel.  Some  pretty  design 
is  put  in  each  corner  of  cover. 

A  pretty  cloth  is  made  of  garnet  cotton  flannel,  with  the 
band  of  old  gold,  and  daisies  in  the  corners. 

ANOTHER  SMALL  TABLE  COVER. 

It  is  made  of  felt  any  shade,  across  the  ends  are  colored  vel- 
vets and  braids  laid  in  points  and  straight  bands.  Feather  and 
cat-stitch  the  ends  with  different  colored  flosses.  Finish  each 
end  with  deep  antique  lace,  work  some  of  the  heavy  spots  in  lace 
with  the  floss,  and  on  each  point  hang  different  colored  tassels. 
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SHAVING  CASE 


Cut  four  pieces  of  card-board  8  x  6|. 

Cover  two  pieces  with  paper  muslin  and  two  with  silk.  On 
one  of  the  silk  pieces  embroider  a  wreath  of  forget-me-nots  and 
fern  leaves,  and  in  the  center,  on  an  appliquecl  piece  of  lighter 
velvet,  the  initials.  Sew  over  and  over  a  muslin  and  silk  piece 
together,  cut  colored  tissue  paper  the  size  of  the  case  fastened 
between  the  two  covers,  and  secure  all  firmly  to  a  pencil,  finish- 
ino1  each  end  of  pencil  with  a   large  brass-headed  nail.     Put 
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around  the  edge  full  niching  of   ribbon.      Hang  the  case  up 
with  ribbon.     Sew  five  tassels  on  the  bottom. 

JAVA  CANVAS  TIDY. 


Gray  Java  canvas  embroidered  with  colored  filoselle  in  double 
satin  stitch  and  Holbein  work.  The  flowers  are  embroidered 
with  two  shades  of  red,  and  the  tendrils  and  border  with  olive 
green  and  black.  In  the  centre  are  gold  spangles,  sewn  on  with 
hlack  silk.  The  open  hem  is  made  by  drawing  out  threads 
horizontally  and  vertically.  Then  gold  cord  threaded  through 
the  mesh,  pull  out  threads  for  fringe. 
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These  curtains  are  made  of  white  muslin,  trimmed  with  knit- 
ted lace  and  insertion  to  match,  caught  back  with  fancy  band 
and  tassels.  Some  one  of  the  pretty  knitted  edgings  in  front, 
of  the  book  will  do  to  trim  with.

EMBROIDERY. 

Embroidery  has  again  become  very  fashionable,  and  perhaps 
it  might  not  be  amiss  to  describe  the  various  stitches  in  use. 

The  following  stitches,  descriptions  of  which  I  have  taken 
from  the  bound  Supplements  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Journal,  are 
the  original  embroidery  stitches,  and  the  same  stitches  may  be 
seen  in  various  embroidery  books. 

Ladies  who  design  for  themselves  may  send  to  R.  H.  Macy, 
14th  Street,  New  York,  and  get  one  of  Briggs  &  Co's  catalogues, 
which  contains  a  fine  assortment  of  patterns  to  choose  from.  I 
put  in  these  few  pages  of  embroidery  so  that  those  ladies  to 
whom  the  Young  Ladies1  Journal  Supplements  are  not  easily 
accessible  may  be  benefited. 
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Materials  Used  For  Embroidery. — Silks,  Crewels,  Floss, 
Arrasene,  which  is  a  newly  invented  material  for  embroidery, 
resembling  in  appearance  fine  chenille,  but  is  flat  instead  of 
round.  Arrasene  is  made  in  both  silk  and  wool,  in  a  great 
number  of  beautiful  colors  and  shades.  It  produces  very  effec- 
tive work,  and  wears  well.  Arrasene  should  be  used  in  short 
lengths. 

Nos.  1  and  2  Cording-stitch,  working  towards  the  right  and 
left.  Wherever  it  is  practicable  work  in  curved  lines.  When 
you  have  reached  the  top  of  your  work  turn  it  round,  and  work 
towards  the  bottom,  then  again  upwards,  so  as  always  to  work 
from  you.  Another  stitch  is  the  knot-stitch,  shown  in  Nos.  6 
and  8.  The  vase  shown  in  No.  4,  Outline  Embroidery  is  near- 
ly all  worked  in  cording-stitch. 

KNOT  STITCH. 

To  work  the  knot  stitch  your  needle  and  silk  must  be  pulled 
through  to  the  front  of  the  work  exactly  where  you  desire  the 
knot  to  be.  Hold  the  silk  down  with  the  thumb  of  the  left 
hand,  and  twist  the  needle  twice  or  three  times,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  knot  required;  through  the  part  of  the  silk 
which  is  tightened  by  the  left  thumb.  (See  No.  6.)  Continue 
to  hold  the  silk  with  your  left  thumb,  and  turn  the  needle 
quite  round  towards  the  left  with  your  right  hand.  Insert  it 
the  distance  from  the  place  it  was  brought  up,  (shown  by  a 
small  cross  No.  8).  Continue  to  hold  the  silk  with  the  left 
thumb  until  you  have  drawn  the  knot  to  its  proper  degree  of 
tightness. 

SATIN   STITCH. 

In  more  elaborate  embroidery  designs  the  satin  stitches 
shown  in  Nos.  3  to  5  and  7  may  be  used.  The  mode  of  work- 
ing these  is  so  clearly  shown  that  there  is  no  need  of  much 
description.  Where  a  rich  raised  effect  is  desired,  it  can  be 
produced  by  running  between  the  outline  more  or  less  thickly 
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as  in  Nos.  3  and  5.  If  a  flat  appearance  is  desired,  work  with- 
out running  under  as  in  No.  8.  Satin  stitch  is  much  used  in 
working  monograms  or  initial  letters,  also  for  working  gener- 
ally on  embroidery  muslin  or  linen.  Examples  of  satin  stitch 
will  be  found  in  monograms  Nos.  10  and  12. 

DOT  STITCH. 

Dot  stitch  is  a  very  short  stitch,  worked  like  back  stitch,  with 
the  exception  that  the  needle  is  not  put  back  to  the  place  it  is 
drawn  out  from,  but  an  interval  of  about  the  length  of  the 
stitch  remains  unworked.  Dot,  cording  and  satin  stitches  are 
shown  in  No.  10. 

BEADING  STITCH. 

Illustration  No.  11  shows  the  exact  mode  of  working  the 
stitch,  which  is  used  sometimes  where  very  light  sprays  are 
introduced  into  a  design. 

HERRING-BONE  STITCH. 

This  stitch  comes  effectively  into  some  kinds  of  embroidery; 
when  worked  it  resembles  the  letter  "x"  placed  in  continuous 
lines.  The  great  point  is  to  work  in  even  parallel  lines.  Put 
the  needle  in  from  right  to  left  at  the  bottom  line,  take  up  a 
few  threads,  and  draw  out  the  needle  quite  straight  with  the 
place  you  put  it  in.  Then  at  an  angle  work  another  stitch  in 
the  same  way  at  the  upper  line,  keeping  your  thread  over  the 
little  finger  of  the  right  hand.  Nos.  12  and  9  illustrate  this 
stitch. 

FEATHER  OR  CORAL  STITCH. 

Make  a  knot  and  draw  the  silk  through  the  work.  Hold  the 
silk  down  with  your  thumb,  keeping  it  towards  the  right  hand. 
Put  the  needle  in  about  the  eighth  of  an  inch  from  where  the 
silk  is  drawn  through,  take  a  stitch  slanting  downwards  to-

wards  the  left  about  the  eighth  of  an  inch  in  length,  and  draw 
the  silk  up.  For  the  next  stitch  your  thread  must  be  turned 
completely  round  towards  the  left,  and  the  stitch  must  be  taken 
slanting  towards  the  right.  These  two  stitches  are  repeated 
alternately,  as  shown  in  No.  19. 

CHAIN-STITCH. 

For  chain-stitch,  make  a  knot,  draw  the  silk  through  the 
material,  hold  the  silk  down  with  the  thumb,  work  a  short 
stitch  in  a  straight  line,  and  draw  it  up.  For  the  next  stitch, 
continue  to  hold  the  silk  down  as  described  for  the  first  stitch, 
put  the  needle  through  the  lower  part  of  the  last  stitch,  make  a 
stitch  of  the  same  length,  and  draw  through.  (See  illustra- 
tions Nos.  17,  19  and  22).  No.  17  shows  a  finished  outline  of 
chain-stitch.  Nos.  19  and  22  show  chain-stitch  in  the  process 
of  working. 

COUCHING  STITCH. 

Couching  stitch  is  frequently  employed  for  covering  joins;  it 
consists  of  a  strand  of  cord,  or  of  several  strands  of  silk  or  wool, 
laid  together  and  caught  down  by  stitches  of  the  same  or  some 
other  material  at  equal  distances,  as  in  No.  18. 

GOLD  AND  SILVER  THREAD  EMBROIDERY. 

This  is  the  most  costly  style  of  embroidery,  and  is  more  used 
for  ecclesiastical  or  church  work  than  any  other;  it  is  generally 
mixed  with  colored  embroidery  silk  or  filoselle.  Specimens 
given  in  Nos.  13  and  15. 

TWISTED  STITCH. 

Broad  arabesque  designs  are  sometimes  filled  in  with  this 
stitch.  Silk  or  wool  of  one  color  is  held  down  and  worked 
through  with  a  second  color  as  in  No.  16. 
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COVERING  JOINS  OR  FOUNDATIONS. 

It  is  now  usual  to  combine  materials  in  working  embroidery, 
and  in  some  cases  ornamental  stitches  are  employed  for  the 
purpose,  as  in  No.  22.  It  is  worked  partly  in  silk  and  partly  in 
arrasene.  A  line  of  gold  cord  is  laid  along  the  centre  of  the 
two  materials,  and  is  sewn  down  at  intervals  with  arrasene. 

APPLIQUE  EMBROIDERY. 

Applique  embroidery  is  very  fashionable  at  present.  The 
foundation  for  it  is  usually  plush  or  velvet;  and  satin  is  more 
often  the  material  applied.  Arabesque  designs  are  mostly  used 
for  applique  work.  Unless  the  foundation  is  very  firm  it  will 
require  lining,  and  this  is  effected  by  pasting  linen  at  the  back, 
taking  care  not  to  wet  the  material  too  much.  The  design  to 
be  applied  must  be  traced,  then  cut  with  scissors  and  pasted  to 
the  foundation,  which  should  also  be  traced  roughly  for  the 
different  parts  to  be  fitted  to.  When  thus  applied  it  must  be 
allowed  to  dry.  The  foundation  is  best  put  into  a  frame,  or  it 
must  be  held  down  very  firmly  by  weights  in  order  to  keep  it 
quite  flat  whilst  the  applique  is  drying. 

The  various  stitches  described  for  embroidery  generally  are 
used  on  most  applique  designs;  the  edges  of  the  applique  are 
sometimes  buttonholed,  sometimes  worked  in  chain,  and  some- 
times in  cording  stitch;  and  in  some  cases  gold  or  silk  cord  is 
sewn  over  the  edges.  Illustration  No.  14  gives  an  example  of 
velvet  applique  on  a  silk  foundation  with  the  edge  worked  over 
in  chain-stitch.  Illustration  No.  18  shows  a  mode  of  edging 
applique  with  couching  in  cord.  Illustration  No.  21  is  a  picot 
edge  for  applique  worked  with  fine  gold  or  silver  thread;  it  will 
be  quite  easy  to  twist  the  gold  or  silver  thread  into  the  picots  as 
the  stiffness  will  allow  them  to  retain  their  form.  Two  strands 
of  cord  are  sewn  down  with  a  third  strand  of  the  same.  Illus- 
tration No.  22  shows  another  mode  which  is  very  rich;  it  is  a 
line  of  rich  cord  couched  over  a  double  line  of  chain-stitches. 
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PASTE  FOR  APPLIQUE  EMBROIDERY. 

To  three  tablespoonfuls  of  flour  allow  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
powdered  resin,  mix  smoothly  with  half  a  pint  of  cold  water,  let 
it  boil  five  minutes,  stirring  all  the  time;  if  the  paste  is  to  be 
kept  some  time,  it  will  be  found  advisable  to  add  a  teaspoonful 
of  essence  of  cloves  into  it  whilst  it  is   boiling. 

ARRASENE  EMBROIDERY. 

We  strongly  recommend  arrasene  to  the  attention  of  our  sub- 
scribers for  its  extreme  beauty,  as  well  as  for  its  novelty  and 
durability.  We  give  a  few  hints  on  the  working  of  arrasene, 
which  we  trust  will  be  useful  to  our  readers.  The  design  must 
first  be  traced  upon  the  material  to  be  worked  upon  in  the  same 
way  as  for  crewel  or  silk  embroidery. 

Arrasene  may  be  worked  on  plush,  velvet,  cloth,  Utretcht 
velvet,  satin,  Roman  satin,  Java  canvas  or  crash.  If  on  furni- 
tu re-satin,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  line  it;  if  thin  satin  be 
used,  a  lining  of  muslin,  thin  linen,  or  some  material  of  the 
kind  will  be  needed.  Arrasene  may  be  worked  either  in  the 
hand  or  in  a  frame.  If  the  piece  of  work  be  large,  or  the 
foundation  be  satin,  a  frame  is  convenient  to  prevent  the 
work  from  puckering  or  shrinking,  but  there  is  no  fear  of  that 
with  a  small  piece  of  work.  The  needle  used  for  working 
should  be  what  is  called  a  chenille  needle ;  it  is  like  a  Berlin- 
wool  needle,  with  one  exception — it  has  a  sharp  point;  it  must 
have  a  very  large  eye.  Wool  and  silk  arrasene  are  used  separ- 
ately or  together;  the  silk  relieves  and  brightens  the  wool  very 
much  in  the  same  way  as  filoselle  is  used  to  improve  Berlin- 
wool  work. 

The  stitch  mostly  employed  in  arrasene  is  the  same  as  cord- 
ing-stitch,  but  it  is  worked  rather  longer.  Care  must  be  taken 
not  to  twist  the  arrasene  in  working;  as  before  mentioned,  it  is 
not  well  to  use  a  very  long  needleful  of  arrasene,  as  it  becomes 
somewhat  impoverished  in  working  when  used  too  long.     The 
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arrasene  requires  to  be  drawn  steadily  through  the  material,  so 
as  to  prevent  roughening  it  too  much.  When  the  work  is 
finished,  a  soft  brush  may  be  used  to  raise  the  pile  and  equalize 
the  surface.  Where  a  stitch  of  the  arrasene  does  not  quite  fall 
in  its  place  with  other  stitches,  put  the  needle  under  it,  and 
give  it  one  twist,  which  will  sometimes  greatly  improve  the 
work.  Arrasene  is  shown  in  the  upper  edge  of  illustration 
No.  22. 

MODE  OF  STRETCHING  FINISHED  EMBROIDERY. 

When  the  work  is  finished  it  will  be  found  that  it  has  be- 
come much  drawn  and  puckered.  To  remedy  this  a  clean  cloth 
must  be  wetted  in  clear  cold  water,  wring  it  out  tightly,  and 
place  it  on  a  deal  board  or  table,  then  put  the  work  upon  it 
face  upwards.  With  drawing  or  other  pins  pin  out  the  work 
and  strain  it  as  much  as  possible;  leave  it  for  twelve,  hours  in 
dry  weather,  and  longer  in  damp  weather;  if  it  has  been  prop- 
erly stretched  it  will  be  perfectly  smooth  when  taken  off  the 
board.  If  it  has  not  been  tightly  strained;  repeat  the  process, 
again  wetting  the  cloth. 

SCREENS. 

Screens,  whether  hand-painted,  embroidered  or  in  whatever 
style  they  are  made,  are  very  ornamental  to  a  room. 

Old-fashioned  clothes-horses  may  be  ebonized  or  painted  in 
colors,  then  some  kind  of  embroidered  drapery  spread  over  them. 

Yery  beautiful  screens  are  those  which  are  painted  by  hand 
and  mounted  on  elegant  frames  by  upholsterers. 

Applique  work  is  also  used  for  this  purpose. 

PANEL  IN  SILK. 

Take  light  blue  silk  one  yard  in  length,  and  a  quarter  of  a 
yard  wide.  Line  with  stiff  white  muslin;  fringe  the  lower  end 
two  inches  deep  and  sew  a  piece  of  dark  navy  blue  plush,  about 
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three  inches  wide,  just  above  the  fringe.     Hem  the  upper  end 
and  run  in  a  small  flat  stick. 

Paint  the  center  of  the  panel,  or  applique  on  some  figure  or 
ornament  it  in  any  way  desirable.  A  narrow  ribbon  is  at- 
tached to  each  end  of  the  stick  by  which  the  panel  is  suspended. 

CARRIAGE  RUG. 

A  very  pretty  carriage  rug  may  be  made  of  colored  sheeting, 
with  a  large  monogram  worked  in  the  centre,  and  a  spray  of 
flowers  in  each  corner.  Brown  Holland,  bound  with  dark  blue 
or  red  braid,  and  worked  all  in  either  one  or  the  other  color 
looks  well. 

Also  Holland  with  chintz  flowers,  arranged  all  round  and 
appliqued  on. 

A  SCREEN. 
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A  three-fold  screen  may  be  worked   in  crewels  or  floss  upon 
dull  blue  English  serge.  Work  a  different  design  on  each  panel. 
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CRETONNE  TIDIES. 

Buy  highly  figured  cretonne  and  cut  out  the  figures,  baste 
them  on  to  linen,  satin,  plush  or  velvet,  in  fact  any  of  the 
materials  now  in  use.  When  securely  fastened,  button-hole 
them  all  round  the  edge. 

TABLE  BORDER. 

Odd  bits  of  cloth  may  be  used  for  a  table  border,  by  cutting 
them  into  a  square  form,  turning  the  edges  down  all  round, 
and  hiding  the  stitches  with  fine  Russian  braid.  Then  place 
them  diamond-wise  on  the  cloth.     Lap  them  one  over  the  other. 

YOUR  BIRDS. 

Cages  of  canary  birds  should  be  placed  so  that  no  draught  of 
air  can  strike  the  bird.  Give  nothing  but  rape  and  canary-seed, 
water,  cuttle  fish,  sand.  No  hemp  seed.  A  bath  three  times  a 
week.     The  room  should  never  be  heated  over  seventy  degrees. 

COVERING  FOR  FOLDING  STOOL. 


Pointed  at  ends  as  in  the  engraving. 

It  is  composed  of  three  stripes,  the  two  outside  ones  are  of 
deep  blue  velvet.  The  middle  stripe  is  of  black  satin,  embroid- 
ered with  shades  of  blue  and  green. 
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SUMMER  QUILTS. 

A  pretty  summer  quilt  may  be  made  of  white  linen,  fringed 
and  embroidered  in  cross-stitch,  with  a  broad  bordering  of  red 
and  blue  cotton,  quilted  in  diamonds,  and  a  flower  worked  in 
every  diamond. 

White  muslin  quilts  may  be  made,  lined  with  colored  twill 
and  bordered  with  lace.  Rows  of  lace  insertion,  and  cotton 
backed  stripes  of  satin  edged  with  lace  are  also  used. 

BASKET  FOR  SOILED  LINEN. 


Tidy  Drawn  Work. 
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The  basket  is  of  wicker,  ornamented  with  bands  of  crash  or 
Java  canvas  worked  in  cross-stitch,  with  worsteds.  Any  design 
will  do.  Edge  each  band  with  broad  fringe.  A  square  of  crash 
or  Java  canvas  embroidered  also  in  cross-stitch  is  laid  across  the

TIDY  DRAWN   WORK  AND  CORAL  STITCH.

DESCRIPTION  OF  TOILET  STAND. 

This  stand  is  both  elegant  and  useful. 

It  is  made  at  small  expense  and  little  trouble.  The  table  is 
constructed  of  any  kind  of  wood.  The  top  and  bracket  must 
be  painted    to   imitate  marble.     The  draped  part   consists  of 
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spotted  white  muslin  over  a  colored  foundation,  with  muslin 
and  silk  bows.  The  curtains  in  front  closed  by  a  bow,  are 
made  to  draw  by  putting  on  brass  rods  and  rings  underneath 
the  frill  at  the  top. 


INDOORS  ORNAMENT. 


Procure  an  empty  mucilage  bottle,  rinse  it  with  water  till  it 
is  clear  as  crystal.  Select  a  large,  well-grown  acorn,  and  by 
the  aid  of  a  stout  needle  run  a  strong  thread  through  it,  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  acorn  shall  hang  with  the  pointed  end 
straight  downwards.  Now  put  the  acorn  so  threaded  in  the 
bottle,  attaching  the  string  to  the  top,  and  secure  them  tightly 
by  wrapping  a  few  turns  around  the  neck  of  the  bottle.  Now 
pour  in  a  little  water,  just  cover  the  point  of  the  acorn,  pretty 
soon  a  root  commences  to  come  out  and  grows  very  long. 
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After  a  time  the  top  of  the  acorn  bursts  and  a  shoot  comes 
out  of  that  which  is  covered  with  leaves. 

HOW  TO  FURNISH  THE  PARLOR  OR  DRAWING-ROOM. 

The  Drawing-room  should  be  the  most  comfortable  room  in 
the  house,  bright,  cheerful,  showing  by  its  artistic  appointments 
that  it  is  inhabited  by  the  ladies  in  the  house. 

The  furniture  should  be  thoroughly  comfortable. 

The  walls  are  the  first  things  to  be  considered.  At  the  top 
of  the  paper,  underneath  the  moulding  of  the  ceiling — if  you 
incline  to  finish  off  your  paper — you  might  have  a  broad  band 
of  a  different  shade. 

Papers  of  really  good  designs  can  now  be  had  at  reasonable 
rates. 

The  walls  we  will  say,  have  a  French  gray  paper,  with  a  de- 
cidedly blue  shade;  your  curtains  shaded  blue  in  stripes  from 
the  palest  tints  to  the  deepest  blue,  with  some  sort  of  flowery 
pattern  between  the  stripes,  of  shaded  brown  and  red  leaves,  all 
blending  and  harmonizing  well  together.  If  you  have  a  carpet 
then  it  must  be  one  of  many  colors.  If  the  floor  is  polished  or 
stained,  then  you  would  choose  either  one  large  or  two  small 
rugs  with  borders.  Wicker-work  is  now  very  fashionable  for 
furniture,  and  pretty  cushions  may  be  made  for  these. 

Your  mantel  piece  board  will  be  covered  with  velvet,  with 
fringe  or  lace  border,  and  the  mirror,  framed  in  velvet,  orna- 
mented. 

Water  colors,  engravings  and  photographs  may  all  find  a 
place.  Frame  some  of  the  photos  in  ornamented  plush  or 
velvet. 

FOR  THE  CHILDREN. 

Making  a  Doll's  Home. — Endless  as  is  the  variety  of 
amusements  to  be  found  for  the  little  ones,  nothing  gives  so 
much  real  and  lasting  satisfaction  as  a  doH's-house,  and  this,

like  many  other  things,  can  be  made  at  home  if  there  happens 
to  be  a  good-natured  big  brother  who  will  condescend  to  inter- 
est himself  in  the  work.  There  are  always  packing-cases 
about,  stored  away  in  cellar  or  attic,  one  of  which  could  be 
spared  for  the  purpose;  this,  then,  with  a  few  deal  boards,  some 
two-inch  screws,  a  pair  of  hinges,  a  hasp  for  the  door,  glue-pot, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  the  willing  brother  or  uncle  with  his 
box  of  carpenter's  tools,  can  be  quickly  converted  into  a  charm- 
ing dolVs-house.  The  case,  after  being  thoroughly  cleaned, 
should  be  set  on  end,  and  the  places  for  floors  and  partitions 
marked  out,  if  only  large  enough  to  admit  of  two  rooms,  so 
much  easier  to  make,  as  it  will  only  want  one  shelf  in  the 
middle  for  the  bed-room  floor,  the  end  of  the  case  itself  doing 
duty  as  a  floor  for  the  sitting-room.  If  large  enough  to  admit 
of.  four  rooms,  then  a  piece  of  board  should  be  sawn  off  evenly, 
the  edges,  all  but  the  front  one,  smeared  with  glue,  and  this 
should  be  fitted  into  the  case,  at  about  the  centre;  this  would 
be  the  bed-room  floors;  then,  after  proper  measurement,  an- 
other piece  of  wood  should  be  prepared  and  slid  in  edgeways  be- 
tween this  floor  and  the  ceiling  at  about  the  middle;  this  will 
be  the  partition  wall  between  the  two  bed-rooms;  for  these 
should  certainly  both  be  bed-rooms,  not  allowing  one  to  be  used 
as  a  drawing-room,  for  children  may  thus 'be  taught,  even  in 
their  play,  that  it  is  necessary  to  health  and  well-being  that 
sleeping  accommodation  should  not  be  in  any  way  curtailed. 

This  floor  and  partition  may  be  made  firm  by  the  use  of  the 
two-inch  screws,  which  can  be  driven  in  from  the  outside,  the 
heads  being  concealed  by  papering  when  the  carpenters  have 
completed  their  work,  and  the  house  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
paper-hangers.  After  this,  a  partition  of  the  same  kind  will  be 
required  below  to  separate  the  sitting-room  from  the  kitchen. 
The  papering  should  be  done  before  the  door  is  put  on,  as  the 
house  is  much  easier  to  turn  about  then.  White  foolscap  does 
best  for  the  ceilings,  and  any  scraps  of  wall-paper  can  be  used 
for  the  other  parts,  only  care  must  be  taken  that  the  pattern  on 
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the  paper  or  papers  is  small,  or  the  rooms  will  be  dwarfed  and 

ugly. 

If  the  wax  and  china  ladies  who  are  to  inhabit  this  little 
mansion  are  aesthetic  in  their  tastes,  and  insist  on  a  dado  in 
their  parlor,  it  can  be  made  thus:  Take  some  white  foolscap, 
such  as  that  used  for  the  ceilings,  cut  it  to  the  length  required 
for  the  walls,  then  with  pencil  and  rule  draw  some  faint  lines 
on  the  paper  perpendicularly  and  about  an  inch  and  a  half 
apart.  This  done,  cut  some  strips  of  colored  paper,  blue,  green, 
or  red,  whichever  best  suits  the  tone  of  the  room,  and  paste 
these  on  the  white  paper  (using  the  pencil  lines  as  a  guide), 
bringing  them  to  within  three  inches  of  the  bottom;  then  add 
a  horizontal  line  of  the  same  to  hide  the  ends. 

Now  comes  the  dado,  the  making  of  which  will  give  intense 
delight  and  amusement  to  the  little  ones.  Collect  all  the  old 
valentines,  Christmas  cards,  etc.,  those  which  you  do  not  partic- 
ularly care  to  keep,  and  pick  off  or  cut  out  from  them  all  the 
tiniest  figures  of  birds,  insects,  etc.,  with  which  these  works  of 
art  generally  abound;  these,  with  some  bunches  of  flowers 
miniature  trees,  and  tiny  cupids  disporting  themselves  in  the, 
shade,  will,  if  arranged  so  that  the  birds  appear  to  be  flying  or 
perching  on  the  branches  of  the  trees,  and  the  insects  crawling 
about  beneath  among  bright  flowers  and  grasses,  make  quite  a 
charming  dado,  but  it  is  much  more  difficult  to  make  than  the 
other,  though  the  planning  of  the  attitudes  for  the  different 
figures  will,  as  I  have  before  remarked,  afford  great  amusement. 
In  this,  too,  mother's  paint-box  will  be  required,  as  the  fore- 
ground will  want  "touching  up"  a  bit;  but  with  a  little  patience 
and  perseverance  all  slight  difficulties  can  be  surmounted. 

CULTIVATION  OF  FLOWERS  AND  VINES. 

There  are  but  few  plants  that  will  not  thrive  in-doors  with 
good  care. 

Charcoal  must  always  be  placed  in  the  bottom  of  flower-pots. 
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Do  not  put  on  too  much  water  at  one  time,  and  this  should  be 
attended  to  in  the  morning. 

I  have  in  mind  a  window  I  saw  some  years  ago.  On  a  stool 
was  an  aquarium  made  of  common  window-glass.  In  the  bot- 
tom of  this  was  rocks,  partridge  berries,  moss,  etc.  The  aqua- 
rium was  kept  filled  with  water,  and  swimming  round,  their 
backs  glistening  in  the  sun,  were  gold  and  silver  fishes.  Above 
this  was  arranged  shelves  which  were  filled  with  plants  of  every 
hue.  Outside  of  the  door  was  a  bed  of  pansies,  and  the  walls 
of  the  house  were  literally  covered  with  creeping  vines.  It  is- 
upon  these  latter  objects  that  the  true  rurality  of  almost  all 
simple  cottages  depends;  and  nine-tenths  of  all  the  cottages 
that  have  endeared  themselves,  through  their  local  and  living 
beauty,  to  the  hearts  of  true  poets  and  genuine  lovers  of  nature, 
have  owed  much  of  their  charms  rather  to  this  rurality — this 
wealth  of  bower  and  vine  and  creeper— than  to  any  carved  or 
sculptured  gables,  window  heads,  or  other  features  bestowed  by 
the  careful  hand  of  the  architect.  Take  almost  any  of  those  ex- 
quisite cottages  in  an  English  landscape,  which  charm  every 
beholder  by  a  wonderful  beauty,  found  in  no  other  land  in  the 
same  perfection,  and  subject  it  to  the  knife  of  the  searcher,  and 
what  does  he  find  ?  That  not  one  of  these  cottages  are  fault- 
less, in  an  architectural  sense,  and  are  often  quite  destitute  of 
grace  of  form  or  outline. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  they  are  so  bewitchingly  rural  ! 
Partly,  to  be  sure,  by  their  thatched  roofs,  and  latticed  windows, 
and  low  stone  walls,  all  of  which  seem  to  grow  out  of  the 
ground,  and  to  be  rather  a  production  of  nature  than  of  art, 
but  mainly  through  the  beautiful  vines  and  shrubs  that  em- 
bower them,  which,  by  partly  concealing  and  partly  adorning 
their  walls,  give  them  that  expressive  beauty  of  rural  and  home 
feeling  which  makes  them  so  captivating  to  every  passer  by. 

This  drapery  of  cottages — the  vines  that  climb,  or  creep  over 
them,  and  around  their  porches  and  windows — deserves  then 
something  more  than  a  passing  glance. 
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A  vine  fitted  by  nature  for  the  drapery  of  rural  cottages, 
should  unite  fine  foliage  with  a  good  mossy  habit  of  growth.  If 
its  flowers  are  also  beautiful  or  fragrant,  so  much  the  better. 

Popular  vines  for  a  cottage  must  be  such  as  are  perfectly 
hardy,  and  need  no  protection. 

One  of  the  best  hardy  vines  is  the  Virginia  creeper,  a  wild 
plant  which  grows  with  wonderful  luxuriance,  and  attaches  it- 
self without  any  assistance  to  wood  or  stone,  by  the  fibres  it 
throws  out  from  its  stem.  Its  leaves,  glossy  green  in  summer, 
but  turning  to  the  finest  crimson  before  they  fall  in  autumn, 
the  rapidity  of  its  growth,  will  commend  it  as  the  best  of  all 
plants,  when  the  effect  of  foliage  is  desired  in  as  short  a  time  as 
possible,  as  well  as  for  concealing  or  adding  to  the  beauty  of 
any  par£  of  a  blank  wall  of  a  cottage. 

The  Chinese  Wisteria,  now  perfectly  naturalized  in  the  Mid- 
dle States,  is  one  of  the  finest  vines  for  the  pillars  of  the  cot- 
tage porch  or  veranda.  It  will  extend  its  shoots  to  forty  or 
fifty  feet,  if  allowed,  while  it  may  be  kept  within  the  limits  of 
a  small  column  if  desired.  Its  long  pendant  clusters  of  delicate 
pearly  lilac  flowers  have  a  strikingly  elegant  appearance  when 
properly  scattered  over  the  shoots  in  May;  and  its  abundant 
light  green  foliage  has  a  pleasing  effect,  whether  for  trellis, 
wall,  or  veranda. 

Climbing  roses  are  also  great  favorites  for  pillars  and  porch 
trellises.  The  most  popular  are  the  Boursalt  and  the  double 
prairie  roses — because  they  have  fine  foliage,  grow  very  rapidly 
and  luxuriantly,  blossom  profusely,  and  are  perfectly  hardy  in 
all  parts  of  the  Union. 

Among  the  honey-suckles — the  "lush  woodbine1'  of  the  poets 
—there  are  two  admirably  adapted  for  cottage  adornment, 
namely,  the  Japan  or  evergreen  honey-suckle,  and  the  trumpet 
honey-suckle,  (both  scarlet  and  straw  color).  The  former  is 
deliciously  fragrant,  and  blooms  all  summer,  holding  its  masses 
of  rich,  dark  green  foliage  till  mid-winter;  and  the  latter, 
though  not  fragrant,  grows  in  fine  masses,  and  flowers  most 
abundantly  at  all  times. 
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The  most  fragrant  flowers  are  the  Datura  Wrightii  The 
hlossoms  are  very  large  and  pure  white. 

Nothing  conduces  to  the  adornment  of  home  more  than  the 
cultivation  of  house-plants.  Blooming  plants  in  the  windows 
render  even  the  humblest  cottage  attractive.  If  you  have  a 
bay-window  on  the  south  side  your  plants  will  be  likely  to  pros- 
per, and  we  have  known  them  to  bloom  almost  as  nicely  and 
look  as  healthy  in  an  ordinary  window,  if  situated  so  as  to  in- 
sure sufficient  sunshine.  Nothing  is  prettier  for  the  centre  of 
a  flower  stand  or  table  than  a  pot  of  calla  lilies. 

When  the  leaves  of  most  shrubs  and  trees  are  falling,  then 
blooms  in  the  wildwood  the  witch  hazel,  ripening  its  seeds  the 
following  summer.  When  the  birds  have  flown,  when  the 
woods  show  bare  and  brown,  then  the  bright  little  golden 
blossoms  cover  the  trees,  and  you  forget  that  winter  is  so  near. 

The  hazel  has  its  blossom  time,  though  often  the  November 
sun  is  shining  before  it  comes. 

"Sufflceth  me  the  gift  to  light 
With  latest  bloom  the  dark,  cold  days ; 
To  call  some  hidden  spring  to  sight 
That,  in  these  dry  and  dusty  ways, 
Shall  sing  its  pleasant  song  of  praise." 

SEA  MOSSES. 

As  I  live  in  a  sea-port  town  I  feel  that  my  book  would  not 
be  complete  without  a  few  words  on  Sea  Mosses.  The  most 
beautiful  ones  are  found  near  the  shore  of  beaches,  when  the 
tide  is  farthest  out.  The  early  part  of  September  is  a  good 
time  for  gathering  them.  Take  a  tin  pail  and  fill  with  water, 
put  the  specimens  collected  in  to  keep  them  from  drying  up, 
when  you  arrive  home,  take  a  dish  of  clear  rain  water,  and  put 
the  mosses  in  it.  Gret  a  square  piece  of  wood,  hold  it  under 
water  with  a  card  or  piece  of  bristol  board  on  top  of  it,  also  un- 
der water,  on  this  card  float  one  specimen,  and  with  a  sharp 
needle  spread  all  the  pretty  branches  out  in  shape  on  the  card,

lift  up  the  board  and  pour  off  the  water  having  a  care  not  to 
disturb  the  little  branches  you  have  picked  out.  Lay  soft 
pieces  of  linen  over  the  moss  and  put  under  pressure.  Every 
two  days  change  the  cloth  for  a  dry  piece.  About  two  weeks 
will  suffice  to  get  them  ready  for  use. 
Mount  them  in  any  shape  desired. 

LEATHER  WORK. 


Materials. — Tanned  sheep-skin  is  good  for  this  purpose  and 
may  be  bought  of  a  dealer  in  leather.  Wire  and  nippers  for 
cutting  it;  hammer,  scissors,  knife,  brad-awl;  some  sheet  glue, 
which  must  be  soaked  for  a  number  of  hours.  A  plain  piece  of 
board  is  also  needed  for  cutting  the  leather,  and  veining  leaves 
upon. 

Now  select  what  you  are  about  to  make — a  spray  of  ivy  is 
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Mat  of  Leather  Work. 

pretty.  Draw  an  outline  of  the  spray  on  paper,  and  the  vein- 
ing  of  each  leaf  as  accurately  as  possible. 

Lay  the  pattern  on  the  leather  and  cut  out  in  the  material  the 
spray  entire  length. 

Now  moisten  the  leather,  by  dipping  it  in  cold  water,  so  as  to 
make  it  soft,  easily  molded.     Mold  into  rounded  shapes  with 
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the  thumb  and  forefinger.  Have  a  plain  board  frame  on  which 
you  are  to  mount  the  ivy  spray  covered  with  sheep-skin.  Glue 
the  spray  on  to  this.     Keep  the  glue  very  hot. 

Flowers  may  also  be  made  in  leather,  and  as  practice  makes 
perfect,  new  beginners  will  soon  become  adepts. 

Berries,  fruits,  and  birds  are  all  copied  in  leather.  To  stain 
or  polish  the  leather  when  desired,  can  be  done  without  difficul- 
ty. The  material  must  first  have  two  coats  of  sizing  put  on 
with  a  thick  brush  and  allowed  to  dry,  then  the  coloring  matter, 
(oil-paint  in  tubes)  is  ( carefully  put  on  with  a  stiff  pointed 
brush  and  the  whole  finished  off  with  a  coat  of  Japan  or  copal 
varnish. 

If  you  wish  to  imitate  rose-wood,  Venetian  red,  scalded  *in 
vinegar,  to  be  applied  with  a  fine  brush.  If  black  walnut,  burnt 
umber  will  be  found  useful.  A  very  good  sizing  is  made  as  fol- 
lows :  Two  ounces  of  Australian  red  gum,  six  ounces  of  orange 
shellac,  and  half  a  pint  of  spirits  of  wine,  mixed  together;  put 
into  a  bottle,  stop  up  tightly.  Shake  the  mixture  until  all  the 
gums  are  dissolved,  then  strain  and  re-bottle. 

The  sheep-skin  is  only  adapted  for  leaves  and  simple  flowers, 
but  for  large  work  basil-skin  is  necessary. 

Light  woods  should  be  used,  beech,  etc. 

In  leather  work  do  not  crowd  too  much  together.  Beautiful 
brackets,  baskets,  etc.,  are  made  in  this  work. 

ETCHING. 

Etching  has  reached  great  perfection. 

Figures  in  etching  are  traced  on  table-cloths,  tidies,  curtains, 
etc.,  and  then  worked  with  tambour  cotton  or  silk  floss.  In  the 
illustration  you  will  see  that  this  sofa  cushion  has  a  Chinese  de- 
sign etched  on  satin,  and  then  worked  with  silk  floss  in  outline 
stitch.  Bows  of  ribbon  shade  of  satin  are  put  on  each  corner. 
Fill  the  cushion  with  curled  hair  and  line  with  fine  silesia  shade 
of  satin.     Quilled  ribbon  all  round  shade  of  bows.

BRASS  REPOUSSE  WORK. 

The  most  popular  of  all  the  new  ideas  is  brass  repousse  work, 
as  the  materials  required  are  not  very  costly,  and  the  articles 
made  are  both  useful  and  ornamental.  Up  to  the  present  date 
all  reports  of  the  exhibition  of  brass  repousse  at  bazars  testify 
to  its  meeting  with  ready  sales. 

The  term  repousse  is  applied  to  sheet  metal  in  which  orna- 
mental patterns  are  pushed  out — that  is  to  say,  raised  in  relief. 
There  is  scarcely  a  middle-class  house  in  the  present  day  which 
does  not  present  examples  of  repousse  work,  though  it  may  not 
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have  been  hand-wrought,  for  it  would  be  impossible  to  supply 
finger-plates  for  doors,  fenders,  candlesticks,  coal-scuttle,  door 
hinges,  etc.,  at  a  moderate  price,  unless  they  had  been  cast  or 
stamped. 

The  special  value  of  hand-work  over  mechanical  is  insisted 
upon  by  every  writer  upon  art.  There  can  be  no  individuality 
in  an  article  which  is  merely  one  of  several  thousands  turned 
out  exactly  similar.  But  where  the  design  is  specially  prepared, 
and  carefully  and  patiently  wrought  out  by  hand,  a  certain 
character  is  imparted  to  work,  and  in  this  lies  the  distinction 
between  art  and  manufacture. 

All  the  old  silversmiths'  work  was  hand-wrought,  and  there 
are  no  better  examples  for  students  than  old  sugar-basins,  or 
drinking-cups,  the  patterns  of  which  are  raised  and  stand  high- 
er than  the  ground.  Examining  a  specimen  of  this  kind,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  ornament  is  divided  into  pattern  and 
grounding,  and  that  the  former  is  high  and  the  latter  low.  The 
first  idea  that  presents  itself  naturally  is  to  look  at  the  wrong 
side  and  wonder  how  the  pattern  was  so  evenly  pressed  out.  A 
little  experience  teaches  that  the  raised  part  was  very  little,  if 
at  all,  pushed  out,  but  that  the  work  was  done  on  the  right  side, 
and  the  effect  produced  by  driving  the  ground  in,  so  as  to  leave 
the  pattern  in  relief. 

The  first  tools  requisite — enough  for  first  lessons — are  very 
cheap;  when  proficiency  has  been  attained  to,  regular  profes- 
sional implements  must  be  had,  and  by  that  time  the  worker 
has  gained  a  very  fair  practical  knowledge  of  the  number  he  will 
require  to  execute  a  real  finished  article  in  brass  repousse  work. 

Though  at  first  commencement  visions  of  braziers,  cups,  jugs, 
trays,  candlesticks,  and  such  pretty  things,  float  before  the 
mind's  eye,  they  must  be  sternly  discarded. 

First  attempts  must  be  made  upon  a  piece  of  rolled  brass,  as 
it  is  called — a  thin  plate  of  unpolished  brass;  about  sixpence 
worth  will  serve  for  the  early  experiments.  The  brass  is  made 
in  various  widths  and  thicknesses,  the  higher  the  numbers  the 
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thicker  the  metal.  When  the  highest  numbers  are  reached 
sheet  brass  comes  in,  but  though  the  latter  is  good  for  manufac- 
turing articles,  the  former  is  better  for  learning  chasing  upon. 
No.  3  of  rolled  brass  is  good  for  learning  upon. 

As  the  metal  is  thin,  the  edges  are  apt  to  curl  up  during  the 
progress  of  the  work,  which  makes  the  chasing  uneven,  and  it 
is  also  very  unpleasant  to  the  hand.  Leaden  blocks  are  highly 
recommended  for  placing  the  brass  upon,  enough  of  the  sheet 
being  left  at  the  margin  of  the  pattern  to  bend  down  over  the 
edge  all  round.  But  everyone  has  not  at  hand  the  precise  leaden 
block  demanded  for  the  occasion,  while  few  houses  are  without 
an  ordinary  drawing-board.  Lay  the  brass  on  the  board  and 
fasten  it  all  round  the  edge  with  carpet  nails  run  into  the  wood, 
the  broad  heads  resting  on  the  metal.  Simpler  still  is  to  drill 
little  holes  in  the  brass,  and  nail  it  down  on  the  board. 

Sketch  a  pattern  upon  the  metal;  lead  pencil  will  show  very 
well,  but  if  it  is  to  be  much  rubbed  ink  is  desirable;  or  a  pat- 
tern may  be  transferred  as  on  cloth  or  satin  for  embroidery. 

Let  the  first  design  be  simple:  one  or  two  leaves,  a  scroll  de- 
sign, a  Maltese  cross,  even  a  little  row  of  circles  will  answer  for 
a  beginner.  Only  let  the  pattern  be  distinct,  no  confusion  be- 
tween the  motive  and  the  background. 

A  French  nail,  the  very  sharp  point  of  which  has  been  ground 
away,  will  answer  as  a  first  tool.  Afterward  punches,  such  as 
are  used  by  metal-workers,  can  be  purchased.  A  small  hammer 
— one  from  a  child's  tool-box  will  answer  at  first — but  like  the 
punches,  a  metal-worker's  round-headed  hammer  can  come  in 
later  on. 

Take  the  nail  in  the  left  hand,  the  hammer  in  the  right,  and 
strike  very  gently,  just  enough  to  mark  a  little  dot  upon  the 
brass.  Practice  a  light  stroke,  and  making  a  succession  of  even 
dots  in  a  corner  of  the  brass  before  attacking  the  design.  Care- 
fully outline  the  pattern  with  a  series  of  little  dots,  very  faint  at 
first,  but  going  over  them  afterward  to  deepen  the  outline. 
Continue  the  dots  upon  the  groundwork,  covering  it  closely  all 
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over,  and  it  is  a  gentle  surprise  to  the  amateur  to  see  how  his 
central  pattern  begins  to  stand  out.  The  greatest  care  is  re- 
quired to  strike  lightly,  for  one  sharp  blow  will  send  the  nail 
through  the  metal  and  make  an  uneven  hole. 

In  order  to  raise  the  pattern  as  high  as  possible,  or  as  is  de- 
sirable, the  ground  can  be  lowered,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by 
going  over  and  over  the  same  work.  To  begin  to  hammer  in 
deep  hollows  and  furrows  one  side  of  the  pattern  while  there  is 
no  indentation  on  the  other,  bends  the  lines  into  awkward 
shapes,  inclining  to  one  side  or  the  other.  Repousse  work  re- 
sembles a  water-color  drawing  in  its  early  stages,  looking  flat 
and  ineffective,  and  it  must  be  brought  to  finish  much  in  the 
same  way,  working  up  the  whole  picture. 

Keeping  the  work  even  is  one  of  the  great  difficulties  which 
can  only  be  overcome  by  practice.  No  matter  how  firmly  the 
metal  is  fastened  down  upon  the  board,  it  begins  to  curl  and 
warp.  If  the  piece  purchased  be  a  long  strip,  the  courteous 
salesman,  especially  if  the  customer  be  a  lady,  insists  on  rolling 
it  up  into  a  tidy  little  parcel  for  her.  This  is  not  to  be  toler- 
ated, for  the  parcel  seems  so  sturdy  that  it  is  allowed  to  be 
knocked  about,  so  that  when  it  is  opened  and  unrolled  the  metal 
is  sure  to  be  in  waved  divisions  which  torture  the  worker  to 
obliterate. 

The  punch  which  the  ambitious  worker  will  soon  subititute 
for  the  French  nail  can  be  had  in  many  sizes  and  patterns.  It 
is  like  a  small  chisel,  but  it  terminates  in  a  circle,  cross,  crescent, 
trefoil,  or  some  small  pattern  to  vary  the  groundwork  and  in- 
troduce something  better  than  the  dots.  As  the  worker  be- 
comes skillful,  and  he  tries  to  copy  existing  examples  of 
repousse,  he  will  find  himself  looking  out  for  new  punches;  but 
as  they  are  not  easily  obtained  in  general  shops,  and  the  co  t  is 
about  sixpence  to  a  shilling  each,  it  is  better  for  the  worker  to 
depend  more  upon  his  own  skill  than  upon  a  great  variety  of 
tools.     Those,  however,  which  are  nearly  indispensable  are: 

First,  a  tracer.     This  is  like  a  narrow,  sharp  chisel.     The 
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short,  sharp  lines  which  are  used  to  mark  the  pattern  must  be 
joined  so  securely  as  not  to  show  that  they  are  joined.  The  de- 
sign in  order  to  look  graceful  or  flowing,  must  be  carefully  out- 
lined, not  to  show  the  short  strokes.  There  are  curved  as  well 
as  straight  tracers,  but  a  skillful  worker  can  make  the  straight 
tracer  answer  by  holding  it  in  a  slanting  position,  so  that  only 
one  end  of  it  touches  the  brass. 

Second,  the  punches  known  to  the  trade  as  mats  for  doing 
the  groundwork;  one  or  two  of  these  can  be  made  to  produce 
great  variety  in  the  low  parts. 

Third,  a  chaser's  hammer,  which  has  a  round  head,  as  it  is 
sometimes  desirable  to  turn  the  wrong  side  of  work,  and  gently 
beat  the  pattern  at  its  highest  part. 

Fourth,  a  flattener,  in  case  the  work  becomes  bumpy,  or  un- 
even. It  is  not  unlike  a  chisel,  but  has  a  broad,  flat,  steel  face, 
about  a  quarter  of  an  inch  square,  and  it  is  used  like  the  mat, 
with  the  hammer,  but  very  carefully,  not  to  spoil  the  pattern. 

Fifth,  a  pair  of  shears  to  trim  and  cut  the  rolled  brass  into 
the  shape  desired. 

After  all  the  work  has  been  done  with  tracer,  mats,  flatteners, 
etc.,  the  brass  is  still  very  far  from  looking  brilliant  or  beauti- 
ful like  the  shop  work.  In  fact,  its  surface  is  rather  disappoint- 
ing until  it  is  polished,  and  this  process  also  requires  care,  not 
to  depress  the  raised  pattern. 

A  first  polish  may  be  given  with  vinegar  and  salt,  but  when 
the  metal  has  been  dried  after  this  application,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived that  something  finer  is  required.  Fine  emery  and  oil 
will  do  much  to  brighten  the  surface,  and  as  a  last  polish  rotten 
stone  and  oil  will  give  a  good  color.  For  this  last  it  is  well  to 
make  a  soft  pad  by  tying  one  or  two  ply  of  chamois  or  buff 
leather  round  the  end  of  a  stick,  and  rubbing  the  oil  and  rotten- 
stone,  polishing  with  a  dry  leather. 

There  are  other  modes  of  polishing  brass,  using  strong  acids, 
and  heating  the  metal  at  different  stages,  but  these  are  all  un- 
suited  to  amateurs,  and  more  or  less  dangerous  to  attempt  in  a 
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private  house  which  has  not  the  proper  furnaces.  Rolled  brass 
and  sheet  brass  can  both  be  cleaned  before  working  upon,  so  as 
to  leave  as  little  as  possible  to  be  done  when  the  chasing  is 
finished. 

Though  the  instructions  given  are  for  working  upon  a  flat 
surface,  they  apply  equally  to  cups,  bowls,  jugs,  and  articles  al- 
ready made,  but  these  will  not  be  attempted  just  at  first. 

To  make  a  small  card  tray,  fasten  upon  a  block  a  brass  cir- 
cular plate,  large  enough  for  a  center  and  border.  Hammer  out 
the  pattern,  as  directed.  Take  the  brass  off  the  board,  turn  up 
the  edge  and  flute  it  with  a  pair  of  pliers. 

Finger-plates  for  doors  require  to  have  a  very  firm  edge, 
which  is  beyond  the  ordinary  amateur  to  execute.  It  is  there- 
fore necessary  to  send  the  plates  to  a  professional  to  be  mount- 
ed. Panels  and  bellows-sides  are  wrought  flat,  and  trimmed 
round  with  shears  when  finished. 

To  shape  a  basin  is  difficult,  but  by  no  means  impossible.  A 
wooden  basin  is  required  as  model,  or  a  hole  in  a  board  the  cor- 
rect size.  The  brass  is  laid  inside  the  mold  and  very  gently 
hammered,  in  fact,  so  gradually  must  it  be  done  that  the  prog- 
ress of  the  work  is  almost  imperceptible. 

Round  brass  plates,  neatly  embossed,  make  handsome  reflect- 
ors to  hang  upon  a  wall  behind  a  gas-bracket.  A  cheap  brass 
bracket,  with  the  addition  of  a  home-made  brass  reflector? 
brightens  up  a  small  room  surprisingly. 

Door  panels  are  more  advanced  pieces  of  work,  because  of 
their  size,  and  the  importance  of  having  a  good  design.  Pome- 
granates and  leaves,  or  grapes  and  vine  leaves,  are  suitable  and 
effective.  The  panel  is  first  prepared  on  the  board,  and  then 
fastened  to  the  door  with  brass  screws  or  nails.  It  is  a  mistake 
to  try  to  disguise  the  existence  of  these  nails,  so  it  is  recom- 
mended to  face  the  difficulty  boldly,  and  by  choosing  round- 
headed,  handsome  nails,  to  make  them  a  feature  of  the  general 
design. 

Brass  clamps  and  lock-plates  are  possible  of  execution;  but  the 
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finish  of  the  edges  rather  embarrasses  an  amateur.  Much 
thicker  brass  is  required  for  these  than  for  door  plates,  and  a 
chisel  must  be  substituted  for  the  shears  to  cut  the  edges. — 
Sylvia's  Home  Journal. 

GENTLEMAN'S   TRAVELING-CAP. 

Materials  Required — Three  ounces 
black  and  two  ounces  scarlet  Berlin 
wool;  knitting-pins  No.  12,  and  a 
tricot  hook. 

This  cap  will  be  found  to  be  an  ac- 
ceptable present  to  gentlemen  travel- 
ing during  the  cold  weather.  It  may 
be  either  worn  with  the  border  drawn  down  over  the  ears,  or 
with  the  border  rolled  up.  Commence  at  the  border  in  knit- 
ting, cast  on  with  scarlet  wool  on  one  pin  about  150  stitches, 
according  to  size  of  head;  work  twenty-six  rows  in  patent  knit- 
ting, that  is,  make  one,  slip  one,  knit  two  together.  Repeat. 
Cast  off. 

For  the  tricot  band  shown  in  illustration,  work  up  the  cast 
off  stitches,  and  work  off  in  ordinary  tricot  with  black  wool. 
Use  a  small  hook. 

2d  Row — Work  up  the  first  loop,  then  take  scarlet  wool,  * 
draw  through  the  next  horizontal  loop,  work  three  chain,  draw 
through  the  next  loop  with  black  wool,  then  through  the  last 
black  and  scarlet  loops  together,  keep  the  scarlet  wool  at  the 
back  of  the  work,  draw  up  the  next  loop  with  black,  and  repeat 
from  *  to  the  end  of  the  row,  work  the  loops  off  with  black 
wool  as  in  ordinary  tricot,  repeat  this  forward  and  backward 
row  seven  times  more.  Join  the  border  at  the  back  with  a 
needle  and  wool.  Take  up  the  stitches  of  the  border  on  three 
knitting-pins,  work  with  scarlet  wool. 

1st  Row — Knit  one,  make  one,  slip  one.     Repeat. 
2d  Row — Knit  one,  knit  two  together.     Repeat. 
3d  Row — Like  1st  row.     4th  Row — Like  2d  row. 
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Cast  off  fifty  stitches  on  one  pin  to  form  the  opening  at  the 
front  of  cap.  On  the  other  two  pins  knit  backwards  and  for- 
wards in  patent  knitting  for  thirty-two  rows.  Now  on  a  third 
pin  cast  on  the  same  number  of  stitches  as  you  cast  off  to  form 
the  loop  of  the  opening;  continue  to  knit  round  like  the  two 
first  rows  with  black  wool  for  one  hundred  rounds,  decrease  by 
knitting  the  two  first  stitches  together  of  each  pin  for  three 
rounds,  then  cast  off  the  stitches,  and  sew  up  on  the  wrong 
side.  Finish  the  top  of  the  cap  with  a  tassel  of  the  scarlet 
wool. 

THE  ART  OF  MAKING  WAX  FLOWERS. 

To  understand  properly  the  making  of  models  of  flowers 
from  wax,  we  must  first  allude  to  the  materials  employed,  then 
to  the  procuring  of  proper  shapes  or  patterns,  afterwards  to  the 
fashioning  of  these  materials,  cut  to  the  required  patterns  into 
the  objects  to  be  imitated,  and  finally,  the  natural  arrangement 
and  finishing  of  each  part,  the  decorating  it  with  artificial 
leaves,  tendrils,  etc.;  and  the  grouping  of  the  whole  together 
into  an  harmonious  contrast. 

Aeticles  and  Materials  Required — The  materials  of 
which  imitative  flowers  are  made,  are  sheets  of  wax  of  many 
different  colors,  to  form  the  petals,  leaves,  etc.;  and  wire  of 
different  thicknesses  covered  with  green  silk.  The  articles  used 
to  fashion  and  color  the  flowers  are  curling  pins,  various  dry 
and  water  colors,  ox  gall;  tinting  brushes,  camel's-hair  pencils, 
a  pair  of  scissors  to  cut  the  wax,  shapes  of  tin,  card,  or  stiff 
paper,  varnish  for  certain  flowers,  white  and  green  down  for 
dusting  over  such  as  appear  mealy.  If  the  waxen  sheets  are 
made  at  home,  other  trifling  articles  are  necessary;  this  is  al- 
ways advisable  with  those  who  consume  much  wax,  because  the 
home-made  sheets  do  not  cost  a  quarter  as  much  as  hose 
bought,  and  also  because  the  person  making  these  things  her- 
self, is  able  to  procure,  with  accuracy,  every  tint  required,  and 
to  make  her  wax  of  every  size  and  thickness;  indeed  we  never 
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knew  an  artist  who  could  imitate  successfully  even  the  general- 
ity of  flowers,  much  less  the  extraordinary  ones,  as  the  Stapelias, 
the  Orchideous  plants,  etc.,  who  did  not  make  for  herself  all  the 
wax  required.  It  is  right  then  first  to  describe  fully  this  pro- 
cess. 

Making  Sheets  of  Wax. — Have  ready  at  the  commencement 
of  the  operation  about  two  pounds  of  white  wax,  one  long 
mould  candle  (four  to  the  pound),  or  else  a  quarter  of  a  pound 
of  pure  tallow — the  following  colors,  ground  in  oil,  or  else  in  a 
dry  state,  chrome  yellow,  light  and  dark,  Prussian  blue,  cobalt 
or  French  ultramarine  (the  former  is  the  best),  carmine  and 
Chinese  or  permanent  white;  these  will  make  every  tint  re- 
quired. You  will  want  also  a  small  saucepan  with  a  lip,  or 
what  is  better,  two  saucepans,  one  to  go  readily  into  the  other, 
in  the  manner  of  a  glue-pot;  a  clean  glue-pot  is  itself  much  to 
be  preferred.  The  object  of  this  double  vessel  is,  that  the  outer 
one  should  have  water  put  in  it,  while  the  inner  vessel  holds 
the  wax,  thus  the  latter  being  melted  by  the  heat  of  boiling 
water  only,  never  burns,  boils  over,  or  gets  discolored.  If  a 
single  vessel  be  used,  it  should  not  be  placed  on  the  fire,  but 
only  on  the  hob;  in  all  cases  there  should  be  a  cover  over  it.  The 
next  thing  wanted  is  a  square  tin  mould,  made  one  inch  deep, 
two  and  a  half  inches  wide,  and  five  or  six  long,  made  in  the 
manner  of  a  cake  tin,  with  a  wire  around  the  top.  This  is  all 
that  is  required  for  casting  the  wax  first  into  blocks.  You  had 
first  better  make  some  white,  because  that  color  is  more  used 
than  any  other,  and  the  scraps  left  will  cast  again  for  other 
colors;  it  will  take  half  a  pound  of  wax  to  fill  the  above  sized 
mould,  and  the  block  thus  made  will  cut  up  into  five  or  six 
dozen  sheets  or  more. 

White. — Cast  some  transparent,  and  others  a  little  opaque; 
the  former  will  be  made  by  putting  half  a  pound  of  wax  and 
one  ounce  of  tallow  in  summer,  and  two  ounces  of  tallow  in 
winter,  together  with  half  a  teaspoonful  of  salad  oil  in  winter, 
into  the  saucepan;  then,  when  melted,  stirring  it  up  well  with  a 
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bone  spoon,  or  a  piece  of  wood,  and  pouring  it  into  the  mould. 
When  hard,  dip  the  mould  into  hot  water  for  a  moment,  which 
will  melt  the  sides  of  the  lump,  so  as  to  allow  it  to  be  separated 
from  the  tin  it  is  then  ready  for  cutting  into  sheets.  If  it  is 
to  be  an  opaque  white,  stir  up  with  the  wax,  when  melted, 
more  or  less  of  the  permanent  or  Chinese  white;  pour  it,  when 
of  a  uniform  color.  A  very  little  white  will  suffice,  as  it  must 
never  be  much  colored.  Another  receipt  for  white  wax  is  one 
pound  of  wax  and  one  ounce  of  Canada  balsam;  for  colored 
wax  one  ounce  of  spirits  of  turpentine  may  be  used  instead  of 
Canada  balsam. 

Yellow. — Mix  with  the  transparent  wax  and  tallow  more  or 
less  chrome  yellow,  either  light  or  dark,  according  to  the  tint 
required.  There  are  generally  four  yellows  made,  primrose  col- 
or, light  yellow,  fit  for  certain  carnations,  roses,  tulips,  etc., 
dark  yellow  as  for  the  jonquil  and  orange. 

Pinks  and  Reds. — Color  with  different  quantities  of  carmine. 
I  may  be  made  of  four  shades,  which  we  may  call  for  their 
depth  of  color,  1,  2,  3,  4.  The  first  being  excessively  pale,  fit 
for  the  blush  rose;  the  two  next,  ordinary  rose  colors;  and  the 
darkest,  which  is  a  deep  red,  like  the  damask  rose,  various  red 
hyacinths,  etc. 

Blues. — There  are  but  two  colors  of  blue  wax  usually  made, 
one  by  a  light  blue,  colored  with  cobalt,  the  other  a  full  tint, 
formed  of  Prussian  blue  and  wax.  The  first  is  for  light-colored 
blue  hyacinths,  the  other  for  dark  hyacinths  and  some  of  the 
companulas. 

Greens. — There  will  be  required  six  or  seven  different  tints  of 
green,  from  the  light  grass-green  of  the  primrose  leaf,  to  the 
deep  green  of  the  camelia;  they  are  all  colored  by  the  different 
admixtures  of  light  chrome  yellow  and  Prussian  blue. 

There  are  numerous  other  colors  required,  out  they  are  pro- 
duced by  coloring  the  white  wax  by  means  afterwards  described. 
This  is  chiefly  because  most  flowers  which  are  colored  are  not 
alike  on  both  sides,  and  are  generally  quite  white  towards  the 
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centre  of  the  flower,  and  to  use  a  colored  wax  for  such  a  purpose 
would  be  to  give  a  muddiness,  that  would  entirely  spoil  the 
effect  of  the  tint.  Waxen  sheets  made  in  the  above  manner 
will  not  be  either  brittle  in  cold  weather,  nor  too  yielding  in 
hot,  nor  are  they  much  altered  by  time. 

To  save  expense,  it  is  always  advisable  to  cut  into  sheets  the 
blocks  first  made  of  white  and  other  light  color,  before  any 
darker  colors  are  made,  because  the  scraps  and  spoiled  sheets 
may  then  be  melted  up  again  for  the  darker  tints;  for  example, 
scraps  of  primrose  wax  will  melt  for  a  yellow  or  green,  pink  for 
a  red,  yellow  for  an  orange,  a  light  green  to  a  darker  tint,  and 
so  on.  Also,  in  the  after  modelling  of  the  flowers,  the  scraps 
are  all  valuable.  If  wax  is  frequently  melted  it  will  require  a 
little  spirits  of  turpentine  added  to  it. 

We  must  now  return  to  the  white  block  cast,  and  show  how 
it  is  to  be  cut  into  sheets.  First,  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  stop 
to  fasten  to  the  table  the  lump  of  wax;  a  piece  of  wood,  three 
inches  wide,  and  of  which  the  following  is  a  section,  is  well 
adapted  for  the  purpose. 

A,  is  the  block  of  wax;  B,  th£ 
machine;  the  part  CE  rests  on  the 
table,  to  which  it  is  held  safely  by 
the  screw  D ;  at  C  is  a  crosspiece  of 
wood,  which  prevents  the  block  of 
wax,  represented  as  shaded  in  the  cut,  from  slipping  off.  You 
must  now  get  a  carpenter's  shave,  called  a  spokeshave  (and 
those  are  of  the  best  shape  which  are  used  by  coopers).  The 
wooden  part  which  slides  over  the  block  of  wax  should  be  flat, 
and  it  should  have  rather  a  wide  mouth  or  orifice  where  the 
iron  passes.  Grease  well  the  iron  and  wooden  under-face  of  the 
shave,  and  then  force  it  along  the  wax,  so  as  to  cut  off  a  thin 
slice,  to  make  the  surface  even.  This  first  slice  will  not  be  fit 
for  use,  nor  yet  perhaps  the  second  or  third.  Soon,  proceeding 
in  the  same  manner,  and  keeping  the  tool  well  greased,  slices  of 
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sheets  will  be  cut  off  of  equal  and  proper  thickness  Such  as 
are  good  must  be  kept  for  use,  the  rest  re-melted. 

A  second  method  of  cutting  up  the  block,  is  to  hold  it  in  the 
hand,  and  force  it  along  the  greased  surface  of  a  larger  wide- 
mouthed  carpenter's  plane. 

A  third  method,  which  may  be  pursued  by  everybody  with- 
out expense,  is  to  have  a  number  of  pieces  of  writing  paper,  cut 
rather  smaller  than  the  mould  in  which  the  wax  has  been  cast. 
Take  the  block  of  wax  out  of  the  mould,  and  put  into  the  mould 
so  much  paper  as  will  just  raise  the  block  above  the  wired  edge 
of  the  tin  mould.  Then  fastening  the  mould,  wax  and  all, 
firmly  to  a  table,  either  by  resting  it  on  the  stay  before  men- 
tioned, or  otherwise,  as  convenient;  cut  the  top  off  even  by  a 
thin  bladed  dinner  knife,  taking  care  to  run  the  knife  steadily 
along  the  edge  of  the  mould.  Now  take  out  the  block,  and  put 
in  a  piece  of  paper  to  raise  it  up;  put  it  in  again,  and  you  can 
cut  off  a  sheet  equal  in  thickness  to  the  paper:  the  same  opera- 
tion repeated  will  give  another  slice,  and  so  on  raising  up  the 
block  by  a  piece  of  paper  each  time  after  a  piece  has  been  cut 
off.  The  only  inconvenience  here  is  the  removal  of  the  block 
of  wax  each  time  from  the  casting  mould;  to  prevent  this,  the 
stay  which  fixes  to  the  table  may  have  sides  to  it,  when  it  is 
proposed  to  cut  the  wax  by  a  knife,  and  it  having  no  stop  at 
one  end  of  it,  it  can  be  taken  out,  and  a  piece  of  paper  put  be- 
neath it  with  little  trouble.  If  it  be  required  to  have  long 
leaves,  like  those  of  a  hyacinth,  the  mould  to  cast  the  wax  in 
should  be  seven  inches  long,  and  one  inch  wide. 

Colors  Required. — The  ordinary  colors  used  in  painting 
flowers  on  paper,  will  also  be  required,  in  imitating  them  in 
wax.  The  colors  should  all  be  transparent  and  bright;  browns, 
blacks,  and  other  dark  colors  are  rarely  ever  wanted;  for  black 
we  recollect  only  two  uses,  that  of  painting  the  anthers  of  the 
garden  tulip,  and  to  mix  with  carmine  for  the  very  dark  rose, 
but  even  in  this  last  case  it  is  not  necessary.  The  most  useful 
colors  are,  two  shades  of  chrome  yellow,  smalt  (powder  blue) 
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and  Prussian  blue,  carmine,  in  powder,  to  color  the  wax,  and 
afterwards,  where  necessary,  to  give  a  uniform  tint  to  the 
petals.  The  following  in  cakes,  to  be  rubbed  in  the  ordinary 
way  of  water  colors,  but  with  a  little  colorless  ox  gall,  to  make 
the  colors  lay  upon  the  greasy  surface  of  the  wax:  cobalt,  car- 
mine, chrome,  burnt  sienna,  sap  green,  Prussian  blue,  etc. 
These  are  to  be  laid  on  with  the  ordinary  earner s-hair  pencils, 
and  are  adapted  to  make  the  ornamental  marking  of  the  flowers, 
such  as  the  streaks  of  the  tulip  and  carnation. 

White  and  Green  Down. — Some  leaves  and  stalks  have  a 
certain  degree  of  mealiness  or  hairiness  about  them,  which  it  is 
desirable  to  imitate.  For  this  purpose,  sometimes  a  white,  and 
at  others  a  greenish- white  powder  is  used:  any  of  those  recom- 
mended for  waxen  fruit  may  be  employed.  Green  flock  is  to  be 
used  for  the  hairiness  of  stems,  and  the  mealiness  or  glaucous 
white  color  of  the  leaves  of  the  carnation,  pink,  etc.,  may  be 
made  of  hair  powder,  mixed  with  a  little  Brunswick  or  other 
green  in  a  state  of  powder,  they  being  rubbed  together  through 
a  lawn  or  muslin  sieve,  to  incorporate  them  well,  and  thus  to 
make  the  color  uniform. 

Curling  Pins. — These  are  for  curling  the  wax  into  various 
shapes,  such  as  cups,  folds,  ribs,  etc.  The  following  forms  and 
sizes  (Nos.  1,  2,  3)  are  all  that  are  required.  Nos.  5  and  6  are 
convenient  for  bell-shaped  flowers,  and  for  convolvuluses,  but 
are  not  indispensable.  Nos.  1  and  3  may  be  steel  wires,  four  or 
five  inches  long,  with  a  smooth  ball  of  glass  at  the  end  of  each. 
Nos.  2,  4,  and  5  may  be  of  ivory,  bone,  wood,  or  metal;  any 
others  may  be  made  of  wood,  cut  with  a  knife,  to  fit  particular 
trumpet-shaped  and  other  flowers. 

Brushes. — The  tinting  brush  is  for  dry  colors;  the  sizes  and 
shapes  are  as  follows:  Their  use  is  to  brush  over  the  various 
shades  of  wax  a  different  tint,  where  required;  for  example — 
the  Eutoca  Yiscida  is  a  flower  of  a  beautiful  blue  color,  but  its 
centre  is  white,  and  the  petals  are  lighter  on  their  under  side, 
therefore  it  must  be  made  of  white  wax,  and  the  blue  color  put 
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on  before  the  petals  are  united  together,  by  means  of  one  of 
these  brushes  and  cobalt  or  ultramarine  blue  in  powder.  The 
cut  shows  the  point  of  two  different  sized  brushes. 

Patterns  and  Shapes. — This  is  a  very  important  matter,  but 
presents  no  difficulty.  The  best  of  all  patterns  is  the  flower  it- 
self. Procure,  if  you  can,  two  flowers  like  each  other;  one  you 
are  to  keep  as  a  guide  in  making  up ;  the  second  you  may  pull 
to  pieces,  which  will  enable  you  to  count  the  number  of  the 
petals,  to  see  their  exact  form,  color,  size,  and  shape.  Take 
then  one  of  each  of  the  various  parts,  lay  it  upon  a  piece  of 
white  paper,  and  mark  carefully  round  it  with  a  pencil ;  so  also 
of  all  the  other  parts.  These  are  the  guides,  and  in  order  that 
they  may  be  available  another  time  you  should  write  upon  each 
the  number  required  of  them.  The  wax  of  proper  color  must 
then  be  selected,  cut,  colored,  and  moulded  according  to  these 
patterns.  When  flowers  are  readily  to  be  procured,  a  selection 
should  be  made,  and  the  patterns  preserved  for  after  use.     Next 
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to  real  flowers,  the  paintings  of  them  of  a  natural  size  are  of 
value,  as  it  is  easy  with  a  piece  of  tracing  paper  to  take  off  any 
shape  required,  and  afterwards  to  cut  out  a  paper  model  accor- 
ding to  its  outline.  Having  mentioned  a  paper  model,  it  may 
be  stated  that,  for  making  one  flower  only,  a  paper  or  card  shape 
will  do  very  well,  but  if  a  number  are  to  be  made,  it  is  better  to 
use  thin  tin.  That  called  tag  plate,  and  which  is  used  for  the 
tags  of  laces,  is  the  thinnest,  and  will  cut  very  readily  with 
scissors.  At  many  places  are  sold  pieces  of  tin  for  the  purpose, 
but  besides  being  very  expensive,  they  are  by  no  means  correct, 
and  imply  that  every  individual  leaf,  bud,  or  floret,  made  by 
them,  must  be  exactly  a  counterpart  to  all  the  others;  thus  a 
bunch  of  flowers,  all  exactly  alike,  as  the  may  or  white  thorn, 
the  forget-me-not,  the  lilac,  etc.,  would  look  extremely  formal, 
however  well  they  were  arranged,  though  it  is  to  be  admitted 
that  these  tin  shapes  very  much  diminish  the  labor  of  making 
such  flowers  as  we  have  named,  but  to  use  them  for  dahlias, 
roses,  etc.,  is  unnecessary  and  unadvisable.  The  following  shows 
these  tin  shapes  for  four  flowers;  1  and  2,  the  forget-me-not — 
3,  the  "veronica — 4,  the  lilac — 5,  various  shapes  of  the  dahlia, 
one  within  the  other,  forming  a  series  of  six  sizes — 6,  shapes  of 
the  primrose  petal — 7,  of  the  quilled  China  aster,  or  made  a  lit- 
tle larger  of  the  chrysanthemum.

A  circumstance  here  forces  itself  upon  the  attention,  that  al- 
though the  petal  curves  down  to  a  point,  where  it  is  united  to 
the  rest  of  the  flowers,  yet,  when  cutting  out  the  shape,  and 
afterwards  the  wax,  this  part  is  to  be  made  wider  than  is  natur- 
al, in  order  that  it  may  adhere  the  stronger  to  the  rest,  and  not 
be  so  liable  to  bend  or  snap  afterwards;  for  all  waxen  flowers 
are  apt  to  get  a  little  brittle  -by  time,  particularly  those  that  are 
made  with  wax  into  which  Canada  balsam  has  been  melted,  as  it 
is  by  some  of  the  makers,  greatly  to  its  injury. 

Stamens  and  Pointal. — The  thread-like  parts  within  flowers 
are  made  with  white,  yellow,  or  green  cotton,  made  stiff  first 
with  starch,  and  then  dipped  in  melted  wax;  this  may  be  cut 
into  lengths  as  required;  bristles  dyed  of  these  colors  are  also 
useful;  wax  itself,  cut  into  slips,  will  often  be  better  than  any- 
thing else.  The  seeds,  as  they  are  called,  sold  at  the  artificial 
flower-maker's,  are  vile  substitutes. 

To  make  Waxen  Leaves. — This  is  a  method  very  different 
from  making  the  petals  of  the  flowers,  although  very  often  the 
petals,  if  made  thus,  would  be  very  greatly  improved.  The 
waxen  leaves  are  made  partly  by  moulding,  and  partly  by  cut- 
ting, but,  as  they  are  made  of  sheets  of  wax  previously  pre- 
pared, the  method  of  making  them  properly  belongs  to  this  de- 
partment of  the  subject.  First,  take  the  natural  leaf,  and  make 
a  pattern  of  it  in  tin  or  card,  with  all  its  irregularities  of  out- 
line, place  it  upon  wet  sand,  and  pour  plaster  of  Paris  over  it  to 
the  thickness  of  half  an  inch.  When  set,  trim  it  round;  turn 
it  over,  and  cast  in  like  manner  the  other  side,  but  without  dis- 
turbing the  leaf  itself.  Separate  the  parts  when  the  last  plaster 
is  set,  take  out  the  leaf,  and  you  will  have  two  moulds  of  it, 
which  are  ready  for  use  immediately,  and  will,  if  carefully  used, 
last  for  a  long  time.  To  make  the  leaves  themselves  of  wax, 
take  a  sheet  of  the  latter,  cut  it  by  the  tin  pattern  into  proper 
size,  soak  the  mould  into  water  just  warm,  and  while  thus  wet 
and  warm  squeeze  the  waxen  shape  between  the  two  half 
moulds;  they  will  impress  upon  it  all  the  various  veins  and  ir- 
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regularities  of  the  real  leaf.  The  most  usual  leaves  made  are 
those  of  the  hyacinth,  the  camelia,  rose,  orange,  geranium,  con- 
volvulus, passion-flower,  hop,  laburnum,  primrose,  violet;  and 
water-lily.  Some  flowers  never  have  leaves  attached  to  them,  as 
the  dahlia,  anemone,  ranunculus,  poppy,  etc.  The  leaves  in 
these  examples  are  much  divided,  and  would  be  very  difficult  to 
imitate,  nor  are  they  necessary,  as  they  are  never  found  in  nose- 
gays containing  these  flowers. 

To  make  Succulent  Stems,  Buds,  etc. — Many  objects,  which 
may  be  considered  as  accessories  to  flowers,  require  to  be  cast 
exactly  in  the  manner  already  described  under  waxen  fruit. 
There  are  various  succulent  stems,  as  those  of  the  cactus,  stape- 
lia,  aloe,  etc.,  the  buds  of  the  larger  fuchsias,  berries  of  coffee, 
very  small  oranges,  buds  of  the  dahlia,  hips  of  the  rose-tree,  etc., 
etc.,  yet  casting  is  to  be  avoided  as  much  as  possible,  on  account 
of  the  trouble  of  it,  and  the  too  great  uniformity  of  the  produce; 
generally  the  buds  of  flowers  may  be  modelled  very  well  by  the 
hand,  without  having  recourse  to  the  inconveniences  of  casting, 
the  latter  process  being  chiefly  of  use  to  those  who  make  the 
commoner  kind  of  waxen  flowers  for  sale. 

MODELLING   SIMPLE   FLOWEES. 

It  is  always  advisable  for  the  learner  to  commence  with  what 
is  simple  and  easy,  and  to  proceed  thence  to  the  more  difficult 
flowers.  Now  there  is  a  great  trouble  in  producing  a  fac-simile 
of  personate  flowers  like  the  fox-glove,  and  all  those  flowers 
which  are  bell  or  trumpet- shaped,  as  the  bluebell,  the  convol- 
vulus, tobacco,  the  marvel  of  Peru,  and  others;  still  greater 
difficulty  would  be  found  with  many  of  the  orchideous  plants, 
the  calceolaria,  etc.,  while  others  are  so  remarkably  easy  that 
even  a  first  attempt  generally  succeeds  in  producing  a  good  imi- 
tation; such,  for  example,  are  the  primrose,  the  heart's-ease,  the 
laburnum,  the  pink,  etc.  We  shall  describe  many  of  these 
beautiful  objects  in  detail,  only  observing  that  with  all  flowers 
it  is  advisable  first  to  cut  out  and  arrange  all  the  pieces  re- 
quired, then  to  color  them  properly,  afterwards  to  attach  the 
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parts  to  each  other,  and  finally  to  put  on  such  extra  touches  of 
colors,  down,  varnish,  etc.,  as  they  seem  to  require. 

A  little  knowledge  of  botany  will  greatly  assist,  because  it 
teaches  the  character  of  the  flower  in  its  singular  natural  state, 
showing  the  number  of  its  leaves,  or  more  properly  petals,  and 
the  number  of  the  stamens  or  inner  thread-like  bodies,  and  also 
the  various  positions  of  these  and  other  parts  relatively  to  each 
other.  All  flowers  of  the  same  species,  and  generally  of  the 
same  family,  are  like  each  other  in  these  and  other  respects; 
thus,  although  there  are  twenty  or  more  species  of  crocus, 
and  of  these  perhaps  fifty  varieties,  yet  they  all  agree  in  having 
six  parts  to  the  flower,  three  outside  the  other  three,  with  three 
stamens  within  side,  and  a  pointal  in  the  centre  of  all.  By 
knowing  then  the  character  of  one  crocus,  we  know  the  charac- 
ter of  all,  and  require  no  form  or  pattern  but  a  single  petal,  our 
botanical  knowledge  supplying  all  other  information.  Lest  we 
should  not  be  understood  by  the  non-botanist,  through  being 
too  scientific  in  speaking  of  the  parts  of  a  flower,  we  have  to 
state  that  the  outer  envelope  of  a  flower  is  called  a  calyx,  and 
its  parts  are  called  sepals;  this  is  generally  a  green  cup,  as  in 
the  primrose,  yet  sometimes  colored,  as  in  the  fuchsia;  and 
when  a  flower  has  but  one  kind  of  envelope,  as  the  crocus  and 
the  tulip,  it  is  a  calyx.  When  the  flower  has  two  envelopes, 
the  inner  part  is  a  corolla,  and  its  parts  are  called  petals,  as  the 
red  leaves  or  petals  of  the  rose.  Sometimes  the  calyx  falls  off 
when  ths  flower  opens,  as  the  poppy.  Within  the  corolla  are 
the  stamens  or  threads,  and  in  the  centre  of  all  the  pointal,  and 
sometimes  the  young  seed  vessel. 

SINGLE   AND    SIMPLE   FLOWEES. 

The  Snowdrop,  Crocus,  Primrose  and  Violet. — In  cutting  out 
the  patterns,  always  lay  them  lengthwise  of  the  sheet  of  wax, 
as  it  is  much  less  brittle  cut  thus  than  if  the  petals  were  cut 
crosswise.  It  is  advisable,  also,  in  cold  weather,  to  warm  the 
wax  a  little  before  it  is  cut  up. 

Primrose. — The  character  of  all  the  tribe  is  to  have  the  calyx

in  one  piece,  with  five  feet  on  the  top.     The  corolla  of  one 
piece,  five  cleft  at  the  top,  five  stamens,  and  one  pointal. 

Choose  the  palest-colored  yellow  wax,  one  sheet  will  be 
enough  for  two  flowers  and  two  buds;  also,  bright  green  wax 
for  the  calyx  and  leaves,  one  sheet  will  make  two  leaves  or  four 
buds.     Cut  the  calyx,  as  shown  at  A;  and  five  petals,  as  at  B. 


Paint  each  petal  with  a  spot  in  the  middle,  as  shown,  with  a 
dark  orange  yellow.  Choose  a  piece  of  moderately  thick  wire 
for  a  stalk,  three  or  four  inches  long;  cover  it  with  a  slip  of 
green  wax,  and  make  a  little  knob  at  the  point.  Then  take  a 
piece  of  yellow  wax,  half  an  inch  long,  and  a  quarter  of  an  inch 
wide;  cut  this  with  the  scissors  into  five  strips  for  stamens; 
stick  these  on  to  the  top  of  the  wire,  or  rather  on  to  the  knob 
which  terminates  it ;  then  put  on  in  like  manner  the  five  petals ; 
afterwards,  take  the  calyx  in  a  warm  palm  of  the  hand;  roll 
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over  it  the  knob  of  one  of  the  curling-pins,  so  that  it  may  grad- 
ually curl  up,  that  the  edges  may  be  joined  together,  assisting 
this  curling  up  by  folding  them  with  the  fingers.  When  thus 
made  warm  and  pliant,  fold  it  carefully  over  a  small  pencil  or 
round  stick,  made  wet,  until  the  edges  slightly  lap  over  each 
other;  rub  down  these  edges  so  that  they  unite  neatly.  Thrust 
the  wire  part  of  the  pin  down  within  the  calyx  and  between 
that  and  the  centre  stick  in  five  places  corresponding  to  the  top 
of  the  teeth.  This,  if  carefully  done,  will  form  the  calyx  into 
five  ribs,  as  in  nature,  and  as  shown  in  section  in  the  cut;  or  it 
may  be  improved  in  this  respect  by  having  a  pentagonal  stick 
instead  of  a  round  one,  or  it  may  be  finished  when  removed 
from  the  stick.  When  made,  pass  the  calyx  up  from  the  bot- 
tom end  of  the  stalk.  Fasten  it  in  the  proper  place,  so  that  its 
points  shall  come  under  the  corolla,  and  fix  it  by  pinching  its 
lower  end  with  the  stalk.  Lastly,  make  the  flower  of  proper 
form  by  bending  all  the  petals  quite  flat,  not  individually,  for 
each  may  have  a  little  folding  or  other  irregularity  given  to  it, 
but  merely  that  the  whole  flower  shall  be  flat  and  not  cup- 
shaped. 

The  corolla  of  the  primrose  is  in  nature  but  of  one  piece, 
formed  at  the  lower  part  like  a  tube,  and  spread  out  in  the  up- 
per part  into  five  parts;  but  it  is  much  more  difficult  to  make  it 
so  in  wax,  nor  is  the  effect,  when  made,  better  than  when  made 
in  five  pieces. 

To  form  the  bud,  take  one  or  two  yellow  petals  only,  curl 
them  round,  and  nearly  bury  them  in  the  calyx.  The  leaf,  to 
be  natural,  must  be  cast  in  a  proper  mould,  and  should,  when 
made,  be  dusted  underneath  with  the  white  down. 

The  common  primrose,  "that  pale  visitant  of  balmy  spring," 
as  Bidlake  calls  it,  is  not  always  so  pale,  for,  when  cultivated, 
it  not  only  becomes  double,  but  sports  into  white  and  various 
colors.  The  double  variety  may  be  made  white,  sulphur-colored, 
pale  pink,  and  dark  red.  The  form  of  a  double  primrose  is 
shown  in  the  cut.     When  thus  double,  the  peculiar  dark  spot 
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painted  on  the  single  variety  is  not  found,  but  the  whole  flower 
is  of  a  uniform  tint.  The  whole  flower  thus  double  is  in  gen- 
eral form  like  a  carnation,  but  of  the  size  of  the  primrose;  its 
petals  are  of  the  form  of  the  single  one,  except  those  near  the 
centre.  It  may  be  made  of  wax,  which  is  of  pure  white,  pale 
yellow,  deep  yellow,  pink,  or  dark  red.  This  last  should  be 
made  by  white  wax  painted  with  dry  carmine,  by  the  tinting 
brush  before  it  is  cut  out,  and  the  cut  edges  touched  with  the 
same  after  cutting. 

Other  flowers  of  the  primrose  tribe  are  the  cowslip,  the  poly- 
anthus, the  auricula,  the  Chinese  primrose.  All  these  have 
many  flowers  upon  the  same  stem,  and  all  coming  out  of  the 
top  of  it.  The  cowslip  has  cup-shaped  flowers,  the  others  have 
their  flowers  flat  like  the  primrose;  the  cowslip  is  smaller  than 


the  primrose,  and  darker,  with  a  still  darker  spot  upon  each  div- 
ision of  the  corolla.  The  manner  of  making  the  primrose  will 
suggest  the  modelling  of  the  others.  The  polyanthus  is  to  be 
made  of  bright  yellow  wax,  the  auricula  generally  of  white  wax. 
The  mealiness  of  this  last  may  be  put  on  best  thus:  Damp  the 
parts  which  are  to  be  mealy  with  turpentine,  and  dust  arrow- 
root or  hair  powder  over  them.  The  leaves  are  of  a  dark  bluish 
green:  they  must  also  be  dusted  with  white. 

The  Crocus  Tribe. — All  crocuses  have  six  petals,  or  rather 
sepals,  colored  alike,  and  formed  into  a  long  tube  below.  Three 
of  the  sepals  are  rather  within  the  other  three.  There  are  three 
stamens  and  one  pointal.  Choose  first  the  common  yellow  cro- 
cus, which  is  seen  expanded  in  the  cut.  Cut  the  sepals  and 
stamens  of  the  size  and  form  shown  at  A  and  B,  the  former  of 
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gold-colored  wax,  either  cast  of  proper  color,  or  yellow  wax  to 
which,  a  more  golden  hue  is  given  by  deep  chrome,  or  rather  of 
deep  orange.  When  the  stamens  are  formed,  damp  them  with 
turpentine,  and  dip  them,  while  damp,  into  powdered  dark 
chrome.  Form  the  pointal,  as  represented  at  C,  of  yellow  wax 
on  the  end  of  a  wire,  damp  it  with  turpentine,  and  dip  it  into 
powdered  carmine,  with  a  little  orange  mixed,  or,  not  to  spoil 
the  carmine  by  mixing  another  color  with  it,  this  last  may  be 
dusted  over  afterwards.  Join  the  three  stamens  on  to  three  of 
the  sepals,  first  having  rolled  them  in  the  hand  with  the  ball 
end  of  the  pin,  so  that  each  sepal  may  be  somewhat  boat-shaped. 
The  lower  end  of  the  stamens  should  blend  with  the  sepal  to 
which  it  is  attached,  so  that  their  union  is  not  observed.  The 
point  of  union  should  also  be  below  the  expanded  part  of  the 
flower.  Put  a  little  bit  of  spare  wax  around  the  base  of  the 
pointal,  and  fasten  the  sepals  on  to  it  by  pressure,  first  putting 
on  the  three  which  bear  the  stamens  at  equal  distances,  and 
then  the  other  three.  Unite  them,  if  possible,  so  as  to  form  a 
tube  at  the  base,  and  spread  them  out  somewhat  at  the  top,  ac- 
cording as  an  open  or  closed  flower  is  desired.  Sheaths  or  large 
folding  leaves  of  light  brown  wax  may  be  placed  over  the 
stem,  first  one  on  one  side,  and  then  one  on  the  contrary.  Be- 
tween the  lowest  sheath  and  the  stem  may  be  placed  the  leaves. 
When  a  crocus  is  in  flower,  the  leaves  generally  have  not  grown 
so  tall  as  the  flower.  They  must  be  always  cut  out  of  dark- 
green  wax,  and  have  a  white  stripe  painted  up  the  centre  of  each. 
The  cut  also  shows  a  bud  of  the  Scotch  crocus.  This  species 
is  yellow,  with  brown  pencilling  on  the  outside  of  the  sepals. 
It  has  always  two  flowers  to  a  root.  Crocus  sativus,  or  the 
saffron  crocus,  shown  in  the  cut,  blossoms  in  the  autumn.  It 
is  a  fine  purple,  with  yellow  stigma  and  stamens.  The  pretty 
little  cloth  of  gold  crocus  is  a  bright  yellow,  marked  outside 
with  brown,  and  its  sepals  are  turned  downwards  when  the 
flower  is  full  out. 

The  colchicum  is  to  be  modelled  in  the  same  way  as  the  cro- 
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cus.  It  is  of  a  purplish  pink  color,  and  has  six  stamens;  also, 
the  stembergia,  a  bright  yellow  autumn  flower,  of  the  size  and 
form  of  the  crocus,  but  with  six  stamens.  Numerous  other 
flowers  will  suggest  themselves  as  of  the  same  character. 

The  Snowdrop. — Take  a  wire  of  small  size,  about  six  inches 
long;  next,  a  piece  of  white  wax,  a  quarter  of  an  inch  square, 
and  cut  this  into  six  thread-like  strips  after  the  manner  of  a 
fringe ;  twist  this  around  the  end  of  the  wire,  so  that  the  six 
points  hang  down  a  little  way.  You  need  not  be  particular 
about  this,  because,  as  the  flower  always  hangs  down,  the  centre 
part  is  not  much  seen.  Then  cut  three  of  each  of  the  two 
patterns  given  of  pure  white  wax;  make  each  of  them  hollow, 
rubbing  them  by  the  ball  while  warmed  by  the  hand.  Then 
put  on  at  equal  distance  the  three  inner  petals,  so  that  they  ad- 
here well  to  the  stalk,  and  completely  cover  the  stamens,  and 
also  that  they  overlap  each  other  a  little.  Next  put  on  the 
three  outer  petals.  Paint  the  inner  ones  with  a  spot  of  bright 
green,  made  of  a  mixture  of  Prussian  blue  and  chrome  yellow, 
and  laid  on  with  a  camel's-hair  or  sable  brush  of  small  size.  At 
the  foot  of  the  flower  put  a  little  piece  of  green  wax  to  form  a 
small  ball;  bend  the  stalk,  and  add  on  it,  distant  from  the 
flower,  a  sheath  made  of  very  thin  green  wax.  When  there  are 
to  be  leaves  shown,  there  should  be  always  two  on  the  stalk; 
but  when  a  pot  full  of  snowdrops  is  to 
be  represented,  there  may  be  many  leaves 
arising  from  the  ground  without  a  flower  at  all ;  observe  in  this 
case,  also,  there  should  be  always  two  together.  Snowdrops 
should  always  be  shown  two  or  three  together. 

The  Violet. — This  simple  flower,  which  is  of  five  petals,  may 
be  made  of  dark  purple  wax,  cast  of  the  proper  color  at  first,  or 
of  blue  wax  or  pink  wax  colored,  after  being  cut  into  petals, 
either  with  oil  or  dry  colors:  the  latter  is  to  be  preferred,  be- 
cause it  gives  a  finer  tint.  Sometimes  white  violets  are  made : 
their  form  is  the  same  as  the  dark  purple  ones,  It  is  the  bota- 
nical characteristic  of  the  sweet-scented  violet  that  its  flowers 
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grow  on  stalks  which  come  at  once  from  the  root  of  the  plant, 
as  so  also  the  leaves;  thus  the  plant  is  never  branched,  and, 
properly  speaking,  there  is  no  real  stem  to  it,  although  each  leaf 
and  flower  has  its  distinct  stalk.  Owing  to  this,  it  is  very  easy 
to  make,  and  looks  well  when  in  an  imitation  garden  pot,  or  in 
a  bunch  of  two  or  three  together.  There  is  a  calyx  of  one 
piece,  which,  however,  is  five  pointed,  the  points  not  very 
sharp.

First,  form  the 
centre  of  the  flower  of  a  small  piece  of  dark  yellow  wax:  this  is 
to  be  scarcely  larger  than  the  wire  which  forms  the  stalk;  in- 
deed, it  is  but  the  piece  of  wax  folded  over  the  stalk,  and  point- 
ed up  at  the  end.  It  may  be  snipped  with  scissors,  after  being 
put  on,  to  resemble  five  stamens  closed  packed  together.  Now 
put  on  the  five  petals,  one  below,  one  at  each  side,  and  two  at 
the  top.  All  the  petals  are  considerably  hollowed  in  the  hand 
first,  particularly  the  three  lower  ones.  When  these  are  fixed, 
wrap  the  calyx  around  the  purple  petals,  so  that  each  point  of 
it  comes  to  the  interval  between  the  petals,  or,  in  other  words, 
so  that  the  points  are  seen  from  the  face  of  the  flower.  The 
upper  part  at  the  stalk  end  of  the  flower  should  be  rather  fuller 
than  the  lower,  as  if  the  stalk  came  out  in  some  degree  from 
the  bottom  as  well  as  the  end  of  the  flower.  The  calyx  and 
leaves  are  of  a  bright  green. 

The  Heart' s-ease. — The  whole  of  the  heartVease  are  of  the 
tribe  of  the  violet,  and  therefore  consist  of  the  same  parts,  and 
are  equally  as  easy  to  imitate,  except  that  many  of  them  re- 
quire much  after-coloring.  The  heart's-ease  has  very  rarely  any 
scent,  and  it  is  branched,  that  is,  although  each  flower  has  its 
own  footstalk,  yet  there  are  many  flowers  and  leaves  to  the  same 
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stem;  the  leaves,  too,  are  very  different  from  those  of  the  violet. 
The  flowers  are  of  every  variety  of  purple,  blue,  yellow,  white, 
and  occasionally  brown  color,  but  never  red;  they  are  also  of 
every  size,  from  the  wild  one  of  the  fields,  which  is  scarcely 
half  an  inch  across,  to  the  splendid  productions  of  the  garden, 


eight  inches  or  more. 


THE  TULIP,  HYACINTH,  AND   NAKCISSTTS 

The  Tulip  is  not  an  easy  flower  to  make,  although  so  appar- 
ently simple.  This  simplicity  indeed  constitutes  half  the  diffi- 
culty, as  the  flower,  when  formed,  is  so  large  as  to  show  all  de- 
fects, and  is  not  relieved  by  leaves,  tendrils,  or  any  other  ad- 
junct which  can  hide  a  misshapen  petal,  etc.  In  fact,  a  tulip, 
to  be  a  beautiful  object  in  wax,  must  be  made  with  perfect  ex- 
actness. Tulips  vary  very  much  in  their  color,  shape,  and  mode 
of  streaking:  some  have  yellow  bodies,  and  others  white;  some 
black  anthers,  others  yellow;  and  so  accordant  with  each  other 
must  be  the  anthers,  streaks,  color,  size,  and  form,  that  only  a 
real  tulip  must  be  taken  as  a  pattern.  Upon  the  examination 
of  this,  it  will  be  found  that  the  young  seed-vessel  is  found  of  a 
club-shape  in  the  centre,  next  are  six  stamens  at  equal  distances, 
next  six  petals,  the  whole  supported  on  a  strong  stem.  The 
petals  should  be  made  of  white  wax  for  white  flowers,  and  a 
middle  shade  of  yellow  for   the  other  varieties.     The  color  for 
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the  streaks  is  a  mixture  of  carmine  with  a  little  blue  or  black, 
using  Prussian  blue  to  produce  a  purple,  and  Indian  ink  with 
the  carmine  or  lake  to  form  a  deep  crimson.  Great  care  must 
be  taken  in  laying  on  the  streaks,  as  these  must  be  on  both  sides 
of  the  petal,  and  before  this  is  attached  to  the  stalk;  also,  each 
petal  is  to  be  rolled  with  the  knob  of  the  largest  curling-pin 
until  it  is  somewhat  of  a  boat-shape,  or  much  hollowed  in  the 
part  that  is  to  come  next  the  stalk.  Three  of  the  petals  are  to 
be  put  on  first,  and  the  other  three  afterwards  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  their  edges  will  somewhat  overlap  the  edges  of  the 
others.  The  whole  flower,  if  fully  blown,  will  form  a  cup-shape; 
but  it  is  far  more  elegant  to  contract  the  top  much  more  than 
this,  so  as  to  show  fully  the  outside  of  the  petals. 

The  Van  Trol,  or  sweet-scented  early  spring  tulip,  is  very 
easy  to  make.  Its  petals  are  about  an  inch  and  a  half  long, 
and  three-quarters  or  less  in  width,  round  below  and  pointed 
above.  They  are  to  be  made  of  deep  yellow  wax,  and  colored 
all  over  with  carmine,  except  around  the  edges,  which  are  to  be 
left  yellow.  When  put  together,  the  petals  are  seldom  regular, 
but  somewhat  distorted,  so  as  to  appear  twisted  towards  the  top, 
an  effect  easily  imitated;  also  the  flower  should  always  be 
represented  as  nearly  closed. 

In  wax  these  small  tulips  are  usually  represented  as  growing 
in  a  garden  pot.  There  are  to  be  two  leaves  to  each.  If  thus 
made,  never  put  more  than  three  in  a  pot. 

The  Hyacinth. — This  beautiful  production  of  the  garden  is 
of  every  possible  color,  except  bright  green,  scarlet,  brown,  and 
black;  its  varieties,  both  single  and  double,  running  through 
every  shade  of  blue,  pink,  yellow,  white,  etc.  It  is  rarely  or 
never  streaked;  but  very  often  the  centre  of  a  double  flower  is 
of  a  much  darker  color  than  the  outer  petals.  The  form  of  the 
hyacinth  is  different  from  any  former  flower  we  have  described 
inasmuch  as  it  consists  of  numberless  florets  united  together  to 
form  a  close  bunch.  This  adds  somewhat  to  the  labor,  but  not 
the  difficulty  of  manipulation.     First  cut  from  twelve  to  twen- 
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ty  pieces  of  thin  wire  eight  inches  long,  then  cut  out  the  petals 
according  to  form  A.  If  you  are  imitating  a  single  flower,  take 
a  piece  of  white  wax  a  quarter  of  an  inch  broad  and  half  an 
inch  long;  cut  this  in  narrow  strips;  roll  a  piece  similar  to  this 
round  the  top  of  each  wire,  one  end  of  each  strip  being  attached 
to  the  wire,  the  other  end  beyond  it;  these  are  for  stamens.  If 
you  wish  a  double  flower,  let  there  be  either  six  or  twelve  of 
these,  or  rather  of  narrow  petals,  as  a  substitute  for  the  stamens. 
Those  for  the  inner  row  are  to  be  of  form  B,  and  for  the  second 
row  of  form  C,  being  a  gradation  in  size  from  the  outer  or  true 
petals,  which  are  also  six  in  number.  The  various  petals,  when 
cut  out,  will  require  after  coloring,  or  not,  according  to  the 
variety  copied.  The  stamens  being  attached,  next  fix  the  six 
petals  at  equal  distances  around;  smooth  very  carefully  the 
joints  of  them  near  to  the  stalk,  so  that  they  shall  appear  united 
for  nearly  half  their  length.  Let  the  petals  remain  quite  close 
together  at  the  top  for  the  buds,  a  little  more  open  for  the  next 
lowest  flowers,  and  the  petals  of  the  full-blown  ones  quite 
curved  back  in  a  round  and  regular  form,  for  this  character  is 
very  essential  to  the  hyacinth.  If  a  double  flower  is  to  be  imi- 
tated, first,  instead  of  the  stamens, fix  the  six  inner  petals;  then, 
in  the  intervals  of  these,  the  next  row;  and  in  the  intervals  be- 
tween these  last,  or  exactly  opposite  the  inner  row,  the  largest 
petals.  The  base  of  -all  the  under  ones  is  covered  with  the  upper 
row,  and  the  whole  base  is  nicely  rounded  off.  The  petals  are 
then  put  into  form  by  carefully  bending  back  first  the  outer 
row,  then  the  next,  and  lastly  the  inner  ones.  One  or  even  both 
rows  of  inner  petals  may  be  dispensed  with  for  the  buds,  partic- 
ularly the  smaller  ones.  The  joining  of  the  florets  together  is 
the  same  for  single  and  double  flowers.  The  following  brief 
instruction  may  suffice  for  many  other  flowers  besides  the  hya- 
cinth:  Provide  a  needleful  of  green  silk,  and  cover  each  stalk  for 
about  an  inch  with  green  wax;  arrange  the  buds  and  flower  in 
the  order  of  their  degree  of  expansion;  fasten  two  of  the  small- 
est together,  half  an  inch  from  the  floret,  by  a  curl  of  the  silk, 
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a  quarter  or  an  inch  lower  down;  fasten  on  a  third  floret  or 
bud  by  another  turn  of  the  silk,  and  so  on  for  about  three  or 
four  inches  down  the  stem,  increasing  the  distance  of  a  quarter 
of  an  inch  for  each  as  you  proceed  downwards,  and  also  rather 
increasing  the  half  inch  distance  from  the  floret  to  the  place  of 
the  ligature;  after  placing  two  or  three,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
bend  the  stem  of  the  floret  sideways.  It  will  be  observed  in  a 
natural  flower  the  buds  are  upright,  the  fresh-blown  florets  hor- 
izontal to  the  stem,  and  the  lower  one  rather  hanging  down. 
As  you  go  on  attaching  these  florets,  the  stem  will  need  cover- 
ing with  a  strip  of  green  wax  similar  to  that  used  at  first.  Do- 
ing this  with  care,  nicely  blending  the  edges  of  these  pieces,  and 
duly  arranging  the  florets  so  as  to  touch  each  other  all  round,  a 
very  natural  appearance  will  be  given  to  the  whole;  and,  should 
a  hyacinth  be  even  the  very;  first  flower  to  be  imitated,  the 
learner  will  generally  have  cause  to  congratulate  himself  upon 
his  succesf ul  modelling.  For  a  fine  hyacinth,  you  will  require 
not  more  than  four  sheets  of  wax,  as  it  cuts  to  great  advantage. 

The  Narcissus. — The  name  narciss  or  narcissus  is  rather  that 
of  a  family  than  a  particular  flower,  as  the  species  are  extremely 
numerous  and  general  among  us.  Space  only  allows  one  to  be 
fully  described,  but  the  instructions  given  for  that  apply  to 
them  all,  especially  if  the  following  remarks  relative  to  the 
peculiarities  of  each  are  borne  in  mind. 

Jonquil  (Narcissus  Jonquillus). — This  is  wholly,  cup  and 
all,  or.  a  bright  yellow  the  stems  are  thin  and  long;  there  are 
two  sheaths.  The  flower  is  about  two  inches  across,  and  there 
are  two  or  three  to  each  stem.   The  leaves  are  short  and  narrow. 

Poet's  l^arciss  (Narcissus  Poeticus). — There  is  but  a  single 
flower  to  each  stem,  and  this  is  very  often  double,  of  a  pure 
white  color;  when  single,  the  cup  is  white  tipped  with  scarlet. 
The  seed-vessel  is  very  small,  the  stem  rather  slender. 

Polyanthus  Narciss  (Narcissus  Tageta). — Eight  or  ten 
flowers  to  a  stalk,  of  a  fine  dark-yellow  color,  both  as  to  petals 
and  cup;  the  latter,  however,  is  much  the  darker,  and  may  be 
made  of  orange  wax,  while  the  petals  are  of  the  darkest  shade 
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of  yellow.     The  flowers  need  not  be  more  than  an  inch  and  a 
half  over,  or  even  less  than  this. 

Two-flowered  Narciss  (Narcissus  Biflorus). — This  two- 
flowered  species  is  one  of  the  prettiest,  and  as  easy  as  any  other 
to  imitate;  we  will  therefore  describe  it  more  in  detail  than  the 
rest.  The  petals  are,  as  in  every  case  of  the  others,  six  in  num- 
ber, the  stamens  six,  the  nectary  or  centre  part  in  the  form  of  a 
cup.  This  is  of  a  yellow  color,  jagged  around  the  edge.  The 
petals  are  white,  the  sheath  of  a  light  brown,  and  the  stem  and 
leaves  bright  green.  First  take  two  moderately  thick  wires  for 
the  stem,  and  cover  two  or  three  inches  of  the  top  of  each  with 
green  wax.  Model  six  stamens  of  the  form  given  in  the  illus- 
trative cut :  dip  the  points  of  these  in  turpentine,and  then;while 
wet,  in  dry  orange  chrome ;  lay  them  aside  for  the  turpentine  to 
evaporate,  and  for  them  to  become  hard  again.  While  the 
stamens  are  drying,  cut  out  a  piece  of  deep  yellow  wax  of  the 
form  shown  at  A,  and  make  it  jagged  around  the  edge.  Hold 
this  piece  in  the  hand,  and  roll  the  ball  of  the  curling-pin  over 
it  backwards  and  forwards  till  it  curls  up,  and  till  the  edges 
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may  be  brought  together.  You  may  then  unite  the  edges,  and 
still  roll  it  with  the  pin  till  it  forms  a  perfect  regular  cup.  The 
petals  will  not  require  rolling;  but  if  you  have  a  natural  flower 
to  copy  from,  you  will  find  that  the  natural  ones  are  somewhat 
in  ridges ;  this  effect  is  produced  by  the  pin  being  pressed  against 
them  lengthwise.  Unite  the  six  stamens  to  the  wire  stem,  so 
that  they  shall  just  have  their  anthers  projecting  beyond  it. 
Next  pierce  the  centre  of  the  cup  by  the  bottom  end  of  the  stalk, 
and  pass  it  up  to  its  proper  place,  that  is,  so  that  the  bottom  of 
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it  comes  up  close  to  the  anthers  of  the  stamens  which  have  just 
been  put  on ;  pinch  this  tightly  on ;  place  the  petals  at  regular 
intervals  under  the  cup,  bending  them  across  at  about  a  quarter 
of  an  inch  near  the  bottom,  and  putting  them  on  by  this  quar- 
ter of  an  inch,  which  will  be  quite  sufficient ;  wrap  a  piece  of 
white  wax  for  about  an  inch  along  the  wire  for  the  tube  of  the 
flower,  and  make  the  whole  quite  smooth  and  even;  lastly, 
finish  the  flower  with  a  little  oblong  ball  of  green  wax  of  the 
same  color  as  the  stem  to  form  the  seed-vessel,  as  shown  at  C. 
The  other  flower  is  to  be  made  the  same  way,  or  a  bud  may  be 
formed  in  like  manner.  The  petals  are  to  be  bent  so  as  to  give 
the  flower  a  flat  appearance,  or  rather,  a  flower  opening  is  to  be 
somewhat  hollow;  in  a  full-blown  flower  the  petals  are  to  be 
flat,  and,  in  one  which  has  been  open  for  two  or  three  days,they 
are  to  be  bent  back.  The  two  flowers  are  now  to  be  tied  to- 
gether at  about  an  inch  and  a  half  from  the  seed-vessel  of  the 
one,  and  an  inch  from  the  seed-vessel  of  the  other  Tie  them 
not  only  here,  but  downwards  along  the  stem  to  the  bottom  of 
it  with  thin  soft  cotton  or  silk.  Cut  out  of  brown  wax  a 
sheath,  shaped  as  D;  join  it  to  the  stem  so  as  to  conceal  the 
upper  ligature ;  and  cover  the  stem  below  the  sheath  with  green 
wax.  The  flowers  only  remain  to  be  bent  into  proper  form,  so 
as  to  arrange  themselves  gracefully.  They  are  naturally  bent 
immediately  adjoining  the  seed-vessel,  or  bulb,  at  the  bottom  of 
the  tube  of  the  flower. 

Fuchsia. — Every  year  brings  us  new  species  of  Fuchsia, 
some  small  and  with  solitary  flowers,  others  tubular  and  with 
flowers  in  bunches;  the  former  are  by  much  the  easier  to  imi- 
tate. The  leaves  are  in  pairs  of  a  middle  shade  of  green,  veined 
with  purple  or  scarlet.  From  the  junction  of  each  leaf  with  the 
stem  arises  a  flower,  which  must  be  joined  at  once  to  the  stem, 
the  flower  steins  of  fine  copper  wire,  that  they  may  be  weak  and 
pendulous.  All  the  wire  used  must  be  waxed,  by  rubbing  it 
over  with  a  piece  of  wax,  in  the  same  manner  as  a  thread  is 
waxed  by  the  tailor.     Have  the  leaves  of  different  sizes,  and  the 
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smaller  of  a  lighter  color  than  the  others.     Join  two  opposite 
each  other  on  the  end  of  the  stem,  then  two  others  near  to 


them  on  the  opposite  sides  of  the  stem,  at  a  little  distance  down, 
two  others  in  the  same  position  as  the  top  pair.     Out  of  the

axillae  of  these,  and  indeed  of  the  last  pair  also,  may  be  seen 
little  buds,  with  stalks  of  half  an  inch  long,  next  an  inch,  and 
a  little  pendulous,  then  of  an  inch  and  a  half,  progressing  to 
two  or  more  inches,  when  full-blown  flowers  will  be  seen.  In 
placing  them  on,  first  tie  on  the  flowers,  then  put  the  leaves 
over  the  joints  where  these  were  attached.  The  flowers  are  made 
thus:  They  have  eight  stamens,  four  inner  petals  of  a  fine 
purple  color,  and  lastly,  a  scarlet  calyx,  somewhat  tubular,  and 
with  four  points  like  petals.  The  fine  wire  itself,  colored  pink 
towards  the  points,  forms  a  pointal  in  the  centre,  which  extends 
down  an  inch  from  the  flower;  a  minute  ball  is  at  the  end  of  it, 
made  by  just  dipping  the  end  in  melted  wax.  Next  follow  eight 
scarlet  stamens;  which  extend  down  half  an  inch,  then  comes 
the  purple  corolla,  and  finally  the  scarlet  calyx.  This  last  en- 
tirely hides  the  corolla  when  the  flower  is  closed.  The  berry  is 
dark  purple,  and  of  an  oval  shape.  A  beautiful  variety,  which 
looks  well  in  wax,  called  Victoria  victrix,  has  the  calyx  of  a 
pure  white,  and  the  corolla  a  dark  purple.  Of  the  larger 
fuchsias  the  buds  are  generally  cast  in  a  mould  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  waxen  fruit.  The  above  is  an  engraving  of  a 
large  fuchsia,  in  which  every  part  is  of  the  natural  size. 

The  Poppy. — This  flower  is  difficult  to  make,  and  the  only 
kind  that  should  be  attempted  is  the  scarlet  or  field  poppy. 
First  procure  a  wire  of  moderate  thickness,  and  cover  it  with 
green  worsted;  at  the  top  end  place  an  oval  lump  of  green  wax, 
which  you  are  to  cut  transversely,  so  that  the  top  shall  be  near- 
ly flat,  and  of  the  full  size  of  the  lump  of  wax;  make  upon  this 
several  lines  or  marks  from  the  centre  outwards,  also  a  little  ir- 
regularly around  the  edge,  from  line  to  line.  Cut  a  strip  of 
dark  purple  wax  into  stamens  of  a  thread-like  form,  without 
separating  the  one  from  the  other.  Dip  the  outer  ends  in  gum- 
water,  and  then  into  a  black  or  purple  powder,  to  represent  the 
anthers.  Place  these  close  all  around  and  underneath  the  seed- 
vessel,  pressing  them  down  tight  and  firm,  so  as  to  surround  it 
with  very  numerous  stamens.     Then  take  the  thinnest  sheets  o£

wax  you  can  get,  cut  four  petals  of  proper  form,  aud  paint  them 
all  over  with  vermillion  on  both  sides;  crumple  these  gently  up 
in  the  hand,  and  then,  opening  them  carefully,  press  the  ends 
of  them  under  the  stamens,  putting  on  first  those  on  two  oppo- 
site sides,  and  afterwards  the  other  two  to  fold  over  them.  No 
leaves  are  wanted;  it  is  better  t'o  have  the  flower  drooping. 
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The  Passion  Flower. — This  is  rather  a  difficult  subject  to 
make,  but  no  one  looks  more  natural,  or  more  beautiful  when 
complete,  with  its  flowers,  tendrils,  leaves,  and  somewhat  climb- 
ing stem;  it  climbs,  however,  not  by  any  convolution  of  the 
stem  itself,  as  does  the  convolvulus,  but  by  the  tendrils  which 
the  young  stem  throws  out  to  support  its  growth  upwards.  No 
description  can  give  an  idea  of  the  flower  itself;  the  centre  of  it 
is  a  curiously  formed  column,  with  three  spreading  club-shaped 
arms  upon  the  top  of  it.  This  must  all  be  modelled  of  green 
wax,  a  wire  running  up  the  centre.  Out  of  the  lower  part  of 
the  central  column  grow  five  stamens;  the  anthers  of  these 
must  be  modelled  of  dark  yellow  wax,  except  their  filaments, 
which  may  be  of  fine  green  wire  waxed.  A  fine  bright  blue 
ring  of  filaments  like  rays  are  seated  around  the  lower  part,  and 
this  is  supported  by  te&  or  sometimes  twelve  white  petals ;  each 
of  them  is  a  little  hollowed,  and  every  other  one  throughout  is 
somewhat  larger  than  the  intermediate  ones,  and  a  little  hooked 
at  the  end;  the  back  of  these  petals  is  generally  a  little  green. 
The  tendrils  are  made  of  a  thin  green  wire,  made  by  twisting  it 
round  a  pencil,  then  pulling  it  out  loosely.  The  leaves  are  a 
very  dark  green,  which  may  be  made  of  wax  and  stamped,  or 
they  may  be  bought  ready  made.  The  passion  flower  should  al- 
ways be  made  along  with  its  stem,  etc.,  and  hung  gracefully 
over  a  vase.  There  is  a  very  fine  species  of  passion  flower,  often 
beautifully  modelled.  It  is  of  a  fine  crimson  color,  with  the 
rays  partly  colored  with  a  darker  tint. 

The  Single  Rose. — The  single  is  much  more  difficult  to  model 
than  the  double  one,  yet  the  sweet-brier  and  the  wild  rose  would 
look  unnatural  if  doubled.  First  cut  a  number  of  stamens,  and 
tip  tii em  with  knobs  of  yellow.  Place  these  in  a  loose  bunch 
,  around  the  end  of  the  stem  wire,  rather  spreading  them  out 
from  the  centre,  but  not  formally  or  stiffly.  Cut  five  heart- 
shaped  petals  of  white  wax,  color  them  of  a  pinkish  hue  with 
carmine,  and  place  them  at  equal  distances  around  and  under 
the  stamens.     Next  cut  five  irregular  green  leaves,  which  place 
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underneath  them  for  a  calyx.  Lastly  form  of  green  wax  a 
perfectly  smooth  longish  oval  ball,  which  pass  the  wire  through 
at  the  bottom,  and  bring  it  up  close  to  the  6alyx,  which  must 
be  very  smoothly  and  evenly  joined  to  it.  The  leaves  are  of 
five  leaflets  of  different  sizes.  The  rosebud  is  of  a  pointed  oval 
form,  the  calyx  leaves  inclosing  all,  or  nearly  all  of  the  petals, 
more  or  less,  according  to  its  expansion.  A  small  oval  seed- 
vessel  is  seen  beneath  the  bud. 

The  Chrysanthemum,  China  Aster,  and  other  quilled  flowers. 
— These  are  different  from  those  before  described.  They  are 
not,  properly  speaking,  double  flowers,  but  are  of  that  character 
called  compound  flowers,  the  nature  of  which  is  that  it  consists 
of  a  great  number  of  flowers  upon  one  receptacle  or  base;  the 
corolla  of  each  is  tubular,  and  being  increased  much  in  size  by 
cultivation,  the  whole  has  a  very  compound  or  doubled  appear- 
ance. The  best  way  of  making  these  quilled  flowers  is  this: 
Procure  a  tin  shape,  such  as  that  given  in  No.  7  of  page  143. 
Stamp  two  or  three  hundred  pieces  of  white,  pink,  or  purple 
wax,  of  the  color  of  the  intended  flower,  and  as  many  pieces  of 
thin  wire  covered  with  silk,  these  last  half  an  inch  long.  Fold 
up  each  floret  of  wax  around  a  strong,  bright  knitting  needle. 
Inserting  about  half  the  length  of  the  small  wires  in  each, 
pinch  them  tight.  The  florets  are  now  all  prepared.  The  next 
thing  is  the  receptacle.  It  may  be  made  of  refuse  wax;  about 
the  size  of  a  farthing,  but  a  quarter  of  an  inch  thick,  and 
Tounded  at  the  upper  edge.  Fasten  the  wire  for  the  general 
stem  in  the  centre  beneath,  and  cover  the  under  part  with 
numerous  small  green  leaves,  overlapping  each  other,  for  a 
calyx.  Then  choosing  first  the  most  imperfect  of  the  florets, 
stick  them  close  together  near  the  centre,  working  with  them 
round  and  round,  till  you  get  to  the  edge,  taking  care  to  expand 
the  cleft  top  of  them  more  and  more  as  you  proceed  outwards, 
so -as  to  show  more  expanded  flowers;  this  may  be  done  one  at 
a  time,  just  before  putting  each  one  on,  or  more  conveniently 
and  quickly  altogether  at  first,  arranging  them  in  this  .case  on  a 
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table,  so  that  they  may  be  conveniently  handled  one  by  one, 
when  wanted.  If  the  expanding  of  them  has  been  regular,  and 
the  placing  of  them  on  done  neatly,  the  whole,  when  finished, 
will  have  a  shape  like  a  rather  flat  half  ball,  as  the  flowers 
naturally  have. 

The  Lily  of  the  Valley. — This  flower  must  be  made  upon  very 
different  principles  from  those  hitherto  described.  File  to  a 
round  end  a  piece  of  bone,  metal,  plaster  of  Paris,  or,  still  better, 
the  end  of  a  round  slate  pencil ;  grease  this  end,  and  dip  it  half 
an  inch  deep  into  pure  white  wax,  so  cold  as  to  be  ready  to  set 
immediately:  cut  it  round  the  stick  or  former  into  five  teeth. 
Dip  it  into  water,  when  the  part  at  the  end  will  drop  off,  if  as- 
sisted by  the  point  of  a  penknife.  This  forms  the  bell  or  cut- 
shaped  corolla.  Make  eight  or  ten  of  these  for  one  branch  of 
flowers,  some  rather  smaller  than  the  others;  some  of  them  also 
you  may  squeeze  up  into  buds.  Then  have  as  many  fine  wires 
waxed  with  green;  upon  the  end  of  each  put  five  very  small 
stamens  of  yellow.  Pass  up  a  corolla  from  the  bottom  of  the 
stalk,  and  fasten  it  close  to  the  stamens.  Then  unite  the  whole 
together  into  a  loose  bunch,  the  flowers  drooping  in  the  same 
direction.  The  whole  must  be  wrapped  up  in  a  leaf  of  bright 
green  wax,  as  if  it  grew  from  the  centre  of  it. 

MODELLING   OF   DOUBLE   FLOWEKS. 

The  modelling  of  double  flowers  is  infinitely  more  easy  than 
that  of  single  ones,  because  nature  here  sports  into  a  greater 
variety  of  shape  and  color.  Double  flowers  are  of  themselves 
unnatural,  and  therefore  a  rigid  conformity  with  the  original  is 
by  no  means  requisite,  unless  it  is  to  be  a  scientific  copy  of  some 
florist's  variety,  a  deviation  from  which  renders  it  valueless  for 
the  purpose  intended,  however  handsome  and  well  shaped.  In 
forming  double  flowers  in  wax,  the  general  form  is  the  first 
consideration;  you  must  mind  also  the  manner  of  the  petals 
lapping  over  each  other,  and  that  those  which  come  nearest  to 
the  outside  of  the  flower  are  always  larger  than  the  inner  ones, 
as  well  as  better  formed,  and  in  a  striped  flower  they  are  more 
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decidedly  and  correctly  streaked  and  spotted.  Another  reason 
why  double  flowers  are  easier  to  form  than  single  ones  is,  that 
the  double  flowers  ever  attempted  are  few  in  number.  The 
chief  favorites  are  the  Rose,  the  Dahlia,  the  Camellia,  the  Car- 
nation Pink,  Ranunculus,  Anemone,  and  Primrose.  Those 
flowers  which  are  most  difficult  to  make  single  are  never  doubled 
at  all,  such  as  the  Lily  of  the  Yalley;  the  Convolvulus,  Passion 
Flower,  and  others.  Instructions  to  form  a  Dahlia  will  be  a 
sufficient  guide  for  double  flowers  in  general. 

To  form  a  Dahlia,  choose  seven  sheets  of  the  proper  colored 
wax,  and  Dahlias  are  of  every  color,  except  black,  brown,  green, 
and  blue.  Cut  seventy  or  eighty  shapes  with  the  tin  guides,  of 
which  a  shape  is  given  on  page  293,  with  some  of  two  or  three 
smaller  sizes,  keeping  the  various  sizes  separate.  Coil  the 
smallest  round  a  wire,  so  as  to  roll  them  up  completely.  The 
next  size  must  be  a  very  little  opened  towards  the  top.  The 
third  size  still  more  opened.  The  next  with  only  the  sides  a 
trifle  doubled  over,  and  so  on  with  the  others,  the  outer  ones  be- 
ing a  little  ribbed  lengthwise,  so  as  merely  to  show  a  waved  sur- 
face, though  Dahlias  vary  very  much  in  this  respect,  most  of 
them  being  somewhat  quilled,  even  to  the  extreme  outer  row  or 
edge.  The  petals  being  ready,  take  a  thick  wire,  and  place 
around  the  end  of  it,  firmly  fixing  them  on,  some  of  the  small- 
est petals;  afterwards  the  other  .sizes  in  regular  rotation;  the 
upper  surface  of  the  whole  together  being  of  the  form  represen- 
ted by  about  one-third  of  an  orange  cut  the  flat  way,  or  like  a 
portion  of  a  flattened  ball.  Lastly,  a  calyx  is  required;  this  may 
be  of  several  small  green  leaves  folding  over  each  other,  at  the 
same  time  concealing  the  ends  of  the  petals,  and  uniting  them 
more  firmly  to  the  stem  .

SUPEEB   TABLE-COVEE,  IN   PATCHWOEK. 

The  beautiful  table-cover  in  the  engraving,  is  really  superb  in 
itself. 

The  materials  necessary  for  its  formation  are,  braid  of  various 
widths  and  hues;  purse-silk  of  different  shades;  bright-colored 
plush;  yellow  or  crimson  fringe;  and  the  design  shapes,  in  tin 
or  mill-board. 

The  size  of  the  cloth  will  necessarily  vary  with  the  table  to  be 
covered,  but  an  ordinary  loo  or  square  table  will  require  one  six 
feet  square. 
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The  centre-piece  should  be  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  of  a 
bright  mulberry  color;  immediately  surrounding  this  is  the 
fillet,  of  white  or  bright  blue,  with  the  motto,  buckle,  pendant, 
etc.,  worked  in  silk;  then  succeeds  the  second  circle  of  the 
centre,  composed  of  eight  pieces  of  the  same  colored  cloth  as  the 
central  piece;  next  comes  the  second  band,  of  bright  scarlet,  in 
four  compartments,  and  then  ihe  wedge-shaped  pieces. 

The  outer  circle  of  wedge-shaped  pieces  is  composed  of  twen- 
ty-four pieces  of  various  colors;  and,  for  the  guidance  of  those 
who  may  not  have  any  idea  of  the  arrangement  of  them,  re- 
specting their  colors,  we  subjoin  the  following,  to  be  placed  in 
the  order  they  are  given:  cobalt,  green,  scarlet,  yellow,  drab, 
white,  cobalt,  etc.,  etc. 

It  should  be  observed,  that  the  colors  should  be  placed  dia- 
metrically opposite  one  another;  that  is  to  say,  cobalt  should  face 
cobalt,  green  face  green,  etc.,  etc.;  by  these  means  a  uniformity 
of  design  will  be  preserved. 

These  wedge-shaped  pieces  should  be  eight  inches  long,  and 
every  alternate  one  braided,  as  in  the  following  figure,  but  each 
piece  having  a  different  pattern ;  thus,  there  will 
be  twelve  plain  and  twelve  braided. 

The  ground  should  be  eleven  inches  deep,  from 
the  apex  of  the  wedge-shaped  pieces  to  the  edge 
of  the  border  pieces,  composed  of  four  separate 
portions,  and  of  a  bright  mulberry,  drab,  or  blue. 
The  corner  pieces  may  be  omitted,  if  thought 
proper,  but  it  is  economical  to  construct  them  in 
the  semblance  of  a  group  of  flowers,  as  in  the  annexed  figure, 
because  the  portions  of   the  cloth  remaining 
from  the  cuttings  of  the  other  shapes  can  now 
be  appropriated;  thus,  the  remnants   of   blue 
will    form    corollas;    the    green,    calices   and 
leaves,  requiring  only  the  additional  aid  of  a 
chain  stitch  in  silk,  to  form  the  veinings  of  the 
leaves,  stamens,  etc.     Or  the  attached  design 
will  give  a  finish  to  the  corners,  and,  from  the 
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peculiarity  of  its  form,  be  greatly  in  keeping 
with  the  other  parts  of  the  table-cover.  It 
may  be  constructed  from  such  parts  as  will 
necessarily  remain  after  cutting  out  the  wedge- 
shaped  pieces.  By  some  persons  this  corner- 
piece  may  be  preferred,  as  in  closer  unison  with 
the  central  design. 

The  border  pieces  are  fifty-six  in  number,  and  partake  of  the 
same  colors  as  the  outer  circle.  They  should  be  four  and  a 
half  inches  wide,  and  five  inches  long,  and  all  braided  with  a 
different  pattern  on  each  side  of  the  border; 
thus,  there  will  be  fourteen  different  patterns 
required — thirteen  for  the  consecutive  pieces, 
and  one  for  each  corner  piece. 

The  fringe  may  be  crimson  or  bright  yel- 
low, according  to  taste. 

The  crest. — It  will  improve  the  effect  of  the  cloth,  if  the 
crest  is  cut  out  in  white  cloth,  and  sewed  on; 
after  which,  such  parts  as  require  it  may  be 
either  worked  in  silk,  or  touched  up  with  col- 
ored marking-inks. 

The  braiding. — Much  of  the  beauty  of  the 
patterns  will  depend  upon  the  arrangement  of  colors,  as  the 
greater  the  contrast  the  more  'beautiful  the  effect.  The  cobalt 
grounds  should  have  scarlet  braid  patterns;  the  green,  }^ellow 
braid;  the  scarlet,  yellow  or  purple;  the  yellow,  blue  or  crim- 
son; the  drab,  yellow;  the  white,  mulberry  or  green;  so  that 
the  tout  ensemble  may  present  a  most  beautiful  grouping  of  col- 
ors, with  a  uniformity  of  design. 

The  lining  may  be  of  light  blue,  salmon,  or  mulberry,  stitch- 
ed to  such  points  of  the  work  as  shall  not  interfere  with  the 
pattern.  In  this,  we  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  such 
stitching  as  the  design  lays  down,  so  that  it  may  serve  the 
double  purpose  of  strength  and  beauty. 
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In  conclusion,  we  may  mention  that  the  addition  of  a  tassel 
to  each  corner  would  give  a  more  decided  finish  to  the  cloth, 
and  assist  in  making  it  hang  well,  especially  if  loaded  with  a 
bullet.

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COMIC  PATCHWORK. 


Comic  patchwork  is  a  series  of  irregular  geometrical  figures, 
so  combined  as  to  form  a  representation  of  the  human  figure  in 
various  attitudes. 

From  the  necessity  of  using  angles  more  or  less  acute,  in  this 
kind  of  work,  the  figures  have  always  a  grotesque  appearance. 
The  design  now  described  is  one  which,  although  presenting 
apparent  difficulty  in  the  execution,  will  be  found  perfectly 
practicable,  if  the  directions  given  are  carefully  attended  to. 
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The  quantity  of  silk  required  to  cover  each  piece  is  so  small, 
that  those  who  keep  up  a  silk  rag-bag  will  have  but  little  trouble 
in  assorting  the  necessary  number  of  colors.  But  those  who 
wish  to  execute  this  piece  of  work,  and  have  no  such  resource 
at  hand,  are  recommended  to  go  to  any  respectable  shop  where  * 
they  are  in  the  habit  of  dealing,  and  to  select  one-eighth  of  a 
yard  of  each  suitable  ribbon,  carefully  saving  the  overplus  for 
the  next  piece  of  work. 

This  design  may  be,  when  finished,  stretched  on  a  frame  to 
form  a  hand-screen,  in  which  case  a  pretty  lining  for  the  backi 
and  a  quilting  of  ribbon  or  deep  fringe  to  finish  the  edge 
handsomely,  will  be  necessary. 

This  comic  design  is  also  well  adapted  for  a  carriage-bag,  in 
which  case  it  would  require  a  neat  border  round  it,  also  of 
patchwork,  but  of  sufficiently  subdued  colors  not  to  interfere 
with  the  brilliancy  of  the  central  figures. 

The  ground  color  is  of  considerable  importance  in  this  kind 
of  work,  as,  should  too  bright  a  tint  be  employed,  the  effect  of 
the  figures  is  quite  spoiled.  Black  silk  is  not  objectionable,  but 
by  far  the  best  material  that  can  be  employed  is  gray  glace 
silk — that  kind  which  is  made  of  black  and  white  woven  to- 
gether, but  not  a  dyed  gray. 

The  pattern  should  be  carefully  drawn  or  traced  on  a  sheet 
of  paper.  And  the  worker  is  recommended  to  number  the 
pieces,  as  in  the  copy,  as  a  guide  to  the  coloring. 

Should  further  aid  be  necessary,  it  will  be  found  useful  to 
tint  the  pattern  slightly  with  water-color,  and  then  to  proceed 
as  follows: 

The  piece  in  the  corner  marked  with  a  cross  X  should  be  cut 
out  first,  and  covered  carefully  with  the  gray  silk;  a  second 
piece  should  then  be  cut  out,  covered,  and  sewed  to  the  first,  be- 
fore another  is  cut  off.  Proceed  in  this  way  until  all  the  pieces 
are  covered  and  sewn  together.  Observe  that  only  one  piece  is 
to  be  cut  from  the  pattern  at  a  time,  otherwise  confusion  would 
ensue,  and  the  work  be  spoiled. 
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An  experienced  needlewoman  will  find  no  difficulty  in  execu- 
ting this  pattern,  but  those  who  attempt  silk  patchwork  for 
the  first  time  must  be  careful,  when  covering  the  pieces,  to  fold 
the  silk  exactly  over  the  edge,  neither  leaving  any  extra  space, 
or  turning  down  any  portion  of  the  paper. 

The  following  selection  of  colors  is  recommended;  the  num- 
bers in  the  list  refer  to  the  proper  places  in  the  illustrated  pat- 
tern : — 

1.  Background Gray  glace  silk. 

2.  Faces,  necks,  hands Pink  silk. 

3.  Young  woman's  hair Brown  silk. 

4.  Young  woman's  dress Purple  silk. 

5.  Young  woman's  feet Black  silk. 

6.  Young  woman's  handkerchief White  silk. 

7.  Young  woman's  stool Yellow  silk. 

8.  Old  woman's  bonnet Straw  color. 

9.  Ribbon,  curtain,  bonnet Green  color. 

10.  Old  woman's  shawl Plaid  ribbon. 

11.  Old  woman's  gown Pale  small-patterned  silk. 

12.  Old  woman's  umbrella Dark  blue  silk. 

13.  Old  woman's  feet Black. 

14.  Old  woman's  chair Orange. 

It  will  be  evident  that  the  sewing  must  be  of  the  neatest 
description  and  done  at  the  back.  Should  difficulty  be  found  in 
procuring  the  requisite  fineness  of  sewing  silk,  fine  sewing  cot- 
ton, Nos.  50  or  60  (not  glace),  will  answer  very  well. 

SILK  PATCHWORK  DESIGNS. 
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A  CRAZY  WORK  PATTERN. 


The  ladies  are  very  ingeniously  now-a-days,  making  use  of  all 
scraps  of  silk,  satin,  velvets,  plush,  ribbons,  etc.,  in  a  new  way, 
called  "crazy  patchwork." 

They  take  the  scraps  just  as  they  find  them;  any  shape,  and 
by  using  some  taste  in  putting  the  colors  together,  the  effect  is 
very  charming.  The  pieces  are  basted  on  blocks,  or  strips  of 
muslin,  the  length  of  the  quilt;  the  raw  edges  turned  under  and 
caught  down  with  fancy  stitches  of  bright  colored  embroidery 
silk  or  floss,  which  are  used  on  both  sides  of  every  seam,  as  seen 
in  illustration.     This  helps  very  much  to  brighten  up  the  dull 
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colors  in  the  work.  Bright  yellows  and  reds,  either  pieces  or 
embroidery  floss,  always  brighten  and  warm  the  work.  I  have 
seen  the  quilts  joined  together  with  strips  of  black  velvet,  about 
six  inches  in  width,  and  the  entire  length  of  the  quilt,  which 
looks  very  rich  and  pretty.  When  you  have  a  large  dull  piece 
in  the  work,  the  effect  will  be  more  pleasing  to  embroider  or 
paint  some  bright  flowers  on  it,  or  if  the  large  pieces  be  of  as 
light  color,  cut  out  of  dark  velvet  or  plush  some  design,  such  as 
vases,  birds,  boots,  butterflies,  or  it  is  very  pretty  to  have  your 
own  monogram  on  a  centre  piece.  This  patchwork  can  be  used 
for  a  variety  of  things,  such  as  sofa  pillows,  chair  cushions, 
table  covers,  tidies,  etc. 

The  quilts  can  be  lined  with  silk,  farmers  satin,  silicia,  or 
flannel  if  you  want  to  make  it  warm.  Much  depends,  of  course, 
in  this  work,  as  in  all  others,  upon  the  taste  and  ingenuity  of 
the  worker,  and  on  the  neatness  with  which  the  work  is  execu- 
ted. If  a  quilt  is  made,  it  is  much  more  effective  to  have  it- 
bordered  with  a  dark  band  of  some  solid  colored  material,  such 
as  satin,  silk,  or  plush;  it  sets  off  the  work,  as  a  frame  does  a 
picture. 

The  log  cabin  design,  familiar  to  all  readers,  is  very  pretty. 

Figures  of  all  kinds  may  be  worked  on  the  silk  pieces ;  baste 
canvas  on  and  after  the  design  is  made  draw  out  the  threads,  or 
you  can  draw  Kensington  and  outline  figures  on  paper,  like 
the  designs  given  in  engravings  which  follow.  Baste 
these  on  to  the  silk  and  pick  out  the  paper  afterwards,  or  you 
can  have  some  applique  work.  Cut  out  of  good  velvet  birds,, 
flowers,  butterflies,  etc.,  and  fasten  on  the  silk  pieces  with  but- 
ton-hole stitch.  The  waste  embroidery  silk,  that  comes  (mixed 
colors)  in  short  lengths,  is  the  best  and  cheapest  to  use.

Outline  Patterns.— The  prettiest  and  at  the  same  time  most  inexpensive  and  durable 
materials  for  outline  work  are  plain  unbleached  linen  and  momie  linen,  embroidery- 
cotton,  crewel,  etching  silk,  or  Decca  floss,  may  be  used  for  the  outline  work.  One  or 
two  rows  of  drawn  work  may  be  used.  We  give  these  designs,  any  of  them  may  be 
enlarged.  Then  perforate  all  r\)und  the  patterns  little  holes  on  the  sewing  machine 
Now  lay  the  paper  on  the  material  you  wish  to  work,  and  rub  over  it  stamping  pow- 
der, which  you  can  get  at  any  store  where  stamping  is  done.

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RIBBON    WORK. 

To  do  this  work  requires  but  little  instruction  other  than  that, 
required  to  do  embroidery  in  the  Kensington ;  when  the  princi- 
ple of  shading  is  once  acquired,  the  stitches  are  easily  learned;: 
then  taste,  ingenuity  and  practice  will  master  all  styles  of  art. 
embroidery.  Ribbon  work  is  rapidly  executed,  and  it  is  much, 
admired  for  home  decoration.  The  flowers  and  buds  only  are1 
made  of  ribbon,  i.  e.,  the  petals  only;  the  foliage  in  arrasene, 
chenille,  filoselle  or  embroidery  silk,  as  the  design  and  material; 
indicate;  for  a  large  design  on  heavy  material,  arrasene;  on 
satin  for  elegance,  chenille.  For  small  fine  work  use  filoselle,, 
and  embroidery  silks  for  standard  work.  If  the  design  be  a, 
wild  rose,  two  or  three  shades  of  ribbon  (rose  color)  are  re- 
quired; this  cut  in  the  form  of  the  petals,  but  double  the  size,* 
run  a  thread  around  the  edge  by  which  to  gather  it,  draw  the 
thread,  and  as  it  gathers  turn  under,  forming  the  exact  shape' 
on  the  petal  as  on  the  design,  stitching  the  gathering  to  keep  it. 
in  form,  then  sew  clown  on  the  design  in  blind  stitches;  then 
form  another  and  sew  down,  using  the  different  shades  of  rib- 
bon as  required  by  the  art.  When  the  petals  are  in,  fill  in  the- 
centre  with  knot  stitch,  and  add  the  stamens  same  as  Kensing- 
ton. All  the  Kensington  stitches  will  be  found  commencing; 
with  page  251. 
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The  following  embroidery  designs  should  be  shaded  in  colors 
to  suit  the  fancy  in  Kensington  work.  A  full  description  of 
these  stitches  were  given  on  page  251.

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CUT  OR  PLUSH  STITCH. 

By  its  use  Sumach,  Cockscomb,  Golden  Rod,  Princess  Feather, 
and  similar  flowers,  which  were  previously  very  imperfectly 
represented  by  a  bunch  of  knot  stitch,  are  closely  imitated  in 

(    texture  as  well  as  coloring 
P 


To  make  it,  first  fill  in  the 
flower  with  large  knot  stitch 
of  the  prevailing  color;  then 
(using  buttonhole  twist) 
bring  the  needle  up  between 
the  knots,  lay  a  double  strand 
of  filling  silk  on  the  face  of 
the  work  against  the  needle; 
take  the  needle  down  about 
in  the  same  place  it  came 
up,  but  from  the  other  side 
of  the  filling  silk,  so  that 
when  drawn  down  the  stitch  has  caught  the  filling  silk  some  \ 
of  an  inch  from  its  end;  draw  the  stitch  down  tightly,  which 
will  cause  the  ends  of  the  filling  silk  to  spring  straight  up ;  clip 
them  off  with  a  very  sharp  pair  of  scissors.  This  completes  one 
stitch.  Repeat  for  as  many  stitches  as  are  required  to  cover  or 
nearly  cover  the  knots.  It  is  not  easily  described,  but  with  a 
little  practice  is  easily  and  rapidly  done,  and  with  taste  and 
judgment  in  the  clipping,  and  in  the  number  of  stitches  used, 
so  as  to  partly,  not  completely,  cover  the  background  of  knots, 
good  effects  are  produced.  Make  Cockscomb  a  rich  velvety 
crimson. 


IMITATION  ORIENTAL  RUG  MAKING. 

The  handsome  rug  here  illustrated  is  a  new  kind  of  Smyrna 
imitation,  done  by  sewing  down  the  wool  to  large  mesh  canvas. 

This  new  work  requires  for  material  three-ply  Smyrna  wool, 
better  known  as  cable  zephyr.  Cut  the  wool  into  pieces  four 
inches  long;  using"  a  piece  of  wood  of  that  length  for  convenience 
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of  measurement.  As  this  material  cannot  be  bought  everywhere, 
I  will  tell  the  ladies  where  to  get  it.  Send  $1.50  to  H.  Taylor 
&  Co.,  No.  15  Bank  St.,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  and  ask  for 
a  No.  1  box  of  material  for  rug  making. 

Sew  the  pieces  firmly  on  the  canvas  with  strong  drab  linen 
thread  in  perpendicular  rows  from  top  to  bottom.     Each  piece 
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of  wool  is  placed  on  a  canvas  square  and  fastened  down  by  two 
stitches;  as  is  clearly  shown  in  the  illustration  No.  3.  For  the 
first  stitch,  place  a  piece  of  Smyrna  wool  on  the  crossed  parts  of 
the  canvass  and  bring  the  needle  out  in  the  under  square  on  the 
left  hand  side.     Fasten  clown  by  putting  the  needle  in  the  centre 

of  the  crossed  square,  bring  the 
needle  out  on  the  upper  right- 
hand   side,  and  take  it  down 
through  the  entire  crossed  piece 
again.     For  the  second  stitch, 
|P  put  the  needle  in  at  the  same 
%  place  as  for  the  first,  taking  it 
however  to  the  next  square,  as 
I  shown  in  this  same  illustration, 
as  well  as  in  fig.  No.  4     The 
position  of  the  stitches  on  the 
wrong  side  is  also  shown   in 
that  illustration.

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At  the  side  of  each  of  the  wool  threads  thus  fastened,  one 
square  of  the  canvas  is  left  bare;  the  intervening  space  being 
fully  covered  by  the  two  halves  of  the  Smyrna  wool  thread. 

Two  threads  of  the  wool  and  the  two  adjacent  bare  spaces 
cover  but  one  whole  canvas  square.  This,  in  copying  from  a 
pattern,  forms  one  of  the  types  or  colors.  This  is  explained  in 
Fig.  No.  2,  and  the  whole  effect  is  shown  in  the  part  of  the  rug 
there  given. 

By  referring  to  Fig.  1,  which  shows  the  rug  completed,  it  will 
be  seen  that  for  every  type,  or  minute  part  of  each  color,  two 
wool  threads  are  required,  consisting  of  four  ends  and  covering 
one  canvas  square.  A  pattern  consisting  of  10  colors  or  squares 
each  way,  will  measure  10§  squares  each. 

TO  KNIT  THESE  RUGS  ON  NEEDLES. 


It  is  done  in  plain  knit- 
ting as  shown  in  Nos.  5  and 
6.  A  ball  of  soft  twine  is 
used.  The  twisted  wool  is 
passed  between  the  needlesi 
(which  are  very  coarse 
steel)  a  stitch  is  then  knit- 
ted, then  the  end  at  the  back 
is  brought  forward,  the  ends 
are  drawn  even  and  another 
stitch  is  knitted,  and  so  on 
throughout.  A  plain  row 
is  knit  between  every  wool 
row. 

Whether  the  mat  is  knit- 
ted or  worked  on  canvas,  the  back  must  be  lined  with  coarse, 
undressed  holland,  and  the  front  is  cut  evenly  with  a  sharp 
pair  of  scissors.

DRAWN  WORK. 


Like  knitting,  crochet,  Kensington  tapestry  work,  etc.,  drawn 
work  is  simply  a  revision  of  work  of  the  olden  times,  done  by 
European  ladies  of  rank  centuries  ago.  It  has  also  been  done 
by  the  Portuguese  for  many  years,  and  beautiful  specimens  of 
their  work  have  been  imported.  Among  all  the  fancy  work 
none  is  so  trying  to  the  eyes  as  this. 

The  simplest  stitch  is 
the  Hem  Stitch.  It  is 
done  by  first  turning  the 
hem  the  desired  width,, 
to  mark  the  line  in  the 
body  of  the  goods  where 
the  first  thread  should 
be  drawn.  A  number  o£ 
threads  are  then  drawn 
out,  more  or  less,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  fineness

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of  the  cloth,  and  the  hem 
is  turned  to  the  outer  edge 
of  the  drawn  space,  and 
carefully  basted  down.  The 
threads  left  after  drawing 
out  the  filling  are  now  to 
be  caught  up  in  clusters  of 
4  or  more  next  to  the  chain, 
as  seen  in  illustration  No.  1. 
Illustration  No.  2  is  done 
the  same  with  the  exception 
of  the  moving  lines.

This  pattern  is  used  for  a  ground  work.  Java  canvas  is  the 
most  effective  material  for  it;  two  threads  only  are  drawn  cross- 
wise and  four  lengthwise.  In  working  over,  the  threads  are 
somewhat  drawn  together.  Thread  or  silk  may  be  used  for  mak- 
ing the  pattern.  All  the  upright  stitches  should  first  be  worked, 
then  the  cross  threads.  The  arrows  indicate  the  way  the  needle 
should  be  put  in. 

No.  5  shows  the  design  of  circles  and  bars,  and  No.  4  the  mode 
of  executing  the  two  patterns  employed  in  the  design.  Three 
double  strands  of  Java  canvas  are  drawn  each  way;  the  dark 
parts  of  the  design  are  worked  as  is  seen  in  No.  5.  The  light 
parts  are  worked  in  point  de  reprise  or  darning  stitch  with  a 
second  color.

This  border  lias  a  Java  canvas  foundation,  but  is  equally  suited 
to  finer  materials.  Three-quarters  of  an  inch  of  threads  must 
be  drawn  one  way.  The  warp  threads  are  the  best  to  draw,  as 
the  selvedge  is  strengthening  to  the  work  to  leave  on,  and  hem 
down  or  sew  to  the  material  to  be  ornamented.    None  of  the  weft 
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"threads  are  drawn;  they  are  counted  and  evenly  divided  by  work- 
ing over  in  divisions  of  4;  a  slanting  stitch  is  sewn  into  the 
undrawn  edge,  the  needle  is  then  put  round 
the  threads,  as  shown  in  No.  9.  The  thread 
is  then  carried  on  and  twisted  round  the 
threads  that  form  the  first  half  of  the  cen- 
tre pattern;  fasten  with  one  buttonhole 
stitch  exactly  half  way  down,  twist  the 
thread  round  the  same  bar  of  threads  to 
get  it  into  place  to  work  the  lower  12 
stitches  of  the  same  bar,  4  of  these  bars 
form  the  interlacing ;  work  1  slanting 
stitch  into  the  edge  and  continue  the  interlaced  stitches  in  the 
way  shown  in  No.  9,  working  your  pattern  from  No.  6.  The 
little  dots  on  the  plain  part  are  worked  in  satin  stitch. 

No.  8.  Border  in  Pyramid,  Cross  and  Armenian  Stitches. 
This  border  consists  of  drawings  -|  inch  in  depth,  and  of  2  threads 
between  four  threads  twice,  leave  8  threads,  and  draw  1\  inches 
for  the  broad  part  of  the  design.  The  interlaced  stitches  are 
worked  as  shown  in  No.  9,  the  cross  stitches  are  worked  in  the 
ordinary  manner  over  4  threads  each  way.  The  lines  of  slanting 
.stitches  leave  .a  tying  or  buttonhole  stitch  over  six  threads.

Another  border  in  drawn  thread  work  and  embroidery,  suita- 
ble for  table  covers.

Elegant  Square  or  Diamond  of  Drawn  Work  and  Cross  Stitch 
Embroidery.  This  square,  worked  on  fine  linen  is  very  easily 
worked  from  design.  It  is  used  for  tidies  and  table  scarfs  when 
joined  together;  when  used  singly  it  is  pretty  for  toilet  cushions. 
A  thread  lace  or  knotted  edge  would  be  the  most  suitable  finish. 
The  drawn  threads  are  divided  out  first,  10  threads  being  always 
drawn  out  in  the  length  for  each  stripe,  16  for  each  diamond, 
and  6  threads  cut  out  in  the  square.  Yellow  purse  silk  is  taken 
for  working  over  the  drawn  thread  parts,  and  colored  purse  silk 
for  the  cross  stitch  embroidery. 
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CROSS  STITCH   DESIGNS. 

Cross  Stitch  is  used  for  many  purposes  and  may  easily  be  done 
from  designs,  with  materials  to  suit  fancy.  A  cross  stitch  de- 
sign may  be  worked  on  silk  or  velvet  by  basting  a  piece  of  canvas 
on  first  and  then  drawing  out  threads  of  canvas.

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GUIPURE   NETTING. 

(From  Young  Ladies'  Journal.) 

This  beautiful  work  has  long  been  fashionable,  and  the  varied 
purposes  for  which  it  can  be  used,  its  strength  and  durability, 
will  continue  to  keep  it  fashionable  for  many  years  to  come. 

Some  of  the  uses  to  which  the  work  can  be  put  we  will  enu- 
merate:— For  household  purposes:  window-curtains,  toilet-covers, 
toilet-cushions,  antimacassars,  and  doilies.  For  articles  of  dress: 
parasol-covers,  borders  for  handkerchiefs,  caps,  cravats,  chemi- 
settes, collars,  cuffs.  Insertions  and  lace  of  all  widths  for  trim- 
ming underlinen;  and  also,  worked  fine  and  in  the  more  elaborate 
patterns,  the  lace  can  be  used  for  trimming  dresses  of  the  richest 
material,  such  as  velvet,  satin,  &c. 

Guipure  Netting,  Guipure  d'Art,  Filet  Guipure,  and  Filet  Brode 
are  one  and  the  same  work,  which  has  gone  under  a  great  many 
more  names  since  its  introduction  in  the  middle  ages.  The  word 
"Guipure1'  comes  from  Guipe — a  kind  of  thick  cord  or  thread, 
round  which  threads  of  gold,  silver  and  silk  were  twisted. 


Implements  Required. — Netting-needles  and  meshes  of  var- 
ious sizes.  These  are  made  of  steel  for  fine  work,  and  of  ivory, 
bone  and  boxwood  for  larger  and  coarser  work.  The  needles 
must  be  choosen  of  a  suitable  size  for  the  mesh — not  too  large, 
or  they  will  be  difficult  to  get  through  the  work;  and  not  too 
small,  or  they  will  not  hold  enough  of  material  without  joining 
in  frequent  and  perhaps  inconvenient  parts  of  the  foundation. 
A  good  stirrup  is  requisite  if  a  lead  cushion  is  not  at  hand,  as  it 
is  very  needful  to  keep  the  work  firm.  The  lead  cushions  are 
shown  in  the  next  page.  We  consider  the  lead  cushion  has  an 
advantage  over  the  stirrup,  as  ladies  need  not  stoop  to  their  work. 
We  will,  however,  give  directions  for  a  good  stirrup  for  those 
who  may  prefer  to  use  one.  Linen  thread  is  the  material  used 
for  the  foundation  and  for  the  stitches  of  guipure  netting.     A 
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wire  frame  is  also  essential  for  working  in.  Care  must  be  taken 
to  have  the  working  material  quite  smooth  and  even,  without 
knots. 

Nos.  1  and  2. — To  Fill  a  Netting-Needle.— Tie  a  little  loop 
over  one  of  the  forked  ends,  and  wind  the  thread  from  end  to 
end  firmly  on  the  needle ;  when  the  needle  is  filled  press  the  prongs 
together  quite  close.  For  very  fine  netting,  which  will  not  admit 
the  filled  needle  through  the  holes,  a  long  blunt  darning-needle 
must  be  used. 

No.  3. —  Netting  Mesh. —  For  fine  work  knitting-pins  are 
generally  used  for  meshes;  but  for  larger  work  boxwood,  bone 
and  ivory  meshes,  both  flat  and  round,  are  sold  at  all  fancy-work 
shops. 

To  know  the  size  mesh  you  should  use,  you  must  measure  one 
side  of  a  square,  and  select  a  mesh  the  exact  size  of  it. 

Stirrup. —  We  have  elsewhere  stated  that  we  consider  the 
weighted  cushion  better  than  a  stirrup  for  netting,  as  it  prevents 
the  need  of  stooping  over  the  work,  which  is  desirable;  but  there 
are  ladies  who  have  so  accustomed  themselves  to  work  with  a 
stirrup,  that  they  find  it  more  convenient  than  the  cushion, 
therefore  we  insert  the  following  directions  for  a  very  good 
stirrup: — Materials:  A  pair  of  wood  or  bone  pins,  No.  12;  two 
small  pieces  of  scarlet  worsted  braid. 

Cast  on  nine  stitches,  knit  three  rows  plain. 

3rd  Row:  Knit  two  together  throughout  the  row. 

4th  Row:  Slip  the  first  stitch,  *  take  up  the  loop  between  the 
stitches  and  knit  it,  knit  a  stitch,  take  up  the  loop,  &c,  from  * 
to  the  end  of  the  row. 

5th  Row:  Plain  knitting. 

6th  Row:  Purl. 

The  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  rows  are  to  be  repeated  six- 
teen times;  work  the  plain  rows  as  at  the  commencement. 

Cover  a  thin  piece  of  wood  three  inches  long  with  ribbon  or 
silk  of  the  color  of  the  braid,  and  line  the  braid  with  ribbon; 
then  sew  the  knitted  ends  to  the  ribbon  covering  the  wood.    To 
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make  a  foundation  to  net  upon,  net  two  or  three  stitches,  and 
continue  until  you  have  a  piece  about  a  yard  long,  which  you 
can  net  upon  at  any  part  suitable  to  the  length  of  your  work. 
The  two  ends  of  the  foundation  can  then  be  fastened  together 
to  the  top  of  the  stirrup. 

Nos.  4  and  5 — Knot  foe  Joining. — The  knot  represented  in 
No.  4  needs  no  description,  being  simply  the  usual  knot-loop 
with  the  two  ends  placed  over  each  other,  firmly  drawn  (see 
No.  5)  and  the  ends  cut  off.  This  knot  is  considered  as  secure 
as  the  complicated  weaver's  knot. 

Nos.  6  to  8 — Directions  for  Netting. — The  foundation: 
Netting, — is  commenced  in  various  ways.  We  recommend  a 
piece  of  thread  tied  in  a  knot  and  fastened  to  a  heavy  cushion, 
as  shown  in  Nos.  6  to  8,  which  forms  a  foundation  for  the 
first  row.     When  the  work  is  finished  the  thread  is  taken  out. 

Take  the  thread-loop,  fasten  it  to  the  cushion,  tie  the  work- 
ing thread  to  the  loop,  take  the  filled  needle  in  the  right  hand 
and  the  mesh  in  the  left;  hold  the  latter  horizontally  between 
the  thumb  and  forefinger,  as  shown  in  No.  6;  lay  the  working 
thread  over  the  mesh  downwards  round  the  middle  finger  of 
the  left  hand,  and  then  between  the  mesh  and  the  forefinger, 
a  little  toward  the  left,  where  the  left  thumb  encloses  the 
thread,  and  by  that  means  the  loop  laid  round  the  mesh  and 
finger  is  firmly  held;  then,  according  to  No.  7,  the  needle  is 
carried  again  toward  the  right,  and  pushed  from  underneath 
through  the  thread-loop  lying  round  the  left  hand,  forming  a 
wide  scallop  with  the  thread;  then  the  needle  is  placed  under 
the  loop,  and  between  the  finger  and  mesh  again  through  the 
foundation-stitch;  keeping  the  left  hand  quite  still,  draw  the 
needle  quite  through  with  the  right  hand;  then  with  the  help 
of  the  left  hand  draw  the  knot  quite  tight,  which  completes 
the  stitch.  This  is  done  by  taking  the  two  middle  fingers  of 
the  left  hand  out  of  the  loop  in  taking  up  the  needle  with  the 
right  hand  (see  No.  8),  and  only  directing  the  knot  to  the  top 
of  the  mesh  with  the  right  hand,  where  all  the  knots  are  placed 
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in  a  line  close  together.  The  loop  must  be  quickly  and  firmly 
drawn  up  with  the  little  finger  of  the  left  hand  over  which  the 
thread  is  carried  slowly — and  by  that  means  the  stitches  are 
evenly  drawn  up.  It  is  better,  if  possible  to  avoid  making 
knots  except  at  the  outer-side  stitches.  Having  once  learnt  the 
stitch,  netting  a  ground  presents  no  difficulty,  as  the  stitches 
are  all  worked  like  those  of  the  preceding  row.  When  the 
whole  line  is  finished  the  mesh  is  carefully  taken  out,  the  work 
turned  round,  and  the  mesh  placed  again  to  commence  another 
row,  which  is  worked  in  the  same  manner.  Every  stitch  is 
commenced  by  pushing  the  needle  into  a  stitch  of  the  preced- 
ing line.  After  refilling  the  needle  a  knot  must  be  tied,  as 
shown  in  Nos.  4  and  5,  and  as  before  explained. 

Nos.  9  and  10 — Square  Netting. — For  netting  in  straight 
lines,  begin  always  at  one  corner  with  two  stitches,  and  work 
rows  forwards  and  backwards.  At  the  end  of  each  row  increase 
one  stitch  by  making  two  stitches  in  one  at  the  last  stitch  until 
the  netting  is  the  required  width.  No.  9  shows  the  commence- 
ment of  the  corner.  The  straight  netting  is  either  in  squares 
in  an  oblong  form,  in  stripes,  or  in  angular  edges. 

For  the  square:  Work  as  many  holes  in  the  length  as  in  the 
breadth,  increasing  at  the  end  of  each  row  until  there  is  one 
stitch  more  than  the  finished  square  of  holes  must  contain  in 
one  line.  For  the  five  holes  of  the  square  represented  in  No. 
10,  there  must  be  six  stitches ;  then  net  one  more  row  over  this 
with  the  same  number  of  stitches  plain,  and  decrease  in  the 
same  proportion,  for  which  the  two  last  stitches  in  each  row 
must  be  netted  together  with  one  knot. 

Having  by  this  means  reduced  the  number  again  to  two,  unite 
the  two  last  stitches  with  one  knot  in  the  middle.  This  is, 
however,  no  stitch;  simply  carry  the  thread  tight  across  to  the 
joining  knots. 

Nos.  11  and  12. — Square  Foundations  of  two  Sizes. — These 
foundations  are  made  by  putting  the  thread  once  round  for  the 
small  hole,  and  twice  for  the  large  hole  of  the  square.  No.  12 
shows  the  style  of  work  for  which  this  foundation  is  required. 
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No.  13. — Oblong  Netting. — For  an  oblong  form  or  shape, 
as' shown  in  No.  13,  the  increasing  for  the  corner  mnst  be  con- 
tinued until  there  are  two  more  stitches  than  are  required  for 
the  breadth.  This  increasing  must  be  continued  without  inter- 
ruption on  one  side ;  but  on  the  opposite  side  it  will  be  necessar}^ 
always  to  decrease,  so  that  the  number  of  stitches  always  re- 
mains the  same.  When  the  netting  is  the  required  length, 
the  last  corner  must  be  worked  by  decreasing,  as  in  the  square. 

No.  11. — Slanting  Netting. — For  the  slanting  netting, 
commence  with  the  requisite  number  of  stitches  for  the  length 
and  work  rows  forwards  and  backwards,  as  shown  in  No.  11. 
These  slanted  stripes  are  used  for  collars,  cuffs,  cravat  ends,  the 
separate  gored  parts  'of  parasol-covers,  &c,  and  in  all  cases 
where  there  is  a  deviation  from  the  square,  and  where  the 
foundation  has  to  be  cut.  In  this  case  work  the  separate  parts 
in  the  whole  foundation  rather  close  to  each  other,  and  cut 
them  out  of  each  other,  and  fasten  the  outlines  with  buttonhole- 
stitch. 

No,  15. — Wike  Fkame  for  Guipure  Netting. — For  the  gui- 
pure work  the  netted  foundation  must,  for  small  things,  be 
placed  in  a  strong  wire  frame  soldered  hy  a  tinman.  It  must 
be  large  enough  to  stretch  the  work  tightly.  No.  15  shows  the 
work  nearly  placed  in  the  frame,  and  ready  for  the  darning, 
which  must  be  done  carefully,  and  the  threads  evenly  drawn. 
The  wire  frame  is  covered  with  a  narrow  sarsnet  ribbon,  to 
which  the  work  is  sewn  (see  illustration. 

Circular  Foundations. — Circular  foundations  for  doilys, 
circular  cushions,  mats,  &c,  are  worked  precisely  the  same  as 
square  netting.  The  circle  must  be  formed  by  running  a 
a  thread  round  to  the  size  required,  and  working  over  it  with 
close  buttonhole  stitch.     Cut  away  the  superfluous  part. 

General  Remarks  on  Guipure  Netting. — The  size  of  the 
cotton  must  be  regulated  by  the  holes  of  the  netted  ground  so  as 
to  blend  nicely,  and  to  be  neither  too  close  nor  too  loose. 

Generally  the  same  size  of  thread  may  be  taken  as  that  used 
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for  the  foundation ;  sometimes  the  pattern  requires  different  parts 
to  be  worked  with  different  cotton — some  fine,  some  coarse.  A 
common  darning  or  tapestry  needle  may  be  used.  Very  nice 
needles  are  made  for  the  guipure  work  without  points.  The 
greatest  care  and  accuracy  are  required  in  working  all  stitches 
in  guipure;  the  thread  must  be  always  carried  alternately  over 
and  under  the  netted  threads;  the  work  must  always  be  unin- 
terrupted, and  the  thread  fastened  with  a  firm  knot  (see  Nos.  4 
and  5);  and  when  it  is  impossible  to  pass  immediately  from,  a 
filled-up  part  to  the  next  hole  of  the  netted  ground,  the  thread 
must  be  wound  round  the  threads  between  that  and  the  next  hole, 
to  be  worked  as  carefully  as  possible,  so  as  to  be  almost  imper- 
ceptible. 

Nos  16  to  19. — Point  De  Reprise:  Darning  Stitch. — This 
is  a  stitch  which  is  employed  in  nearly  all  patterns;  in  some  it 
is  used  alone,  in  others  alternated  with  other  stitches.  The  prin- 
ciple of  the  stitch  is  that  of  ordinary  darning. 

The  holes  must  be  entirely  filled  up,  placing  the  needle  over 
one  thread  of  the  netting  and  under  the  other.  The  darning 
must  be  always  in  the  same  direction.  Any  deviation  in  the 
pattern  will  be  seen  in  the  designs.  We  can  give  no  description 
of  these  stitches  which  would  be  half  as  usef  al  to  the  worker  as 
a  careful  observation  of  the  diagrams  Nos.  16  to  19. 

Nos.  20  to  27  and  32.— Point  De  Toile  :  Trellis- Work 
Stitch. — In  working  this  stitch  great  care  must  be  taken  to 
make  the  threads  cross  each  other  evenly.  Different  patterns 
may  be  worked  in  this  stitch.  The  number  of  threads  in  a  square 
must  be  regulated  by  the  size  of  the  square;  but  there  must  be 
the  same  number  of  long  and  cross  threads  and  the  numbers  must 
be  even — two,  four,  six,  &c. ;  an  odd  number  of  threads  would  spoil 
the  work.  All  the  designs  show  where  the  patterns  commence 
and  where  the  thread  is  wound  round  to  continue  the  pattern. 

Nos.  28  to  30,  and  33  to  35.— Point  D'Esprit  :  Festoon-Stitch. 
— Work  rows  forwards  and  backwards.  In  this  pattern  the  al- 
ternate over  and  under  stitches  are  not  regularly  observed,  but 
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by  attention  to  the  designs  the  deviations  may  be  seen  and  the 
stitch  easily  worked.  Sometimes  the  whole  netted  ground  is 
covered  with  this  stitch. 

No.  31. — Angular  Edge  for  Handkerchief-Borders,  &c. — 
For  an  angular  edge  round  pocket-handkerchiefs,  covers  or  the 
outer  edge  of  a  square  with  a  thick  middle  piece  of  linen,  &c.  (see 
No.  31 )  it  is  advisable  to  place  the  design  before  one.  The  com- 
mencing corner  may  be  easily  known  by  the  commencing  thread 
which  forms  the  upper  point  of  the  square.  Beginning  with  a 
corner,  increase  until  there  are  two  more  than  double  the  num- 
ber of  stitches  that  are  required  for  the  breadth;  therefore,  for 
the  edge  of  square  No.  31,  which  is  three  stitches  broad,  eight 
stitches  will  be  required.  Then  the  part  marked  with  dotted 
lines  al  to  a2  must  be  worked  with  four  stitches  as  far  as  the 
half  of  the  corner;  and  then  turning  round  with  these  stitches, 
continue  the  stripe,  always  increasing  at  the  outer  and  decreas- 
ing at  the  inner  edge.  For  the  next  corner  at  the  inner  edge, 
where  until  now  the  decreasing  has  been  carried  on,  following 
the  row  marked  hi  and  b2,  after  the  decreasing,  make  one  more 
stitch  in  the  outermost  edge  stitch,  and  with  this  begin  the  in- 
creasing for  the  second  side  of  the  inner  edge;  at  the  outer  edge 
decrease  in  the  same  proportion.  Having  arrived  at  the  third 
(the  opposite  one  to  the  beginning)  corner,  cut  off  the  thread 
at  the  last  row  at  the  inner  edge  (see  cl  to  c2)  according  to  the 
knot  dl,  the  thread  is  then  put  on  again  at  the  upper  corner; 
and  according  to  the  dotted  line  the  first  row  of  the  side  edge  as 
far  as  d2  is  to  be  worked.  The  work  is  then  continued  as  at  the 
first  half  of  the  edge  as  far  as  the  under  corner,  and  on  arriving 
there  the  thread  is  again  cut  off  at  the  inner  side.  Put  the 
thread  on  afresh  at  the  knot  marked  g  ;  and,  according  to  design, 
in  the  next  row  enclose  the  two  inner  stitches  where  the  cut-off 
thread  hangs,  together  with  one  knot  which  forms  the  corner, 
and  must  now  be  completed  as  for  a  square  by  decreasing  at  the 
end  of  each  row.     This  is  the  last  corner. 

No.  32  is  another  example  of  point  de  toile.  The  directions 
for  working  will  be  found  under  No.  20. 
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Nos.  33  to  35. — Further,examples  of  point  d'esprit  or  festoon- 
stitch.  No  34  shows  a  ground  entirely  covered  with  the  stitch. 
For  directions  for  working  see  No.  28. 

No.  36. — Combination"  of  Festoon  and  Trellis  Stitches. — 
This  design  gives  the  festoon  (point  d'esprit  and  trellis-stitch) 
joined  together  in  one  pattern.  The  latter  is  worked  like  com- 
mon darning  point  (point  de  reprise). 

No.  37. — Combination  of  Trellis-Stitch  and  Wheels. — 
The  trellis-stitch  has  already  been  explained;  each  row  of  trellis 
should  be  worked  first,  and  afterwards  the  rows  of  wheels,  spun- 
stitches,  or  spider-webs,  as  they  are  sometimes  called.  These 
stitches  will  be  illustrated  and  described  in  our  next  supplement. 

Nos.  38  and  39. — Combination  of  Point  De  Reprise  and 
Festoon. — Each  of  these  stitches  have  already  been  illustrated 
and  explained.  A  combination  of  the  two  in  fine  work  will 
make  a  pretty  lace  for  trimming  dresses,  &c.  They  will  also 
make  a  very  pretty  doily  or  antimacassar.  If  space  will  admit 
of  our  doing  so  in  a  future  supplement,  we  will  give  a  design  for 
these  patterns  in  a  proper  size.  Nos.  38  and  39  are  shown  in  a 
greatly  increased  size  to  facilitate  copying  them.  We  need 
hardly  say  that  the  letters  show  where  to  repeat  the  pattern;  a 
must  meet  a,  and  b,  b. 

Nos.  40  to  46. — Point  Croise:  Cross  Stitch. — These  stitches 
may  be  used  as  a  whole  or  half  pattern  for  separate  squares,  or 
an  entire  surface  with  either  single  or  double  threads ;  the  second 
thread  is  wound  round  the  first. 

No.  40  shows  the  mode  of  working  a  single  thread  crossed 
with  a  tied  knot,  which  fastens  all  the  threads  at  the  crossing- 
point.  This  stitch*  resembles  the  common  buttonhole-stitch, 
with  this  difference  only,  that  the  stitch  is  put  in  over  instead 
of  next  to  the  starting-thread. 

The  double-thread  cross  No.  41  requires  the  crossed  thread  to 
be  once  more  tied  in  a  separate  hole  of  the  square.  For  this 
double  cross  stretch  the  first  loose  thread  for  two  bars  of  the 
cross  lying  near  each  other,  then  return  as  far  as  the  middle  only. 
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Twist  the  thread  round  the  latter,  from  here  going  always  for- 
wards and  backwards  to  form  the  third  and  fourth  bars;  then 
unite  all  the  four  bars  by  one  stitch,  and  then  twist  the  thread 
a  few  times  round  the  first  bar  with  a  single  thread  and  finish. 
After  uniting  the  four  cross-bars,  it  will  be  'easy  to  make  a  little 
round  pattern  in  the  middle  by  drawing  the  thread  round  the 
cross.  No.  42  shows  clearly  .the  mode  of  working  half  cross- 
stitch  in  rows. 

No.  43  shows  a  simple  mode  of  making  a  cross-stitch  with  a 
thread. 

Work  the  first  line  of  this  cross-stitch  by  looping  a  simple 
thread  cross-stitch  round  the  thread  of  the  netted  foundation 
(as  in  working  with  a  needle),  then  in  the  returning  row,  which 
completes  the  cross;  the  knot  must  be  always  made  in  the  middle. 

Twisted  crosses  may  be  made  in  the  same  manner  by  first 
stretching  the  single  thread  across,  and  then  twisting  the  thread 
around  in  returning.  This  is  clearly  shown  in  No.  44,  with 
little  round  patterns  added  at  the  cross  points  (spinning  pat- 
terns), by  working  round  the  tied  knots  in  the  twisted  lines. 

The  next  variation  of  the  cross-stitch,  which  also  forms  the 
ground  of  the  spun-stitch,  and  which  is  the  thread-cross  inter- 
woven with  the  point  d'esprit  in  45,  may  also  have  a  loose  thread 
circle  as  in  No.  46. 

The  interwoven  cross  of  No.  41  may  now  be  completed  by  the 
point  d'esprit,  for  which  stick  always  through  the  winding  of 
the  cross-bars  as  shown  in  No.  45. 

Nos.  48  to  49. — Spinxikg-Stitch  and  Wheels. — These  pat- 
terns are  generally  worked  over  four  holes  of  the  netted  square 
at  the  crossing-point  of  the  cross-bars  stretched  across,  and 
either  unite  the  eight  radii  or  meet  over  these  in  the  centre  of  a 
netted  hole  with  the  thread  wound  round.  This  winding  round 
is  so  contrived  that  the  wound  bars  lie  underneath  the  threads  of 
the  foundation,  and  the  stitch  is  on  this  account  called  a  web. 
No.  46  represents  one  of  these  patterns  with  a  loose  thread  circle; 
No.  47  a  web  with  a  looped  circle,  and  it  forms  the  middle  of  the 
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pattern  represented  in  No.  50.  A  wheel  differs  from  a  web  in 
the  mode  of  weaving  it;  in  the  former  the  threads  appear  to  be 
reversed. 

No.  49  represents  a  finished  wheel  surrounded  with  very  pretty 
picots. 

Nos.  50  and  51. — Picots. — These  pico'ts  consist  of  buttonhole- 
stitches  worked  close  together,  as  shown  in  No.  50.  The  number 
of  buttonhole  stitches  must  be  regulated  by  the  quality  of  the 
cotton  and  the  size  of  the  picot. 

No.  51  shows  another  very  effective  picot,  which  may  be 
worked  either  round  the  threads  that  cross  each  other  in  the 
netting  for  the  middle  of  a  cross  (cross-stitch),  or  round  a  little 
spinning-stitch  or  wheel;  this  kind  may  also  be  used  for  flowers. 
These  twisted  picots  are  worked  in  the  well-known  broderie 
a  la  minute  (see  No.  51).  For  this  kind  of  picot  make  first  a 
buttonhole-stitch  round  the  netted  cross,  push  the  needle  in  it 
and  wind  the  cotton  ten  or  twelve  times  round  for  one  picot; 
then  carefully  draw  another  buttonhole  stitch  round  the  netted 
cross  to  fasten  the  finished  picot  and  to  prepare  for  the  next. 

Nos.  52  to  55. — Pykamid-Stitch. — This  stitch  is  made  with 
sometimes  one,  two,  or  more  divisions. 

No.  52  gives  a  design  with  patterns  of  pyramid-stitch  in 
three  divisions,  which  are  worked  according  to  No.  53.  This 
stitch  differs  only  so  far  from  that  in  two  divisions,  in  that  from 
the  middle  hole  when  the  triangle  is  stretched  across,  the  thread 
stretched  across  is  carried  to  the  middle  of  the  netted  bar,  and 
rises  from  there  to  the  point. 

No.  51  shows  the  mode  of  working  this.  Tie  the  thread  on 
with  a  knot,  carry  it  as  far  as  the  middle  of  the  outer  netting 
thread  of  the  pattern,  fasten  it  for  a  triangle  again  to  the  mid- 
dle hole  returning. 

By  winding  the  last  thread  backwards  the  point  of  the  pyra- 
mid is  again  reached,  and  the  bars  must  now  be  closely  worked 
in  point  de  reprise,  as  shown  in  the  design. 

No.  55  shows  a  little  finished  pattern  with  one  division  be- 
tween the  bars  of  a  web. 
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These  pyramid-stitches  may  be  made  stronger  and  more 
effective  by  twisting  several  stretched  threads  together,  which 
form  a  kind  of  frame. 

Nos.  56  to  58  and  61. — Mushroom-Stitch. — This  is  worked 
in  a  kind  of  point  de  reprise  m  a  corner  of  a  netted  square,  a 
twisted  thread  having  been  previously  drawn  across  obliquely 
(see  No.  56). 

Nos.  56  to  58  show  the  usual  modes  of  placing  these  patterns 
together.  No.  61  gives  a  little  square  pattern  containing  double 
point  d'esprit  between  the  different  arrangements  of  the  mush- 
room-stitch. 

The  double  point  d'esprit  is  merely  a  second  worked  inside 
the  first. 

Nos.  59  and  60,  62  to  65. — Point  Evantail:  Fanstitch.— 

This  is  a  kind  of  continuation  of  the  mushroom-stitch,  and 
may  be  easily  worked  from  Nos.  59  and  60.  Nos.  62  and  65 
show  how  they  may  be  arranged  in  patterns.  The  flat  fan- 
stitch  in  No.  59  forms  an  almost  exclusive  pattern  of  itself,, 
but  the  corner  fan-stitch  in  No.  60  serves  also  as  a  finish  to  the 
trellis-work  parts,  as  shown  in  Nos.  63  and  64.  A  variety  of  this 
pattern  is  called  the  twisted  fan-stitch,  and  answers  the  same 
purpose,  as  shown  also  in  a  square  pattern  in  No.  76. 

Nos.  66  to  70. — Scallops. — These  are  numerous  in  their 
arrangement  and  modes  of  working.  In  order  to  make  two  of 
these  pointed  scallops  in  a  hole  of  the  netting,  work  always  two 
buttonhole.stitches  on  the  thread  of  the  netting  intended  for 
the  long  side  of  each  scallop  (according  to  No.  66),  one  button- 
hole-stitch on  the  thread  intended  for  the  short  side  of  the 
scallop  at  the  middle  point  of  the  threads  turned  towards  the 
star,  so  that  the  latter  seems  only  half  filled  when  the  side 
thread  is  covered  with  stitches.  No.  66  shows  one  scallop  with 
loose  threads  finished;  the  second  laid  on.  Having  finished  the 
latter,  carry  the  thread  at  the  foot  of  the  finished  scallops  as 
far  as  the  next  disengaged  hole  to  work  the  next  two  scallops, 
or  by  means  of  a  bar  of  the  thread  cross  in  the  middle  of  the 
star;  continue  the  work. 
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The  thick  button  scallops  (Nos.  67  and  68)  are  worked  in 
rows  forwards  and  backwards  in  common  buttonhole-stitch,  as 
shown  in  No.  67.  For  thick  buttonhole  scallops  with  picots, 
.see  No.  68. 

The  thick  pyramid  scallop  is  like  the  pyramid-stitch,  but 
according  to  No.  68,  it  lies  loose  upon  the  ground,  and  the 
frame  of  stretched  threads  is  worked  in  point  de  reprise. 
In  working  these  large  scallops,  in  which  the  threads  are  closely 
interwoven,  and  which  has  the  effect  of  pyramid  stitch  in  five 
divisions,  it  is  very  necessary  that  the  five  threads  of  the  frame 
should  be  firmly  stretched.  They  all  unite  in  the  point — not  all 
together  round  the  knots  of  the  netted  foundation,  but  after  the 
looping  are  placed  perpendicularly  on  the  straight  netted  bar7  and 
closely  wound  round.  This  twisted  bar  may  be  completed  with 
a  thick  pattern,  spun-stitch,  a  wheel  or  a  picot.  The  threads  on 
the  foot  of  the  frame  joined  to  the  trellis-stitch  may  be  easily 
worked  from  No.  69.  The  loose  corner  scallop  which  serves  for 
filling  up  this,  as  well  as  the  slanting  half  of  a  hole  of  the  net- 
ting in  the  mushroom-stitch,  is  worked  the  same  as  No.  70, 
without  a  supporting  middle  thread,  and  like  the  loose  star  scal- 
lop worked  with  buttonhole-stitch  in  No.  66.  For  every  triangle 
two  buttonhole-stitches  must  be  made  over  each  thread  of  the 
netting. 

No.  71. — Tufted  Buttonhole-Stitch. — This  stitch  will  be 
easily  worked  from  the  design.  It  forms  the  border  to  the 
square  No.  75. 

No.  72. — Oblong  Pattern. — These  patterns  are  formed  by 
drawing  the  thread  loosely  round  the  netting.  They  are  used 
ior  ornamenting  larger  patterns.  No.  72  shows  how  they  are 
Tised  with  other  stitches  to  form  a  pattern. 

No.  73. — The  Lettee  "  S  "  Stitch. — This  is  a  sort  of  combi- 
nation of  the  mushroom  stitch,  and  is  used  in  square  No.  77. 

No.  74. — Thick  Squaee. — This  simple  stitch  needs  no  descrip- 
tion— it  will  be  seen  in  the  finished  square  No.  77. 

Nos.  75  and  77.  —  Squares  in  Guipure  Netting.  —  These 
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squares  may  be  used  alternately,  and  will  make  a  pretty  insertion, 
a  heading  for  guipure  lace,  or  joined  for  pincushion-tops,  doily s, 
&c. 

No.  76. — Quarter  of  Square. — All  the  stitches  in  this  design 
have  been  already  described,  except  the  stalk-stitch  which  crosses 
the  point  de  toile.  They  are  worked  according  to  Nos.  85  and 
86.  This  square  will  make  a  pretty  doily,  or,  combined  with 
other  squares,  will  serve  for  antimacassars,  &c. 

No.  78. — Pattern  est  Fast,  Oblong  and  Spinning  Stitches. 
■ — This  shows  the  mode  of  working  a  combination  of  the  above 
stitches. 

Nos.  79  to  81  and  90. — Star  or  Radii. — For  the  mode  of  work- 
ing the  star  represented  in  No.  79,  see  No.  80.  The  star  requires 
cross-bars  placed  in  the  same  manner  as  for  a  wheel,  the  ends  of 
which  must  again  have  cross-bars  for  the  rounding  of  the  star. 
Round  the  interwoven  wheel  in  the  middle  the  separate  radii  are 
arranged,  which  are  formed,  according  to  the  previous  directions, 
of  loose  threads  round  the  bars  of  netting,  and  placed  together 
in  a  bunch  at  the  under  part  with  two  buttonhole-stitches  upon 
the  wheel.  The  little  stars  arranged  in  a  pretty  pattern  with  cross- 
stitch  and  point  d'esprit  in  No.  90,  consist,  as  shown  in  No.  81, 
of  loose  threads  stretched  across  and  joined  by  being  twice  firmly 
interwoven  in  the  middle. 

N0>  82. — Double  Cross. — This  pattern  is  very  effective  for  the 
middle  of  a  square,  or  even  for  a  corner.  The  loose  threads  must 
be  first  stretched  across  from  one  side  over  the  hole  of  the  net- 
ting,  and  a  bar  wound  round  in  the  opposite  direction,  inter- 
weaving it  with  the  first  bar,  as  shown  in  design. 

Nos.  83  to  85  and  88,  89. — Guipure  in  Relief. — These  very 
effective  patterns  may  be  placed  upon  a  ground  of  point  de  toile, 
or  even  upon  plain  netting.  They  present  no  difficulty,  but  re- 
quire practice  and  the  greatest  accuracy.  They  consist  of  loose 
threads  stretched  over  the  foundation,  and  worked  in  like  the 
point  de  reprise — for  small  patterns,  over  two  threads,  with  one 
division;  for  broad  patterns,  leaves,  &c,  with  two  or  three  divi- 
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sions  over  three  or  more  threads.  Leaves  should  be  graduated. 
Stalks  on  leaves,  or  sometimes  raised  veins  (see  No.  76),  are 
formed,  according  to  the  thickness  required,  of  threads  stretched 
across,  wound  once  or  several  times  round,  and  closely  corded  in 
returning.  The  large  patterns,  in  filling  up  the  stretched  threads 
of  which  the  frame  of  bars  is  composed,  require  a  thread  of  the 
foundation  to  be  worked  in  here  and  there  lightly,  which  causes 
the  guipure  to  keep  its  place  better.  No.  83  gives  a  finished  cross 
in  relief  upon  a  netted  foundation,  covered  with  point  de  toile. 

No.  84  shows  the  mode  of  working  this.  Nos.  85  and  89  show 
the  mode  of  placing  the  large  and  small  leaves  and  stalks  so 
clearly  that  no  description  is  necessary.  No.  88  shows  a  com- 
bination of  these  stitches. 

Nos.  86  and  87.-Buttonhole-Stitch  Edge. — The  buttonhole- 
stitch  makes  a  very  pretty  scallop  border.  This  edge  may  be 
either  plain  or  ornamented  with  picots.  It  is  advisable  to  work 
it  in  a  frame.  It  is  important  that  it  should  be  carefully  traced, 
so  that  when  the  threads  of  the  netting  are  cut  away  the  stitches 
remain  in  their  places. 

For  this  stretch  the  thread  firmly  round  the  netted  thread,  and 
tie  it  always  with  the  loop  described  for  the  cross-stitch  ( see  No. 
40).  Returning  it  must  be  closely  twisted  again  and  then  fast- 
ened with  button-hole  stitch,  as  shown  in  No.  86.  No.  87  shows 
the  mode  of  working  the  picots;  they  are  formed  by  simply  mak- 
ing another  separate  buttonhole-stitch,  which  lies  free  under- 
neath, and  is  fastened  to  the  next  in- continuing  the  row. 

Conclusion.  —  From  the  descriptions  and  illustrations  of 
stitches  which  we  have  given  in  these  supplements  we  believe 
our  readers  will  find  no  difficulty  in  working  any  of  the  guipure 
netting  designs  which  we  have  already  given,  and  shall  continue 
to  give,  in  our  Journal.  The  designs  on  pages  17  and  25  of  our 
Guipure  Netting  Supplements  are  each  somewhat  difficult,  and 
should  not  be  attempted  until  the  stitches  have  all  been  well 
practised;  but  they  are  very  beautiful  designs,  and  show  what 
very  nice  work  may  be  produced  in  guipure  netting. 
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Sample  of  Guiptxre  Square. 

(NO  DESCRIPTION). 
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Edging. — Netted  Guipure  Embroidered  with  Colored  Silk. 


The  netted  ground  must  be  either  of  light  grey  or  ecru,  which 
agrees  with  any  color,  and  is  first  sewn  out  with  colored  silk  in 
point  d'esprit,  the  spaces  for  the  rosettes  being  left  open  for  a 
time.  In  embroidering  the  large  rosettes  the  long  lower  loops 
of  every  two  divisions  are  to  be  darned  through  on  all  four  sides. 
The  loops  couched  on  these  parts  are  worked  in  common  leaf- 
stitch,  while  the  double  ones,  which  are  somewhat  complicated 
in  the  execution,  must  be  studied  with  care.  The  smallest  loops, 
into  which  is  worked  a  cross-stitch  going  over  the  centre  of  each 
rosette,  are  again  embroidered  in  leaf -stitch.     Chain-stitches  en- 
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close  the  upper  border,  the  small  rosettes  in  the  centre  being 
outlined  with  twisted  silk  looped  round  the  bars  of  the  founda- 
tion. The  outer  edge  of  the  design  is  worked  over  in  buttonhole- 
stitch,  and  a  length  of  silk  drawn  through  above  the  pointed 
scallops. 

ACRAME    LACE. 

Macrame  was  a  work  well  known  in  ancient  times;  is  also  now 
in  great  favor  with  the  ladies.  Its  history  goes  back  to  a  very 
early  date:  the  16th  century. 


No.  1.    Desk  to  go  with  Mackame. 

Illustration  No.  1  shows  a  desk  so  arranged  that  it  can  be  used 
on  a  table  or  the  knees.  The  cleats  at  the  side  of  the  desk  are 
for  fastening  the  straight  lines  of  the  threads;  the  swinging  bar 
is  for  fastening  the  threads  when  working  and  is  to  substitute 
the  use  of  buttons  on  a  lady's  dress. 

Flax  threads  should  be  used  which  are  made  expressly  for  this 
work  and  put  up  in  one  pound  boxes,  the  work  may  be  varied  by 
introducing  threads  of  silk.  The  desk  and  materials  may  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Barbour  Bros.,  134  Church  Street,  New  York  City. 

Always  cut  the  thread  when  commencing  the  pattern  a  good 
bit  longer  than  is  necessary.  The  heavier  threads  are  used  in 
making  the  lace  when  intended  for  lambrequins,  mantels  and 
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furniture  trimmings,  and  the  finer  linen  threads  for  dress  trim- 
mings, etc. 

In  commencing  a  pattern,  fasten  the  threads  for  working  on 
to  the  top  lines  as  follows:  Pass  the  two  ends  of  each  thread 
under  the  line,  pointing  them  up,  then  draw  them  back  through 
the  loop,  repeat  to  the  end  of  the  desk,  then  put  in  a  pin  between 
every  four  threads,  then  loosen  the  second  line,  hold  it  firmly  in 
the  right  hand,  and  knot  each  thread  twice  on  to  it  with  the  left 
hand.  The  straight  lines  are  always  worked  in  this  way.  The 
work  should  be  done  tightly. 


No.  2. 

Illustration  No.  2  shows  different  ways  of  working,  a;  This 
represents  single  chain,  which  is:  take  two  threads,  hold  one 
straight  in  the  left  hand,  knot  the  other  thread  on  to  it  once 
with  the  right  hand;  hold  this  thread  straight  in  the  right  hand 
and  knot  the  other  on  to  it  with  the  left.     Repeat. 

b;  This  represents  double  chain,  and  is  made  in  the  same  way 
as  the  single  chain,  but  with  4  threads,  using  two  threads  each 
time  instead  of  one. 

c;  This  represents  the  open  chain,  and  is  made  by  taking  4 
threads,  commence  with  the  2  at  the  left  side,  hold  the  first  of 
these  in  the  right  hand  as  leader,  knot  the  second  twice  on  to  it 
with  the  left  hand,  pass  the  same  leader  to  the  left  hand,  knot 
the  same  thread  as  before  twice  on  to  it;  take  the  next  2  threads, 
hold  the  first  thread  in  the  right  hand  as  leader,  knot  the  second 
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thread  twice  on  to  it,  pass  the  leader  to  the  left  hand,  knot  thv. 
same  thread  as  before  twice  on  to  it;  hold  the  leader  still  in  the 
left  hand,  and  knot  the  first  leader  twice  on  to  it  with  the  right 
hand;  knot  the  remaining  thread  at  the  left  side  twice  on  to  it, 
leaving  a  loop  before  drawing  it  up  tight.  Pass  the  same  leader 
back  to  the  right  hand,  and  knot  the  first  leader  twice  on  to  it 
with  the  right  hand,  and  knot  the  same  thread  on  to  it  twice  with 
the  left  hand.  Then  take  up  the  two  threads  at  the  right  sicle^ 
hold  the  under  one  in  the  right  hand  as  leader,  knot  the  other 
thread  twice  on  to  it,  leaving  a  loop  as  before.  Pass  the  same 
leader  to  the  left  hand,  and  knot  the  same  thread  twice  on  to  it. 
Hold  the  leader  still  in  the  left  hand,  and  knot  the  leader  at  the 
left  side  twice  on  to  it;  knot  the  remaining  thread  at  the  left 
side  on  to  it,  leaving  a  loop  as  before.  Then  pass  the  leader 
back  to  the  right  hand,  and  knot  same  thread  twice  on  to  it. 
Repeat. 

d;  This  represents  Solomon's  Knot,  which*  is:  take  4  threads, 
hold  the  two  centre  ones  straight,  pass  the  thread  at  left  side 
loosely  over  these.  Take  the  thread  at  right  side,  pass  it  over 
the  first  thread  and,  under  the  centre  ones,  and  up  through  the 
loop  at  left  side;  draw  it  up  tight.  Then  take  the  right-hand 
thread,  pass  it  over  the  two  centre  ones  loosely ;  take  the  left 
thread,  pass  it  over  this,  under  the  centre  ones,  and  up  through 
the  loop  at  the  right  side;  draw  it  up  tight  to  meet  the  first  part 
of  the  knot. 

e;  This  represents  Raised  Picot,  which  comes  mostly  between 
two  leaves.  Take  the  4  centre  threads — two  from  each  leaf — 
bold  the  two  centre  ones  straight  and  make  6  Solomon's  knots 
on  to  them ;  pass  the  two  centre  threads  down  through  the  open- 
ing between  the  two  leaves;  take  one  of  these  threads  and  knot 
it  once  to  the  thread  at  the  left  side,  take  up  the  other  and  knot 
it  once  to  remaining  thread  at  the  right  side. 

a,  b,  c,  d,  e,  just  described,  are  the  foundation  rules  for  all 
Macrame. 
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Macrame  Lace.    No.  1. 


Threads  for  this  pattern  1  yard  and  2  inches  long.  Pin  on  the 
straight  lines  in  the  usual  way,  then  fasten  on  the  threads  to  the 
top  line,  after  which  loosen  the  second  lme;  and  knot  each  thread 
twice  on  to  it  with  the  left  hand.  Make  a  row  of  Solomon's  knots 
thus:  Take  four  threads,  hold  the  two  centre  ones  straight,  pass 
the  thread  at  the  left  side  over  them  loosely,  then  pass  the  thread 
at  the  right  side  over  this,  under  the  two  centre  ones,  and  up 
through  the  loop  at  the  left  side;  draw  it  up  tight.  Then  pass 
the  right  thread  over  the  two  centre  ones;  pass  the  left  thread  over 
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this,  under  the  two  centre  ones,  and  up  through  the  loop  at  the 
right  side;  draw  it  up  tight  to  meet  the  first  part  of  the  knot. 
Repeat  to  end  of  desk.  Then  loosen  third  line,  hold  in  the  right 
hand,  and  knot  each  thread  twice  on  to  it  with  the  left. 

First   Oral:  *  Take  8  threads;   divide  them  into  two  parts. 
Begin  by  holding  the  4th  thread  in  the  left  hand  as  leader,  and 
knot  each  of  the  three  threads  twice  on  to  it  with  the  right; 
then  take  the  next  4  threads,  hold  the  first  of  these  in  the  right 
hand  as  leader,  and  knot  the  three  threads  on  to  it  with  the 
left  hand;  then  take  the  two  center  threads  from  each  side  and 
make  a  Solomon's  knot;  then  take  the  first  leader,  hold  it  in 
the  right  hand  and  knot  the  three  threads  on  to  it;  then  take 
the  second  leader,  hold  it  in  the  left  hand  and  knot  the  seven 
threads  on  to  it  with  the  right  hand.     Then  divide  the  8  threads, 
take  the  4  at  the  right  side,  hold  the  first  (at  the  left  side)  in 
the  right  hand,  knot  the  three  threads  on  to  it  with  the  left 
hand;  then  take  the  two  center  threads  from  each  side  and 
make  a  Solomon's  knot;  then  take  the  leader  at  the  right  side, 
hold  it  in  the  left  hand,  knot  three  threads  on  to  it;  then  take  the 
leader  at  the  left  side,  hold  it  in  the  right  hand  and  knot  the 
remaining  three  threads  on  to  it  with  the  left  hand,  repeat  from 
*  to  end  of  desk.     Then  loosen  the  4th  line,  hold  it  in  the  right 
hand  and  knot  each  thread  twice  on  to  it  with  the  left  hand. 
Repeat  this  to  the  end  of  the  desk;  and  for  the  scollop,  take  8 
threads  and  repeat  from  *  6  times.     Then  take  the  top  leader 
from  the  2d  oral,  hold  it  in  the  left  hand  and  knot  the  4  threads 
of  the  first  oral  on  to  it  with  the  right  hand;  then  take  the 
top  thread  at  the  left  side,  hold  it  in  the  right  hand,  and  knot 
the  3  threads  of  the  2d  oral  on  to  it.     Then  make  a  Solomon's 
knot  in  the  middle  with  the  4  center  threads;  then  take  the 
leader  at  the  left  side,   hold  it  in  the  right  hand,  and  knot  3 
threads  on  to  it  with  the  left;  then  take  the  leader  at  the  right 
side,  hold  it  in  the  left  hand  and  knot  the  4  threads  on  to  it 
with    the   right.     Repeat   until  there  are  5  small  orals;   then 
make  4  under  these  in  the  same  way,  and  3  under  the  4,  and  so 
on,  to  form  the  scollop,  until  it  comes  to  one. 
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FRINGE  OF  MACRAME  WORK. 


A  long  double  foundation  thread;  knot  a  number  of  strands 
of  thread,  folded  in  half,  and  measuring  32  inches  long.  The 
number  must  be  divisible  by  6. 

1st  Row:  With  a  double  thread  laid  across  the  strands,  2 
buttonhole-stitches  with  each  strand  over  the  horizontal  thread. 

2nd  Row:  12  strajids  are  required  for  one  pattern,  *  1  double 
knot,  with  the  3d  to  the  10th  strand,  using  the  center  4  as  a 
foundation,  and  the  outer  ones  to  form  the  knots,  1  double 
knot  with  the  11th  and  12th,  and  1st  and  2d  of  next  pattern,  * 
epeat  from  *  to  *. 


Decaloomanie. 

3d  Row:  *  Place  the  1st  of  the  12  strands  slantwise  over  the 
2d  to  the  6th  strands,  and  knot  with  each  of  the  latter  2  button- 
hole knots  over  the  slanting  strands,  place  the  12th  strand 
aslant  over  the  11th  to  the  7th,  and  knot  as  above,  *  repeat 
from  *  to  *. 

4th  and  5th  Rows:  Like  the  2d  and  3d  rows,  but  with  the 
pattern  in  reversed  position. 

6th  Row:  Like  2d  Row. 

7th  Row:  Like  1st  Row. 

8th  and  9th  Rows:  Like  2d  and  3d. 

10th  Row:  1  double  knot  with  center  4  strands  of  each 
pattern,  leaving  the  other  strands  untouched. 

11th  Row:  (See  illustration  for  distances.)  *  Place  the  6th 
strand  aslant  over  the  5th  to  the  1st,  and  work  with  each  of  the 
latter  2  buttonhole  stitches  over  the  6th,  place  the  7th  over  the 
■8th  to  the  12th  strand,  and  work  over  it  as  above,  *  repeat  from 
*  to  *. 

12th  Row:  *  1  tatted  knot  with  the  2d  over  the  1st,  and 
with  the  11th  over  the  12th,  1  double  knot  as  before,  with 
center  8  strands. 

13th  Row:  Like  3d  Row: 

14th  and  15th  Rows:  Like  the  11th  and  12th;  but  without 
the  tatted  knots. 

16th  Row:  (See  illustration  for  distances)  1  double  knot 
with  each  12  strands,  repeat,  then  thread  8  strands  4  inches 
long  through  the  center  of  each  loop,  tie  them  round  to  form 
.a  tassel  and  cut  the  ends  even. 

THE  ART  OF   DECALCOMANIE. 

A  correspondent  asks  us  what  this  art  is.  We  answer,  it  is 
employed,  with  great  success,  to  ornament  china,  lamp-shades, 
etc.  It  is,  really,  transferring  pictures  to  glass,  china,  wood, 
etc.,  etc.,  an  old  practice  revived  under  a  new  name.  There  is  a 
positive  rage  for  the  work  in  Paris  and  London. 

The  materials  to  be  used  are:  A  bottle  of  transfer  varnish  for 
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fixing  the  drawings.  A  bottle  of  light  varnish,  to  pass  over 
the  drawings  when  fixed.  A  bottle  of  spirit  to  clean  the 
brushes,  and  to  remove  those  pictures  which  may  not  be  success- 
ful. A  piece  of  flannel  about  nine  inches  square.  A  paper- 
knife.  Two  or  three  camel-hair  brushes.  A  basin  of  water. 
A  bottle  of  opaque  white  varnish. 

To  do  the  decorating,  you  must  dip  one  of  the  brushes  into 
the  transfer  varnish,  and  give  the  drawing  a  very  light  coat 
with  it,  taking  care  not  to  go  beyond  the  outline;  then  lay  it, 
face  downward,  on  the  object  to  be  ornamented,  taking  care  to 
place  it  at  once  where  it  is  to  remain,  as  it  would  be  spoiled  by 
by  moving.  If  the  varnish,  on  its  first  application,  is  too 
liquid,  allow  the  picture  to  remain  for  about  five  minutes  to  set. 
Moisten  the  flannel  with  water,  and  lay  it  gently  on  the  draw- 
ing, which  has  been  previously  laid  in  its  place  on  the  object  to 
be  decorated;  then  rub  it  Over  with  the  paper-knife,  so  as  to 
cause  the  print  to  adhere  in  every  part;  this  done,  remove  the 
flannel,  well  soak  the  paper  with  a  camel-hair  brush  dipped  in 
water,  and,  in  a  few  minutes,  lift  up  the  paper  by  one  corner, 
and  draw  it  off.  The  picture  will  be  left  on  the  object,  whilst 
the  paper  will  come  off  quite  white.  Care  must  be  taken  that 
the  piece  of  flannel,  without  being  too  wet,  is  sufficiently  so  to 
entirely  saturate  the  paper.  The  drawing  must  now  be  washed 
with  a  camel-hair  brush,  in  clean  water,  to  remove  the  surplus 
varnish,  and  then  left  till  quite  dry.  The  next  day,  cover  the 
picture  with  a  light  coat  of  the  fixing  varnish,  to  give  brilliancy 
to  the  colors.  And  if  the  articles  to  be  ornamented  are  of  a 
dark  color,  such  as  the  bindings  of  books,  Russia  leather, 
blotting-cases,  leather  bags,  etc.,  the  picture  must  be  covered 
with  a  mixture  of  opaque  white  varnish,  taking  care  not  to 
pass  beyond  the  outline  of  the  design.  The  next  day,  proceed 
according  to  the  instructions  given  above. 

If  you  wish  to  transfer  a  picture  to  silk,  paper  or  other 
similar  material,  which  will  not  bear  wetting,  the  following 
directions   must  be    observed: — Varnish    the  picture    with    the 
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transfer  varnish  as  above  explained,  follow  the  outline  of  the 
design,  then  allow  it  to  dry  for  one  or  two  hours;  when  quite 
dry,  pass  a  damp  sponge  over  the  entire  surface  of  the  sheet, 
so  as  to  remove  the  composition  which  is  round  the  picture,  and 
which  may  spoil  the  object.  Let  the  paper  dry  once  more,  and 
varnish  the  picture  again  with  the  transfer  varnish;  in  about 
ten  minutes,  place  it,  face  downward,  on  the  object  to  be 
decorated,  and  rub  it  with  the  paper-knife  over  the  whole  of  its 
surface.  Finally,  damp  the  paper  with  a  wet  brush,  allow  it  to 
soak  in  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  then  strip  the  paper 
off.  To  remove  a  spoiled  picture  from  any  object,  dip  a  soft 
rag  in  the  spirit,  and  rub  it  over  the  surface.  To  ensure  a  good 
result,  care  must  be  taken  to  give  a  very  light  coating  of  varnish 
to  the  parts  to  be  transferred.  When  the  varnish  is  first 
applied,  it  is  very  liquid,  and  must  be  left  to  dry,  the  best 
condition  for  transferring  being  when  the  varnish  is  only  just 
sticky,  without  being  too  dry.  This  usually  takes  about  eight 
or  ten  minutes. 

The  varnish-bubbles,  which  generally  will  arise,  even  with 
the  most  careful  management,  are  the  rocks  which  most  novices 
of  the  art  split  upon.  If  they  are  allowed  to  remain,  without 
careful  stroking  or  rolling  down,  the  appearance  of  the  work 
will,  to  a  great  extent,  be  spoiled.  No  artistic  skill  is  requisite 
for  the  pursuance  of  this  truly  fascinating  work;  patience, 
delicate  manipulation,  and  good  taste  are  the  principal  requisites 
for  a  successful  worker. 

PAINTING    ON    SILK    OR    SATIN. 

This  work  is  very  effective,  and  is  not  difficult.  It  is  especi- 
ally suitable  for  large  folding  screens,  table  borders,  etc. 

The  design  given  may  be  done  in  oil  or  water  colors,  as  one 
may  prefer.  Take  dark  olive- green  satin  for  a  background. 
The  storks  should  shade  from  pearl  white  to  grey,  the  legs  and 
tail  feathers  being  almost  black.  The  grasses  are  painted  in 
greens,  the  cat-tails  in  browns. 
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TO  PAINT  ON  SILK  OR  SATIN  IN  OILS. 

Transparent  Colors:  Carmine,  Prussian  Blue,  Purple  Lake. 

Semi-Transparent  Colors:  Burnt  Sienna,  Terre  Verte,  Van- 
dyke Brown. 

Opaque  Colors:  Flake  White,  Venetian  Red,  Cobalt,  Ver- 
milion Chromo  Yellow,  Nos.  1,  2,  3. 

These  colors  are  prepared  m  tubes  at  any  store  of  artists' 
materials.  To  prepare  the  silk  or  satin  for  painting,  simply  lay 
on  ox-gall  with  a  brush  over  the  place  which  your  design  is  to 
cover.     Turpentine  is  used  to  mix  paints,  that  is  to  thin  them. 

Do  not  face  the  light  while  painting  on  satin;  wear  a  shade 
over  the  eyes. 

First  test  a  small  piece  of  satin  before  beginning  a  design, 
if  the  surface  is  easily  moved  by  your  brush,  then  get  a  piece 
that  is  more  firmly  woven.  The  closest,  finest  satin  is  always 
easier  to  paint  on ;  this  is  not  necessarily  the  most  expensive, 
for  the  satin  with  a  linen  back  is  better  than  a  thin  all  silk 
piece,  which  costs  more. 

Keep  the  satin  smoothly  stretched  on  a  board,  with  artist 
thumb  tacks.  If  yon  are  used  to  oil  paints,  then  begin  by 
squeezing  out  the  tube  colors  on  blotting  paper,  because  the 
paper  will  quickly  absorb  the  oil  with  which  the  paint  is  mixed, 
and  therefore  prevent  an  ugly,  greasy  stain  on  the  satin.  It 
sometimes  takes  a  week  or  more  to  dry  painting  on  satin. 
Black  satin  is  the  easiest  to  begin  on,  as  far  as  your  design  is 
concerned,  black  harmonizes  color. 

The,  choice  of  the  color  of  the  satin  will,  of  course,  depend  on 
the  choice  of  the  subject  to  be  painted  on  it,  and  to  paint  satin 
or  silk  with  water  colors,  use  a  white  sable  brush  and  go  over 
the  design  with  thick  colors  mixed  with  Chinese  white. 

No  matter  how  finely  you  grind  powder  paints  with  water, 
something  must  be  added  to  keep  the  colors  from  rubbing  off 
as  soon  as  the  water  has  evaporated.  Whatever  may  be  suc- 
cessfully used  to  fix  paints  is  called  a  vehicle. 

The  most  useful,  with  the  least  defects,  is  gum-arabic.      It 
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should  be  bought  in  powder  form.  Dissolve  in  cold  water, 
strain  through  a  white  muslin,  and  keep  in  a  wide-mouthed 
bottle  (with  a  cover)  by  your  side  while  p'ainting.  Mix  your 
paints  with  this,  if  you  are  using  moist  or  cake  colors. 

Gum  arabic  is  best  dissolved  fresh  every  day.  If  it  is  not 
convenient  to  dissolve  every  day,  add  a  little  alcohol.  The 
Chinese  use  rice  water  to  mix  their  colors. 

In  painting  with  Chinese  white  on  silk  it  is  well  to  mix  a 
little  pure  glycerine  with  the  paint,  this  will  prevent  its  cracking. 
When  you  wish  to  give  the  effect  of  white  flowers  in  shadow, 
as  the  semi-transparent  appearance  which  is  the  characteristic 
of  many  flowers,  add  water  to  the  Chinese  white  till  it  is  almost 
liquid,  and  by  painting  this  quickly  over  the  satin,  the  color  of 
the  material  showing  partly  through  the  thin  white,  produces 
a  grayish  effect  of  exceeding  delicacy  and  beauty.  Powder 
colors,  such  as  used  for  wax  flowers  are  better  than  cake  paints 
to  mix  with  Chinese  white  and  gum-arabic. 

KENSINGTON  PAINTING. 

This  is  a  new  style  of  decorative  painting,  an  adaptation  of 
oil  painting  to  the  surface  of  velvet  or  cloth  in  a  peculiar  man- 
ner, the  result  being  in  appearance  not  unlike  embroidery  done 
in  the  famous  Kensington  stitch. 

The  beginner  will  succeed  best  with  flowers  treated  naturally, 
that  is,  in  drawing  and  coloring,  closely  imitating  the  growing 
plant.     If  possible  study  the  natural  flowers. 

Materials  required  are  tube  colors,  a  porcelain  palette,  small 
palette  knife,  a  few  red  sable  brushes,  Nos.  4  and  6,  spirits  of 
turpentine  and  a  piece  of  cloth  to  wipe  the  brushes. 

Silk  velvet  is  the  most  suitable  material,  but  an  excellent 
quality  of  velveteen  is  made  now  which  answers  the  purpose. 
Select  a  color  to  form  a  good  background,  such  as  dark  maroon, 
olive  or  terra  cotta  shades. 

The  design  should  be  stamped  on  the  material,  be  careful  to 
ask  for  stamping  to  be  used  in  Kensington  painting,  not  em- 
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broidery.  The  French  dry  stamping  is  well  adapted  to  the 
purpose. 

When  stamped,  stitch  the  material  tightly  on  an  embroidery 
frame,  or  tack  it  to  a  board. 

Squeeze  out  a  little  color  on  the  palette,  blending  two  or 
three  colors  if  necessary,  using  the  palette  knife  to  mix  them 
until  the  right  shade  is  obtained.  The  color  is  not  to  be 
thinned,  but  used  as  thick  as  possible,  the  the  thicker  the  better. 
It  should  be  mixed  with  sugar  of  lead,  or  megilt,  to  facilitate 
drying  and  prevent  the  oil  from  spreading. 

When  finished  the  painted  design  is  now  to  be  "scratched  in" 
with  an  ordinary  steel  pen,  this  is  the  peculiar  feature  of  Ken- 
sington painting.  A  pen  which  comes  on  purpose  is  sold  by 
C.  Bentley,  1144  Broadway,  New  York  City,  at  10  cents  and 
25  cents  apiece.  The  strokes  are  made  in  the  same  directions 
that  stitches  would  be  taken  if  the  design  was  being  embroidered 
the  object  being  to  blend  the  shades  or  colors  of  the  paint  and 
at  the  same  time  to  give  the  surface  the  "stitchy"  appearance 
resembling  embroidery. 

A  full  outfit  for  Kensington  Painting,  consisting  of  a 
Japanned  tin  box,  containing  30  tubes  of  colors,  brushes,  palette, 
pens  and  specimens  of  work  sent  to  any  address  by  express  on 
receipt  of  six  dollars,  by  C.  Bentley,  1144  Broadway,  New 
York  City. 

PAINTING  ON  PLUSH  OR  VELVET  IN  OIL. 

The  great  difficulty  to  be  overcome  by  amateurs  in  this  paint- 
ing is  the  matting  of  the  velvet  or  plush.  The  material  does 
not  admit  of  light  and  delicate  painting.  Daisies  make  the 
best  subject. 

Sketch  out  the  design  lightly  with  Chinese  white,  then  do 
not  attempt  to  paint  the  surface,  but  press  the  colors  down 
with  a  stiff  bristle  poonah  brush  until  they  take  hold  welL 
To  prevent  running  use  Teciatiff  Courtray,  or  white  copal 
varnish. 
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Be  sure  that  the  plush  is  firmly  fastened  and  that  the  nap 
runs  down.  Squeeze  the  colors  on  blotting  paper.  Plush  can 
not  be  finished  at  one  painting  for  oil  colors  put  on  too  thickly 
crack. 

PAINTING  ON  PLUSH  OR  VELVET  IN  WATER  COLORS. 

First  trace  the  design  on  the  velvet  or  plush,  then  stamp  the 
colors  in  well  with  a  blender  brush,  using  white  afterwards  with 
a  small  brush,  to  bring  the  colors  out.  Use  powder  paints 
mixed  with  gum  arabic  and  water.  Choose  a  design  where  the 
leaves  or  blossoms  do  not  touch  each  other.  Choose  a  large 
design.  Poppies  and  corn-flowers  painted  broadly  are  pretty 
done  on  olive  plush. 

The  wild-flower  and  garden -flower  series  issued  by  Cassell, 
Petter,  Galpin  &  Co.  New  York  City,  are  very  useful. 

LUSTRE  PAINTING. 

A  full  outfit  for  doing  this  beautiful  work  may  be  obtained 
for  four  dollars  from  C.  Bentley,  1144  Broadway,  New  York 
City.  Lustre  or  Bronze  painting  justly  commands  a  foremost 
place.  The  rapidity  and  ease  with  which  a  large  piece  of  work 
may  be  produced  is  one  of  its  greatest  charms. 

Pressed  plush,  which  costs  two  dollars  per  yard,  makes  a  good 
foundation,  and  velvet,  velveteen,  satin,  silk,  Roman  sheeting 
linen,  wood  and  terra  cotta  are  used. 

Rich  deep  shades  should  be  chosen;  for  instance,  dark  olive 
green,  maroon,  brown,  crimson  and  black  are  all  well  adapted 
to  the  purpose.  White  and  delicately  tinted  fabrics  can  also 
be  employed  but  not  so  satisfactory  as  the  darker  colors. 

Requisites  for  Lustre  Painting:  A  board,  a  slab  with  round 
saucer-like  holes,  brushes  of  hog's  hair,  sable  and  camel's  hair, 
bronze  colors,  a  bottle  of  medium,  a  bottle  of  turpentine. 

List  of  Colors. — The  following  list  of  colors  give  all  the 
shades  that  are  necessary  for  the  most  varied  designs,  especially 
for  beginners  as  it  is  easier  to  work  with  a  simple  palette;  it  is. 
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less  perplexing,  and  as  experience  is  gained  it  will  be  seen  that 
tints  can  be  composed  by  the  combination  of  colors  to  suit  every 
need.  Boxes  filled  with  eight  or  ten  colors,  a  few  brushes,  a 
bottle  of  medium  and  one  of  cleaning  solution  are  all  that  is 
requisite  to  make  a  start  with : 

Silver,  Green  Gold,  Bright  Gold,  Deep  Gold,  Copper,  Deep 
Copper  Crimson,  Steel  Blue,  Purple,  Deep  Violet,  Green,  Black, 
Bright  Green,  Bright  Blue. 

To  Mix  the  Coloes. — To  prevent  waste,  slabs  having  small 
.saucer-shaped  holes  in  them  should  be  procured,  as  the  slanting 
palettes  are  not  economical.  The  bronzes  do  not  need  rubbing 
•down  with  the  palette  knife,  it  is  sufficient  to  mix  then  with 
the  medium  to  the  required  consistency  with  a  brush.  During 
painting  they  must  be  stirred  round  at  times  as  the  brush  is 
filled,  for  as  they  are  heavy  they  sink  to  the  bottom  of  the 
saucers;  if  this  precaution  is  omitted  a  level  coating  of  color 
cannot  be  obtained.  Some  colors  being  heavier  than  others 
specially  require  this  treatment,  and  more  medium  must  be 
added  to  them  from  time  to  time  as  the  mixture  is  gradually 
used  up,  otherwise  the  layer  of  color  will  not  be  of  uniform 
strength,  for  the  solution  will  be  thicker  at  the  close  of  the 
work  than  at  the  commencement.  If  meduim  is  used  in  excess 
a  thin  appearauce  will  be  the  result;  the  main  point  is  to  cover 
the  ground  with  as  level  a  coating  of  color  as  possible.  The 
following  rule  may  be  observed:  As  much  bronze  as  will  cover 
a  three  penny  piece  added  to  half  a  teaspoon  of  medium,  the 
mixture  to  be  thoroughly  stirred  with  the  brush.  No  turpen- 
tine is  employed  with  the  medium  in  grounding  unless  the  mix- 
ture has  become  too  thick,  in  which  case  a  drop  or  two  may 
be  added  to  cause  it  to  work  well.  The  best  plan  is  to  mix  only 
small  quantities,  such  as  are  sufficient  for  one  sitting.  Tur- 
jaentine  is  useful  to  remove  any  spots  that  may  happen  to  be 
made  on  the  fabric,  and  to  clean  the  brushes  and  palette;  it  will 
also  remove  stains  from  the  fingers. 

Subjects. — Conventionalized  fruit  and  flowers  and  arabesque 
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designs  are  alone  suitable  for  bronze  painting.  The  designs 
should  be  treated  in  a  bold,  free  style,  all  minute  details  being 
rigidly  excluded,  for  they  detract  from  the  distinctness  of  the 
pattern.  The  great  object  is  to  have  the  pattern  show  well  at 
a  distance.  The  Virginia  Creeper  is  charming  either  on  a  black 
or  white  ground.  Arabesque  designs  are  made  more  beau- 
tiful by  outlining  the  painting  with  brown  or  gold  filoselle  in 
rope  or  crewel  stitch. 

The  difference  between  executing  bronze  paintings  on  de- 
pressed plush  designs  and  on  plain  surfaces  is  great.  The 
former  requires  thin  mixtures  that  will  flow  readily,  the  latter 
need  mixtures  of  such  thickness  that  they  will  adhere  to  the 
palette.  Twice  as  much  bronze  must  be  added  to  the  medium 
for  plain  surfaces  as  that  intended  for  working  on  the  pressed 
plush.  Still  the  mixture  must  be  sufficiently  moist  to  cause 
adhesion  to  the  material  when  the  painting  is  quite  dry. 
Under  rough  materials  Roman  satin  sheetings  are  included,  as 
well  as  all  the  textures  that  are  grained.  For  such  hard  brushes- 
are  required. 

Daffodils,  sunflowers,  lilies  and  water-lilies  all  show  well  at 
a  distance  and  can  be  well  represented  in  bronzes.  Of  the 
smaller  flowers,  carnations,  primroses,  daisies,  clematies  and 
azalies.  Apples  make  a  good  conventional  pattern,  also  oranges,, 
peas  and  plums.  The  latter  afford  the  chance  of  introducing  a. 
rich  purple  tint,  which,  intermixed  with  gold  and  silver,  pro- 
duces a  charming  result. 

In  grounding  the  work,  a  camel's  hair  brush  must  be  well 
charged  with  the  mixture.  It  is  drawn  gently  along,  being 
held  almost  upright,  and  the  space  to  be  covered  is  filled  in 
with  one  stroke  of  the  brush.  No  pressure  is  required;  for  the 
more  lightly  the  brush  is  handled  the  smoother  will  be  the  coat- 
ing of  color.  In  grounding  large  leaves  they  may  be  either 
filled  in  entirely  with  one  color  and  afterwards  shaded,  or  they 
may  be  partially  worked  in  with  one  bronze  and  finished  witli 
one  or  more  shades,  according  to  taste.     If  the  first  attempt  is 
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not  quite  satisfactory  through  the  layer  of  color  being  too  thin 
strengthen  it  by  going  over  it  again  before  it  is  dry.  The  work 
will  dry  in  two  hours.  Brushes  must  always  be  kept  in  good 
order.  They  should,  when  the  painting  is  finished,  be  at  once 
dipped  in  turpentine,  and  afterwards  washed  in  warm  water  and 
soap,  the  hairs  being  then  laid  fiat. 

Beautiful  effects  can  be  obtained  by  lying  contrasting  colors 
over  portions  of  the  still  moist  ground,  thus,  silver  modified 
with  purple  can  be  touched  over  parts  of  a  bunch  of  grapes. 
The  high  lights  of  flowers,  grounded  in  silver,  may  be  put  in 
with  white  silver,  the  deepest  shades  being  thrown  in  with 
black,  whilst  the  half  tints  are  formed  of  a  mixture  of  silver  and 
black.  Silver  and  black  form  a  soft  pearly  gray,  which  is 
admirable  for  intermediate  shades.  Steel  blue  bronze  is  useful  for 
shading  green  leaves  when  the  deepest  shade  is  required. 

When  green  is  added  to  steel  blue  bronze,  a  deeper  green  is 
obtained  quite  different  in  shade  to  that  produced  above. 
Light  violet  mixed  with  green  is  a  good  mixture  for  stems. 

Light  copper,  light  green,  or  steel  blue  are  often  used  to 
shade  white  flowTers. 

Bright  mineral  green  combined  with  light  green  makes  a 
most  desirable  color  for  foliage,  but  it  is  too  vivid  to  use  pure 
in  any  quantity.  Should  the  deep  gold  be  all  used  up,  it  may 
be  closely  imitated  by  a  mixture  of  violet  and  green  gold  or 
pale  gold. 

Do  not  forget  to  clean  your  brushes.  The  illustration  at 
beginning  of  description  is  a  mantle  covering  of  crimson  em- 
bossed plush,  with  the  design  depressed  into  the  surface.  The 
design  is  a  vine  painted  in  bronze  colors;  2f  yards  of  pressed 
plush  are  needed  for  this  article.  The  elegant  prize  costs  $3.50 
per   yard. 
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PAINTING  ON  WHITE  WOOD. 

To  those  who  employ  water-color  painting  as  a  pastime  and 
study,  painting  on  unpolished  white  wood  is  well  worthy  their 
attention.     The  work  is  not  difficult,  and  the  result  is  generally 
so  satisfactory  that  the  student  is  amply   repaid.     The  Avood 
used  is  the  chestnut.     In  its  natural  state  it  is  very  white  in 
appearance,  and  the  only  drawback  to  it  is  that  in  substance  it 
is  rather  soft,  so  that  in  sketching  or  trailing  a  design  care 
must  be  taken  not  to  lean  too  heavily  on  the  pencil.     Besides 
the  agreeable  nature  of  painting  on  wood,  from  its  smooth  sur- 
face and  the  readiness  with  which  it  takes  the  color,  articles  of: 
use  in  the  drawing  room,  boudoir,  and  for  the  toilet  table,, 
together  with  those  of  daily  use,  can  be  supplied.     Blotting: 
pads  in  various  sizes  are  most  useful  and  very  appropriate  on 
the  writing  table.     Stationery  cases  and  paper  knives  are  made 
to  complete  the  set.     When  choosing  the  wood  try  and  procure^ 
it  as  white  as  possible  and  have  the  grain  of  it  run  lengthwise 
and  straight. 

When  the  design  is  drawn,  before  commencing  the  painting,, 
clean  the  wood  thoroughly  with  crumbs  of  bread;  and  while 
coloring,  place  a  piece  of  paper  beneath  the  hand,  so  that  it 
should  not  rest  on  the  wood  and  soil  it.  The  method  of  paint- 
ing white  wood  in  water  colors  is  very  simple.  Mix  the  colors 
with  Chinese  white,  which  renders  them  opacme  and  also  acts, 
as  a  preventative  against  their  sinking  into  the  wood.  Body 
color  imparts  brilliancy  to  the  coloring  on  wood,  which,  if 
transparencies  were  used  would  not  be  so  great.  In  painting 
reverse  the  order  which  is  set  down  for  transparent  colors  and 
begin  with  the  dark  shades.  Work  up  the  different  lights,  and 
finally  put  in  the  high  lights.  Do  not  be  afraid  to  apply  dark 
colors  and  shades;  they  become  very  bright  when  the  painting 
is  varnished,  and  colors  such  as  Vandyke  brown  and  crimson 
lake  warm  up  and  heighten  the  brilliancy  of  the  picture.  The 
colors  can  be  obtained  in  either  small  tubes  or  cakes.     The  ordi-

nary  brushes  used  in  water-color  painting  are  the  best  to  em- 
ploy, although  some  artists  prefer  to  paint  in  body  color  with 
brushes  used  in  oil  color  painting. 

When  the  painting  is  finished  the  wood  should  be  polished  as 
follows:  First  pass  over  the  entire  wood  a  coating  of  patent 
white  size,  then  wait  until  it  has  become  thoroughly  dry,  and 
repeat  the  operation.  Now  be  sure  it  is  thoroughly  dry,  and 
with  a  large  soft  brush  apply  the  white  spirit  varnish,  wTorking- 
the  brush  lengthwise.  When  this  is  dry  apply  a  coat  of  varnish 
and  work  from  side  to  side.     Continue  this  until  the  polish 

suits  you. 

DARNED  LACE.
